Pnnaant  to  an  Act  of  the  Creneral  Asaembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  entitled  *'  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  calling  of  a  Convention  of 
the  People  of  this  State,". ratified  the  13th  day  of  November,  1860,  the 
Delegates  from  the  several  Election  Districts  of  this  State,  assembled  in 
the  Baptist  Church,  in  the  Town  of  Columbia,  on  this  day,  at  twelve 
o'clock,  M. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  James  H.  Adams,  of  Eichland,  Mr.  D.  F.  Jami- 
■OD,  a  Delegate  from  Barnwell,  was  called  to  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Izard  Middleton,  of  All  Saints,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  a  member  of  the  Convention 
temporary  Secretary. 

The  President,  in  accordance  with  this  resolution,  requested  Mr.  T. 
Y.  Simons,  of  St.  Philip's  and  St.  Michaers,  to  act  as  temporary 
Secretary;  and- then  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen :  We  have  met  here  under  circumstances  more  solemn 
than  any  of  us  have  ever  been  placed  in  before.  No  one,  it  seems  to 
me,  is  duly  impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  work  before  him,  who 
does  not,  at  the  same  time,  feel  that  he  is  about  to  enter  upon  the 
gravest  and  most  solemn  act  which  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  this  genera- 
tion to  accomplish.  It  is  no  less  than  our  fised  determination  to  throw 
off  a  Government  to  which  we  have  been  accustomed,  and  to  provide 
new  safeguards  for  our  future  security.  If  anything  has  been  decided 
'  by  tiie  elections  which  sent  us  here,  it  is,  that  South  Carolina  must  dis- 
solve her  connection  with  the  Confederacy  as  speedily  as  possible. 

lu  the  progress  of  this  movement  we  have  two  great  dangers  to  fear — 
overtures  from  without,  and  precipitation  within.  I  trust  that  the 
door  is  now  forever  closed  to  all  further  connection  -with  our  Northern 
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confederates;  for  what  gaarantecs  can  they  offer  us,  more  strictly 
guarded,  or  under  higher  sanctions,  than  the  present  written  compact 
between  us?  And  did  that  sacred  instrument  protect  us  from  tho 
jejilousy  and  aggressions  of  the  North,  commenced  forty  years  ago, 
which  resulted  in  the  Missouri  Compromise  ? 

Did  the  Constitution  protect  us  from  tho  cupidity  of  the  Northern 
people,  who,  for  thirty-five  years,  have  imposed  the  burden  of  support- 
ing the  General  Government  chiefly  on  the  industry  of  the  South? 
Did  it  save  us  from  Abolition  petitions,  Resigned  to  annoy  and  insult 
us,  in  tho  very  halls  of  our  Federal  Congress  ?  Did  it  enable  us  to 
obtain  a  single  foot  of  the  soil  acquired  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  where 
the  South  furnished  three-fourths  of  the  money,  two-thirds  of  the  men, 
and  four-fifths  of  the  graves  ?  Did  it  oppose  any  obstacle  to  the  erec- 
tion of  California  into  a  free-soil  State,  without  any  previous  territorial 
existence,  without  any  defined  boundaries,  or  any  census  of  her  popula- 
tion ?  Did  it  throw  any  protection  around  the  Southern  settlers  of 
Kansas,  when  the  soil  of  that  territory  was  invaded  by  the  emissariefl 
of  Emigrant  Aid  Societies,  in  a  crusade  preached  from  Northern  pulpits, 
when  churchmen  and  women  contributed  Sharp*8  rifles  and  Colt's 
revolvers,  to  swell  the  butchery  of  Southern  men  ?  And  has  not  that 
Constitution  been  trodden  under  foot  by  almost  every  Northern  State, 
in  their  Ordinances  nullifying  all  laws  made  for  the  recovery  of  fugitive 
slaves,  by  which  untold  millions  of  property  have  been  lost  to  the 
South? 

Let  us  be  no  longer  duped  by  paper  securities.  Written  Constitu- 
tions arc  worthless,  unless  they  are  written,  at  the  same  time,  in  the 
hearts,  and  founded  on  the  interests  of  a  people ;  and  as  there  is  no 
common  bond  of  sympathy  or  interest  between  the  North  and  the 
South,  all  efforts  to  preserve  this  Union  will  not  only  be  fruitless,  but 
fatal  to  the  less  numerous  section.  The  other  danger  to  which  I  re- 
ferred, may  arise  from  too  great  impatience  on  the  part  of  our  people 
to  precipitate  the  issue,  in  not  waiting  until  they  can  strike  with  the 
authority  of  law. 

At  the  moment  of  inaugurating  a  great  movement  like  the  present,  I 
trust  that  we  will  go  forward,  and  not  be  diverted  from  our  purpose  by 
influences  from  without.  In  the  outset  of  this  movement  I  can  offer 
you  no  better  motto  than  Danton's,.  at  tho  commencement  of  the 
French  Eevolution  :  <*  To  dare !  and  again  to  dare !  and  without  end  to 
dare ! " 
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Mr.  J.  H.  Adams,  of  Richland,  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

^  RexoheJ,  That  the  prooocdings  of  this  meeting  he  opened  with 
prayer,  and  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Breaker  he  invited  to  officiate  this 
morning. 

Resolved,  That  each  successive  day  of  our  Convention  bo  opened 
with  prayer,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Convention  be  requested* to 
invite  some  clergyman  to  perform  that  duty. 

The  question  being  taken,  the  resolutions  were  agreed  to,  and  the 
proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  accordingly.

The  President  elect,  on  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Convention 
aa  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  tlie  Conventwi: 

When  I  say  that  I  have  no  words  to  express  the  gratification  which 
year  confidence  has  afforded  me,  I  only  say  precisely  what  I  mean. 
There  is  no  honor  I  esteem  more  highly  than  to  sign  the  Ordinance  of 
Seoession,  as  a  member  of  this  body ;  but  I  will  regard  it  as  the  greatest 
honor  of  my  life  to  sign  it  as  your  presiding  ofiiccr.  We  have  entered 
on  a  great  work,  and  God,  who  holds  in  His  hands  the  destinies  of 
nations,  only  knows  whal^may  be  the  result.  That  it  may  lead  to  the 
honor  and  glory  of  South  Carolina  is  my  most  fervent  prayer.  May 
God  aid  our  State!  I  am  too  little  accustomed  to  the  duties  ofpresid- 
Log  over  a  body  like  this,  not  to  feci  my  want  of  qualification  for  the 
,i06ition  you  have  assigned  mc ;  and  I  have  been  so  long  withdrawn 
[lom  deliberative  bodies,  that  I  must  ask  your  indulgence  for  the  errors 
I  may  commit.  I  stated  in  commencing  that  I  was  so  overcome  by 
jonr  confidence  that  I  had  nothing  to  say.  All  I  can  do  would  be  to 
eipress  but  imperfectly  the  emotions  that  agitate  my  bosom.

Sir  :  On  the  night  of  the  17th  instant,  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  at  Columbia,  I  received  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Alabama,  a  despatch,  by  telegraph,  of  that  date,  and 
which  I  herewith  enclose,  and  have  the  honor  to  request  may  be  read 
and'  submitted  to  the  Convention  as  directed  by  his  Excellency,  Gov. 
Moore. 

Permit  me  to  assure  the  Convention  that  in  making  this  communica- 
tion, his  Excellency,  Gov.  Moore,  offers  it  in  no  spirit  of  dictation,*  but 
as  the  friendly  counsel  and  united  voice  of  the  true  men  of  Alabama, 
for  the  consideration  of  this  Convention,  and  in  the  same  spirit  of  con- 
sultation and  oonferenco  which  impelled  him  to  send  a  Commissioner  to 
this  and  the  other  Southern  Stjites.

Mr.  Reed  offered  the  foIlowiDg  re:iolutioDS :

Mr.  Hayne  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

Whereas,  the  causes  which  have  produced  the  separation  of  South 
Carolina  from  the  Federal  Union,  have  emanated  from  the  States 
oorth  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  using  hireling  labor  only ;  and, 
whereas,  it  has  not  been  against  the  Constitution  of  the  Unilcd  States 
that  South  Carolina  has  opposed  her  sovereignty,  but  the  usurpations 
of  a  government  in  violation  of  this  instrument: 

liesoiverf,  1  hat  a  Commissioner  be  sent  to  each  of  the  slaveholding 
States,  bearing  a  copy  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession,  and  proffering  to 
such  States,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  the  existing  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  as  the  H^sis  of  a  Provisional  Government,  to  be 
adopted  on  the  part  of  South  Carolina,  and  any  other  slaveholding 
State  or  States,  which,  after  seceding  from  the  present  Federal  Union, 
shall  be  willing  to  unite  with  South  Carolina  in  the  formation  of  a  new 
Confederacy;  and  wc  do  hereby  ratify  and  confirm,  from  the  date  there- 
of, any  action  taken  by  such  Commissioner,  or  Commissioners,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  in  the  formation 
of  such  Provisional  Union;  and  we  do  further  earnestly  recommend 

that  in days  after  two  or  more  States,  in  addition  to  South 

Carolina,  shall  have  acceded  to  the  said  Provisional  Union,  an  election 
shall  be  held  for  Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Hepiresentatives 
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of  the  new  Congress,  and  President  and  Yiee  President  of  the  new 
Confederacy. 

Resolved,  That  three  CommisFioners  be  appointed  ,to  carry  an  authen- 
ticated copy  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession  to  Washington,  to  be  laid* 
before  the  President  of  the  United  States,  with  the  request  that  the 
same  shall  be  commnnicated  to  the  Congress  now  in  session ;  and  said 
Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  treat  for  the 
delivery  of  the  Forts,  Magazines,  Light  Houses,  an^  other  real  estlte, 
and  all  appurtenances  thereto,  within  the  geographical  limits  of  South 
Carolina,  the  authority  to  treftt  upon  these  subjects  to  be  extended  to 

the day  of  February,  which  shall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 

thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one;  provided  in'  the  meantime,  the 
said  Forts,  Magazines,  and  other  places,  arc  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
condition  in  which  they  may  be  at  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance;  and 
they  shall  be  further  empowAed  to  treat  upon  the  subject  of  the  public 
debt,  and  for  a  proper  division  of  all  other  property  than  the  above,  now 
held  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  as  agent  of  the  States 
now  embraced  in  said  Confederacy,  until  such  time  as  a  new  Con- 
federacy of  States  shall  be  formed,  of  which  South  Carolina  shall  be 
one. 

On  motion  of  M:;^  Hayne,  the  first  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ilelations  with  the  Slaveholding  States  of  North 
America,  and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Inglis  moved  that  the  second  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Inglis  withdrew  his  motion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hayne,  the  second  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Kelations,  and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Memminger  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  Commission,  to  consist  of  throe  persons,  be 
elected  by  ballot  of  this  Convention,  to  proceed  to  Washington,  to  nego- 
tiate with  the  United  States,  acting  through  their  General  Government, 
as  to  the  proper  measures  and  arrangements  to  be  made  or  adopted  in 
the  existing  relations  of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace 
and  amity  between  them. 

2.  Resolved,  That  five  persons  bo  elected  by  this  Convention,  by 
ballot,  who  shall  L  e  authorized  to  meet  such  Deputies  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  any  other  slaveholding  State,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing' 
or  forming  a  Southern  Confederacy,  with  power  to  discuss  and  settle  a 
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ConstitatioQ  or  plan  of  anioD,*to  be  reported  to  the  said  States  for  their 
ratification,  amendmeDt  or  rejection.  That  the  said  Deputies  shall 
inyite  a  meeting  at  Columbia,  or  at  such  other  place  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  among  the  Deputies  of  the  several  States,  and  shall  report  to  this 
ConTention  such  Constitution  or  Articles  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  said 
Deputies. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Memminger,  the  first  of  these  resolutions  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations;  and  the  second 
resolution  to  the  Committee  on  Relations  with  the  Slaycholding  States 
(^  North  America. 

The  resolutions  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hutson,  it  was  ordered  that  when  the  Convention 
adjoams,  it  shall  be  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow,  at  twelve  o'clock,  M. 

Mr.  MfLzyck  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  thade  the 
special  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M!,  and  was 
ordered  to  be  printed : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of —  members,  be  ap- 

poiDted,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  and  report  to  this  Convention

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RULES 

OF  THE 

CONVENTION  OF  DECEMBER  17,  I860. 


1.  The  •  President  and  eighty-foar  members  shall  be  a  quorum  to 
tnnsact  hnsiness. 

2.  If  any  member  shall  absent  himself  without  leave^  he  may  be 
sent  for  at  his  own  expense,  and  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Con- 
Tention. 

3.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  point  with- 
out leave  of  the  Convention.  •    . 

4.  Each  member,  when  sjfeaking,  shall  address  himself  to  the  Chair, 
stabding  and  uncovered,  at  his  place. 

5.  If  two  members  rise  to  speak  nearly  at  the  same  time,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  decide  which  was  first  up.  « 

6.  Every  member,  when  speaking,  shall  adhere  to  the  point  before 
the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  unless  he  departs  from  it, 
when  he  may  be  called  to  order.       • 

7.  When  a  question  of  order  arises,  it  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent, in  the  first  instance ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  his  deter- 
mination to  the  Convention. 

8.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall,  if  required  by  a 
member,  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  delivered  in  at  the  table. 

9.  When  a  question  is  put  by  the  President,  and  the  Convention 
divides,  the  Clerk  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  seven  members  present, 
take  down  and  enter  on  the  journal  the  names  of  all  those  members 
who  vote  for  and  against  the  question,  and  cause  them  to  be  puolished 
in  any  gazette  of  the  State. 

10.  When  the  President  desires  to  be  heard,  the  members  shall  take 
their  seats,  and  ke&p  order  whilst  he  is  speaking. 

11.  When  a  motion  is  made  for  adjournment  and  seconded,  no  ques- 
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tion  shall  be  'debated  until  the  Convention  shall  have  decided  that 
motion. 

12.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  or  to  a  day  beyond  the  session,  to  ddjourn  a  debate, 
shall  bb 'decided  without  debate,  after  such  short  conversations  as  the 
President  may  permit. 

13.  On  points  not  specified  in  the  above  rules,  the  Convention  shall 
be  governed  by  the  ''  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina/'  so  fiar  as  they  are  applicable. 
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At  the  honr  to  which  the  Convention  was  adjourned,  the  President 
took  the  chair,  and  the  prooeedfngs  were  opened  \rith  prayer  by  Rev. 
T.  R.  Englbh.

Mr.  Tnglis,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  Ordinance 
proper  to  be  adopted  by  the  Convention,  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  draft  of  an  Ordinance  proper 
to  be  adopted  by  the  ConvcRtion  in  order  to  effect  the  secession  of  South 
Carolina  from  the  Federal  IJnion,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  matter  referred  under  consideration,  and 
believing  that  they  would  best  meet  the  erigcndies  of  the  great  occasion, 
and  the  just  expectations  of  the  Convention,  by  expressing,  in  the 
fewest  and  simplest  words  possible  to  be  used,  consistently  with  perspi- 
cuity, all  that  is  necessary 'to  effect  the  end  proposed  and  no  more,  and 
so  excluding-everything,  which,  however  proper  in  itself,  iot  the  atten- 
tion and  action  of  the  Convention,  is  not  a  necessary  part  of  the  solemn 
act  of  secession,  but  may,  at  least,  be  as  well  effected  by  a  distinct  Ordi- 
dinance  or  resolution,  they  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  accompanying  brief  draft :  • 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  dissolve  the  Union  between  the  State  of  South  Carolina  and  other 

States  united  with  her  under  the  compact  entitled  '^  The  Constitution 

of  the  United  States  of  Ameiica." 

Wcy  the  People  of  (he  State  of  South  Carclina,  in  Convention  assem- 
hied,  do  d€ciare\jnd  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained, 

l?hat  the  Ordinance  adopted  by  us  in  Convention,  on  the  twenty-third 
day  of  31ay,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-eight,  whereby  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America 
was  ratified,  and  also  all  Acts,  and  parts  of  Acts,  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State,  ratifying  amendments  of  the  said  Constitution,  are 
hereby  repealed ;  and  that  the  union  now  subsisting  between  South 
Carolina  and  other  States,  under  the  name  of  '^  The  United  States  of 
America,''  is  hereby  dissolved.

Mr.  DeSaussure  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  con- 
sidered immediately,  and  were  agreed  to  : 

^  Retolvedy  That  a  message  be  sent  to  his  Ezccllepcy  the  Governor, 
and  to  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  inviting  their  attendance  at  the 
Institute  Hall,  at  seven  o'clock  this  evening;  and  that  this  Convention 
moTe  in  procession  to  the  Institute  Hall,  and  there,  at  seven  o'clock, 
in  the  presence  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  State,  and  of  the 
People,  sign  the  Ordinance  of  Secession. 

Rtsolvtd,  That  the  President  invite  a  member  of  the  reverend  clergy 
to  attend  at  Institute  Hall,  at  seven  .o*clock  this  evening,  and,  upon 
the  signing  of  the  Ordinance,  to  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God,  on 
behalf  of  the  People  of  this  State,  and  to  invoke  His  blessing  upon  our 
proceedings. 

Rcsohcdy  That  the  Ordinance  be  engrossed,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Attorney  General  and  the  Solicitors,  upon  parchment,  and  signed 
by  the  President  and  members  of  the  Convention  at  the  Institute  Hall, 
in  the  alphabetical  order  of  Election  Districts,  and  be  deposited  in  the 
archives  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Dunkin  offered  the  following  Ordinance,  which  was  considered 
immediately : 

Bt  it  ordaincilj  hy  (lie  Ptople  of  South   Carolina,  hy  their  Delegates 
in  Con  rent  ion  assembled, 
That  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Legislature,  the  Governor  shall 
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bo  authorized  to  appoint  Collectors  and  other  officers  connected  with 
the  Ctistonis  for* the  several  ports  within  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
and  also  all  Post  Masters  within  the  said  State ;  and  that,  until  such 
appointment  shall  have  been  made,  the  persons  now  charged  with  the 
duties  of  the  said  several  offices  shall  continue  to  discharge  the  same, 
keeping  an  aqcount  of  the  moneys  received  and  disbursed  hj  them 
respectively. 

Mr  Gadbcrrj  moved  to  amend,  by  striking  out  the  words  ''  by  the 
'  Legislature." 

Mr.  Dunkin  accepted  the  amendment. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Seabrook  moved  that  the  Ordinance  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements. 

Mr.  Seabrook  withdrew  his  motion. 

Mr.  Carroll  moved  that  the  Ordidance  be  made  the  special  order  ef 
the  day  for  to-morrow,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  which  motion  was  not 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Maxcy  Gregg  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  ordaining  words, 
and  insert  the  following : 

Wcj  tlie  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina^  in  Convention  aueni' 
hUdj  do  declare  and  ordainy  and  it  it  hereby  declared  and  ordaincdj 
That  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  General  Assembly,  the  impor- 
tation of  merchandize  into  this  State  shall  bo  free  and  unrestricted; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  make  such  temporary  regu- 
lations as  may  bo  requisite,  concerning  the  entry  and  clearance  of  ves- 
sels, and  to  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  needed  for  the  purpose; 
and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  proper 
compensation  for  all  officers  whose  appointment  is  required  by  this 
Ordinance. 

Seotion  2.  And  it  is  further  ordained  and  declared  that,  until 
otherwise  provided  for  by  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  appoint  Post  Masters,  ajod  to  make  such  tempofary 
arrangoments  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  transportiition  of  the  mails, 
having  due  regard  t-omail  contracts  vnth  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  now  subsisting. 

Mr.  J.  I.  Middleton  proposed  the  following  amendment,  as  an  addi- 
tional clause  to  the  Ordinance  : 

And  the  Coltcotors  of  the  Customs  are  hereby  iostnictcd  to  levy  and 
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collect  duties  on  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  at  half  the  rates 
beretoftrc  exacted  by  operation  of  the  last  Tariff  Act  of  the  United 
Sutes  GoTernmeut,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law. 

Mr.  Hutson  offered  the  following  amendment : 

We,  the  People  of  the  ComiifionweaUh  of  South  CaroUnOy  in  Conven- 
tion auenxUtdj  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and 
wdained, 

That  until  tlie  General  Assembly  shall  otlierwise  provide,  all  citisens 
of  this  State  now  holding  office  under  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  within  the  limits  of  South  Carolina,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
appointed  to  hold,  under  the  Government^f  this  State,  the  same  offices 
thej  DOW  fill,  with  the  pay  and  the  emoluments  they  now  receive. 

And  t)e  it  further  ordained,  that  until  the  General  Assembly  shall 
otherwise  provide,  the  revenue  and  postal  laws  of  the  United  States 
he, tod  they  are  hereby,  adopted  and  made  the  laws  of  this  State; 
stviog  and  excepting  that  no  duties  shall  be  collected  upon  goods, 
vtres,  merchandizes  and  productions  imported  from  any  of  the  slave- 
holdiog  Commonwealths  of  North  America. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  all  moneys  collected  by  any  of  the 
oCcera  aforesaid  shall,  after  deducting  the  sums  necessary  for  the  com- 
peosation  of  officers  and  other  expenses,  }}e  paid  into  the  Bank  of  the 
Stite  of  South  Carolina,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  officers  aforesaid  shall  retain  in 
ibeir  bands  all  property  of  the  United  States  in  their  possession,  cus- 
tody and  control,  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  General  Assembly,  who 
▼ill  account  for  the  same  upon  a  final  settlement  with  the  Government 
of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendmetit : 

That  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  empowered  forthwith  to  collect 
duties  on  imports  at  the  rates  now  existing  in  the  United  States,  and 
appoint  Collectors  or  other  recipients  for  the  same,  and  hold  them  sub- 
ject to  the  further  direction  Of  this  body,  and  also  continue  the  present 
Postal  Arrangements,  in  part  contracted  on  our  behalf,  till  further 
arrangements  can  be  effected. 

On  motion,  the   Ordinance,  and  the  amendments  proposed,  were 
ordered  to  be  printed. 
Pending  the  debate. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Mazjck',  business  was  suspended  at  forty-five 
minutes  past  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  till  half-past  six  o'clock,  P.  M. 


RECESS. 

The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rhett^  it  was  ordered,  that  when  the  Convention 
adjourn,  it  shall  be  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow,  at  twelve  o'clock,  31. 

Mr.  DeSaussure  ofi'ercd  ihe  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Bonneau,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Charleston  Delegates  to  the  Convention  be 
requested  to  causa  an  alteration  to  be  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
Ilall,  so  that  the  scat  of  the  President  shall  be  in  the  centre  of  the 
Hall,  on  the  south  side,  opposite  to  the  front  entrance;  and  the  chairs 
of  the  members  be  arranged  on  the  right  hand  and  the  left,  facing  the 
Chair,  thus  bringing  the  members  face  to  face,  and  ensuring  the  chance 
of  being  distinctly  heard. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate,  through  their  Clerk,  Mr. 
William  E.  Martin,  informing  the  Convention  that  the  Senate  accepted 
the  invitation  of  the  Convention,  to  attend  the  signing  of  the  Ordinance 
of  Secession  at  Institute  iiall,  this  evening,  at  seven  o'clock. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Ilouse  of  Representatives,  through 
their  Clerk,  Mr.  John  T.  Sloan,  informing  the  Convention  that  the 
House  of  Ileprescutativcs  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Convention,  to 
attend  the  signing  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession  at  Institute  Hall,  this 
evening,  at  seven  o'clock. 

The  Convention  moved  in  procession  to  Institute  Hall.  The  Presi- 
dent took  the  chair,*  and  the  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  I)r.  Bachman. 

The  Attorney  General,  Mr.  I.  W.  Hayne,  made  the  following  report: 

The  Attorney  General  and  the  Solicitors,  to  whom  was  confided  the 
care  of  the  Ordinance  of  this  Convention  for  engrossing  and  enrollment, 
have  performed  that  duty,  and  caused  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State  to 
be  attached  thereto. 

Whereupon,  the  Ordinance  was  presented,  and  was  signed  by  every 
member  of  the  Convention,  the  Election  Districts  having  been  called 
in  alphabetical  order. 
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When  the  signing  iras  completed,  the  President  of  the  Convention 
aaid: 

The  Ordinance  of  Secession  has  been  signed  and  ratified,  and  I  pro- 
eUim  the  State  of  Sonth  Carolina  an  Independent  Commonwealth. 

On  motioD;  the  Convention  was  adjourned  at  fifteen  minutes  past 
nine  o'clock^  P.  M.

That  the  Fourth  Article  of  the  Coostitntion  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  heretofore  amended,  be  now  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit: 

All  persons  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  of  profit 
or  trust,  before  entering  on  the  execution  thereof,  shall  take  (besides 
special  oaths,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  prescribed  bj  the 
General  Assembly)  the  following  oath:  "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  I  will  be  faithful,  and  true  allegiance  bear,  to  the  State  of 
"South  Carolina,  so  long  as  I  may  continue  a  citizen  thereof;  and  that 
I  am  duly  qualified,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  to 
exercise  the  office  to  which  I  have  been  appointed  -,  and  that  I  will,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  preserve,  pro- 
tect and  defend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  sp  help  me  Ood."

Resolved,  That  three  Commissioners,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  this 
Convention,  be  directed  forthwith  to  proceed  to  Washington,  author- 
ixed  and  empowered  to  treat  with  the  Government  o(  the  United 
States  for  the  delivery  of  the  forts,  magazines,  light-houses,  and  other 
real  estate,  with  their  appurtenances,  within  the  limits  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  also  for  an  apportionment  of  the  public  debt  and  for  a  division 
of  all  other  property  held  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  as 
agent  of  the  Confederated  States,  of  which  South  Carolina  was  recently 
a  member;  and  generally  to  negotiate  as  to  all  other  measures  and 
arrangements  proper  to.be  made  and  adopted  in  the  existing  relations 
of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace  and  amity  between 
this  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington.

M.,  and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Atkinson,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots 
cast  on  tte  second  ballot  for  Commissioners  to  the  Federal  Government 
at  Washington,  reported  that  no  one  had  received  a  majority  of  the 
ballots  cast,  and  thc^t,  consequently,  there  was  no  election.

tinue  to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  same,  in  like  manner  and  form 
pracuely  as  before  the  adoption  of  said  Ordinance,  until  otherwise  or- 
dered.

SECRET  SESSION. 

Mr.  Magrath,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  had  becm  referred  so 
much  of  the  message  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  as  relates 
to  the  property  of  the  United  States  within  the  limits  of  South  Carolina, 
made  the  following 

REPORT : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  message  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  as  relates  to  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  within  the  limits  of  South  CaA)lina,  ask  leave  to  report,  that  the 
several  matters  embraced  in  the  resolution,  will  require,  necessarily,  some 
delay  in  obtaining  the  information  proper  for  the  Convention.     From 
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Mr.  Coloock,  who  filled  the  office  of  Collector  at  the  port  of  Charleston, 
they  have  received  all  the  iDformation  which  they  desired  in  rtlatloo  to 
{bat  portion  of  the  property  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of 
this  State^  which  was  under  his  control.  This  information  is  embrmoed 
in  a  paper  annexed  to  this  report.  In  addition  to  it,  Mr.  Colcock  has 
kindly  furnished  information  of  the  Light  Houses  within  this  Collection 
District,  which  will  also  be  found  in  a  paper  annexed  to  this  report. 

From  the  information  which  this  Committee  has  received,  it  can 
further  report,  that  in  the  waters  of  South  Carolina,  are  two  forts : 
one  known  as  Fort  Sumter,  the  other  known  as  Castle  Pinckney. 
Within  the  limits  of  the  State,  situate  on  Moiiltrieville,  is  anotherfort, 
known  as  Fort  Moultrie ;  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Charleston,  is  the  Arsenal,  owned  by  the  United  States,  and  used  as  a 
depot  for  arms,  ammunition  and  equipment. 

The  purposes  for  which  these  places,  last  referred  to,  were  acquired, 
this  Committee  can  only  undertake  to  report,  when,  from  the  grants,  - 
deeds  or  other  modes  in  which  they  have,  been  obtained,  a  recital  of 
the  same  will  serve  the  purpose  of  affording  exact  information. 

A  further  direction  to  the  Committee  was  to  enquire  and  report, 
whether  the  continued  possession  of  these  places,  now  referred  to,  after 
the  secession  of  the  State,  is,  or  not,  consistent  with  its  safety  aqd 
honor. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  such  possession,  by  the  United 
States,  is  not  consistent  either  with  the  honor  or  safet;y  of  the  State. 

While  the  State  of  ^outh  Carolina  was  one  of  the  Confederation 
known  as  the  United  States,  the  purpose  of  the  three  forts  was,  under 
the  orders  of  the  General  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the 
discharge  of  its  obligation  to  provide  for  the  common  defence,  to  repel 
invasion.  An  attack  upon  South  Carolina  was  an  attack  upon  the 
United  States. 

But  no  purpose  of  common  defence  can  now  be  urged  for  the  reten- 
tion of  that  possession  of  these  places,  which  the  General  Government 
has  heretofore  enjoyed.  The  obligation  of  a  common  defence  no 
longer  binds  the  State  of  South  Carolina  to  the  surrender  of  her  soil, 
the  control  of  her  waters,  or  the  possession  of  places  within  her  terri- 
torial limits,  and  in  which  neither  the  process  of  her  Courts,  nor  the 
laws  she  enacts,  will  be  permitted  to  operate. 

Regarding,  therefore,  the  possession  of  these  forts  by  the  General 
Government  of  the  United  States,  as  no  longer  required  by  a  regard  for 
the  conunon  defence  of  the  United  States ;  and  that,  in  the  separate 
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and  independeDt  condition  oC  South  Carolina,  such  possession  would 
indicate  the  assertion  of  a  right  to  control,  within  the  limits  of  the 
State,  by  a  power  now,  in  all  its  relations,  foreign ;  abd  that  such  pos- 
aettion  by  the  (Government  of  the  United  States,  under  such  circum- 
Btances,  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  safety  and  honor  of  the  State, 
the  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fcfllowing  resolution  : 

Retolved,  That  Fort  Moultrie,  Fort  Sumter,  Castle  Pinckney,  and 
the  land  and  buildings  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Charleston, 
known  as  the  Arsenal,  should  be  subject  to  the  authority  and  control  of 
the.  State  qf  South  Carolina,  and  that  the  possession  of  the  said  forts 

ind  inenal  should  be  restored  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina.

Od  motion  of  Mr.  Magrath,*the  report  .was  ordered  to  lie  on  the 

table;  an4  the  resolution  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

31r.  A.  H.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment,  as  an  additional 

daiue: 

I 

"And  that  the  Commissioners  be  further  instructed  to  declare  that 

Sonth  Carolina  will  not  regard  with  indifference  any  attempt  on  the 

part  of  the  Federal  Government  further  to  fortify  or  garrison  the  forts 

loeated  within  its  limits.'' 

31r.  Hutson  offered  the  following  amendment : 

''  All  the  laud  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now 
in  the  actual  oir  constructive  possession  of  the  United  States." 

3Ir. offered  the  following  amendnKjnt : 

Refohed,  That  our  Commissioners  to  Washington  should  demand  the 
apeedy  delivery  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina  of  the  ungarrisoned  for- 
tifications—Castle Pinckney  and  Fort  Sumter — as  essential  to  -the 
Eecurity  of  Charleston ;  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the  State,  and  as 
tbe  most  effectual  means  of  preserving  peace  and  amity  between  this 
Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington. 

ResOlred,  That  they  should  demand  the  withdrawal  of  the  United 
States  troops,  now  in  Fort  Moultrie,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period, 
and  the  delivery  of  that  fort  immediately  thereafter  to  the  authorities 
of  South  Carolina. 

Rttolvedj  That  the  Commissioners  should  not  await  an  answer  to 

these  demands  longer  than  the day  of  January,  1861 — but  upon

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the  expiration  of  the  above  period,  or  ia  case  of  refusal  of  the  abave 
demaDds,  or  refusal  to  receive  or  treat  with  the  CommissioDeVs,  that  the 
said  CommissioDers  return  immediately  home  and  report  the  result  of 
their  missioo  to  this  CoDvention.  • 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  acquiescence-  of  the  Government  at 
Washington,  in  the  above  mentioned  demands,  and  the  receipt  of  in- 
telligence from  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina  fhat  Fort  Sumter  and 
Castle  Pinckncj  are  in  the  possession  of  the  authorities  of  the  State, 
that  the  Commissioners  do  *then,  and  not  before,  proceed  to  treat  and 
negotiate  touching  all  other  matters  and  things  committed  to  them  bj 
the  resolution  of  the  Convention  creating  the  Commission. 

Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw  offered  the  following  resolution  as  an  additional 
clause  to  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee : 

Retolvedy  That  our  Commissioners,  being  fully  possessed  of  this  reso- 
lution, and  of  the  opinions  of  this  Convention  in  reference  to  troops  in 
the  harbor  of  Charleston,  be  left  to  the  exercise  of  their  sound  discre- 
tion in  negotiating  with  the  United  States.

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of  CbrlefltoD,  and  whether  the  work  of  fortifying  them  is  still  pro- 
gnfldng. 

jOd  motion,  all  the  amendments  proposed  were  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
tal^;  and  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee  was  agreed  to.  • 

Mr.  Dunkin,  from  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dunkin,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  was  removed  in 
leliiion  to  the  action  of  the  Conyention  on  the  Ordinance  to  make  pro- 
TisioDal  Postal  Arflingements  in  South  Carolina. 

Mr.  Dunkin  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  considered  the  various  matters  re- 
ferred to  them,  in  relation  to  the  Customs,  and  the  officers  charged 
with  the  collection  of  the  same,  and  other  officers  or  agents  in  any 
maoDer  connected  with  the  same,  and  'they  submit  an  Ordinance  for  a  • 
proTisional  arrangement  thereof. 

The  Committee,  regarding  the  Ordinance  now  submitted  as  merely 
provisional,  have  not  deemed  it  expedient  or  necessary,  at  this  time,  to 
provide  for  the  contingency,  that  an  Act  of  Congress  may  hereafter  be 
passed,  imposing  duties  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  passing  into 
any^f  the  United  States  from  this  State. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  continuance  of  Commercial  facilities  in  South  Caro- 
lina : 

We,  tlie  People  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled,  do 
declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained. 

That  all  citizens  of  this  State,  ^ow  holding  office,  connected  with 
the  Customs,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  within  the 
limits  of  South  Carolina,  be,  and  they  are'  hereby,  appointed  to  hold, 
onder  the  Oo«emment  of  this  State,  the  same  offices  they  now  fill, 
until  otherwise  directed,  and  to  receive  the  same  pay  and  emoluments 
for  their  services. 
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And  it  is  further  ordained,  That  in  case  of  the  resigDation  of  either 
of  them;  the  Govenior  is  empowered  to  supply  the  vacaDcy }  and  such 
officers  are  hereby  authorized,  until .  otherwise  instruoted,  to  colteot 
duti^  on  imports  at  the  rat«s  now  existing  in  the  United  States  of 
North  America  ]  .and  they  are  liereby  directed  to  hold  the  same,  sub- 
ject to  the  further  action  of  this  bddy ;  saving  and  excepting,  however, 
that  no  duties  shall  be  collected  upon  goods,  wares,  merchandise  and 
products  imported  direct  from  any  of  the  States  forming  the  late  Fed- 
eral Union,  known  as  the  United  States  of  North  America. 

Arid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  tfie  officers  aforesaid  shall  retain  in 
their  hands  all  property  of  the  United  States  in  their  possession,  cus- 
tody and  control,  subject  to  the  disposal  of  this  State,  who  will  account 
for  the  sam6,  upon  a.  final  settleofent  with  the  uovemment  of  the 
United  States.  '• 

Mr.  Wagner  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  undersigned,  the  Minority  of  the  Committee  on  Commercial 
Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements,  feel  constrained  to  differ  from  the 
views  expressed  by  the  majority,  and  beg  leave  to  recommend  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Convention  the  following  Ordinance.

was  recently  a  member ;  and,  generally,  to  negotiate  as  to  all  other 
measures  and  arrangements  proper  to  bo  made  and  adopted,,  in  the 
existing  relation  of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace  and 
amity  between  ttiis  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washing- 
ton.

That  all  citizens  of  this  State  who,  at  the  date  of  the  Ordinance  of 
Secfigsion,  were  holding  office  connected  with  the  Customs,  under  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of  South  Carolina, 
be,  aod  they  are  hereby,  appointed  to  hold  under  the  Government  of 
this  Statd,  exclusive  of  any  further  connection  whatever  with  the  Fed- 
era]  Government  of  the  United  States,  the  same  offices  they  now  fill 
mitil  otherwise  directed, 'and  to  receive  the  same  pay  and  emoluments 
for  their  services.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Recommending  and  providing  for  a  Convention  of  the  Slaveholding 
States  of  the  United  States,  to  form  the  Constitution  of  a  Southern 
Confederacy. 

Be  it  ordained,  That  this  Convention  recommends  to  the  Slavehold- 
ing States  which  shall  secede  from  the  Union  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  all  other  Slaveholding  States,  prepared  to  unite  with  South  Carolina 
in  the  formation  of  a  Southern  Confederacy,  to  .hold  a  Convention  at 
Montgomery,  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
February  next,  to  agree  on  the  terms  of  said  Confederacy. 

And  be  it  further  ordained ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  said 
States  to  appoint,  by  their  respective  Conventions  or  Legislatures,  as 
many  delegates  to  said  Convention,  to  represent  them  therein,  as  they 
have  had,  or  may  have,  members  in  the  present  Congress  of  the  United 
States;  and  that^  in  the  said  Convention,  the  said  delegates,  in  form- 
ing the  said  Constitution,  shall  vote  by  States. 

And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  said 
States,  that  after  the  terms  of  said  Constitution  shall  be  agreed  on,  in

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And  he  it  further  ordained ^  Tbat  in  the  opinioD  of  this  ConveDtion, 
the  CoDstitation  of  the  United  States  should  constitute  the  basis  of  the 
Confederation  of  such  States  as  shall  withdraw  their  connection  with 
the  Government  of  the  United  States.

Resolvedy  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  accept, 
in  his  discretion,  the  services  of  volunteers  from  the  State  of  Georgia, 
or  elsewhere,  who  may  tender  the  same.

Intelligence  received  to-night  makes  ''assurance  doubly  sure,''  that

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Alabama  stands  by  the  side  of  South  Carolina^  prepared  to  share  with 
her  a  common  destiny. 

Information,  obtained  on  diligent  inquiry  in  the  last  few  days,  justi- 
fies me  in  saying,  that  the  gallant  Rons  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia 
are  now  ready  to  rally  around  the  standard  of  Southern  Rights  and  * 
Honor,  which  you  have  so  gloriously  reared  ;  and  that  those  two  States 
will  also  be  members,  in  all  probability,  of  the  Great  Southern  Con- 
federacy by  the  4th  of  next  March.  The  other  Slave  States  must, 
sooner  or  later,  take  the  samo  course,  or  be  involved  in  inevitable  ruin. 
To  the  boldp .  deliberate  and  decisive  action  of  your  body,  are  the 
people  of  tlie  South  indebted  for  the  groat  movcAnent  which'  must  end 
in  the  vindication  of  their  rights;  and  the  future  historian  must  award 
to  South  Carolina  the  honor  of  leadership  in  carrying  out  the  measures 
destined  to  release  them  from  the  wrongs  and  oppressions  under  which 
they  have  so  long  and  so  patiently  suffered.

Retaived,  That  the  transfer  of  the  garrison  from  Fort  Moultrie  to 
Port  Sumter,  pending  the  negotiations  at  Washington,  between  the 
Commisnoners  of  this  State- and  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
acecmpanied  as  it  was  by  the  destruction  of  public  property,  is  to  be 
ngirded  as  an  act  of  hostility. 

Rexolved,  That  this  Convention  approves  the  conduct  of  the  Gover- 
nor in  taking  immediate  possession  of  Castle  Pinckney  and  Fort  Moul- 
trio;  and  of  holding  these  places  henceforth  in  the  name  of  this  State; 
and  that  the  Commissioners  of  this  State  at  Washington  be  now  requested 
to  present  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  necessity  for  the 
immediate  withdrawal  of  the  troops  of  the  United  Stfttes  at  Fort  Sum- 
ter^aod  the  possession  of  ^hat  Fort  by  this  State,  as  necessary  for  the 
peace  of  the  State  and  the  protection  of  property  within  its  limits.

Executive  Department,  . 
Charleston^  28  December,  1860. 
To  Hon.  D.  F.  Jamison, 

President  of  the  Convention  : 

Sir:  As  the  Convention  sent  for  mo  yesterday,  to  be  informed  upon 

iDiportant  business,  I  take  the  occusion  to  say,  that,  under  my  order, 

Cutle  Pinckney  was  taken  last  evening ;  and  the  United  States  flag 

luiQled  down,  and  the  Palmetto  banner  run  up  in  its  place.     And  I 

tko  ordered  a  detachment  from  an  artillery  regiment  to  occupy  Sulli- 

tid's  Island ;  and  if  it  could  be  done  without  any  immediate   danger 

from  mines,  or  too  great  loss  of  life,  to  take  Fort  Moultrie,  and  to  run 

vp  the  I^almetto  flag,  and  put  the  guns  in  immediate  preparation  for 

defeDce.     I  have  now  full  possession  of  those  two  forts.     I  considered 

the  evacuation  of  Fort  Moultrie,  under  all  the  circumstances,  a  direct 

violation  of  the  distinct  understanding  between  the  authorities  of  the 

Government  at  Washington  and  those  who  were  authorized  to  act  on 

the  part  of  the  State,  and  bringing  on  a  state  of  war. 

I  therefore  thought  it  due  to  the  safety  of  the  State  that  I  should

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take  the  steps  I  have.    I  hope  there  is  no  immediate  danger  of  further 
aggression  for\he  present.

The  amendment  was  agreed  to ;  and  the  resolution  as  amended  was 
agreed  to,  and  was  ordered  to  be  made  public. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Convention  a  despatch  from  the  Com- 
missioners at  Washington. 

Mr.  Simons  offered  the  following  resolution  ;  which  was  considered 
immediately,  and  was  agreed  to,  and  was  ordered  to  be  made  public : 

Resclvedf  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to 
transmit  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State,  at  its  session,  copies  of  the  Ordinances  which  have  been 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted  by  this  body. 

Mr.  DeTreville  offered  the  following  resolution ;  which,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Harllee,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  and  to  be  printed : 
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Emivfd,  That  the  Governor  be  authorized  and  requested  forthwith 
to  cause  to  be  enlisted  into  the  service  of  the  State:  for  the  term  of 
SIX  months,  at  suoh  rate  of  compensation  and  emolument  as  is  now 
allowed  by  the  Federal  Government  to  its  infantry  soldiers,  two  regi- 
Bieots  of  six  hundred  and  forty  privates  each,  to  be  divided  into  eight 
compaDics  each ;  and  also  that  he  do  appoint  suitable  persons  to  com- 
loaad  the  said  regiments  and  companies,  and  supply  all  vacancies  from 
time  to  time,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

Raolvcdj  further,  I'hat  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  companies 
ahaJj  be  enlisted,  officered  and  properly  drilled,  they  be  employed  to 
relieve  the  volunteers  now  in  possession  of  the  forts  in  this  State. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
GODsidered  immediately,  and  were  agreed  to : 

Reiolve(7f  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  accounts  and  contingent  expenses  of 
this  Convention. 

Re^fhfJf  That  whenever  an  appropriation  therefor  shall  be  made  by 
tbe  Legislature,  the  President  of  the  Convention  be  authorized  to  draw 
bia  warrant,  or  warrants,  on  the  Treasury,  countersigned  by  the  Cashier 
or  Deputy  Cashier,  for  the  payment  of  such  accounts  and  contingent 
expenses  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson,  from  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  made 
reports, 

On  the  account  of  P.  B.  Glass,  for  stationery ;  and 

On  the  account  of  E.  R.  Stokes,  for  articles  furnished  and  services  * 
rendered ;  which  were  considered  immediately,  and  were  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Porchcr  presented  certain  accounts  contracted  by  the  Committee 
of  Arrangements,  for  preparing  the  Hall  for  the  Convention  ;  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harllce,  leave  of  absence,  till  Tuesday  next,  was 
granted  to  Mr.  Dargan,  on  account  of  illness  in  his  family. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  oflfered  the  following  Ordinance,  which  was 
ordered  to  be  printed  : 

That  t^e  judicial  power  heretofore  *  delegated  by  this  State,  so  as  to 
form  a  part  of  ^he  judicial  system  of  the  United  States,  having  reverted 
to  this  State,  be  exercised  by  the  Courts  of  the  State  now  established, 
until  farther  direction.     The  right  of  appeal  being  preserved  where  the 
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amouDt  iDVolvcd  exceeds dollars.     Id  all  cases  affectiDg  am- 

bassadorSy  other  public  mioisters  and  consuls,  there  shall  be  in  all  of 
the  Courts  as  near  a  conformity  as  may  be  to  the  regulations  and  prac- 
tice now  prevailing  in  the  Courts  of  the. United  States;  in  all  other 
cases,  the  practice  shall  conform  to  the  practice  of  the  Courts  of  the 
Stete. 

That  the  said  Courts  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  officers  uifder 
it  as  may  be  necessary  in  execution  of  the  judicial  power  hen  by  con- 
ferred ;  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  were  in  operation  at  the 
time  of  the  secession  of  this  State,  concerning  offences  connected  with 
the  Post  Office  Department,  the  Pul  lie  Customs,  or  Seamen,  and  an 
Act  of  the  Congress  pf  the  United  States,  entitled  '*  An  Act  more 
effectually  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes  against  the 
United  States,  and  for  other  purposes,''  approved  March  8,  1825,  shall 
be  considered  as  laws  of  this  State,  until  they  may  be  altered  or  repealed; 
all  offcncds  under  the  said  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Courts  of  this  State;  in  cases  which,  under  the  laws  aforesaid, 
have  heretofore  been  tried  by  a  jury,  the  trial  shall  be  by  jury,  accord- 
ing to  the  mode  of  jury  trial  which  is  of  force  in  this  State;  in  all 
cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  in  which  the  trial  by  jury 
has  not  been  established,  the  form  and  mode  of  "proceeding  shall  be 
such  as  have  heretofore  been  in  use  in  the  Courts  within  this  State  that 
have  heretofore  had  cognizance  of  such  cases.

allowed  by  the  Federal  Government,  one  regiment  of  640  privates, 
to  be  divided  into  ei<i;ht  companies,  and  that  he  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  command  the  said  regiment  and  companies,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  supply  vacancies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate;  the  said 
officers  to  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay  and  emoluments  as  is  allowed  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  officers  of  similar  grade  in  that  service. 
And  that  the  Governor  be  also  authorized,  whenever  the  public  interest 
maj,  in  his  opinion,  require  it,  to  enlist  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
twelve  months,  another  regiment,  with  a  like  number  of  officers  and 
prirates,  and  like  pay  and  emoluments,  the  officers  to  be  appointed  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  former.

Mr.  B.  L.  Wardlaw,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Con^itation  of  the

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State,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  immediately, 
was  agreed  to\  and  ordered  to  be  transmitted  to  his  Excellency  the 
Governor : 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  to  whom  was 
referred  a  resolution  concerning  martial  law,  report,  that  they  have 
considered  the  same,  and  beg  leave  to  recommend  for  the  adoption  of 
the  Convention,  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  whenever,  in  the  course  of  the  struggle  into  which 
the  State  now  seems  likely  to  be  drawn,  hostilities  may  be  waged  or 
thrpatened  against  the  City  of  Charleston,  or  its  neighborhood,  and  the 
Governor  (upon  consultation  with  the  Executive  Council)  may  deem 
the  measure  necessary,  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  declare 
and  enforce  martial  law,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  and  over  Charleston, 
its  harbor  and  neighboring  villages ;  all  the  adjacent  islands,  including 
Morris'  Island,  and  all  other  places  within  five  miles  of  the  Court 
House;  to  remove  thence  all  persons  whose  presence  he  shall  consider 
detrimental  to  the  public  service;  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  such  per- 
sons; to  regulate,  at  discretion,  all  travel  to  and  forth,  and  otherwise 
to  govern  as  in  a  camp :  Provided,  that  such  authority  shall  be,  at  all 
times,  subject  to  be  limited,  controlled,  or  revoked  by  this  Convention, 
or  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Mr.  Dunkin,  from  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and 
Postal  Arrangements,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered 
immediately,  and  was  agreed  to  : 

The  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements, 
to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  in  relation  to  the  new  Custom 
House,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  had  before  them  the  communication  of  Col.  Edward  B. 
White  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  under  date  22d  December, 
1860,  and  also  his  letter  to  one  of  the  Committee,  which  are  submitted 
with  this  report. 

Col.  White  was  employed  by  the  United  States  to  superintend  the 
construction  of  the  buildiug,  at  a  stipulated  salary,  and  gave  bond  in 
the  penalty  of  $20,000.     He  has  charge  of  the  building  and  materials. 

The  Committee,  after  mature  consideration,  are  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  inexpedient  for  the  Convention  to  interfere  with  any  property 
of  the  United  States,  which  is  not  indispensably  necessary  for  the  pro- 
teotion  or  welfare  of  the  State.    Not  regarding  the  new  Custom  House 
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IB  of  tliifl  character,  the 'Oommittee  cannot  recommend  to  the  Conven- 
tion iDj  action  in  reference  to  these  communications,  and  they  respect- 
fallj  aak  leave  to  be  discharged  from  the  farther  consideration  of  the 

rabject. 

3Ir.  Bankin,  from  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and 
Portal  Arrangements,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered 
iffliDediately,  and  was  agreed  to : 

The  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  communications  of  Benj.  D.  Heriot,  late 
Narjr  Agent  of  the  United  States,  and  of  Benj.  G.  Heriot,  late  Penson 
AgcDt  of  the  United  States,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

That,  at  this  time,  they  would  deem  it  inexpedient  for  the  Conven- 
tion to  appoint  such  officers  for  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  Under 
Ordinances  already  passed,  matters  of  this  character  will  be  under  the 
cognizance  of  the  Legislature,  who  can  adopt  such  regulations  as  may* 
be  deemed  requisite  for  the  welfare  of  the  State,  or  of  her  citizens. 
Under  these  circumstances^  the  Committee  respectfully  ask  leave  to  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

the  whole  staff  of  officers  cobnectcd  with  the  Customs,  to  be  pajd  from 
the  Customs,  and  in  no  event  to  bring  a  charge  upon  the  State.

volunteers  to  be  organized  into  Regiments,  and  to  be  commanded  by 
officers  of*  their  own  selection,  made  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  the 
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militia  lawB  of  tLe  State,  bat  without  restriction  as  to  the  eligibility  of 
0&id  officers ;  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Means,  it  was  * 

Resohedy  That  these  resolations  be  referred  to  the  Oovcmor  and 
Council,  with  anthoritj  to  act  upon  them,  if  they  deem  it  expedient, 
irith  such  modifications  as  they  may  think  fit. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spain,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Mayes, 
pn  acconnl  of  illness  in  his  family. 

Mr.  Memminger  offered  the  following  resolntion,  which  was  consid- 
ered immediately,  and  was  agreed  to :

President  of  the  Convention  of  the  People  of  South  Carolina: 

Sir  :  At  a  regular  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Society  of 

Charleston,  held  last  evening,  on  motion,  it  was  unanimously  agreedy 
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that  the  grataitoos  use  of  their  Hall  be  granted  to  the  ConventioD  now 
in  session.

Od  motion  of  Mr.  Withers,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  re- 
tamed  to  the  St.  Andrew's  Society  for  the  use  of  their  Hall,  and  to  the 
Charleston  Delegation  for  their  services  in  making  arrangements  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Brown  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  not  domiciled  in 
South  Carolina  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Ordiuance  of  Seces- 
sion, bat  owning  real  estate  within  its  limits,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  empowered  to  hold  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  by  sale  or  other- 
vise,  without  hindrance  or  molestation  by  this  Government, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  J.  E. 
Jenkins^  on  account  of  illness  in  his  family. 
The  Convention  went  into 
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Mr.  Dunkin,  from  the  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and 
Postal  Arrangements,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered  for- 
coMJderation  to-morrow : 

Tbe  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal  Arrangements, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  his  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor, in  relation  to  the  matter  of  Mr.  Pressley,  Assistant  Treasurer  of 
the  Unitjed  States,  beg  leave  to  report  : 

That  they  have  ascertained,  on  inquiry,  that  since  the  passage  of  the 
OrdiDancc  in  reference  to  the  Customs,  no  funds  have  been  paid  by  the 
Collector  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  but  the  duties  have  been  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  Mr.  Pressley  has 
received  about  four  hundred  dollars  from  the  Post  OflBce,  .which,  with 
other  funds  from  the  Post  Office  before  received,  is  paid  out  by  him  to 
the  railroads  and  other  contractors  for  carrying  the  mails.  Much  of 
21 
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this  is  already  checked  for,  and  his  application*  to  the  Governor  was  not 
in  reference  to  this  fund.^  « 

But  the  Assistant  Treasurer  has  other  funds  in  his  hands  belonging 
exclusively  to  the  United  States.  Thcj  arise  from  duties  collected  in 
Augusta  (Georgia),  Chattanooga  and  Knoxville  (Tennessee) ;  from  the 
land  office  in  Alabama;  from, the  mint  at  Dahlonega,  and  about  $9,000- 
in  silver  received  from  the  mint  in  Philadelphia.  Some  of  these  funds 
•stood  to  the  credit  of  particular  persons  (as  the  Committee  understood). 
Among  them,  the  sum  of  $3,400  was  subject  to  the  draft  of  Major 
Hutto,  Paymaster  of  the  United  States;  and  the  inquiry  which  he  had 
proposed  was  in  relation  to  drafts  on  this  fund,  and  was  made  in  con- 
sequence of  a  previous  intimation  from  the  Governor. 

When  the  Committee  have  informed  the  Convention  from  what 
source  the  funds  in  the  charge  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  have  been 
derived,  and  to  whom  they  belong,  the  principal  duty  assigned  to  the 
Committee  has  been  discharged,  and  the  Convention  have  the  informa- 
tion which  may  determine  their  action.  When  war  has  been  declared, 
the  public  property  of  an  enemy  may  be  oinfiscated.  Cases  sometimes 
arise,  and  have  arisen,  which  may  justify  such  procedure  without  a  pre- 
vious (feclaraciou  of  hostilities.  These  are  extreme  cases,  and  must 
necessarily  depend  upon  the  exigency  of  the  occasion  to  warrant  aa 
extraordinary  procedure.  The  communication  of  the  Governor  relates 
to  drafts  for  payment  of  persons  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
Whether  it  is  expedient  for  the  Convention  to  interfere  and  stop  the  ' 
payment  of  these  draffe,  is  a  question  for  their  own  proper  consideration.

tion  of  the  United  States  as  a  basis  for  sai|}  Provisional  Government, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  bo  applicable  to  such  a  Government.  And  that 
it  be  also  recommended  to  each  of  the  said  Conventions  to  transmit  the 
result  of  the  votes  cast  for  President  and  Vice  President,  in  a  sealed 
certificate,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  said  Convention,  to  the  said 
Congress,  so  as  to  be  received  by  them  on  the  day  of  their  assembling, 
directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Ilouse 
of  Representatives;  and  that  on  the  day  following,  all  of  thp  votes  re- 
ceived be  counted  by  them  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  in  Congress  assembled,  and  the  result  declared.

Masters,  which  he  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  to  mail  contractors  in 
South  Carolina,  on  account  of  their  contracts. 

Mr.  Withers  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  mover  of  the  resolution  : 

Whereas,  it  appears  that  certain  funds  are  in  the  custody  of  B.  C. 
Pressley,  Es(}.,  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  which  do 
belong  to  tnat  power ;  but,  in  consideration  that  the.  position  of  the 
United  States  towards  South  Carolina  is  equivocal,  seeming,  however, 
to  this  Convention,  to  wear  tho  aspect  of  hostility  rather  than  of  peaoe  :

federacy,  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  as  a  basis  fur 
said  rrovisioual  Govcrnmenty  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to 
such  a  Goverunjentj-and  that  it  be  also  reeouimeudcd  to  each  of  the 
said  Conventions,  to  transmit  the  result  of  the  Totcs  cast  for  President 
and  Vice  President,  in  a  sealed  certificate,  signed  by  the  President  of 
said  Convention,  to  the  said  Congress,  so  as  to  be  received  by  them  ob 
the  day  of  their  assembling,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate 
and  Speaker  of  tho  House  of  Hepresentotives ;  ancf  that  on  the  day 
following,  all  of  .the  votes  received  be  counted  by  them,  in  the  pres-

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances  would  respectfully  report, 
that  "  the  Declaration  of  the  immediate  causes  which  induce  and  justify 
the  secession  of  the  Sfate  of  South  Carolina  from  the  Federal  Union," 
has  been  duly  engrossed  and  enrolled,  and  having  been  signed  by  the 
Prwident,  and  attested  b;  the  Clerk  of  the'Convention,  and  the  aeal  of  ^ 
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tlie  State  attached  thereto,  has  been  deposited  ia  the  office  of  the 
Secpetarj  of  State. 

Yoar  Committee  would  further  report,  that  they  have  quthorizcd  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  procure  a  suitable  box  for  the  proper  security  and 
preserratioD  of  the  various  OrdiuaDces,  Reports  and  Resolutions,  which 
hare  been  adopted,  and  directed  to  be  engrossed  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
AecoiQts  on  the  account  of  A.  J.  Burke,  for  stationery;  whicli  was 
considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to.

The  Committoe  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Ordinance  empowering  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  in  certain  con* 
tingencies,  tq  issue  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  heg  leave  to  report : 
That  they  have  duly  considered  the  subject  committed  to  them,  and 
deem  it  inexpedient  that  this  Convention  should  take  any  immediate 
action  thereon. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Wardlaw  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was

the  General  Assembly,  if  in  session,  be  vested  with  full  power  to  take 
care* that  the  Commonwealth  receive  no  detriment.

to  prepare  a  written  statement  of  the  oral  communications,  to  this  body, 
connected  with  their  recent  attempts  at  negotiation  with  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  delivery  of  the  forts  and  other  State 
property,  and  that  said  document  be  deposited  with  the  President  of 
thia  body,  under  the  injunction  of  secrecy,  until  otherwise  ordered  by 
thia  body. 

Mr.  Quattlebaum,  from  the  Committee  on  Printing,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to: 

That  they  have  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Printers  of  the  Conven- 
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tion,  the  correspondenoe  between  the  Commissioners  of  South  Carolina 
and  the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  which  correspondence  five 
thousand  copies  have  been  ordered  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Convention.  The  Committee  recommend  that  each  member  of  the 
Convention  be  allowed  twenty  copies,  and  that  the  balance  bo  distribu- 
ted under  the  direction  of  the  Committee. 

They  further  recommend,  that  the  manuscript  be  returned  by  the 
printer  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  be  tran- 
scribed on  his  journal,  and  then  deposited  in  the  Secret?  ry  of  State's 
office,  wiih  the  several  Ordinances  of  this  Convention. 

Mr.  R.  N.  Gourdin  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  con- 
sidered immediately,  and  was  a^eed  to : 

Resolved^  That  the  table,  chair,  and  appurtenances  used  in  Secession 
Hall  on  the  evening  of  the  20th  December,  i860,  for  the  signature  of 
the  Ordinance  of  Secession,  be  deposited,  with  a  memorandum  of  the 
same,  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Conveotioo,  in  the  Legislative 
Library  in  the  State  House  in  Columbia.  • 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  waa 
considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to :. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk,  Messenger,  Doorkeeper,  and  Engrossing 
Clerks  of  this  Convention,  receive,  severally,  as  compensation  for  their 
services  tv  }his  day,  the  same  rate  of  payment  in  proportion  to  the  time 
they  have  served,  as  is  allowed  the  same  officers  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives ut  this  State;  and  the  Piesideut  of  the  Convention  is  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  issue  his  warrants  upon  the  Treasury,  in  the 
manner  already  directed,  for  payment  of  said  officers. 

Mr.  Porcher  presented  the  accounts  of  J.  L.  Barnwell,  of  F.  L. 
Schouboe,  and  of  P.  Brady,  for  articles  furnished,  uud  services  ren- 
dered, to  the  Convention;  which  were  severally  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  our  late  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,   have  leave  to  print  the  paper,  which  they  were,  by

it  BhaU  become  necessary.

The  journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read. 

The  President  announced  that  Mr.  James  Conner  is  added  to  tho 
Committee  on  the  Constitution  of  the  State;  and  that  Mr.  Thomas 
Smith  is  added  to  tho  Committee  on  Commercial  Relations  and  Postal 
Arrangements. 

Mr.  John  Izard  Middleton  offered  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  true  policy  of  South  Carolina  consists  in  the 
establishment  of  free  trade,  and  her  people  never  will  consent  to  yield 
obedience  to  any  government  that  violates  a  policy  so  essential  to  their 
prosperity. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  indispensable  to  the  success  of  our  agricul- 
ture, and  the  profitable  development  of  the  mechanic  arts  amongst  us, 
that  the  labor  markets  of  the  world  should  be  open  to  us. 

3.  Rewlvcdy  That  tho  right  of  self-government  by  the  people  of  thia 
State  was  acquired  through  tho  Revolution  of  1776,  and  ought  never 
to  be  held  subject  to  the  limitations  of  a  government  national  in  its 
character,  whilst  it  would  be  perfectly  safe  under  a  Federative  system. 
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4.  Reioloed^  That  all  attempts  to  niinglc,  with  any  good  result, 
National  and  Federal  systems  have  proved  abortive,  and  will  always  be 
followed  by  unhappy  co^sequcncc^<,  and  arc  therefore  to  be  avoided. 

5.  Resolvedy  That  a  slaveholding  community  that  allows  itself  to  be 
^vemed  or  controlled,  in  any  particular,  by  a  non -slaveholding  com- 
munity, must  be  alike  blind  to  what  is  essential  to  its  honor,  its  inter- 
ests, its  safety,  and  the  happiness  of  its  people. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  permanent  CoVistitution  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  agreed  upon  at  Montgomery;  Alabama,  and  recom- 
mended to  our  acceptance,  not  permitting  to  us  the  establishment  of 
the  policy  of  free  trade,  taking  out  of  our  hands  (employed,  as  we  are, 
in  the  cultivation  of  semi-tropical  products,)  the  control  of  our  supply 
of  labor,  by  a  positive  prohibition,  giving  us  no  efficient  guaranty  of 
the  right  and  power  of  »elf-governmont  at  home,  mingling,  as  it  does, 
the  National  and  Federative  systems,  and  permitting  the  eventual 
accession  of  Anti-Slavery  communities  to  our  Confederacy  by  the  ab- 
sence of  a  constitutional  prohibition,  cannot  be  accepted  by  South 
Carolina;  unless  it  be  amended  in  all  of  the  particulars  above  specified. 

SPECIAL  ORDER.

The  PrcsideDt  laid  before  tke  Conyention  the  following  communica- 
tioo ;  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pope,  was  ordered  to  be  ei\tered  on  the 
joanial : 


Port  Hill,  March  30,  1861. 
Hon.  D.  F.  Jamison  : 

Sib  :  I  transmit  through  you,  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Conven- 
tioo  of  the  People  of  South  Caroliua,  my  report  as  the  Commissioner 
of  jour  honorable  body  to  the  Convention  of  the  People  of  Alabama. 

On  my  arrival  at  Montgomery  I  was  received  with  great  cordiality 
aod  kindness,  as  the  representative  of  South  Carolina^  by  both  the 
30 
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friends  and  opponcotB  of  secession  ;  while  the  fonner  were  unbounded 
in  their  admiratiou  of  the  gallant  action  of  our  State,  the  latter, 
although  deprecating  her  action,  wdre  ever  courteous  and  kind  in  their 
allusions  to.her.  There  waft,  unfortunately,  much  diversity  of  aentiment 
when  the  Alabama  Convention  first  assembled.  The  State  of  Alabama 
is  divided  into  what  is  called  South  aod  North  Alabama.  There  is  but 
little  trade  or  intercourse  between  the  sections.  Before  the  completion 
of^railroads  leading  to  the  Atlantic  from  North  Alabama,  the  course  of 
trade  followed  the  current  of  its  navigable  streams  to  New  Orleans. 
On  the  other  hand,  South  Alabama  concentrated,  to  a  large  extent,  her 
trade  at  3IobiIe.  To  the  north  of  the  head  waters  of  navigation,  in  . 
South  Alabama,  there  intervenes  a  broken  and  rugged  country,  to  the 
valley  of  the  Tennessee.  Geographically,  no  State  is  more  divided,  and 
unfortunately V the  division  entered  into  the  political  complexion  of  the 
State.  North  Alabama  was  almost  a  unit  against  secession,  and  South 
Alabama  nearly  entirely  so  in  its  favor.  This  state  of  affiairB  embar- 
rassed the  action  of*  her  Convention  when  it  first  assembled.  For,  as 
'  citizens  of  the  same  State,  it  was  important,  although  there  was  a  deci- 
ded majority  for  secession,  to  assuage  the  sectional  bitterness  that  pre- 
cipitate action  might  induce.  Hence,  several  days  ehpsed  before  the 
passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession.  Many  oppoled  up  to  that  point, 
withdrew  opposition,  and  a  general  disposition  to  sustain  the  State  was 
manifested. 

My  credentials  were  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the 
Convention,  and  on  the  second,  by  invitation,  I  addressed  the  Convcn* 
tion,  and  brought  before  it  the  points  that  I  had  been  instructed  to  pre- 
sent. I  have  the  hooor  to  enclose  an  official  copy  of  the  action  of  the 
Convention,  giving  an  affirmative  response  to  ever^  request  I  had  made 
as  your  Commissioner.

Resolveilf  That  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  arise,  from  any  cause,  in  the 
delegation  from  this  State  to  the  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America,  the  Governor  of  this  State  be,  and.  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  supply  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  should  he  think  fit. 
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Oo  motion  of  Mr.  J.  I.  Middleton,  tho  ConventioQ  went  into 
SECRET  SESSION. 

The  CoDventioD  reaumcd  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Military  and  the  accompanying  rcsolutionSi  together  with 
the  amendment  thereto,  offered  by  Mr.  Orr. 

Mr.  Orr  withdrew  his  amendment. 

Mr.  Perrin  offered  the  following  amendment,  whioh  was  agreed  to  : 

'  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  sadden 
call  which  was  gallantly  answered  by  the  first  Regiment  of  South  Caro- 
lina Yoluntcere,  now  in  the  service,  and*  the  valuable  services  which 
that  regiment  has  rendered,  give  it  a  just  claim  to  an  honorable  dis- 
charge aB  Koou  as  the  pressing  exigency  of  State  affairs  will,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Governor,  permit ;  but  that  if  it  should  be  tho  deure 
of  the  said  Regiment  to  prolong  its  service,  then  it  shall  — 

The  resolution,  as  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

The  remaining  resolutions  of  the  series  were  agreed  to ;  and  were 
ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  to  be  signed  by  the  President  and  the 
Clerk. 

Tho  Convention  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  an  Ordinance  to 
ratify  the  Provisional  Constitution  and  Government  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America;  which  was  unanimously  agreed  to,  and  was  ordered 
to  be  engrossed,  and  to  be  signed  by  the  President  and  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spain,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  En- 
glish, on  account  of  urgent  professional  business  of  a  public  nature. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spain,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Mayes, 
on  account  of  indisposition. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Orr,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Lewis, 
on  account  of  sickness  in  his  family. 

Mr.  Manigault  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  considered 
immediately,  and  was  agreed  to  : 

Reached,  That  the  Colonels  of  the  Regiments  which  have  volunteered 
their  services  to  the  State,  shall  not  be  required  to  give  bonds  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  arms  issued  to  their  respective  Regiments,  and  to  take 
similar  bonds  from  the  Captains  under  their  command. 

Mr.  Simons,  from  tho  Committee   on  Engrossed  Ordinances,  pre. 
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sented  the  followiog  report,  which  was  considered  immediately,  and  was 
agreed  to : 

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances,  to  whom  it  was  referred  : 
Firstf  to  inquire  and  report  ''  what  resolutions  and  orders  of  the  Con- 
vention, passed  in  secret  session,  and  how  much  and  what  portion  of 
the  secret  journal,  may  now  be  made  public  without  impropriety ;''  and 
Secondly,  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  following  resolution,  to 
wif :  "  Resoicedj  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the 
proceedings  and  debates  of  this  Convention  on  the  Constitution  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America ;  and  that  the  journals  of  this  Conven- 
tion and  of  its  proceedings  thereon,  shall  be  published  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  President  of  this  Convention,  so  soon  as  the  injunction  of 
secrecy  shall  be  removed  from  the  j^rocecdings  and  debates  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Congress  assembled  at  Montgomery,  which  formed  said 
Constitution,"  having  considered  these  matters,  beg  leave  to 

REPORT : 

That  they  were  attended  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  with 
him  carefully  and  minutely  perused  the  journals  of  the  secret  sessions 
of  this  body,  from  the  22d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1860,  when  the 
CoDTeution  firdt  sat  with  closed  doors,  until  the  present  time.  They 
find  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy  has  already  been  removed  from  the 
Ordinances  and  the  more  important  resolutions  which  hav^  been  adopted. 
Tour  Committee  cannot  say  that  the  removal  of  the  injunction  of 
Mcrecy  from  the  remainder  of  the  transactions  of  the  Convention,  and 
^eir  coDsequcnt  publication,  is  either  improper  or  incompatible  with 
the  public  interests. 

There  are  a  class  of  resolutions,  the  publication  of  which,  it  was  ob- 
jected in  the  Committee,  might  give  rise  to  a  miaconcepiioii  of  the  real 
views,  and  a  misconstruction  of  the  true  action  of  this  body.  To  these 
^e  attention  of  the  Convention  is  invited. 

On  the  27th  day  of  December  of  the  hist  year,  the  morning  after 
^&jor  Anderson  hud,  under  cover  of  the  night,  dismantled  and  aban- 
doned Fort  Moultrie,  and  taken  military  and  hostile  occupation  of  Fort 
Snmter,  a  delegate  offi^red  the  following  revolution  : 

"i?cWt?ec/,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  occupa- 
tion of  Fort  Sumter  ought  at  once  to  be  regarded  as  an  authorized  oc- 
cnpation,  and  vigorous  military  defences  provided  immediately/'  which 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.     Many  other  resolutions  to  the  same 
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effect  were,  from  time  to  time,  presented,  and  were  also  either  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  tahlo  or  rejected.  To  remove  the  ioju action  of  secrecy, 
and  puhlish  to  the  word  these  and  kindred  resolutions,  it  was  suggested 
might  lead  to  the  idea  that  the  Convention  had,  by  their  action  on  them, 
declined  to  entertain,  or  assert,  and  perhaps  had  denied,  the  principles 
therein  declared,  and  had  thus  placed  themselves  somewhat  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  views  expressed  in  their  behalf  by  our  Commissioners  to  the 
Government  at  Washington.  ^     • 

In  this  view  your  Committee  do  not  concur.  It  is  well  known  to 
the  members  of  this  body,  that  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  Convention 
intended  thereby  to  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  authority  and  charac- 
ter of  Major  Anderson's  occupation,  the  same  not  having  been  then, 
as  yet,  Affirmed,  denied  or  adopted  by  the  then  Administration,  and  our 
Commissioners  having,  at  that  time,  this,  with  other  complicated  and 
delicate  questions,  for  explanation  and,  if  possible,  for  adjustment. 
The  reasons  thus  indicated,  which  induced  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion, do  not,  it  is  true,  appear  on  the  face  of  the  journal  or  accompany 
the  record ;  but  this  may  be  said  of  the  proceedings  in  all  legisilative 
bodies,  and  "which,  therefore,  at  last,  must,  in  a  great  measure,  depend 
upon  contemporaneous  history  for  their  explanation  and  vindication. 

In  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  debates  on  the  subject  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  your 
Committee  do  not  perceive  how  the  same  could  be  done  under  the 
authority  of  this  body,  as  no  official  record  of  them  was  kept  under  its 
directions.  They  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions :  • 

•  1.  Ecsohcd,  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  all  the 
transactions  of  this  Convention  in  secret  8os.sion,  except  in  relation  to 
the  debates  on  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
and  the  matter  this  day  directed  by  the  Convention  to  be  kept  secret. 

2.  Rcsolvtil,  That  as  soon  as  the  injunction  of  secrecy  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Convention  of  Dele- 
gates, lately  assembled  at  Montgomery,  the  injunction  .of  secrecy  ^hall 
likewise  be  removed  from  the  debates  of  this  (Convention  on  the  Con- 
stitution submitted  for  the  Confederate  States  of  America. 

8.  Rewh'e(\  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  journal,  public  and 
secret,  and  of  the  reports,  resolutions  and  transactions  of  this  Convention 
be  printed,  and  separately  live  hundred  copies  in  the  following  order  : 
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1.  All  the  OrdioaDoes  passed  by  the  GooTeatioa,  id  the  order  of 
time  (except  the  Ordioance  of  Ratification) ;  together  with 

2.  The  Bills  to  amoDd  the  Coostitatioa  of  this  State,  ratified  daring 
the  late  session  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly. 

3.  The  ResolatioDS  for  engrossing,  ttie*  Constitution. 

4.  The  Constitution  of  the  State  as  engrossed. 

5.  The  Constitution  of -the  Provisional  Grovernment  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  Amefica. 

6.  The  Coostitotion  of  the  Confederate  States  of  Amerioa. 

7.  The  Ordinance  of  Ratification. 

8.  The  Resolutions  suggesting  amebdments.

The  journal  of  Saturday's  proceedings  was  read. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Convention  the  fullowing  commanic^ 
tion,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Quattlebaum,  was  ordered  to  be  entered 
on  the  journal : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Pretident  and  Convention 

of  tJie  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  Charle$ton  a$tembled  : 
Having  been  honored  by  your  body  with  an  appointment  of  Commis- 
sioner to  the  State  of  Texas,  with  instructions  to  lay  before  her  Conven- 
tion an  Ordinance  of  the  State* of  South  Carolina,  by  which  she  dis- 
solved all  connection  with  the  Federal  Government  of  the  United 
States,  &c.,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that,  as  early  as  practicable  after  I 
received  the  intelligence,  I  repaired  to  Austin,  having  but  meagre  in- 
formation of  the  politicifl  condition  of  the  State,  or  whether  I  should 
find  a  Convention,  authorized  to  control  her  destinies,  and  able  to  over- 
come the  opposition  of  her  Executive,  who  was  known  to  entertain  in- 
veterate hostility 'to  secession,  and  everything  looking  to  resistance  to 
£lack  Republican  dominion  in  the  country,  and  who  had  interposed 
every  obstacle  in  his  power  to  check'  the  spirit,  and  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  p^ple,  in  their  determination  to  vindicate  the  safety  and  honor 
of  the  State.  *  • 

But  I  was  greatly  gratified,  when  I  reached  the  seat  of  government,  to 
find  in  ^ssion,  both  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  a  large  and  intel- 
ligent Convention  of  Delegates,  acting  in  concert,  with  a  spirit,  wisdom 
.  and  patriotism,  which  I  hazard  nothing  in  sayiug,  would  do  honor  to 
a^y  State  on  the  continent. 
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'Tbcir  CoDveDtion  wtls  the  result  of  a  spontaneons  npriaing  of  the 

^pl«,  who  had  the  intelligence  to  understand  their  rights,  and  the 

«f\ri.t  to  maintain  thefn  against  every  obstacle.     Thej  had  in  Tain  ex- 

^tTiBted  all  the  means  in  their  power,  to  induce  the  Executive  to  con- 

teue  the  Legislature,  to  call  a  Convention  by  the  usual  forms  of  law. 

Be  not  only  refused,  but  after  they  had  elected  delegates  to  their  Gon- 

Tention,  he  issued  his  proclamation  calling  the  Legislature  together,  as 

iM  generally  believed,  to  defeat  the  objects  of  the  People's  Couvention, 

'which,  in  his  message  to  the  Legislature,  he  denounced,  and  utterly 

repadiated  its  authority  to  act 

The  Legislature  assembled  before  the  Couventioui  and  with  great 
ODaDiniity,  by  one  of  its  first  Acts,  legalized,  as  far  as  they  could  do, 
the  election  of  Delegates  and  the  authority  of  the  Convention  to  exer- 
cise the  sovereignty  and  will  of  tho  People. 

As  the  Commissioner  from  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  I  was  re- 
cared  by  that  high-spirited  and  patriotic  Convention,  in  a  manner  most 
eomplimentary  tc^our  State,  and  gratifying  to  me,  and  was  allowed  an 
orij  opportunity  to  discharge  the  duties  of  my  mission. 

In  obedience  to  the  instmetions  of  your  honorable  body,  I  presented 
the  Ordinance  of  Secession  of  our  State,  and  other  accompanying  docu- 
ments, and  also  invited  them,  in  the  event  of  their  seoes8ion,-to  unite 
with  08,  and  other  seceding  Sctfithem  States,  in  the  formation  of  a  Con- 
*  fedency,  and  with  that  view,  to  send  delegates  to  afConvention  to  be 
held  at  Montgomery. 

The  response  of  the  noble  State  of  Texas,  throut^h  her  patriotic  and 
intelligent  representatives,  and  indeed,  through  the  ballot  box,  by  tbe 
people  themselves,  with  very  great  unanimity;  is  too  well  known  to  your 
hoQonble  body,  and  to  the  country,  to  require  detailed  information 
^  me.  It  is  most  gjratifying  to  know,  that  with  her  vast  and  rich 
^niaio }  with  resources,  when  developed,  sufficient  for  empires  with 
iiiUioos  of  inhabitants ;  though  opposed  at  every  step  by  the  legally 
constituted  head  of  the  then  Government  of  the  State,  in  the  person 
of  her  eccentric  Executive,  and  exposed  upon  her  entire  western  and 
northern  border  by  three  distinct  classes  of  most  unprincipled  ene- 
mies, to  wit :  Indians,  Mexicans  and  Abolitionists,  she  has  had  the 
•  wisdom  and  the  spirit  to  cast  from  her,  forever,  the  shackles  of  an 
urrogknt,  desolating  tyranny,  and  unite  her  destinies  with  those  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  the  South,  where  I  trust  she  shall  be  estimated 
•ccoidiag  to  her  worth  ;  protected  as  she  evidently  deserves  to  be ;  and 
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never  again  be  united,  in  any  union  whatever,  with  a  non-elaveholding 
or  fanatical  people.

Mr.  TowDseod  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Reiolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Convention^  that  our  militaiy  posts 
at  Morris'  and  Sullivan's  Islands  ought  to  be  inimediatelj  strengthened 
by  large  reinforcements,  and  for  this  purpose  that  the  Governor  be  re- 
quested to  call  into  the  service  of  the  State,  with  as  little  delay  as  pos- 
sible, three  thousand  volunteers,  or  more,  if  deemed  neceaaary,  for  the 
immediate  protection  of  this  harbor. 

Mr.  Hayne  offered  the  following  amendment :

Volunteers  as  Gen.  Beauregard,  or  the  Confederate  commander,  may,

Mr.  Reed  offered  the  following : 

Retdvedy  That  this  Convention  approves  of  the  action  of  the  (Gover- 
nor, in  placing  the  forces  for.  the  military  defence  of  Charleston  under 
the  command  of  Oen.  Beanregard,  and  that  he  he  authorized  to  call  > 
into  the  field  immediately  such  number  of  the  Volunteer  Regiments, 
laised  under  the  Act  of  Assembly,  as  Oen.  Beauregard  may  require  for 
the  operations  under  his  control;  the  whole  force  to  be  placed  under 
the  command  of  Gen.  Beauregard,  or  such  other  general  officer  as  may 
be  ordered  to  the  same  command  by  the  authorities  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America.

Mr.  J.  J.  P.  Smith  offered  the  following  amendment : 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  transfer  to  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America 
the  use  an&  occupancy  of  the  forts,  arsenals,  navy  yards,  custom 
houses  and  other  public  sites  within  the  limits  of  this  State. 

TF«,  the  People  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled,  do 
ordain  and  declare,  and  it  u  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  Stateis 
of  America  is  hereby  authorized  to  occupy,  use  and  hold  possession  of 
all  forts,  navy  yards,  arsenals,  custom  houses  and  other  public  sites 
within  the  limits  of  this  State,'  and  their  appurtenances,  lately  in  the 
possession  of  the  United  States  of  America,  together  with  Fort  Sumter, 
and  to  repair,  rebuild  and  control  the  same  at  its  discretion,  until  this 
Ordinance  be  repealed  by  a  Convention  of  the  Peopfe  of  this  State.

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The  Ordinanoe  was  agreed  to,  wais  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  to 
be  signed  i)y  the  President  and  the  Clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Withers,  the  injunotibn  of  secrecy  was  removed 
from  the  Oidinance,  and  it  was 

Besolvedj  That  a  certified  copy  of  the  Ordinance  to  transfer  to  the 
Government  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  the  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  the  forts,  arsenals,  navy  yards,  custom  houses  and  other  pub- 
lic sites  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America. 

Mr.  J.  J.  p.  Smith  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Printing,  recommending  the  printing  of  the 
reports,  resolutions  and  secret  journal  of  the  Convention,  ibc,  was 
agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Orr,  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Orr  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  highly  appreciates  the  patriotic  con- 
duct of  Benjamin  Mordecai,  in  generously  making  a  donation  of  the 
sum  of  $10,000  to  the  constituted  authorities  of  South  Carolina,  to  aid 
the  State  in  maintaining  its  independence. 

Mr.  Furman  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  accepted 
by  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  and  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  highly  appreciates  the  generosity  and 
public  spirit  of  those  citizens  and  friend^  of  the  State  who  have  con- 
tributed money  and  labor  for  the  benefit  of  the  State ;  and  take  picas- 
urQ  in  noticing  particularly  the  liberality  and  patriotism'  of  Benjamin 
Mordecai,  Esquire,  in  making  the  first  and  very  generous  donation. 

Mr.  Harllee,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Militaiy,  made  a  report, 
and  reported  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  considered  immedi- 
ately, and  were  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  that  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  com- 
mission the  officers  of  any  Volunteer  Company  which  may  Be  formed 
in  any  of  the  Districts  adjacent  to  the  sea-coast,  for  local  service :  Pro- 
vided, that  no  such  commission  shall  be  issued  without  the  written  con. 
sent  and  approbation  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Regiment, 
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Battalion  and  Company  respectively,  within  tbe  limits  of  which  such 
Yoluoteer  Company  shall  have  been  formed:  And  provided,  also,  that 
such  commissions  shall  not  continue  longer  than  ten  days  after  the  close 
of  the  next  regular  sessioo  of  the  Legislature  :  Provided,  aha,  that  the 
said  companies  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty,  rank  and  file,  be- 
besides  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harllee,  the  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  en- 
giKMsed,  and  the  injunction  of  secrecy  removed. 

Mr.  Inglis  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unaniinouily 
agreed  to: 

Resolved,  Thai  the  alacrity  with  which  the  Regiment  of  Rifles,  and 
the  several  Volunteer  Companies  of  the  city,  the  First  Regiment  of 
South  Carolina  Volunteers,  and  the  Regiment  and  Battalion  of  enlisted 
men,  and  their  various  officers,  and  the  several  individuals  in  the  capa- 
city of  Aids  to  the  Governor,  Eagineers  and  otherwise,  responded  to 
the  call  of  the  State  in  her  hour  of  peril  and  doubtful  fortunes ;  the 
patient  cheerfulness  with  which  they  have  submitted  to  the  extraordi- 
nary privations  incident  to  the  suddenness  of  the  emergency;  their 
diligence  in  labors  new  and  unusual;  the  degree  of  skill,  discipline 
and  efficiency  attained  in  the  short  interval  which  has  succeeded,  and 
the  amount  of  useful  service  already  rendered,  entitle  them  all,  both 
officers  and  privates,  to  the  hearty  commendatioQs  and  gratitude  of  the 
people,  and  justify  the  State  in  regarding  them  with  hopest  pride. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  this 
State,  repose  entire  confidence  in  the  eminent  professional  skill,  cour- 
age and  sound  judgment  of  Brigadier  General  P.  G.  T.  Beauregard, 
and  in  the  intelligent  and  efficient  cooperation  of  the  various  members 
of  his  Staff,  and  other  assistants,  military  and  naval,  and  respectfully 
tender  to  them,  and  to  the  various  forces  in  the  service,  and  individuals 
designated;  the  thanks  of  the  State  for  their  successful  efforts  thus  far, 
to  protect  the  honor  and  interests  of  the  State. 

Resolved,  That  if  Fort  Sumter  shall  fall  into  the  hands  of  our  pres- 
ent Government,  and  the  .harbor  of  Charleston  should  be  relieved  from 
all  hostile  occupation  or  obstruction,  although  without  any  actual  con- 
flict of  arms,  such  result  will  be  not  the  less  achieved  by  our  forces 
aforesaid,  and  their  wise  and  effective  operations. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  communicated  to  Gene- 
ral Beauregard,  with  a  request  that  he  extend  them  to  the  various 
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KegimeDts,  BattalioDs  and  separate  Companies,  and  to  his  Staff  and 
assiatants,  in  suoh  form  and  manner  as  he  shall  judge  expedient. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Inglis,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  was  removed 
from  the  resolutions. 

Mr.  Poroher  presented  the  accounts  of  S.  Bradjy  Webb  &  Sage  and 
Lambert  &  Howell ;  which  were  respectively  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Accounts. 

The  Convention  resUmed  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  (offered 
by  Mr.  Reed)  in  relation  to  the  forces  for  the  defence  of  Charleston 
harbor. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Reed,  a  copy 
thereof  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  his*  Excellency  the  Gt)yemor,  and  to 
General  Beauregard ;  and  the  injunction  of  secrecy  removed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Reed,  it  was  • 

Ordered,  That  when  the  Convention  adjourns,  it  shall  be  adjourned 
to  meet  to-morrow,  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fair,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr. 
Williams,  on  account  of  important  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Orr,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  Whitner, 
on  account  of  official  duties. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H«yne,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  following  resolution': 

Resolved,  That  the  President,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence 
from  the  State,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  any  one  of  a  Com- 
mittee of  three,  now  to  be  appointed  by  him,  be  authorized  to  call 
together  this  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient, whenever  the  exigency  of  public  affairs  or  the  welfare  of  the 
State  may  require  :  Provided,  that  if  this  Convention  is  not  called 
together  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1862,  it  shall  on  that  day  be 
dissolved.

^  inquire,  and  if  deemed  expedient,  to  report  an  Ordinance  to  alter 
&Dd  amend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  that  the 
number  of  representatives  shall  never  exceed  twenty  that  any  incor- 
porated Town  or  City,  whatever  its  population  or  wealth  may  he,  may

of  casting  as  many  ballots  as  his  election  district  may  be  entitled  to 
members,  and  the  privilege  of  giving,  if  he  so  chooses,  the  whole  num- 
^    ber  of  his  votes  for  any  single  candidate,  or  dividing  them  in  such  pro- 
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portioos  as  lie  may  see  fit  to^do  among  any  less  number  than  tbe  whole 
number  to  be  elected. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thomson  presented  the  report  or  the  Comboittee  on 
Accounts  on  the  accounts  of  S.  Brady,  Webb  &  Sage  .and  Lambert  & 
Howell ;  which  was  considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Simons  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed

Mesolvedj  unanimously ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  Hon.  D.  F.  Jamison,  for  the  courtesy,  dig- 
nity, impartiality  and  ability  with  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties 
as  its  presiding  officer.  - 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Quattlebamu,  the  Committee  rose,  and  the  Chair- 
man reported  to  the  Convention  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  President  said : 

Gentlemen  of  the '  Convention — 

When  first  called  upon,  by  your  kindness,  to  preside  over  the  gravest, 
the  ablest,  and  the  most  courteous  body  of  gentlemen  with  whom  I 
have  ever  been  associated  in  a  political  life,  extending,  now,  to  more 
than  twenty-five  years,  I  was  greatly  overcome  by  your  confidence,  for 
a  compliment  as  unexpected  as,  I  felt,  it  was  unmerited,  and  now  I  am 
willing  to  construe  "this  renewed  expression  of  your  kindness  into  a 
tribute  of  good  intentions,  rather  than  to  good  deeds. 

By  your  acts,  during  the  twenty  dajs  of  your  first  session,  you  have 
added  more  than  one  page  to  history  which  will  survive ;  for  men  will 
love  to  look  on  the  opening  incidents  of  a  revolution,  conducted  with  a 
dignity,  calmness,  propriety,  and  an  inflexible  pursuit  of  right^  which  has 
few  examples  in  past  times. 
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Within  the  brief  interval  of  less  tban^^hree  montbB  between  your 
first  saision  and  this,  many  striking  iDcidents  have  been  crowded, 
which  might,  also,  become  history;  bnt  the  doubts,  fears,  straggles, 
anxieties,  and  hopes  deferred,  and  then  the  gradual  increase  of  oonfi« 
dence  from  increased  strength  and  resources,  are  only  fully  known  to 
the  few,  who  acted  the  chief  part  in  the  trying  scenes  of  this  winter ; 
and  they,  if  they  could,  probably  will  not  write  ita  history. 

Thia  revolution,  so  far,  has  been  bloodless.     What  a  glorious  con- 
sammation  it  would  have  been  I     What  a  triumph  of  civilization  and 
Christianity,  if  the  great  principles  involved  in  this  movement  could 
have  been  successfully  achieved,  without  shedding  a  single  drop  of  hu- 
man blood  I    But  now  it  seems  to  be  otherwise.     While  I  am  yet 
speaking,  a  hostile  fleet  b  said  to  be  approaching  our  shores,  and  before 
the  coming  night  closes  over  us,  the  sands  of  Morris  Island  may  be 
stained  with  the  best  blood  of  our  people.     May  Ood  show  the  right  I 
I  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  at  the  close  of  your  labors,  on  the 
adoption  of  a  Constitution  which,  I  trust,  will  be  found  little  less  than 
perfect     There  are,  I  admit,  clauses  and  omissions  which  render  it 
much  less  acceptable  to  me,  but  I  am  far  from  attaching  as  great  im- 
portance to  any  written  Constitutions  as  many  appear  to  do.     Written 
Constitutions  are  but  as  landmarks  to  point  out  the  route  to  be  fol- 
lowed; and  all  experience  of  the  past  most  clearly  demonstrates  that  a 
Oovemment  will  be  just  suited  to  the  capacities,  genius  and  character 
of  a  people,  and  it  will  be  either  free  or  despotic,  as  the  people  them- 
aelvea  will  be  found  to  deserve  the  one  form  or  the  other,     ^hy,  it 
may  be  asked,  is  it,  that  the  civilization  of  the  Eastern  nations  of  the 
Semitic  race  has  been  so  unproductive  of  results  beneficial  to  contem- 
poraneous or  subsequent  times? — that  we  hold  of  them  no  literature, 
^0  Uw,  no  principle  of  government  or  social  amelioration  7     It  is  be- 
caiue  their  government  was  a  stern  despotism,  which  interposed  an  im- 
OBeasarable  distance  between  the  throne  and  the  people ;  and,  it  may 
Padded,  because  their  religicn  was  a  gloomy  and  degrading  supersti- 
tion,  which  bowed  down  to  the  creature  instead  of  U>  the  Creator.  Where 
is  the  British  Constitution  written  ?    Not  on  pap^,  but  in  the  tradi- 
tions and  memories  of  the  dominant  portion  of  a  race  who,  through 
ft  thoasand    years   of    trial   and    sufiering,   vindicated    their   rights 
to  a  liberal  Government.     Where  is  the  Constitution  of  the  French 
to  be  found  ?      Not ,  in    Jacobin     Clubs,   nor    in    the    romanesque 
reveries  of  Vergniaud,  Madame  Roland  and  Brissot  de  Warville ;  not 
in  the  <<  Three  Days  of  July/'  nor  in  the  fanciful  theories  of  Lamar* 
37 
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tine,  and  in  his  impraotic^lile  dootrines  of  ''  Liberty,  Equality,  and 
Fraternity/'  but  in  tbe  will  of  an  absolute  monarob,  wbo  presepres  or- 
der and  restrains  insurrection  by  balf  a  million  of  armed  men.  Wbere 
did  Black  Republicanism  get  its*  teachings  ?  Not  from  tbe  Constitu- 
tion of  tbe  United  States,  but  from  the  dootrines  of  a  <<  Higher  Law" 
and  an  Irrepressible  Conflict. 

If,  therefore,  we  are  wise,  if  we  are  virtuous,  if  we  are  true  to  our- 
selves, the  Cpnstitution,  which  we  have  adopted,  will  last  for  genera- 
tions to  come.  If  we  are  not,  no  written  Constitution,  however 
guarded,  will  avail  us  long. 

Permit  me,  now,  gentlemen,  at  this  parting  moment — and  we  part 
at  a  moment  of  unconjeoturable  events — ^to  o£fer,  to  each  of  you,  my 
best  wishes  for  your  present  and  future  welfare ;  and  to  repeat  mj 
profound  thanks  for  all  your  confidence  and  kindness.

FRIDAY,  DECEMBER  27,  1861. 

At  the  hour  to  which  the  Convention  was  adjourned,  the  President 
took  the  chair,  and  addressed  the  Convention  as  foUpws : 

Before  your  adjournment,  on  the  10th  of  April  last,  yon  devolyed  on 
me  the  very  responsible  duty  of  calling  you  together,  whenever,  in  mj^ 
judgment,  the  public  exigencies  should  require  it.     I  have  seldom  beers. 
placed   in  a  situation,  where   the   responsibilities  attending  it  har^ 
weighed  more  heavily  upon  me  than  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty. 

While,  on  the  one  hand,  I  felt  that  it  might  be  expected  of  me,  in 
reassembling  a  body  which  brought  again  into  active  exeroise  the  'sot- 
ereign  authority  of  the  State,  that  I  should  be  able  to  indicate  certiia 
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specific,  remedial  measures  for  (he  difficolties  and  perils  that  sorrouDd 
US ;  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  I  was  coDscious  that  there  were  great  qnes- 
tioBS  ^kelj  to  arise  out  of  the  critical  position  of  onr  affairs,  which 
could  only  be  met  and  solved  by  a  body  of  representative  men  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  selected  for  their  supposed  qualifications  for  a  time 
of  revolution,  who,  while  they  could  exercise  supreme  power,  possessed 
the  entire  confidence  of  the  people  of  South  Carolina. 

Within  the  last  two  months  our  soil  has  been  invaded  by  a  hostile 

force,  and  our  enemies  are,  at  this  moment,  in  possession  of  a  portion 

of  the  wealthiest  and  best  part  of  our  seaboard.     Apart  from  the  serious  ' 

loss,  resulting  from  this  invasion,  to  a  largo  number  of  our  citizens,  a 

<2^uestion  of  great  moment  may  arise,  what  shall  bo  done  with  tho  slave 

population  which  have  come  in  contact  with  abolitionism. 

At  one  time  it  was  a  question  of  great  imminence — but  I  trust  that 
<3angcr  is  now  wholly  past — what  should  be  done  with  our  metropolis,  if 
^  t  were  likely  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

Besides,  if  the  present  condition  of  things  last,  it  might  happen — the 
.^^reat  body  of  our  people  being  in  the  field — that  the  next  fall  elections 
^^niight  be  suffered  to  go  by  default,  and  the  State  would  then  be  left 
'"'^rithout  an  organized  government. 

Weighty  as  these  and  .other  reasons  were,  which  operated  on  my 
^^nind,*  they  were  not  sufficient  to  decide  my  action  in  reassembling 
^ou.  When  you  adjourned  in  April  last,  the  condition  of  the  cojintry 
iras  involved  in  uncertainty  and  danger,  and  you  prolonged  your  exist- 
eDce  for  eight  months.  The  perils  which  now  threaten  the  State,  are 
of  a  far  graver  character  than  they  seemed  to  any  of  us  at  the  period 
of  your  la^  adjournment;  and,  therefore,  I  felt  fully  assured  that  if 
joa  had  been  in  session  at  the  time  when  you  were  summoned  to  meet 
bere,  that  you  would  not  have  limited  your  existence  to  the  term  you 
before  prescribed. 

Influenced  by  such  convictions,  I  was  unwilling  to  assume  the  res- 
ponsibility of  permitting  you  to  be  dissolved.  I  have  therefore  called 
you  together  ''for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  the  dangers 
incident  to  the  position  of  the  State,  and  to  take  care  that  the  Com- 
monwealth of  South  Carolina  shall  suffer  no  detriment/'  oi,  to  fix  such 
farther  time  for  the  dissolution  of  Xhis  body,  as  in  your  judgment  may 
be  deemed  best:

▼ention,  and  to  be  constituted  on  the  following  principles :  The  aaid 
Council  shall  consist  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  six  other  perBon*| 
to  be  elected  by  this  Convention  by  ballot,  one  from  each  of  the  Con- 
gressional Districts  of  the  State ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  election 
the  delegation  of  each  Congressional  District  in  this  body  shall  nomi- 
nate two  persons  resident  within  the  limits  of  their  District,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  as  aforesaid  by  the  Convention. 

The  Oovcrnor  of  the  State,  for  the  time  being,  shall  submit  to  the 
consideration  of  the  said  Council  all  nominations  or  appointments  to 
office,  civil  or  military,  and  all  other  acts  and  measures  of  either  kind 
which,  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  the  Ordinance^ 
of  this  Convention,  he  is  or  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make,  do,  or  adopt,  and  no  appointment  to  office,  or  act.  or  measure, 
shall  be  valid  or  binding  unless  sanctioned  by  the  advice  and  consent  of 
a  clear  majority  of  the  said  Council. 

The  said  Council  shall  be  convened  from  time  to  time  by  the  sum- 
mons of  the  Governor,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceeduigs, 
and  for  this  purpose  the  Special  Private  Secretary  of  the  Governor 
shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Council,  without  additional  pay. 

The  members  of  the  said  Council  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  ten 
dollars  per  diem  for  every  day  during  which  they  shall  be  in  attendance 
upon  the  sessions  of  the  Council,  and  in  addition,  ten  cents  per  mile 
for  every  mile  actually  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the 
place  of  the  said  session.

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'and  farnitare  for  each  Department,  shall  bo  paid  by  the  Treasarj  of 
the  State,  upon  the  draft  or  order  of  the  member  of  the  Council  in 
charge  of  the  finances  of  the  State,  countersigned  by  the  Governor. 

0.«The  Couhcii  shull  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  consultations 
and  proceedings.  And  any  member  thereof  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
filing,  and  thereby  preserving  as  a  part  of  its  record^  his  dissent  from 
its  proposed  action  in  any  case.

ecutive Council,  and  shall  be  elec^d  by  this  Convention. 

Seo.  2.  That  to  bne  of  the  said  Council-  shall  be  committed  the 
management,  direction  and  control  of  every  thing  in  this  State  which 
rektes  to  the  finances  of  this  State.  To  another  •f  the  said  Council 
shall  be  committed  the  management,  direction  and  control  of  all  that 
relates  to  the  militia,  and  tbe  forces  of  this  State  in  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  States,  their  organisation,  discipline  and  equipment.  And 
to  the  third  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  committed  the  manage- 
ment, direction  and  control  of  all  matters  that  relate  to  the  internal 
police  of  the  State;  questions  of  patrol ;  the  ^oVemment  of  negroes, 
as  connected  with  the  maintenance  of  internal  peace  and  the  welfare 
of  the  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  each  member  of  the  Council,  thus  constituted  the 
head  of  these  several  departments,  shall  organize  it  for  tlie  cfhcient 
transaction  of  its  busiircsj?,  and  shall  keep  the  Governor  constantly  ad- 
vised of  the  condition  of  the  business' of  such  department.  All  orders 
made  by  the  head  of  each  department  shall  be  nigued  by  him,  after  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  rroveroor. 

Seq.  4.  Each  uioiubcr  of  the  Council,  as  the  head  of  a  department, 
shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  business  done  in  his  department, 
in  suitable  books  of  permanent  form.  And  at  any  meeting  of  this 
Convention  or  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  report  of  its  transactions 
shall  be  made,  through  the  Governor. 

Sec.  5.  Each  member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 

of  S ,  payable  quarterly;  and  shall  be  allowed  to  employ  a 

clerk,  at  an  annual  salary  hot  exceeding  8 ,  payable  quarterly. 

And  such  salaries,  and  the  necessary  expanses  for  providing  books  and 
furniture  for  each  department,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasury  of  the 
State,  upon  the  draft  or  order  of  the  member  of  the  Council  in  charge 
of  the  finances  of  the  State,  countersigned  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  6.  The  Council  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  consul- 
tations and  proceedings.  And  any  member  thereof  shall  have  the 
privilege  j)f  filljig,  and  thereby  preserving,  as  a  part  of  its  record,  his 
dissent  frotai  its  proposed  action  in  any  case. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Governor  whenever  he  may  be  unable  to  attend  the  con- 
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sultation  of  the  Coaaoil  ;*and,  nador  theVame  oiroamstaDoes,  to  dis- 
charge all  the  dpties,  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  which  belong  to  the 
Governor.  And  he  shall  be  entitled,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
Council,  to  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed  to  a  memb^  of  the 
Council. 

Seo.  8.  Vacancies  in  the  Council  shall  be  filled  by  the  Qovenior, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Council.  And  the  citizen  of  this  State 
so  appointed,  shallvdischarge  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers  of  a 
member  of  the  Council,  until  his  nomination  shall  have  been  reported 
to,  and  confirmed  or  rejected  by,  this  Convention  or  the  Senate  of  the 
State.  And  such  appointment  shall  be  reported  to  either  of  these 
bodies  which  may  be  in  session  at  the  time  of,  or  first  after  such 
appointment. 

Sec.  0.  During  the  invasion  of  this  State,  and  if  neither  the  Gen- 
eral As8emi)ly  of  this  State,  or  this  Convention  shall  be  in  sessipn,  and 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  shall  require  it,  the  Governor  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorised  to  exercij^e  any 
"power,  which  rightfully  belongs  to  and  could  be  exercised  by  this  Con- 
vention. But  the  exorcise  of  such  power  shall  not  be  continued  longer 
than  the  emergency  which  calls  for  its  interposition.

the  service  of  ^he  State.  Believing  that  our  stoppage  would  be  a 
source  of  serious  inconvenience  and  injury,  not  only  to  the  troops  need- 
ing uniforms,  but  also  to  the  people  ojf  the  State  at  large/wo  are  in- 
duced to  apply  to  the  Convention  through  you,  to  have  our  present 
operatives  ex<)used  from  military  duty.

SECRET  SESSION. 

Mr.  fiarllee,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Military,  made  reports. 
On  the  communication  from  J.  0.  Gibbes  &  Co. ;  and

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Od  a  resolution,  proTiding  for  oontiDuing  the  ^ommuncDfl  of  officexB 
in  companies  on  the  eeacoast ;  which  were  Beverally  ordered  for  con- 
sideration to-morrow. 

Mr.  Wardlaw,  from  the  Special  Committee  No.  5,  to  whom  had 
^een  recommitted  the  subject  of  strengthening  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment, made  a  report,  and  reported  an  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the 
Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war. 

The  Ordinance  was  read. 

Mr.  Spratt  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  ordaining  words,  and 
insert  the  following : 

Sec.  1.  Thai  until  the  present  war  shall  have  terminated,  and  the 
forces  raised  in  this  State  for  the  prosecution  thereof  shall  be  disbanded, 
or  until  it.  shall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  Convention,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  shall  bo  assisted  in  the  discharge  of  the  duti^  and 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  now  imposed  upon  or  enjoyed  by  him  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
this  State  and  three  citizens  of  this  State,  who  shall  bo  called  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council,  and  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention. 

Seo.  2.  That  to  one  of  the  said  Council  shall  be  committed  the 
management,  direction  and  control* of  every  thing  in  this  State  which 
relates  to  the  finances  of  this  State.  To  another  of  the  said  Council 
shall  be  committed  the  management,  direction  and  control  of  all  that 
relates  to  the  militia,  and  the  forces  of  this  State  in  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  States,  their  organization,  discipline  and  equipment.  And 
to  the  third  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  committed  the  manage- 
ment, direction  and  control  of  all  mutters  that  relate  tt'  the  internal 
police  of  the  State ;  questions  of  patrol ;  the  government  of  negroes, 
as  connected  with  the  maintenance  of  internal  peace  and  the  welfare 
of  the  State. 

Seo.  S.  That  each  member  of  the  Council,  thus  constituted  the 
head  of  these  several  departments,  shall  organize  it  for  the  efficient 
transaction  of  its  busincsf:,  and  shall  keep  the  Governor  constantly  ad- 
vised of  the  condition  of  the  business  of  such  department.  All  orders 
•  made  by  t1ie  head  of  each  department  shall  be  signed  by  him,  after  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  oi'  the  Council,  as  the  head  of  a  department, 
shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  nil  business  done  in  his  departuient, 
in  suitable  books  of  permanent  form.  And  at  any  meeting  of  thih 
Convention  or  of  tbe  General  Assembly,  a  report  of  its  transactions 
shall  be  made,  through  the  Governor. 
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Sxo.  5.  Eacb  member  of  the  Coaooil  shall  receive  an  annnal  salary 
of  I  ,  payable  quarterly ;  aod  nhall  be  allowed  to  employ  a 

olerk^  at  aa  annaal  salary  not  exceeding  $-* ,  payable  quarterly. 

And  saoh  salaries,  and  the  necessary  expenses  for  providing  books  and 
furniture  for  each  department,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasury  of  the 
State,  upon  the  draft  or  order  of  the  member  of  the  Council  in  charge 
of  the  finances  of  the  State,  countersigned  by  the  Governor. 

Sbo.  6.  The  Council  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  consul- 
tations and  proceedings.     And  any  member  thereof-  shall  have  the  ' 
privilege  of  filing,  and  thereby  preserving,  y  a  part  of  its  record,  his 
dissent  Mm  its  proposed  action  in  any  case. 

Sbo.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  (Governor  to  take  the 
place  of  .the  Governor  whenever  he  may  be  unable  to  attend 'the  con- 
sultation of  the  Council ;  and,  under  the  same  circumstances,  to  dis- 
oharge  all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  which  belong  to' the 
Governor.  And  he  shall  be  entitled,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
Oouncil,  to  the  same  compensation  aa  is  allowed  to  a  member  of  the 
Coancil. 

Sec.  8.  Vacancies  in  the  Council  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor, 
"^rith  the  concurrence  of  the  Council.  And  the  citizen  of  this  State 
«o  appointed,  shall  discharge  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers  of  a 
xnember  of  the  Council,  until  his  nomination  shall  have  been  reported 
'^jOy  and  confirmed  or  rejected  by,  this  Convention  or  the  Senate  of  the 
State.  And  such  appointment  shall  be  reported  to  either  of  these 
l^odies  which  may  be  in  session  at  the  time  of,  or  first  after  such 
appointment.

The  resolution  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Hajue,  from  the  Special  Committee  No.  2,  made  the  followiDg 
report,  which  was  read,  was  ordered  to  be  priotedi  and  was  made  the 
special  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow^  at  eleven  o'clock,  A.  M. : 

The  Spcciil  Committee  No.  2,  ^'^harged  with  considering  and  re- 
porting upon  the  proper  action  of  the  State;  in  case,  at  anj  time, 
further  valuable  portions  of  our  territory  should  be  prononnoed  untena- 
ble by  the  military  authorities,"  refcpectfnlly  report: 

That  they  immediately,  on  their  appointment,  proceeded  to  con- 
sider the  grave  matter  committed  to  their  charge,  and,  after  several 
consultations,  concluded  to  withhold  their  report  until  the  Convention 
should  act  on  the  reports  of  Special  Committees  Nos.  1  and  5.  This 
Committee  unanimously  concur  in  the  general  line  of  policy  indicated 
in  the  Ordinance,  reported  by  Special  Committee  No.  1,  and  adopted 
by  the  Convention,  and  ask  leave  to  report  an  Ordinance  supplemental 
to  the  Ordinance  entitled  ''  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal 
of  negroes  ancl  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State  which  may  be 
invaded  by  the  enemy."  The  Ordinance  now  reported  is  intended  to 
extend  the  provisions  of  the  original  Ordinance  to  white  inhabitants  of 
Charleston^  incapable  of  conducting  their  own  removal,  and  to  modify 
its  provisions  in  reference  to  tihe  removal  of  negroes  from  that  city. 

In  regaid  to  the  city  t)f  Charleston,  your  Committee  cannot  believe 
that  it  will  ever  be  pronounced  untenable  by  the  military  authorities 
until  the  trial  of  strength  and  endurance  has  been  tested  to  the  utter- 
most. They  recommend  that  it  should  be  cxprcspcd,  as  the  sense  of 
the  people  of  South  Carolina  asKcmbled  in  Convention,  that  Charleston 
should  be  defended  at  any  cost  of  life^or  property  ;  and  that,  in  their  , 
deliberate  judgment,  they  would  prefer  a  repulse  of  the  enemy,  with 
the  entire  city  in  ruins,  to  an  evacuation  or  surrender,  on  any  terms 
whatever.  The  Committee  oppose  altogether  the  idea  of  abandonment 
until  both  the  defending  army  and  the  city  are  so  far  destroyed  that  no 
provibion  need  bo  made  for  further  action.  If,  however,  the  city 
diould  be  abandoned  to  the  enemy,  contrary  to  the  expressed  wish  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  your  Committee  cannot  bring  themselves  to 
recommend,  tis  has  been  suggested  by  some,  that  the  city  should  be 
destroyed  by  the  hands  of  her  own  citizens,  irrespective  of  the  command 
of  the  military  authorities.  The  Committee  have  deliberated  with 
painful  anxiety  upon  this  mutter,  but  while  they  highly  approve  a 
defence  like  that  of  Zaragossa,  they  cannot  perceive,  in  the  circum- 
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Btanoes  of  Charleston,  enough  to  commend  to  her  citizens  the  example 
of  Moscow.  The  Committee  think  the  injury  which  might  ho  inflicted 
in  this  way  on  the  enemy,  quite  too  inconsiderahle  to  warrant  a  pro- 
ceeding 80  very  much  more  disastrous  to  ouraclvejg.  Indeed,  the  Com- 
mittee are  inclined  to  helieve  that  the  destruction  of  the  city  is 
precisely  that  which  the  enemy  desire  and  design.  The  Committee 
belies  that  an  indiscriminate  burning  of  the  city  could  not  be  effected 
without  destroying^he  lives  of  a  very  large  portion  of  the  non-com- 
batant inhabitants,  whose  removal  could  tiot  be  accomplished.  Let  the 
responsibility  of  so  terrible  a  calamity  rest  upon  the  esemy.  The 
Committee,  accordingly,  recommend  that  the  Convention  should 
express  its  disapproval  of  the  suggestion  of  a  voluntary  burning  of  the 
city  by  the  citizens.  To  the  military  authorities  they  have  nothing  to 
suggest  on  this  point. 

^  In  view  of  the  nature  of  the  defence  anticipated,  the  Committee 
think  provision  should  be  made  for  the  removal  from  the  city,  of 
women  and  children,  and  others  incapable  of  taking  part  in  its  defence. 
Upon  this  subject  the  Comipittee  ask  to  report  by  Ordinance.  The 
Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  tb^  following  resolution  and 
the  accompanying  Ordinance : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  communicate,  con- 
fidentially, to  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  the  General  commanding 
the  Confederate  forces  in  this  State^  and  to  the  General  in  command  in 
the  Charleston  military  district,  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  in 
reference  to  the  subject  matter  of  this  report,  and  that  he  accompany 
said  communication  with  copies  of  this  report  and  Ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Supplemental  to,  and  amendatory  of,  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the 
removal  of  negroes  and  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State 
which  may  be  invaded  by  the  enemy." 

TFe,  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carol inoy  in  Convention  assem- 
hied,  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained,  as 
follows^:  *  . 

Sec.  1.  That  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  constitute  a  separate  and 
additional  district,  distinct  from  the  District  of  Charleston  outside  of 
the  city  limits,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Ordinance  entitled  "  An 
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Ordinance  to  proTide  for  the  removal  of  negroes  and  other  property 
from  portions  of  the  State  which  may  be  jnvaded  by  the  enemy/'  and 
that  4  Commission  of  five  persons  be  elected  by  this  Conventioo,  who 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  invested  with  all  the  powers,  in  reference  to 
the  removal  of  negroes  from  the  said  city,  which  in  the  said  Ordinance 
are  vested  in  the  Commissions  thereby  created,  the  removal  to  be  made 
subject  to  the  tame  conditions- and  incidents  therein  provided;  ^fid  the 
said  Commihsion  for  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  bv,  and  is  hereby,  in- 
vested furthet  with  the  like  powers  in  reference  to  white  inhabitants 
of  the  said  city,  who  by  reason  of  sex,  age  or  infirmity  are  incapable  of 
contributing  to  the  defence  of  the  same,  and  also  with  power  to  remove 
the  public  records  whenever  their  safety  may  require  it. 

Seo.  2.  That  said  Commission  are  hereby  authorized,  with  the  assent 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  determine  upon  the  necessity  or  ex- 
pediency of  the  removals  herein  provided  tor,  and  the  time  whea  and 
the  extent  to  which  the  same  shall  be  effected. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  Commission  for  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  imme- 
diately confer  confidentially  with  the  Executive  Authority  of  the  State, 
and  with  the  General  commanding  the  Confederate  forces  in  this  8tat«, 
and  the  General  in  command  of  the  military  district  of  Charleston,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  information  requisite  to  enable  them  to 
perform  their  duties  under  this  Ordinance,  and  of  establishing  a  coop- 
eration between  the  State  Authoiltics,  Military  and  Civil,  and  the  Con- 
federate Military  Authorities. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  Commission  for  the  city  of  Charleston,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasury  for 

the  sum  of dollars,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  for  the 

purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  incident  to  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  assigned. 

Sec.  5.  That  such  movable  property  as  shall  remain  in  untenable 
territory  outside  of  the  limits  of  Charleston,  after  action  has  been  taken 
under  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  supplemental,  by  the  Commis- 
sions therein  named,  may,  by  the  assent  of  the  Commission  in  the 
District  in  which  said  property  is  situated,  bo  seized  by  the  Confederate 
Military  Authorities,  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  army,  without 
accountability  on  the  part  of  such  Military  Authorities,  or  their  agents, 
to  the  persons  owning  the  same.  * 

Sec.  6.  That  all  movable  property  in  untenable  territory  outside  of 
the  limits  of  Charleston,  which  may  be  made  available  to  the  enemy, 
and  which  remains  as  aforesaid,  and  which   the  Confederate  Military 
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Antboiities  eannot  applj  to  the  use  of  tbe  army,  the  raid  antboritiee 
are  hereby  antboriz^^d  to  bum  or  otherwise  destroy,  without  accouota- 
biHty  to  tbe  owner,  and  it  is  tbe  sense  of  this  ConveDtion  that  such  a 
polioy  should,  be  pursued. 

The  President  stated  to  the  Contention,  that  he  had  received  a  com- 
iBuoioaCion  from  Mr.  Maxcy  Greg]^. 

Od  motion  of  Mr.  Ward  law,  the  communication  was  ordered  to  lie 
on  the  table,  and  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal.* 

Mr.  Quattlebaum  asked  to  record  the  vote  ho  would  have  given  if 
present^  on  agreeing  to  ''an  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the  Executive 
I>epartment  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war;"  and  Mr. 
Qnattlebaum,  being  called,  answered  ''  no." 

SPECIAL  ORDER.

To  the  HonoraUe  the  PreMeni 

and  Members  of  the.  Convention: 

From  yoar  official  notice  just  received,  and  the  Ordinance  enclosed 
me,  I  perceive  that  the  Executive  power  has  been,  to  a  great  eztent| 
remodeled.  I  shall  endeavor  faithfully  to  do  my  humble  part  in 
attempting  to  execute  this  Ordinance,  as  far  as  I  can ;  but'  it  is  due  to 
the  Legislature,  who  have  entrusted  to  jnj  care  the  Executive  power, 
as  established  under  the  Constitution,  to  say  that  I  seriously  think  the 
Ordinance  that  you  have  now  passed  will,  in  its  practical  operation, 
greatly  weaken  the  Executive  as  created  by  the  Constitution. 

I  understand,  from  the  Ordinance,  that  no  appointment,  even  of  the 
humblest  kind,  is  to  be  made,  except  by  a  deliberate  vote  V  the  new 
Council  to  be  created.  The  eighth  section  requires  that  the  record  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Conventioo.  I  do  not, know  if  I  am  to  understand  that  all  the 
proceediugs  of  the  Governor  are  to  be  laid* before  the  Convention.  I 
do  not  know  if  all  orders  to  be  issued,  relating  to  the  military,  are  first 
to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  Council.  If  so,  there  will  be  great 
imbecility  in  acting  as  Commander-in-Chief.  As  it  is  an  Ordinance 
passed  deliberately  by  the  highest  and  moat  unlimited  power,  I  shall 
feel  it  my  duty  cheerfully  to  try  and  execute  it  to  the  letter.  We  are 
an  educated  and  informed  people,  and  tke  real  strength  of  an  Execu- 
tive consists  in  doing  what  is  right  and  just,  faithfully  for  the  public 
interest.  Any  unusual  or  arbitrary  power  will  create  suspicion  and 
jealousy,  unless  it  be  obviously  necessary  under  circumstances  where 
the  usual  authorities  cannot  act^  We  ar^  under  an  almost  absolute 
military  Government,  and,  by  the  auts  of  your  Convention,  the  State 
bus  been  transferred  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment, and  Confederate  Generals  have  practically  all  power  over  the 
resources  and  defences  of  the  State. 

I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  make  this  communicatioDi  as  due  to 
49 
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my  office,  and  to  those  who  appointed  me  to  the  ezeroifie  of  the  powen 
oonfided  to  me  under  the  Constitution  of  the  State. 

The  threatening  aspect  of  pablio  affiiirff,  with  a  large  force  invadiDg 
our  State,  demands  the  utmost  possible  forbearance,  and  precludes  me 
from  the  course  that  would  be  more  ogrecable  to  myself,  acd  more  just 
to  the  power  from  which  I  received  nij  appointment.  This  course 
would  be  more  imperative,  from  the  consideration  that  the  same 
Ordinance  provides  for  the  perpetuation  of  this  power,  by  enabling  aoj^ 
twenty  men,  from  any  motive  whatever,  to  call  the  Convention  together. 

I  do  not  desire  to  be  the  means  of  creating  the  least  division  ia  the 
public  mind  under  existing  circumstances.  I  therefore  make  this 
oommunication  to  your  body  in  secret  session.  .  I  have  never,  for  one 
moment,  had  any  motive  io  any  public  act  while  in  office,  except  to 
sustain  the  honor,  rights  and  independence  of  my  State.  When  all 
the  oiroumslances  are  known,  as  they  will  be  in  history,  neither  time 
nor  scrutiny  can  change  the  verdict  of  posterity.

To  repeal  an  Ordinance  entitled  ''  An  Ordinance  for  strengtheniog  the 
Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war,'' 
and  for  other  purposes.  ^ 

1.  Be  It  ordained  htf  the  People  of  South  Carolina^  in  Conventicn 
aMembledj  That  the  Ordinance  entitled  an  Ordinance  for  strengthen- 
ing the  Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present 

war,  ordained  by  this  Convention  on  the day  of  last  January, 

be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  all  offices  created  and 
established  by  the  same  or  in  pursuance  thereof,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  vacated  and  abolished. 

2.  That  the  Governor  bo  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  appoint  a  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  keep,  examine  and  audit  all 
the  accounts  of  the  Executive  Department.  That  the  said  Secretary 
of  the  Trea'sury,  when  so  appointed,  shall  hold  his  office  from  the  time 
of  his  appointment  until  ten  days  after  the  next  General  Assembly  of 
this  State  shall  have  convened,  unless  his  office  shall  be  sooner  abolished 
by  the  Legislature.  That  the  said  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
make  a  report  of  all  his  official  acts  to  the  Governor,  to  be  transmitted 
to  and  examined  by  the  Legislature,  and  that  he  receive  for  his  services 
such  compensation  as  the  Legislature  may  deem  proper. 

3.  That  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint 
and  commission  one  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  with  the  rank  of  and 
the  same  pay  as  is  allowed  to  a  Captain  of  Infantry  in  the  Confederate 
army,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  the  Adjutant  General  of  this 
State  in  the  discharge  of  his  .official  duties,  and  that  he  shall  hold  hia 
office  until  ten  days  after  the  next  General  Assembly  of  this  State  shall 
have  convened,  unless  his  said  office  shall  be  sooner  abolished  by  the 
Legislature. 

4.  That  all  Ordinances,  Resolutions  or  Orders  of  the  Executive 
Council,  professing  or  purporting  to  alter  of  amend  any  Act  or  Resolu- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
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Tepealed,  exeept  suoh  is  the  Oovenior  maj  deem  Decemarj  to  tbe  nfety 
oC  the  State,  in  which  event  thej  shnll  continue  in  operation,  and  of 
force,  until  otherwise  altered  or  amended  by  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Phillips  moved  that  the  Ordinance  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee, and  that  it  be  priotccT. 

Mr.  J.  Ixard  Middleton  moved  that  the  Ordiuance  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Constitution.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  amend  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  First  Article  of  the  Constitution. 

The  People  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled,  do  hereby 
ordain,  That  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  First  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  proviso,  to  wit : 

Provided,  That  no  person,  who  is  neither  at  the  present  time  a 
oitixen  of  one  of  the  States  actually  constituting  the  Confederate  States 
of  America,  nor  in  future,  a  native  of  one  of  said  States,  shull  be 
permitted  to  .vote  in  any  general  or  municipal  election  in  this  State. 

So  that  the  aeotioD  may  be  read  as  follows :  Every  free  white  man  of 
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the  age  of  tweotj-one  years,  paapere,  and  non-commissioDed  officers 
and  private  soldiers  of  the  armj  of  the  Confederate  States  ezcepted, 
being  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  having  resided  therein  two  years  pre- 
vious to  the  day  of  election,  and  who  hath  a  freehold  of  fifty  acres  of 
land  or  a  town  lot  of  which  he  hath  been  legally  seised  and  possessed  at 
least  six  months  before  such  election,  or  Yiot  having  snoli  freehold  or 
town  lot,  hath  been  a  resident  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  offers 
to  give  his  vote,  six  months  before  the  said  election,  shall  have  «  right 
to  vote  for  a  member  or  members  to  serve  in  either  branch  of  the 
Legislature  for  the  election  district  in  which  he  holds  such  property  or 
is  so  resident :  Providet]^  that  no  person,  who  is  neither  at  the  present 
.time  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  States  actually  constituting  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  America,  nor  in  future,  a  native  of  one  of  said  States, 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  in  any  general  or  municipal  election  in  this 
State.      •

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  con- 
tains no  clause  prohibiting  to  the  individual  States  the  exercise,  in 
time  of  war,  of  their  original  sovereign  right  to  keep  troops  and  ships 
of  war. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  providing  for  the  common  defence,  the 
language  of  the  Constitution  discriminates  between  the  powers  to  "raise 
and  support  armies"  and  "to  keep  troops"  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
"organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  of  the  militia,"  and  "employing 
them  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States,"  on  the  other. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  pre- 
scribes the  mode  in  which  the  whole  military  force  of  the  Confederacy 
may  be  made  available  for  its  defence ;  its  provisions  as  to  the  militit, 
and  the  legislation  necessary  to  carry  them  into  effect,  being  the  only 
kind  of  compulsive  levy  or  consciiption  authorized  by  the  Constitution, 
or  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  it. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  clause  in  the  Constitution,  which  reserves  to 
the  States  respectively  the  appointment' of  officers,  and  the  authority  of 
training  the  militia,  is  provided  as  a  safeguard  to  the  sovereignty  of  the 
States  against  the  dangers  arising  from  the  existence  of  a  large  army, 
by  reserving  to  ^ch  State  the  allegiance  of,  and  a  control  over,  its^^ 
citizens  when  called  into  the  Confederate  service. 

7.  Resolved,  ^hat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  totak^e 
effectual  measures  to  prevent  the  agents  of  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment from  raising  troops   in    South   Carolina,  except  by   volunttrj 
enlistments,  or  by  applying  to  the  Executive  of  the  State  to  call  oitf 
the  militia  as  by  law  organized,  or  some  part  of  it,  to  be  mustered  into 
the  Confedciatc  service. 

Mr.  Allison  -  presented  the  account  of  the  Yorkville  Enquirer  for 
advertising,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

Mr.  llhett  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  ordered  for 
consideration  to-morrow,  and  to  be  printed : 
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Ruoivedj  That  io  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  slaveholding  and 
non-slaveholdiog  States  cannot  continue  in  peace  and  safety  together, 
under  the  same  OoYcmment,  and  that,  therefore,  the  admission  of  any 
State  into  the  confederacy  of  the  Confederate  States,  which  does  not 
tolerate  the  institution  of  slavery  within  its  limits  by  its  fundamental 
law,  will  be  dangefbus  to  the  peace,  welfare  and  stability  of  the  Con- 
federate States. 

Raolveily  That  the  States  composing  the  United  States  should  have 
no  commercial  privileges  granted  to  them  by  the  Confederate  States, 
which  are  not  granted  to  other  nations  (ozoeptiog  the  free  navigation 
of  the  Mississippi  river,  to  which  they  are  entitled)  \  and  any  law  or 
treaty  which  may  grant  any  such  privileges  to  any  of  the  said  United 
States,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  will  be  hostile  to  the  welfare, 
and  dangerous  to  the  peace  and  independence  of  the  Confederate 
States. 

Remloedy  That  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States,  Con- 
gress has  no  power  to  establish  oi^  carry  on  any  system  of  Internal  Im- 
provements in  the  Confederate  States,  whether  embracing  Railroads, 
Canals  or  Rivers,  and  that,  therefore,  the  late  appropriations  of  money 
hy  Congress  for  the  building  of  Railroads  iu  several  of  the  Confederate 
States,  are  usurpations  of  power,  contrary  to  the  purport  and  spirit  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harllce,  the  Convention  weiit  into 

SECRET  SESSION.

BeM)Ivei7f  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Convention  at  its  different  sessions  heretofore  held,  and 
that  the  proceedings  in  such  secret  sessions  be  printed  with  those 
already  made  public. 

Mr.  Barnwell  offered  the  following  amendment : 

Except  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Ordinances  for  the  removal  of  the 
negro  slaves  from  the  Districts  invaded  or  threatened  with  invasion 
by  the  public  enemy. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Quattlebaum,  the  resolution  and  the  amendment 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinancesr 
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Mr.  MoCradj  offered  the  followiog  resolation,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  it  he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engroased  Ordi- 
nances  to  consider  and  report  whether  there  are  any  portions  (and  what 
portion^  specially)  of  the  journals,  resolutions  and  Ordinances  of  the 
former  sessions  of  this  C^nventiob  which  cannot  yet  safely  be  made 
public. 

Mr.  Williams  Middleton  presented  the  report  of  the  Commiaaion  for 
Beaufort  District  for  the  removal  of  slaves,  under  the  Ordinance  of  the 
Convention,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Central  Secretary  of  the 
Commission. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Barnwell,  the  report  of  the  Commission  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  and  the  report  of  the  Central  Secretary  waa 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts.

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  -  the  Committee  oif  Engroased 
Ordinances,  to  inquire  and  report  whether  it  is  expedient  to  repeal  the 
resolution  placing  the  injunction  of  secrecy  on  the  debates  in  this  Con- 
vention on  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States.

to  be  called  the  Advisory  Executive  Council,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  Lientenant  Governor,  and  three  other  citizens  of  the  State,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  by. joint  ballot,  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  election  being  necessary  to  a  choice. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council,  when  required  by  the  Gov- 
ernor,, to  advise  with  him  in  all  matters  which  he  may  submit  to  their 
consideration,  and  that  a  record  of  such  consultations  shall  be.  kept, 
and  submitted  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Governor  at  "its  sessions :  Pro- 
videdj  however,  that  the  Governor  shall,  in  all  cases,  decide  upon  his 
own  action.

Tbe  repeated  manifestations  of  kindness  which  I  have  received  at 
tbe  bands  of  a  body  of  men  so  disfingoisbed  for  their  gravity,  unity  pi 
purpose  and  endre  freedom  from  the  influences  of  popular  clamor  or 
selfish  interest,  have  filled  me  with  emotions  of  gratitude,  to  which  I 
can  give^o  adequate  expression. 

To  tbat  unity  of  purpose — the  peculiar  characteristic  of  this  Conven-. 
tion — much,  if  not  all,  of  the  success  of  the  measures  which  have 
emanated  from  this  body  may  justly  be  ascribed. 

If  you  bad  been  distracted  in  your  counsels,  tbe  moral  weight,  which 
ghYO  such  impetus  to  your  first  great  act,  would  have  beeif  wanting; 
Sovitli  Carolina  would  have  faltered,  no  other  State  would  have  taken 
t)ie  initiative;  the  revolution  now  prbgressing  so  gloriously  to  our 
^rms^  wdbld  Aever  have  commenced;  at  this  moment  our  necks  would 
Have  been  under  the  heel  of  a  detested  abolition  tyrant;  our  liberties, 
Our  property  and  our  lives  would  have  been  subject  to  the  will  of  a 
t^ase  abolition  mob,  and  we  could  have  bequeathed  no  other  inheritance 
%o  our  children  than  a  legacy  ofpoverty,  sorrow  and  shame. 

Connected  as  you  have  been  with  some  of  the  most  memorable  inci- 
dents in  the  history  of  South  Carolina,  it  will  always  be  a  subject  of 
patriotic  pride  to  me  to  have  been  a  member  of  the  Convention  of  I860. 
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For  tliifl;  and  all  other  manifeatatuma  of  your  kiadneaa,  penmt  me, 
geDtlemen,  to  offer  joa  my  moat  profoand  aoknowledgemeiitBy  and,  in 
all  probability,  aa  a  body,  we  will  nerer  meet  again,  to  tender  to  each 
of  you  a  grateful  adiea.

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AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CALLING  .OF  A  CONVEN- 
TION OF  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THIS  STATE. 

1.  Be  it  etKwJed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentatiyee,  now 
met  and  sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by*tbe  authority  of  the  same,* 
That  a  Convention  of  the  Pebple  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  is 
hereby  ordered  to  bo  assembled  in  the  City  of  Columbia,  on  Monday, 
the  seyenteenth  day  of  Decemberi  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  pne  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  oonsidera- 
tion  the  dangers  incident  to  the  position  of  the  State  in  the  Federal 
Union  established  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
measures  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  providing  against  the 
same,  and  thereupon  to  take  care  that  the  Commonwealth  of  South 
Carolina  shall  suffer  no  detriment. 

2.  That  on  the  sixth  day  of  December,  ip  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  the  Managers  of  Elections  for  the 
several  District  in  the  State  shall,  after  giving  publio  notice  as  in 
cases  of  elections  for  members  of  the  Legislature,  open  the  polls  and 
hold  elections  in  their  respective  Districts  for  Delegates  to  the  said 
Convention,  in  all  respects  in  the  same  manner  and  form,  and  at  the 
same  places,  as  elections  are  now  conducted  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature. And  all  persons  who  are  qualified  and  entitled  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  Laws  of  this  State  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature, 
shall  he  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  said  Delegates  to  said  Con^ 
vention;  and  incase  of  any  vacaney  occurring  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal  from  the  State,  or  refusal  to  serve,  of  any  person  elected  a 
Delegate  to  the  said  Convention,  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  said  Con- 
vention shall  issue  his  Writ,  authorising  and  requiring  the  Managers  of 
Elections  in  the  Election  District  in  which  such  vacancy  may  have  oc- 
curred, after  giving  due  notice  thereof,  to  open  a  poll  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion to  fill  such  vacancy,  as  in  cases  for  the  election  of  Members  of  the 
Legislature.  That  the  Managers  in  the  several  Election  Districts  and 
Parishes  shall  meet  on  F|iday,  the  seventh  day  of  December,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  count  the 
votes  and  declare  the  election. 

3.  That  each  Election  District  throughout  the  State  shall  be  entitled 
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to  elect  and  send  to  the  said  Convention  a  number  of  Delegates  eqnal 
to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  which  such  Dis- 
trict iis  now  entitled  to  send  to  the  Legislature,  and  the  Delegates  to 
the  said  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  freedom  of  arrest  in. 
going  to,  returning  from,  and  whilst  in  attendance  on  said  Convention, 
as  is  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

4.  That  all  free  white  male  citizens  of  this  State  of  the  age  of 
twentj-pne  years  and  upwards,  and  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  State  L^iskture,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seftt  io  the  said 
Convention.

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DECLARATION  OF  THE  IMMEDIATE  CAUSES  WHlCH  IN- 
DUCfe  AND  JUSTIFY  THE  SECESSION  OF  SOUTH  CARO- 
LINA FROM  THE  FEDERAL  UNION. 

The  People  of  tbe  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  assembled, 
on  the  26th  day  of  Apyl,  A.  D.,  1852,  declared  that  the  frequent  vio- 
lations of  the  Constitntion  of  the  United  States,  by  the  Federal 
Government,  and  its  encroachments  upon  the  reserved  rights  of  the 
States,  fully  justified  this  State  in' then  withdrawing  from  ihe  Federal 
Union;  but  in  deference  to  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  the  other  slave- 
holding  States,  she  forbore  at  that  time  to  exercise  this  right.  Since 
that  time,  these  encroachments  have  continued  to  increase,  and  further 
forbearance  ceases  to  be  a  virtue. 

And  now  the  State  of  South  Carolina  having  resumed  her  separate 
and  equal  place  among  nations,  deems  it  due  to  herself,  to  the  remain- 
ing United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  nations  o£  the  world,  that 
she  should  declare  the  immediate  causes  which  have  led  to  this  act. 

Id  the  year  1765,  that  portion  of  the  British  Empire  embracing 
Great  Britain,  undertook  to  make  laws  for  the  government  of  that  por- 
tion composed  of  the  thirteen  American  Colonies.  A  struggle  for  the 
right  of  self-government  ensued,  which  resulted,  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1776,  in  a  Declaration,  by  the  Colonies,  "  that  they  are,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  FREE  AND  INDEPENDENT  STATES;  and  that,  as 
free  and  independent  States,  they  have  full  power  to  levy  war,  con- 
clude peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other 
acts  and  things  which  independent  States  may  of  right  do.'' 

They  further  solemnly  declared  that  whenever  any  "  form  of  govern- 
ment Incomes  destructive  of  the  ends  for  which  it  was  established,  it 
is  tbe  right  of  tbe  people  to  alter  or  abolish  it,  and  'to  institute  a  new 
^vernment."  Deeming  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  to  have 
Ibecome  destructive  of  these  ends,  they  declared  that  the  Colonies 
*<are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown,  and  that 
All  political  connection  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is, 
^nd  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved/' 

In  pursuance  of  this  Declaration  of  Independence,  each  of  the  thir- 
teen States  proceeded  to  exercise  its  separate  sovereignty;  adopted  for 
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itself  a  Constitution,  and  appointed  officers  for  the  administration  of 
government  in  all  its  departments — Legislative,  Executive  and  Judicial. 
For  purposes  of  defence,  they  united  their  arms  and  their  counsels; 
and,  in  1778,  tbey  entered  intp  a  League  known  as  the  Articles  of 
Confederation,  whereby  they  agreed  to  entrust  the  administration  of 
their  external  relations  to  a  common  agent,  known  as  the  Codjgress  of 
the  United  States,  expressly  declaring,  in  the  first  Article  ^^  that  each 
State  retains  its  sovereignty,  freedom  and  independence,  and  every 
power,  jurisdiction  and  right  which  is  not,  by  this  Confederation,  ex- 
pressly delegated  to  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled." 

Under  this  Confederation  the  war  of  the  Revolution  was  carried  on, 
and  on  the  8d  September,  1788,  the  contest  ended,  and  a  definite  Treaty 
was  signed  by  Great  Britain,  in  which  she  acknowledged  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  Colonies  in  the  following  terms : 

^<  Article  1.— His  Britannic  Majesty  acknowledges  the  said  United 
States,  viz :  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  Bay,  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia,  to  be  FREE,  SOVEREIGN  AND  INDEPENDENT 
STATES;  that  he  treats  with  them  as  such;  and  for  himself,  his  heirs 
and  successors,  relinquishes  all  claims  to  the  government,  propriety 
and  territorial  rights  of  the  same  and  every  part  thereof." 

Thus  were  established  the  two  great  principles  asserted  by  the  Colo- 
nies, namely :  the  right  of  a  State  to  govern  itself;  and  the  right  of  a 
people  to  abolish  a  Government  when  it  becomes  destructive  of  the 
ends  for  which  it  was  instituted.  And  concurrent  with  the  establish- 
ment of  these  principles,  was  the  fact,  that  each  Colony  became  and 
was  recognized  by  the  mother  Country  as  a  FREE,  SOVEREIGN 
AND  INDEPENDENT  STATE. 

In  1787,  Deputies  were  appointed  by  the  States  to  revise  the  Articles 
of  Confederation,  and  on  17th  September,  7787,  these  Deputies  recom- 
mended. Tor  the  adoption  of  the  States,  the  Articles  of  Union,^ known 
as  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

The  parties  to  whom  this  Constitution  was  submitted,  were  the  several 
sovereign  States;  they  were  to  agree  or  disagree,  and  when  nine  of  them 
agreed  the  compact  was  to  take  effect  among  those  concurring ;  and  the 
General  Government,  as  the  common  agent,  was  then  to  be  invested 
with  their  authority. 

If  only  nine  of  the  thirteen  States  had  concurred,  the  other  four 
would  have  remained  as  they  then  were— separate,  sovereign  States, 
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independent  of  any  of  the  proTisions  of  the  Constitution.  In  fiaot, 
two  of  the  States  did  not'acoede  to  the  Constitution  until  long  after  it 
had  gone  into  operation  among  the  other  eleven ;  and  during  that  inter- 
yaly  they  each  exercised  the  functions  of  an  independent  nation. 

By  this  Constitution,  certain  duties  were  imposed  upon  the  several 
Stales,  and  the  exercise  of  certain  of  their  powers  ^as.  restrained, 
which  necessarily  implied  their  continued  existence  as  sovereign 
States.  But  to  remove  all  'douht,  an  amendment  was  added,  which 
declared  that  the  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  t^e 
States,  respectively,  or  to  the  people.  On  23d  May,  1788,  South 
Garoliqm  by  .a  Convention  of  her  People,  passed  an  Ordinance  assent- 
ing to  this  Constitution,  and  afterwards  altered  her  own  Constitution, 
to  conform  herself  to  the  obligations  she  had  ufldertaken. 

Thus  was  established,  by  compact  between  the  States,  a  Government, 
with  defined  objects  and  powers,  limited  to  the  express  words  of  thtf 
grant.     This, limitation  left  the  whole  remaining  mass  of  power  sub- 
ject to  the  clause  reserving  it  to  the  States  or  to  the  people,  and  ren- 
dered unnecessary  any  specification  of  reserved  rights. 

We  hold  that  the  Gkivernment  thus  estal^lished  is  subject  to  the  two 
great  principles  asserted  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence ;  and  we 
hold  further,  that  the  mode  of  its  formation  subjects  it  to  a  third  fun- 
damental principle,  namely :  the  law  of  compact.  We  maintain  that  in 
every  compact  between  two  or  more  parties,  the  obligation  is  mutud ; 
that  the  failure  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties  to  pexfbrm  a  material 
part  of  the  agreement,  entirely  releases  the  obligation  of  the  other ; 
and  that  where  no  arbiter  is  provided,  each  party  is  remitted  to  his  own 
j&dgment  to  determine  the  fiEict  of  failure,  with  all  its  consequences. 

In  the  present  case^  that  fact  is  established*  with  certainty.  We 
assert  that  fourteen  of  the  States  have  deliberately  refused,  for  years 
past,  to  tulfil  their  constitutional  obligations,  and  we  refer  to  their  own 
Statutes  for  the  proof. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  in  its  fourth  Article,  prdvides 
as  fellows : 

^'  No  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  State,  under  the  laws 

thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or 

regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall 

be  delivered  up,  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or  labor 

may  be  due." 

This  stipulation  was  ao  material  to  the  compact,  that  without  it  that 
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compact  would  not  have  been  made.  The  greater  number  of  the  con- 
tracting parties;  held  slaves,  and  thej  had  prcTiously  evinced  their  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  such  a  stipulation  bj  making  it  a  condition  in  the 
Ordinance  for  the  government  of  the  territory  ceded  by  Virginia, 
which  now  composes  the  States  north  of  the  Ohio  River. 

The  same  article  of  the  Constitution  stipulates  also  for  rendition  by 
the  several  States  of  fugitives  from  justice  from  the  other  States. 

The  General  Government,  as  the  comm^on  agent,  passed  laws  to  cany 
into  effect  these  stipulations  of  the  States.     For  many  years  these  laws 
were  executed.     But  an  increasing  hostility  on  the  part  of  the  non- 
slaveholding  States  to  the  institution  of  slavery,  has  led  to  a  disregard 
of  their  obligations,  and  the  laws  of  the  General  Government  have 
ceased  to  effect  the  objects  of  the  Constitution.     The  States  of  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Wiaoonain  and 
Iowa,  have  enacted  laws  which  either  nullify  the  Acts  of  Congress  or  ren- 
der useless  any  attempt  to  execute  them.     In  many  of  these  States' the 
fugitive  is  discharged  from  the  service  or  labor  claimed,  and  io  none  of 
them  has  the  State  Government  complied  with  the  stipnktion  made  in 
the  Constitution.     The  State  of  New  Jersey,  at  an  early  day,  passed  a 
law  in  conformity  with  hex  constitutional  obligation;  but  the  current 
of  anti-slavery  feeling  has  led  her  more  recently  to  enact  laws  which 
render  inoperative  the  remedies  provided  by  her  own  law  and  by  the 
« laws  of  Congress.     In  the  State  of  New  York  even  the  right  of  traost 
for  a  slave  haS  beSn  denied  by  her  tribunals ',  and  the  States  of  Ohio 
and  Iowa  have  refused  to  surrender  to  justice  fugitives  charged  with 
murder,  and  with  inciting  servile  insurrection  in  the  State  of  Virgioia. 
Thus  the  constituted  compact  has  been  deliberately  broken  and  disre- 
garded by  the  non-slaveboldiog  States,  and  the  consequence  follows 
that  South  Carolina  is  released  from  her  obligation. 

The  ends  for  which  this  Constitution  was  framed  are  declared  by 
itself  to  be  "  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  iitfwc 
domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the 
general  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  aod  our 
posterity." 

These  ends  it  endeavored  to  accomplish  by  a  Federal  GoveromeDt, 
in  which  each  State  was  recognized  as  an  equal,  and  had  separate  con- 
trol over  its  own  institutions.  The  right  of  property  in  slaves  wis 
recognized  by  giving  to  free  persons  distinct  political  rights,  by  giving 
them  the  right  to  represent,  and  burthening  them  with  direct  taxes  for 
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tbree^fifibs  of  their  slavea ;  by  antboririDg  tbe  importatioa  of  slaves  for 
twenty  years ;  and  by  stipulating  for  tbe  rendition  of  fugitives  from 
labor. 

We  affirm  tbat  tbese  ends  for  wbiob  tbis  Government  was  instituted 
have  been  defeated,  and  tbe  Government  itself  bas  been  made  destruo- 
tive  of  tbem  by  tbe^ action  of  tbe  -non-slavebolding  States.  Tbose 
States  bave  assumed  tbe  rigbt  of  deciding  upon  tbe  propriety  of  our 
domestic  institutions;  and  bave  denied  tbe  rigbts^of  property  estab- 
lisbcd  in  fifteen  of  tbe  States  and  recognized  by  tbe  Constitution ;  they 
bave  denounced  as  sinful  the  iniditution  of  slavery;  they  have  per- 
mitted tbe  open  establishment  ani^ng  tbem  of  societies,  whose  avowed 
object  is  to  disturb  the  peace  and  to  eloign  the  property  of  tbe  citizens 
of  other  States.  They  bave  encouraged  and  assisted  thousands  of  our. 
slaves  to  leave  their  homes;  and  tbose  who  remain,  have  been  incited 
by  emissaries,  books  and  pictures  to  servile  insurrection. 

For  twenty-five  years  this  agitation  has  been  steadily  increasing, 
until  it  has  now  secured  to  its  aid  tbe  power  of  tbe  common  Govern- 
ment. '  Observing  the  forms  of  tbe  Constitution,  a  sectional  party  has 
found  within  that  Article  establishing  tbe  Executive  Department,  tbe 
means  of  subverting  tbe  Constitution  itself.  A  geographical  lino  has 
been  drawn 'across  the  Union,  and  all  tbe  Statei'%orth  of  that  line  have 
united  in  the  election  of  a  man  to  the  high  office  of  President  of  the 
United  States,  whose  opinions  and  purposes  are  hostile  to  slavery.  lie 
is  to  be  entrusted  with  tbe  administration  of  the  common  Government, 
because  he  has  declared  that  thatt  '<  Government  cannot  endure  per- 
manently half  slave,  half  free,''  and  tbat  the  public  mind  must  rest  in 
tbe  belief  that  slavery  is  in  the  course  of  ultimate  extinction. 

This  sectional  combination  for  the  submersion  of  the  Constitution, 
'  has  been  aided  in  some  of  the  States  by  elevating  to  citizenship,  per- 
sons, who,  by  the  supreme  law  of  tbe  land,  are  incapable  of  becoming 
citizens ;  and  their  votes  have  been  used  to  inaugurate  a  new  policy, 
hostile  to  the  South,  and  destructive  of  its  peace  and  safety. 

On  the  4th  of  March  next,  this  party  will  take  possession  of  the 
Government.  It  has  announced  that  the  South  shall  be.  excluded 
from  tbe  common  territory,  that  the  judicial  tribunals  shall  be  made 
sectional,  and  that  a  war  must  be  waged  against  slavery  until  it  shall 
cease  throughout  tbe  United  States. 

Tbe  guaranties  of  the  Constitution  will  then  no  longer  exist;  the 
equal  rights  of  the  States  will  be  lost.     The  slaveholding  States  will

for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  have  solemnly  declared 
Union  heretofore  existing  between  this  State  and  the  other  , 
North  America,  is  dissolved,  %nd  th^  the  Sjbaie  of  South  Can 
resumed  her  position  among  the  nations  of  the  world,  as  a  sepi 
indepeddent  State ;  with  full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude  pe 
tract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  an 
which  independent  States  may  of  right  do.

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•  THE  ADDRESS  OP  THE  PEOPLE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA, 
ASSEMBLED  IN  CONVENTION,  TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE 
SLAVEHOLDINQ  STATES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

It  18  seTentT-three  yeacs  since  the -Union  between  the  United  States 
was  made  bj  the  Constitotion  of  the  United  States.  Dorin^this  time, 
their  advance  in  wealth,  prosperity,  and  power  has  been  with  scarcely 
a  parallel  in  the  the  history  of  the  world.  The  great  object  of  their 
Union  was  defenee  against  external,  aggression ;  which  object  is  now 
,  attained,  from  their  mere  progress  .in  power.  Thirty-one  millions  of 
p^ple,  with  a  commerce  and  navigation  which  explore  every  sea,  and 
with  agricultural  productions  which  are  necessary  to  every  civilised 
people,  command  the  friendship  of  the  wo»ld.  But  unfortunately,  our 
internal  peace  has  not  grown  with  our  external  prosperity.  Discontent 
and  contention  have  moved  in  the  bosom  of  the  Confederacy  for  the 
last  thirty-five  years.  During  this  time,  South  Carolina  has  twice 
called  her  people  together  in  solemn  Convention,  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  aggressions  and  unconstitutional  wrongs  perpetrated  by  the 
people  of  the  North 'on  the  people  of  the  South.  These  wrongs 
were  submitted  to  by  the  people  of  the  South,  under  the  hope  and  ex- 
pectation that  they  would  be  final.  But  such  hope  and  expectation 
have  proved  to  be  vain.  Instead  of  producing  forbearance,  our  acqui- 
escence has  only  instigated  to  new  forms  of  aggression  and  outrage ; 
and  South  Carolina;  having  again  assembled  her  people  in  Convention, 
has  this  day  dissolved  her  connection  with  the  States  constituting  the 
United  States. 

The  one  great  evil,  from  which  all  other  evils  have  flowed,  is  the 
overthrow  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  The  Crovemment 
of  the  United  States  is  no  longet  the  Glovemment  of  Confederated  Re- 
publics, but  of  a  consolidated  Democracy.  It  is  jpo  longer  a  free  Gov- 
ernment, but  a  despotism.  It  is,  in  fact,  such  a  Government  as  Great 
Britain  attempted  to  set  over  our  fathers ;  and  which  was  resisted  and 
defeated  by  a  seven  years'  struggle  for  independence. 

The  Revolution  of  1776  turned  upon  one  great  principle,  self-govern- 
ment— and  self-taxation^  the  criterion  of  self-government.  Where  the 
interests  of  two  people  united  together  under  one  Oovemment|  are  dif- 
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^  ferent,  each  mvAi  have  the  power  to  protect  ite  interests  bj  the  ofgtni- 
sation^  of  the  GoyerDment,  or  they  oannot  be  free.    The  intereste  of 
Great  Britain  and  of  the ,  Colonies  were  different  and  antagonisficC 
Great  Britain  was  desirous  of  carrying  out  the  policy  of  all  nations  to- 
wards their  Colonies,  of  making  them  tributaiy  to  her  wealth  and  * 
power.    She  had  yast  and  complicated  relations  with  the  whole  wwld. 
Her  policy  towards  her  North  American  Colonies  was  to  identify  them 
with  her  in  all  these  complicated  rehtions ;  and  to  make  them  bear^in 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  Ei&pire,  the  fyH  burden  of  her  obliga- 
tions and  ^eoeesities.    She  had  a  vast  public  debt ;  she  had  an  Euro- 
pean policy  and  an  Asiatic  policy,  which  had  ocossioned  the  aoenmu- 
Ution  of  her  public  debt;  and  which  kept  her  in  continual  wan.    Th» 
North  American  Colonies  saw  their  interests,- political  and  oommerdal, 
sacrificed  by  such  a  policy.    Their  interests  required  that  they  should 
not  be  identified  with  the  burdens  and  wars  of  the  mother  eoantiy. 
They  had  been  settled  under  charters,  which  gave  theiff  self-gOYom-* 
ment ;  at  least  so  far  as  their  property  was  concerned.    They  had  taxed, 
themselves,  and  had  never  been  taxed  by  the  Government  of  Orea^ 
Britain.    To  make  them  a  pfurt  of  a  consolidated  Empire^  the  Parlii^r-  ' 
ment  of  Great  Britian  determined  to  assume  the  power  of  legiaktin^ 
for  the  Colonies  in  all  cases  whatsoever.    Our  ancestors  resisted  the  pre- 
tension.   They  refused  to  be  a  part  of  the  consolidated  Government  of 
Great  Britain. 

The  Southern  States  now  stand  exactly  in  the  same  position  towanb 
the  Northern  States  that  the  Colonies  did  towards  Great  Britaio. 
The  Northern  States,  having  the  migority  in  Congress,  elaim  tlia 
same  power  of  omDipoteDce  in  legislation  as  the  British  ParliameDt 
<*  The  General  Welfare,"  is  the  only  limit  to  the  legislation  of  eitha; 
and  the  majority  in  Congress,  as  in  the  British  Parliament,  aie  the 
solo  judges  of  the  expediency  of  the  legislation  this  "  General  Wel- 
fare" requires.  Thus,  the  Government  of  the  United  Sutes  hu 
become  a  consolidated  Government ;  and  the  people  of  the  Southera 
States  are  compelled  to  meet  the  very  ^despotism  their  fathers  threw  off 
in  the  Revolution  o^  1776. 

The  consolidation  of  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  over  the  Colo- 
nies, was  attempted  to  b^  carried  out  by  the  taxes.  The  British  Pu- 
liament  undertook  to  tax  the  Colonies,  to  promote^  Britbh  interests. 
Our  fathers  resisted  this  pretension.  They  claimed  the  right  of  self- 
taxation  through  tfieir  Colonial  Legidatures,  ?^hey  were  not  represented 
in  the  British  Parliament,  and,  therefore,  could  not  rightly  be  taxed 
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by  its  tegfiiiliw  i  •  *  Wie^BrkialLtGlaxgnnnent  howeTer,  offered  them  a 
representation  in  Parliament ;  but  it  was  not  suffioient  to  enable  them 
^j^Totect  themselvefl  from  the  majority,  and  they  refxised  the  offer. 
Between  taxation  without  any  representation,  and  taxation  without  a 
representation  'adequate  to  proteotion,  there  was  no  difference.  In 
neither  case  would  the  Colonies  tax  themselves.  HencOi  they  refused 
to  pay  the  taxes  laid  by  the  British  Parliament. 

And  so  with  the  Southern  States,  towards  the  Northern  States,  in 
the  vital  matter  of  taxation.  They  are  in  a  minority  in  Congress. 
Their  representation  in  Congress  is  useless  to  protect  them  against  unjust 
taxation ;  and  they  are  taxed  by  the  people  of  the  North  fvr  their  ben- 
efii^  exactly  as  the  people  of  Great  Britain  taxed  our  ancestors  in  the 
British  Parliament  for  their  benefit.  For  the  last  forty  yean,  the  taxes 
laid  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  have  been  liud  with  a  view 
of  subserving  the  interests  of  the  North.  The  people  of  the  South 
have  been  taxed  by  duties  on  imports,  not  lor  revenue,  but  for  an 
object  inconsistent  with  revenue — to  promote,  by  prohibitions,  North- 
ern interests  in  the  productions  of  their  mines  and  manufiiotures. 

There  is  another  evil,  in  the  condition  of  the  Southern  towards  the 
Northern  Stites,  which  our  ancestors  refused  to  bear  towards  Great 
Britain.  Our  ancestors  not  only  taxed  themselves,  but  all  the  taxes 
collected  from  them,  were  expended  amongst  thejn.  Ilad  they  sub- 
mitted to  the  pretensions  of  the  British  Government,  the  taxes  collected 
from  them  would  have  been  expended  in  other  parts  of  the  British 
Empire.  They  were  fully  aware  of  the  effect  of  such  a  policy  in  im- 
poverishing the  people  from  whom  taxes  are  c6llected,  and  in  enriching 
those  who  receive  the  benefit  of  their  expenditure.  To  prevent  the 
evils  of  such  a  policy,  was  one  of  the  motives  which  drove  them  on  to 
revolution.  Yet  this'  British  policy  has  been  fully  realized  towards 
the  Southern  States  by  the  Northern  States.  The  people  of  the 
Southern  States  are  not  only  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Northern 
States,  but  after  the  taxes  are  collected,  three-fourths  of  them  are  ex- 
pended at.  the  North.  This  cause,  with  others,  connected  with  the 
operation  of  the  General  Government,  has  made  the  cities  of  the  South 
provincial.  Their  growth  is  paralyzed;  they  are  mere  suburbs  of 
Northern  cities.  The  agricultural  productions  of  the  South  are  the 
basis  of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States;  yet  Southern  cities 
do  not  carry  it  on.  Our  foreign  trade  is  almost  annihilated.  In  1740, 
there  were  five  ship-yards  in  South  Carolina,  to  build  ships  to  carry  on 
our  direct  trade  with  Europe.    Between  1740  and  1779^  there  were 
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built  in  tl&ese  yards,  tweDtj-five  sqaan  rigged  ▼esseb^beriABS  a  grett 
number  of  sloops  and*  sohooners,  to  oarry  on  our  coast  and  West  India 
trade.  Id  the  half  century  immediately  preceding  the  Bevolut^^p 
from  1725  to  1775,  the  population  of  South  Carolina  increased  seven- 
fold. • 

No  man  can,  for  a  monoent,  believe  that  our  ancestors  intended  to 
establish  over  their  posterity,  exactly  the  same  sort  of  Glovemment  they 
bad  overthrown.  The  great  object  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  in  its  internal  operation,  was,  doubtless,  to  secure  the  grtet  end 
of  the  Revolution — a  limited  free  Oovemment— a  €k>vemmeni  limited 
t9  those  matters  only,  which  were  general  and  common  to  all-  portions 
of  the  United  States.  All  sectional  or  local  interests  were  to  be  left 
to  the  States.  By  no  other  arrangement  would  they  obtain  free 
Oovemment,  by  a  Constitution  common  to  so  vast  a  Confederacy.  Tet, 
by  gradual  and  steady  encroachments  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the 
North,  and  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  South,  the  limitations  in 
the  Constitution  have  been  swept  away ;  and  the  Oovemment  of  tlitf 
United  States  has  become  consolidated,  with  a  claim  of  limitleas  powen 
in  its  operations. 

It  is  not  at  all  surprising,  such  being  the  oharacter  of  the  Oovem- 
ment of  the  United  States,  that  it  should  assume  to  poesess  power  over  e 
all  the  institutions  of  the  country.  The  agitations  on  the  subjeot  of 
slavery  are  the  natural  results  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Otivemment. 
Responsibility  follows  power ;  and  if  the  people  of  the  North  have  the 
power  by  Congress  <<  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  United 
States,"  by  any  means  they,  deem  expedient — why  should  they  not 
assail  and  overthrow  the  institution  of  slavcTy  in  the  South?  Thej&re 
responsible  for  its  continuance  or  existence,  in  proportion  to  their 
power.  A  majority  in  Congress,  according  to  their  interested  and  per- 
verted views,  is  omnipotent.  The  inducements  to  act  upon  the  sub- 
jjBct  of  slavery,  under  such  circumstances,  were  so  imperious,  as  to 
amount  almost  to  a  moral  necessity.  To  make,  however,  their  numeri- 
cal power  available  to  rule  the  Union,  the  North  must  consolidate  their 
power.  It  would  not  be  united,  on  any  matter  common  to  the  whole 
Union — in  other  words,  on  any  constitutional  subject — for  on  such  rob- 
jccts  divisions  are  as  likely  to  exist  in  the  North  as  in  the  South. 
Slavery  was  strictly  a  sectional  interest.  If  this  could  be  made  the 
criterion  of  parties  at  the  North,  the  North  could  be  united  in  its 
power ;  and  thus  carry  out  its  measures  of  sectional  ambition,  encroach- 
ment and  aggrandizement.     To  build  yp  thoir  sectional  predominance 
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io  the  Union,  the  OonstiiQiion  must  be  fint  abolished  bj  ooiiltnielioiis ; 
bat  that  being  done,  the  oonaolidation  of  the  North,  to  role  the  South, 
by  the  tariff  and  alavery  issues,  was  in  the  obvious  course  of  things. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  an  experiment.  The  ex- 
periment consisted  in  uniting  under  one  Government,  peoples  living 
in  different  climates,  and  having  different  pursuits  and  institutions. 
It  matters  not  how  carefully  the  limitations  of  such  a  Government  be 
laid  down  in  the  Constitution — its  success  must,  at  least,,  depend  upon 
the  good  faith  of  the  parties  to  the  constitutional  A>mpact,  in  enforcing 
them.  '  It  is  not  in  the  power  of  human  language  to  exclude  fulse  in« 
ferences,  constructions  and  perver^ons,  in  any  Constitution ;  and  when 
vast  sectional  interests  are  to  be  subserved,  involving  the  appropriation 
of  countless  millions  of  money,  it  has  not  been  the  usual  experience  of 
mankind,  that  words  on  parchments  can  arrest  power.  The  Constitu- 
tion  of  the  United  States,  irrespective  of  the  interposition  of*  the 
States,  rested  on  the  assumption  that  power  would  yield  to  faith — 
that  integrity  would  be  stronger  than  interest;  and  that  thus,  the  limita- 
tions of  the  Constitution  would  be  observed.  The  experiment  has  been 
fairly  made.  The  Southern  States,  from  the  commencement  of  the 
Government,  have  striven  to  keep  it  within  the  orbit  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution.  The  experiment  has  failed.  The  whole  Constitution, 
by  the  constructions  of  the  Northern  people,  has  been  absorbed  by  its 
preamble.  In  their  reckless  lust  for  power,  they  seem  unable  to  com- 
prehend that  seeming  paradox — that  the  more  power  b  given  to  the 
General  Government,  the  weaker  it  becomes.  Its  strength  consists  in 
the  limitation  of  its  agency  to  objects  of  common  interests  to  all  sec- 
tions. To  extend  the  scope  of  its  power  over  sectional  or  local  interests, 
is  to  raise  up  aofcinst  it  opposition  and  resistance.  In  all  such  mat- 
ters, the  GencgU  Government  must  necessarily  be  a  despotism,  because 
all  sectional  or  local  interests  must  ever  be  represented  by  a  minority 
in  the  councils  of  the  General  Government — ^having  Jio  power  to  pro- 
tect itself  against  the  rule  of  the  majority.  The  majority,  constituted 
from  those  who  do  not  represent  these  sectional  or  local  interests,  will 
control  and  govern  them.  A  free  people  cannot  submit  to  such  a  Gov- 
ernment. And  the  more  it  enlarges  the  sphere  of  its  power,  the 
greater  must  be  the  dissatisfaction  it  must  produce,  and  the  weaker  it 
must  become.  On  the  contrary,  the  more  it  abstains  from  usurped 
powers,  and  the  mpre  faithfully  it  adheres  to  the  limitations  of  the 
Goni^titution,  the  stronger  it  is  made.     The  Northern  people  have  had 
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neither  the  wisdom  nor  the  ftdth  to  perceive,  that  to  obsenre  the  limi^ 
tations  of  the  GonstitutioD  ^tbb  the  only  way  to  its  perpetuity. 

Under  suoh  a  Government,  there  must,  of  course,  be  many  and  end- 
less *^  irrepressible  conflicts/'  between  the  two  great  sections  of  the 
Union.  The  same  faithlessness  which  has  abolished  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  will  not  fail  to  carry  out  the  sectional  purposes 
for  which  it  has  been  abolished.  There  must  be  conflict;  and  the 
weaker  section  of  the  Union  can  only  find  peace  and  liberty  in  an  in- 
dependence of  the  North.  The  repeated  efforts  made  by  South  Caro- 
lina, in  a  wise  conservatism,  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment in  its  fatal  progress  to  consolidation,  have  been  unsupported, 
and  she  has  been  denounced  as  faithless  to  the  obligations  of  the  Con- 
stitution, by  the  very  men  and  States,  who  were  destroying  it  by  their 
usurpations.  It  is  now  too  late  to  reform  or  restore  the  Government  of 
the  United  States.  All  confidence  in  the  North  is  lost  by  the  South. 
The  faithlessness  of  the  North  for  half  a  century,  has  opened  a  gulf  of 
separation  between  the  North  and  the  South  whijQh  no  promises  nor 
engagements  can  fill. 

It  cannot  be  believed,  that  our  ancestors  would  have  assented  to  any 
union  whatever  with  the  people  of  the  ^orth,  if  the  feelings  and 
opinions  now  existing  amongst  them,  had  existed  when  the  Constitution 
was  framed.  There  was  then  no  tariff — no  fanaticism  concerning  ne- 
groes. It  was  the  delegates  from  New  England  who  proposed  in  the 
Convention  which  framed  the  Constitution,. to  the  delegates  from  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  that  if  they  would  agree  to  give  Congress  the 
power  of  regulating  commerce  by  a  majority^  that  they  would  support 
the  extension  of  the  African  Slave  Trade  for  twenty  years.  African 
slaveTy  existed  in  all  the  States  but  one.  The  idea  that  the  Southern 
States  would  be  made  to  pa/  that  tribute  to  their  northern  confederates 
which  they  had  refused  to  pay  to  Great  Britain ;  or  that  the  institution 
of  African  slavery  would  be  made  the  grand  basis  of  a  sectional  organi- 
zation of  the  North  to  rule  the  South,  never  crossed  the  imaginations 
of  our  ancestors.  The  Union  of  the  Constitution  was  a  Union  of  slave- 
holding  States.  It  rests  on  slavery,  by  prescribing  a  representation  in 
Congress  for  three-fifths  of  oxk\  slaves.  There  is  nothing  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Contention  which  framed  the  Constitution,  to  show 
that  the  Southern  States  would  have  formed  any  other  Un:on ;  and~ 
still  less,  that  they  would  have  formed  a  Union  ^ith  moro  powerful 
non-slaveholding  States,  having  majority  in  both  branches  of  the  Leg- 
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ialatnre  of  the  OoTernment.  They  were  gailty  of  do  taoh  follj.  Time 
and  the  progress  of  things  have  totally  altered  the  relations  between  the 
Northern  and  Southern  States,  since  the  Union  was  established.  That 
identity  of  feelings,  interests  and  institutions  which  once  existed,  is 
gone.  They  are  now  divided,  between  agrioultunS  and  manufactur- 
ing, and  commercial  States;  between  slaveholding  and  non  slavehold- 
ing  States.  Their  institutions  and  industrial  pursuits  have  made  them 
totally  different  peoples.  That  equality  in  the  Government  between 
the  two  sections  of  the  Union  which  once  existed,  no  longer  exists. 
We  but  imitate  the  policy  of  our  fathers  in  dissolving  a*  union  with 
non-slaveholding  confederates,  and  seeking  V  confederation  with  slave- 
holding  States. 

Experience  has  proved  that  elaveholding  States  cannot  be  safe  in 
subjection  to  non-slaveholding  States.  Indeed,  no  people  can  ever  ex- 
pect to  preserve  its  rights  and  liberties,  unless  these  be  in  its  own 
custody.  To  plunder  and  oppress,  where  plunder  and  oppression*  can 
bo  practiced  with  impunity,  seems  to  be  the  natural  order  of  things. 
The  fairest  portions  of  the  world  elsewhere,  have  been  turned  into 
wildernesses,  and  the  roost  civilized  and  prosperous  communities  have 
been  impoverished  and  ruined  by  anti-slavery  fanaticism.  The  people 
of  the  North  have  not  left  us  in  doubt  as  to  their  designs  and  policy. 
United  as  a  section  in  the  late  Presidential  election,  they  have  elected 
as  the  exponent  of  their  policy,  one  who  has  openly  declared  that  all 
the  States  of  the  United  States  must  be  made/ree  States  or  slave JStates. 
It  is  true,  that  amongst  those  who  aided  in  his  election,  there  are 
varioiis  shades  of  anti-slavery  hostility.  But  if  African  slavery  in  the 
Southern  States  be  the  evil  their  political  combination  affirms  it  to  be, 
the  requisitions  of  an  inexorable  logic  must  lead  them  to  emancipation. 
If  it  is  right  to  preclude  or  abolish  slavery  in  a  Territory,  why  should 
it  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  States  t  The  one  is  not  at  all  more  un- 
constitutional than  the  other,  according  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Oouri  of  the  United  States.  And  when  it  is  considered  that  the 
Northern  States  will  soon  have  the  power  to  make  that  Court  what  they 
please,  and  that  the  Constitution  never  has  been  any  barrier  whatever 
to  their  exercise  of  power,  what  check  can  there  be,  in  the  unrestrained 
counsels  of  the  Nx)rth,  to  emancipation  ?  There  is  sympathy  in  asso- 
ciation, which  carries  men  along  without  principle ;  but  when  there  is 
principle,  and  that  principle  is  fortified  by  long  existing  prejudices 
and  feelings,  association  is  omnipotent  in  party  influences.  In  spite  of 
all  disclaimers  and  professions,  there  can  be  but  one  end  by  the  sub^ 
60 
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mission  of  tbe  South  to  the  rule  of  &  seotional  auli-slaYerj  governmeDt 
at  Wafihington;  and  that  end,  directly  or  indirectly,  must  be — the 
emancipation  of  the  slaves  of  the  South.     The  hypoorisy  of  thirtj 
years — the  faithlessness  of  their  whole  course  from  the  oommencement 
of  our  union  with  them,  show  that  the  people  of  the  non-slaveholdiDg 
North  are  not  and  cannot  be  safe  associates  of  the  slayeholding  South, 
under  a  common  Governiuent.     Not  only  their  fanaticism,  but  their 
erroneous  views  of  the  principles  of  free  GovemmentSi  render  it  doubt- 
ful whether,  if  •separated  from  the  South,  they  can  maintain  a  free 
Government  amongst  themselves.     Numbers,  with  themi  is  the  grett 
element  of  free  Qovernment.     A  majority^is  infallible  and  omnipotent 
<<The  right  divine   to  rule  in  kings,"  is  only  transferred   to  their 
majority.     The  very  object  of  all  Constitutions,  in  free  popular  Govern- 
ment,  is  to  restrain  the  majority.     Constitutions,  therefore,  according 
to  their  theory,  must  be  most  unrighteous  inventions,  restricting  libertj. 
None  ought  to  exist ;  but  the  body  politic  ought  simply  to  have  4 
political  organization,  to  bring  out  and  enforce  the  will  of  the  majoritj. 
This  theory  may  be  harmless  in  a  small  community,  having  identitj  of 
interests  and  pursuits;  but  over  a  yast  State — still  more,  over  a  fut 
Confederacy,  having  various  and  conflicting  interests  and  pursuits,  it  is 
a  remorseless  despotism.     In  resisting  it,  as  applicable  to  ourselves,  we 
are  vindicating  the  great  cause  of  free  Government,  more  important, 
perhaps,  to  the  world,  than  the  existence  of  all  the  United  States.    Nor , 
in  resisting  it,  do  we  intend  to  depart  from  the  safe  instnimentalitj, 
the  system  of  Government  we  have  established  with  them,  reqoires. 
In  separating  from  them,  we  invade  no  rights — ^no  interest  of  theus. 
We  violate  no  obligation  or  duty  to  them.     As  separate,  independent 
States  in  Convention,  we  made  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
with  them ;  aod  as  separate  independent  States,  each  State  acting  for 
itself,  we  adopted  it.     South  Carolina,  acting  in  her  sovereign  capacitj) 
now  thinks  proper  to  secede  from  the  Union.     She  did  not  part  with 
her  Sovereignty  in  adopting  the  Constitution.     The  last  thing  a  State 
can  be  presumed  to  have  surrendered,  is  her  Sovereignty.     Her  Sot- 
ereignty  is  her  life.     Nothing  but  a  clear  express  grant  can  alienate  it 
Inference  is  inadmissible.     Yet  it  is  not  at  all  surprising  that  thoee 
who  have  construed  away  all  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution,  should 
also  by  construction,  claim  the  annihilation  of  the  Sovereignty  of  the 
States.     Having  abolished  all  barriers  to  their  omnipotence,  by  their 
faithless  constructions  in  the  operations  of  the  General  Government,  it 
is  most  natural  that  they  should  endeavor  to  do  the  same  towards  us  in 
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the  States.  The  truth  is,  they  having  yiolated  the  express  provisioDS 
of  the  CoDstitution,  it  is  at  an  end,  as  a  oompaot.  It  is  morally  obliga- 
tory only  00  those  who  choo^  to  accept  its  perverted  tcfrms.  South 
Carolina,  deeming  the  compact  not  only  violated  in  particular  features, 
but  virtually  abolished  by  iicr  Northern  confederates,  withdraws  her- 
self as  a  party  from  its  obligationst  The  right  to  do  so  is  denied  by 
her  Northern  confederates.  They  desire  to  eslablish  a  sectional  despot- 
ism, not  only  omnipotent  in  Congress,  but  omnipotent  over  the  States; 
and  as  if  to  manifest  the  imperious  necessity  of  our  secession,  they 
threaten  us  with  the  sword,  to  coerce  submission  to  their  rule. 

Citizens,  of  the  slaveholding  States  of  the  United  States!  Circum- 
stances beyond  our  control  have  placed  us  in  the  van  of  the  great  con- 
troversy between  the  Northern  and  Southern  States..  We  would  have 
preferred  that  other  States  should  have  assumed  the  position  we  now 
occupy.  Independent  purseUes,  we  disclaim  any  design  or  desire  to 
lead  the  counsels  of  the  other  Southern  States.  Providence  hat  cast 
our  lot  together,  by  extending  over  us  an  identity  of  ^pursuits,  interests 
and  institutions.  South  Carolina  desires  no  destiny  Separated  from 
yours.  To  be  one  of  a  great  Slaveholding  Confederacy,  stretohing  its 
arms  over  a  territory  larger  than  any  pdwer  in  Europe  possesses — with 
a  population  four  times  greater  than  that  of  the  whole  United  States 
when  they  achieved  their  independence  of  the  British  Empire — with 
productions  which  make  our  existence  more  important  to  the  world 
than  that  of  any  other  people  inhabiting  it — with  common  institutions 
to  defend,  and  common  dangers  to  encounter — we  ask  your  sympathy 
and  confederation.  Whilst  constituting  a  portion  of  the  United  States, 
it  has  been  your  statesmanship  which  has  guided  it,  in  its  mighty 
strides  to  power  and  .expansion.  In  the  field,  as  in  the  cabinet,  you 
have  led  the  way  to  its  renown  and  grandeur.  You  have  loved  the 
Union,  in  whose  service  your  great  statesmen  have  labored,  and  your 
great  soldiers  have  fought  and  conquered — not  for  the  material  benefits 
it  conferred,  but  with  the  faith  of  a  generous  and  devoted  chivalry. 
You  have  long  lingered  in  hope  over  the  shattered  remains  of  a  broken 
XTonstitution.  Compromise  after  compromise,  formed  by  your  conces- 
sions, has  been  trampled  under  foot  by  your  Northern  confederates. 
All  fraternity  of  feeling  between  the  North  and  the  South  is  lost,  or  has 
been  converted  into  hate;  and  we,  of  the  South,  are  at  last  driven 
together  by  the  stern  destiny  which  controls  the  existence  of  nations. 
Your  bitter  expeirience  of  the  faithlessness  and  rapacity  of  your  North- 
ern confederates  may  have  been  necessary  to  evolve  those  great  princi- 
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pies  of  free  Goyernment,  npoD  which  the  liberties  of  the  world  depend, 
and  to  prepare  yon  for  the  grand  mission  of  vindicating  and  re^tab- 
lishing  them*.  We  rejoice  that  other  nations  should  be  satisfied  with 
their  institutions.  Contentment  is  a  great  element  of  happiness,  with 
nations  as  with  individuals.  We  are  satisfied  with  ours.  If  they  pre- 
fer a  system  of  industry,  in  which  .capital  and  labor  are  in  perpetual 
conflict — and  chronic  sAirvation  keeps  down  the  natural  increase  of 
population — ^and  a  man  is  worked  out  in  eight  years — and  the  law 
ordains  that  children  shall  be  worked  only  ten  hours  a  day — and  the 
sabre  and  the  bayonet  are  the  instruments  of  order — ^be  it  so.  It  b  their 
affair,  not  ours.  We  prefer,  however,  our  system  of  industry,  by  which 
labor  and  capital  are  identified  in  interest,  and  capital,  therefore,  pro- 
tects labor — by  which  our  population  doubles  every  twenty  years — ^by 
which  starvation  is  unknown,  and  abundance  crowns  the  land — ^by 
which  order  is  preserved  by  an  unpaid  police,  and  many  fertile  regions 
of  thp  world,  where  the  white  man  cannot  labor,  are  brought  into 
usefulness  by  the -labor  of  the  African,  and  the  whole  world  is  blessed 
by  our  productions.  All  we  demand  of  other  peoples  is  to  be  left  alone, 
to  work  out  our  own  high  destinies.  United  together,  and  we  must  be 
the  most  independent,  as  we  are  among  the  most  important,  of  ihe 
nations  of  the  world.  .  United  together,  and  we  require  no  other  in- 
strument to  conquer  peace,  than  our  beneficent  productions.  United 
together,  and  we  must  be  a  great,  free  and  prosperous  people,  whose 
renown  must  spread  throughout  the  civilized  world,  and  pass  down,  we 
trust,  to  the  remotest  ages.  We  ask  you  to  join  us  in  forming  a  Con- 
federacy of  Slaveholding  States.

ON  THE  ADDRESS  OF  A  PORTION  OF  THE   MEMBERS   OF  THE   GENERAL 
•      ASSEMBLY  OF  GEORGIA. 

The  Committee  on  the  Address  to  the  Southern  States,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Address  of  a  portion  of  the  members  of  the  General  As- 
semUy  of  Georgia  to  tho  People  of  Sonth  Carolina,  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi and  Florida,  in  Convention  assembled,  urging  that  no  final  separ- 
ate State  action  shall  be  taken  upon  the  question  of  secession  from  the 
Union,  until  a  general  Convention  of  the  Southern  States  can  be  had, 
respectfully  report :  That  the  Address  was  not  received  until  just  before 
the  Ordinance  of  Secession  was  put  upon  its  passage,  and  the  with- 
drawal of  South  Carolina  from  the  Union  has  now  been  ordained. 
Nevertheless,  the  high  respect  ent|rtaincd  by  this  Convention  for  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  of  our  is/bter  State  of  Georgia,  from  whom 
this  Address  emanated,  impels  the  Convention  briefly  to  state  the  causes 
which  induced  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance. 

South  Carolina  did  not  desire  to  take  the  lead  in  secession,  but  her 
Legislature  being  in  session  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  Presidential 
Electors,  first  felt  the  blow  inflicted  by  the  election  of  an  enemy  to 
Southern  institutions,  elected  by  Abolition  States  upon  Abolition  issues. 

She  felt  that  her  safety  was  imperiled ;  that  duty  to  herself  demanded 
prompt  action  as  the  only  means  of  meeting  the  impending  danger, 
and  she  called  this  Convention  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  save  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  long  continued  violations,  by  the  Federal  authority,  of  the  Con- 
stitutional compact  between  the  States,  produced,  years  ago,  earnest  and 
repeated  remonstrances  and  warnings,  not  only  from  South  Carolina, 
but  mo6t«of  the  Southern  States.  These  remonstrances  were  unheeded, 
until  at  length  this  State  was  driven  to  take  vigorous  measures  for 
redress.  When  it  was  found  she  would  no  longer  submit,  a  compro- 
mise was  offered  %nd  accepted.  lEow  long  its  terms  were  observed,  let 
the  records  of  the  country  attest.     The  threatened  storm  being  averted, 
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the  bad  faith  of  oar  Northern  associates  speedily  displi^ed  itself  in 
renewed  efforts  to  plunder  the  South. 

When^a  successful  war  brought  us  accessions  of  territory,  these  were 
grasped  by  our  unscrupulous  allies,  and  monopolized,  to  the  endre 
exclusion  of  Southern  men  wjth  their  property. 

They  have  taken  possession  of  nearly  all  the  Territories,  and  inso- 
lently proclaimed  that  there  should  be  no  more  .slave  States. 

They  have  waged,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  an  unceasing  warfare 
against  the  institution  of  domestic  slavery  established  in  the  Southern 
States,  with  an  avowed  intention  to  undermine,  circumscribe  and  utterly 
overthrow:  it.  And  this,  notwithstanding  that  the  existence,  as  well 
as  lawfulness  of  slavery,  were  recognized  by  them  in  the  Articles  of 
Union. 

They  have  taught  their  people  to  believe  that  slavery  is  a  tin  and  a 
curse,  and  that  they  are  responsible,  if  it  is  suffered 'longer  to  exist. 

They  have  generated  in  the  whole  Northern  mind  a  hatred  agunst 
Southern  institutions  and  Southern  men.  They  proclaimed  that  an 
irrepressible  conflict  existed  between  the  systems  of  Northern  and 
Southern  labor,  and  that  one  or  the  other  must  go  down ;  and  at  length 
defiantly  and  exultingly  declared  that  the  battle  was  won. 

The  fruits  of  this  nefarious  warficgre  were  at  length  displayed  in  the 
armed  invasion  of  one  of  the  Stafbs  by  some  of  their  infatuated  dupes, 
and  by  conflagrations  and  poisonings  in  other  States.  The  orderly  and 
contented  slave  population  of  the  South  at  length  bedame  agitated  and 
restless.  A  feverish  feeling  pervaded  the  Southern  mind,  and  for  the 
first  time  a  sense  of  insecurity  began  to  bo  felt,  the  necessary  result  oi 
these  diabolical  machinations. 

And  these  injuries  were  inflicted,  not  by  a  public  enemy,  but  by 
citizens  of  States  bound  to  us  by  a  solemn  compact,  the  avowed  object 
of  which  was  to  insure  domestic  tranquillity. 

As  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  under  cover  of  their  Constitu- 
tional privilege,  they  had  access  to  our  homes,  and  there  endeavored 
to  diffuse  their  deadly  poison.  This  they  had  been  taught  to  regard  as 
a  duty. 

The  peace,  safety,  and  honor  of  South  Carolina  required  imperatively 
that  she  should  no  longer  continue  in  alliance  with  a  people  shus  faith- 
less to  their  Constitutional  obligations. 

From  men  whom  no  treaty  could  bind,  she  held  it  idle  to  ask  for 
additional  guaranties,  and  resolved,  with  unparalleled  unanimity,  to 
separate  herself  from  them. 
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Some  of  the  members  of  the  Georgia  Legislature  hare  urged  that 
final  State  action  be  deferred  ODtil  a  meeting  of  the  Southern  States 
can  be  had,  to  confer  together  for  our  common  safety ;  but  simultane- 
ously we  have  received  from  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  from  Georgia, 
communications  urging  immediate  and  final  action  as  indispensable  to 
the  safety  of  the  entire  South.  These  communications  are  from  sources 
entitled  to  our  utmost  respect. 

If  a  conference  of  the  Southern  States  is  had,  it  can  have  but  two  ob- 
jects :  one  to  patch  up  a  hollow  truce  with  anti-slavery,  which  denounces 
our  institution  as  a  crime,  and  which  will  hold  all  the  power  of  the 
Government  in  all  its  departments  in  all  time  to  come ;  the  other  to 
concert  measures  for  final  separation^  and  for  the  formation  of  a  South- 
ern Confederacy. 

South  Carolina  has  ordained  her  separation  from  the  Federal  Union. 
This  she  has  done  under  a  high  sense  of  the  responsibilities  which 
attach  to  her,  and  her  relations  to  her  Southern  sister  States.  Having 
weighed  the  consequences,  she  has  resolved  to  go  out  of  the  Union 
alone,  sooner  than  submit  to  the  open  as  well  as  secret  warfare  carried 
OD  against  hw  peace  and  safety.  The  other  object  of  a  Southern  Con- 
ference— the  formation  of  a  Southern  Confederacy,  she  anxiously 
desires,  and  most  cordially  invites. 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolution :  • 

Besoived,  That  a  copy  of  this  report  be  transmitted  by  the  President 
to  the  Honorable  John  Billups,  President  of  a  meeting  of  a  portion  of 
the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Georgia.

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REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS 

From  the  Committee  on  Relations  tcith  the  Slaveholding  States^  pro- 
viding/or Commissioners  to  such  States. 

The  Committee  on  ^'  Relatioos  with  the  Slaveholding  States  of  North 
America/'  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the 
three  several  propositions  contained  in  the  resolations  referred  to  them, 
which  were  submitted  in  Convention  by  three  several  members  from  St. 
Philip's  and  St.  Michael's.  All  the  resolutions  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee look  to  the  purpose  of  Confederate  relations  with  our  sister 
States  of  the  South,  having  common  interests  with  us,  and  every  cause, 
as  we  trust,  to  indulge  towards  us  common  sympathies  and  to  contract 
cordial  relations,  In  such  a  purpose  the  Committee  entirely  and  unani- 
mously concur,  and  they  recommend  that  every  proper  measnro  be 
adopted  to  accomplish  such  an  end.  Upon  this  subject  so  much  nni^ 
uimity  prevails  and  has  long  prevailed  in  this  State,  that  an  argument 
thereup6n  f^ould  be  wholly  superfluous.  All  seem  to  agree  that  the  first . 
step  proper  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  securing  the 
Confederation  we  seek,  is  the  appointment  of  Commissioners^  by  the 
authority  of  this  Convention,  to  such  States  of  the  South  as  may  call 
Conventions  to  consider  and  determine  their  future  political  relations. 

The  Committee  advise  that  such  steps  be  taken  ^by  this  Convention, 
hoping  and  believing  that  our  sister  States  of  the  South  will  correctly 
interpret  our  action  in  taking  the  initiative  as  arising,  by  no  means, 
from  any  presumptuous  arrogance,  but  from  the  advance  position  which 
circumstances  have  given  to  this  State  in  the  line  of  procedure  for  the 
great  design  of  maintaining  the  rights,  the  security  and  the  very  exist- 
ence of  the  slaveholding  South. 

It  has  been  a  subject  of  anxious  consideration  with  the  Committee 
whether  the  Commissioners,  whose  appointment  they  recommend, 
should  be  instructed  to  tender  any  basis  of  a  temporary  or  Provisional 
Government  to  the  States  to  which  they  may  bo  accredited. 

The  instrument  called  the  Constitution  of  thp  United  Sutes  of 
America,  has  been  suggested  as  a  suitable  and  proper  basis  to  be  offered 
for  a  Provisional  Government. 
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This  suggestion  has  been  commended  to  tho  Committee  by  various 
considerations,  which  cannot  now  be  set  forth  in  full  or  at  large. 
Among  these  are :  '  * 

That  the  said  instrument  was  the  work  of  minds  of  the  first  order  in 
strength  and  accomplishment. 

That  it  was  most  carefully  constructed  by  comprehensive  views  and 
careful  examination  of  details. 

That  experience  has  proved  it  to  be  a  good  form  of  government  for 
those  sufficiently  virtuous,  intelligent  and  patriotic  to  cause  it  to  be 
fairly  and  honestly  construed  and  impartially  administered. 

That  the  settled  opinion  of  this  State  has  never  been  adverse  to  that 
plaD  of  Government  of  Confederated  States  on  account  of  anything  in 
its  structure ;  but  the  dissatisfaction  is  attributable  to  the  false  glosses, 
and  dangerous  misinterpretation,  and  perversion  of  sundry  of  its  pro- 
visions, even  to  the  extent,  in  one  particular,  of  so  covering  up  the 
real  purposes  of  certain  legislation  (meant  to.  protect  domestic  manu- 
factures in  one  section),  as  to  estop  the  Supreme  Court,  in  its  opinion, 
from  judicially  perceiving  the  real  design. 

That  it  presents  a  complete  scheme  of  confederation,  capable  of  being 
speedily  put  into  operation ;  familiar,  by  long  acquaintance,  with  its 
provisions,  and  their  true  import  to  the  people  of  the  South,  many  of 
irbom  are  believed  to  cherish  a  degree  of  veneration  for  it,  and  would 
feel  safe  under  it,  when  in  their  own  hands,  for  interpretation  and  ad- 
ministration, especially  as  the  portions  that  have  been,  by  perversion, 
made  potent  for  mischief  and  oppression  in  the  hands  of  adverse  and 
inimical  interests,  have  received  a  settled  construction  by  the  South. 

That  a  speedy  confederation  by  the  South  is  desirable  in  the  highest 
degree,  which  it  is  supposed  must  be  temporary  at  fiVst  (if  accom- 
plished as  sdoo  as  it  should  be),  and  no  better  basis  than  the  Con8titua> 
tion  of  the  United  States  is  likely  to  be  suggested  or  adopted  for 
temporary  purposes. 

That  the  opinions  of  those  to  whom  it  is  designed  to  offer  it,  would 
be  conciliated  by  the  testimony  the  very  act  itself  would  carry,  that 
South  Carolina  meant  to  seek  no  selfish  advantage,  nor  to  indulge  the 
least  spirit  of  dictation. 

That  such  form  of  government  is  more  or  less  known  to  Europe,  and, 
if  adopted,  would  indicate  abroad  that  the  seceding  Southern  States  had 
the  foresight  and  energy  to  put  into  operation  ^forthwith  a  scheme  of 
government  and  administration  competent  to  produce  a  prompt  organi- 
sation for  internal  necessities,  and  a  sufficient  protection  of  foreign 
61 
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commerce  directed  hither,  as  well  as  to  guarantee  foreigo  powers  in 
the  confideDce  that  a  new  Confederacy  had  immediately  arisen,  qaite 
adequate  to  sapersede  all  the'  evils,  internal  and  external,  of  a  partial 
or  total  interregnnm. 

That  its  Bpeedy  adoption  would  work  happily  as  a  revivifying  agency 
in  riiatters  financial  and  commercial,  between  the  States  adopting  it, 
and  between  them  as  a  united  power  and  foreign  commercial  nations,  and 
nt  the  same  time  would  combine  without  delay  a  power -touching  purse 
and  sword,  that  might  bring  to  a  prudent  issue  the  reflections  of  those 
who  may  perchance  be  contemplating  an  invasion,. or  to  an  issue  disas- 
trous to  them,  the  attempted  execution  of*  such  unholy  design. 

Such  are  some  of  the  considerations,  very  rapidly  stated,  which 
adSress  themselves  to  this  subject.  It  is  contended  that  some  limita- 
tion of  the  power  to  levy  duties,  and  that  to  regulate  commerce  (and 
perhaps  other  provisions  of  the  said  Constitution),  may  be  desirable, 
and  are  in  fact  so,  to  somtb  of  the  Committee,  yet  these  modifications 
may  be  safely  left  to  a  period  when  the  articles. of  a  permanent  govem- 
inent  may  be  settled,  and  that,  meantime,  the  Constitution  referred  to 
will  serve  the  purpose  of  a  temporary  Confederation,  which  the  Com- 
mittee unite  in  believing  ought  to  be  sought,  through  all  proper  mea- 
sures, most  earnestly. 

It  is  also  submitted,  that  if  the  tender  of  the'said  Constitution,  even 
as  a  Provisional  Government,  should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Conven- 
tion, be  accompanied  by  a  condition  that  it  be  subject  to  specific 
limitations,  expositions  of  ambiguities,  or  modifications,  the  Committee 
would  respectfully  refer  to  the  Convention  itself  such  matters;  and 
this  is  done,  not  .because  the  Committee  would  not  willingly  consider 
and  report  upon  such  subject,  but  because  they  deem  it  due  to  the 
^Convention  and  the  public  interest,  that  they  should  now  lay  before 
the  Convention  the  substantial  propositions  contained  in  the  following 
resolutions,  which  the  majority  of  the  Committee  recommend  to  the 
Convention  as  fit  to  be  adopted,  viz  : 

Resolved y  First,  That  this  Convention  do  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
proceed  to  each  of  the  Slaveholding  States  that  may  assemble  in  Con- 
vention, for  the  purpose  of  laying  our  Ordinance  of  Secession  before 
the  same,  and  respectfully  inviting  their  cooperation  in  the  formation 
with  us  of  a  Southern  Confederacy. 

Second,  That  our  Commissioners  aforesaid,  bo  further  authorized  to 
submit,  on  our  part,  the   Federal  Constitution  as  the  basis  of  a  Pro- 
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Tusional  GoTerament  for  such  States  as  shall  have  withdrawn  from  their 
coDoection  with  the  GoTerameDt  of  the  United  States  of  America : 
Provided^  That  the  said  Provisional  Government,  and  the  tenures  of 
all  officers  and  appointments  arising  under  it,  shall  cease  and  determine 
in  two  jeaiis  from  the  first  daj  of  July  nezt^  or  when  a  Permanent  Gov- 
ernment shall  have  been  organized. 

Third,  That  the  said  Commissioners  be  authorized  to  invite  the  se- 
ceding Slates  to  meet  in  Convention,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  putting  in  motion  such 
Provisional  Government,  and  so  that  the  said  Pn^visional  (Government 
shall  be  organized  and  go  into  effect  at  the  earliest  period  previous  to 
the  4th  day  of  March,  1861,  and  that  the  same  Convention  of  the  se- 
ceding States  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  consider  and  propose  a  Consti- 
tution and  plan  for  a  Permanent  Government  for  such  States,  which 
proposed  plan  shall  be  referred  back  to  the  several  State  Conventions 
for  their  adoption  or  rejection. 

Fourth,  That  eight  Deputies  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  this  Con- 
vention, who  shall  be  authorized  to  meet  in  .Convention  such  Deputies 
as  may  be  appointed  by  the  other  slaveholding  States  who  may  secede 
from  the  Federal  Union,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
foregoing  resolutions ;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  said  States, 
that  each  State  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  the  said  Convention,  upon 
all  questions  which  may  be  voted  upon  therein;  and  that  each  State 
send  as  many  Deputies  as  are  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives  to  which  it  was  entitled  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States.

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CORRESPONDENCE  BETWEEN  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OP 
THE  STATE  OP  SOUTH  CAROLINA  AND  THE  PRESl- 
DENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


[letter  of  the  commissioners  to  the  president.] 

Washington,  28th  December,  1860. 

Sir :  Wo  have  the  hoDor  to  transmit  t«  you  a  copy  of  the  full  pow- 
ers from  the  CoDventioD  of  the  People  of  South  CaroliDa,  under  wiiroh 
wo  are  ''authorized  and  empowered  to  treat  with  the  Government  of 
tho  United  States  for  the  delivery  of  the  forts,  magazines,  light-houses, 
and  other  real  estate,  with  their  appurtenances,  within  the  limits  of 
South  Carolina,  and  also  for  an  apportionment  of  the  public  debt,  and 
for  a  division  of  |ill  other  property  held  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  as  agent  of  the  confederated  States,  of  which  South  Carolina  was 
recently  a  member ;  and  generally  to  negotiate  as  to  all  other  measures 
and  arrangements  proper  to  be  made  and  adopted  in  the  existing  rela- 
tion of  the  parties,  and  for  the  continuance  of  peace  and  amity  between 
this  Commonwealth  and  the  Government  at  Washington." 

In  the  execution  of  this  trust,  it  is  our  duty  to  furnish  you,  as  we 
now  do,  with  an  official  copy  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession,  by  which 
the  State  of  South  Carolina  has  resumed  the  powers  she  delegated  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  has  declared  her  perfect 
sovereignty  and  independence. 

It  would  also  have  been  our  duty  to  have  informed  you  that  we  were 
ready  to  negotiate  with  you  upon  all  such  questions, as  are  necessarily 
raised  by  the  adoption  of  thid  Ordinance,  and  that  we  were  prepared 
to  enter  upon  this  negotiation  with  the  earnest  desire  to  avoid  all  un- 
necessary and  hostile  collision,  and  so  to  inaugurate  our  new  relations 
as  to  secure  mutual  respect,  general  advantage,  and  a  future  of  good 
will  and  harmony  beneficial  to  all  the  parties  concerned. 

But  the  events  of  the  last  twenty-four  hours  render  such  an  assur- 
ance impossible.  We  came  here  the  representatives  of  an  authority 
which  could;  at  any  time  within  the  past  sixty  days,  have  taken  pos- 
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seirioD  of  the  forts  iiTCharlestoQ  harbor,  but  whioh,  apoo  pledges  given 
io  a  manner  that  we  cannot  doubt,  determined  to  trust  to  jour  honor 
rather  than  to  its  own  power.  Sinoe  our  arrival  here  an  officer  of  the 
United  States,  acting,  as  we  are  assured,  not  only  without  but  against 
joar  orders^  has  dismantled  one  fort  and  occupied  another,  thus  alter- 
ing, to  a  most  important  extent,  the  condition  of  affairs  under  which 
we  came. 

Until  these  circumstances  are  explained  in  a  manner  which  relieves 
us  of  all  doubt  as  to  the  spirit  in  which  these  negotiations  shall  be  con- 
ducted, we  are  forced  to  suspend  all  discussion  as  to  any  arrangements 
by  which  our  mutual  interests  might  be  amicably  adjusted. 

And,  in  conclusion,  we  would  urge  upon  you  the  immediate  with- 
drawal of  the  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston.  Under  present 
circumstances,  they  are  a  standing  menace  which  renders  negotiation 
impossible,  and,  as  our  recent  experience  shows,  threatens  speedily  to 
bring  to  a  bloody  issue  questions  which  ought  to  be  settled  with  tem- 
perance and  judgment.

[reply  of  the  president  to  the  commissioners.] 

Washington  City,  30th  December,  1860. 

GsNTLSdEN :  I  have  the  honor  to  receive  your  communication  of 
28th  instant,  together  with  a  copy  of  your  ''full  powers  from  the  Con- 
Tention  of  the  People  of  South  Caiolina,"  atithoriziog  you  to  treat  with 
the  Oovernment  of  .the  United  States  on  various  important  subjects 
therein  mentioned,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  Ordinance  bearing  date  on 
the  20th  instant,  declariog  that  *Uhe  Union  now  subsisting  between 
South  Carolina  and  other  States  under  the  name  of  '  the  United 
States  of  America,'  is  hereby  dissolved.'' 

In  answer  to  this  communication,  I  have  to  say,  that  my  position  as 
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President  of  the  United  States  was  clearly  defined  in  the  measag^  to 
Congress  of  the  3d  instant.  In  that  I  stated  that,  ^' apart  from  the 
execution  of  the  laws,  so  far  as  this  may  be  practicable,  the  ExecaUve 
has  no  autliority  to  decide  what  shall  be  the  relations  between  the 
Federal  Qbvernment  and  Sonth  Carolina.  He  has  been  invested  with 
no  such  discretion.  He  possesses  no  power  to  change  the  relations 
heretofore  existing  between  them,  much  less  to  acknowledge  the  inde- 
peodence  of  that  State.  This  would  be  to  invest  a  mere  ezeontive 
officer  with  the  power  of  reco^z^Qiziog  the  dissolution  of  the  oonfederaey 
among  our  thirty-three  sovereign  States.  It  bears  no  resemblance  to 
the  recogoition  of  a  foreign  de  facto  Government — ^involving  no  snch 
responsibility.  Any  attempt  to  do  this  would,  on  his  part,  be  a  naked 
act  of  usurpation.  It  is,  therefore,  my  ^uty  to  submit  to  Oongress  the 
whole  question,  in  all  its  bearings.'' 

Such  is  my  opinion  still.  I  could,  therefore,  meet  you  only  as  pri- 
vate gentlemen  of  the  highest  character,  and  was  entirely  willing  to 
communicate  to  Congress  any  proposition  you  might  have  to  make  to 
that  body  upon  the  si|}}jeot  Of  this  yon  were  well  aware.  It  was  my 
earnest  desire,  that  such  a  disposition  might  be  made  of  the  whole  sub- 
ject by  Congress,  who  alone  possess  the  power,  as  to  prevent  the  in- 
auguration of  a  civil  war  between  the  parties  in  regard  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Federal  Forts  in  the  harbor  of  Charleston ;  and  I  therefore 
deeply  regret,  that,  in  your  opinion,  "  the  events  of  the  last  twenty-four 
hours  render  this  impossible.''  In  conclusion,  you  urge  upon  me  ''the 
immediate  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston/' 
stating  that,  "  under  present  circumstances,  they  are  a  standing  men- 
ace which  renders  negotiation  impossible,  and,  as  our  recent  experience 
shows,  threatens  speedily  to  bring  to  a  bloody  issue,  questions  which 
ought  to  be  settled  with  temperance  and  judgment."' 

The  reason  for  this  change  in  your  position  is,  that  since  your  arrival 
in  Washington,  ''  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  acting  as  we  (you) 
are  assured,  not  only  without,  but  against  your  (my)  orders,  has  dis- 
mantled one  fort  and  occupied  another,  thus  altering,  to  a  meet   im- 
portant extent,  the  condition  of  affairs  under  which  we  (you)  came." 
You  also  allege  that  you  came  here  ''  the  representatives  of  an  authority 
which  could,  at  any  time,  within   the  past  sixty  days,  have  taken  pos — 
session  of  the  forts   in  Charleston  harbor,  but  which,  upon   pledgee 
given  in  a  manner  that  we  (you)  cannot  doubt,  determined  to  trust  tc^ 
your  (my)  honor  rather  than  {o  its  own  power." 

This  brings  me  to  a  consideration  of  the  nature  of  those  allegec^ 
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pledges,  and  in  what  manner  they  have  heen  observed.     In  my  message 
of  the  third  of  December  last,  I  stated,  in  regard  to  the  property- of 
the  United' States  in  Soutli  Carolina,  that  it  <'  has  been  purchased  for 
a  fair  equivalent '  by  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of*  the  State,'  '  for 
the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,'  &o.,  and  over  these  the  au- 
thority *  tb  exercise  exclusive  legislation'  has  been  expressly  granted 
by  the  Constitution  to  Congress.     It  is  not  believed  that  any  attempt 
^will  bo  made  to  expel  the  U  nited  States  from  this  property  by  force  ; 
but  if  in  this  I  should  prove  to  be  mistaken,  the  officer  in  command  of 
-^he  forts  has  received  orders  to  act  strictly  on  the  defensive.     In  such 
a  contingeocy,  the  responsibility  for  consequences  would  rightfully  rest 
ijpoD  the  heads  of  the  assailants."     This  being  the  condition  of  the 
2>artie8,  on  Saturday,  bth  December,  four  of  the  representatives  from 
ftrBouth  Carolina  called  on  me  and  requested  an  interview.     We  had  an 
tamest  conversation  on  the  subject  of  these  fbrts,  and  the  best  means 
of  preventing  a  collision  between  the  parties  for  the  purpose  of  sparing 
^he  effusion  of  blood.     I  suggested,   for  prudential  reasons,  that  it 
^^wotild  be  best  to  put  in  writing  what  they  said  to  me  verbally.     They 
^id  80  acoordingly,  and  on  Monday  morning,  the  10th  instant,  three  of 
"iKhem  presented  to  me  a  paper  signed  by  all  the  representatives  from 
JSoath  Carolina,  with  a  single  exception,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
opy: 


To  his  Exceliency,  James  Buchanan, 

President  of  the  United  States  : 
In  compliance  with  our  statement  to  you  yesterday,  we  now  express 
-^Q  you  our  strong  convictions  that  neither  the  constituted  authorities, 
mor  any  body  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  will  either 
^attack  or  molest  the  United  States  Forts,  in  the  harbor  of  Charleston, 
previously  to  the  action  of  the  Convention,  and  we  hope  and  believe, 
not  until  an  offer  has  been  made,  through  an  accredited  representative, 
to  negotiate  for  an  amicable  arrangement  of  all  matters  between  the 
State  and  the  Federal  Oovernmcnt,  provided  that  no  reinforcements 
shal]  be  sent  into  those  forts,  and  their  relative  military  status  shall  re- 
main as  at  present.

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And  here  I  most,  in  justice  to  myself,  remark,  tbat  at  the  time  the 
paper  was  presented  to  me,  I  objected  to  the  word  *'  provided,"  as  it 
might  be  ooQstrucd  into  an  agreement,  On*  mj  part,  whrch  I  never 
would  make.  Thcj  said  that  nothing  was  farther  from  their  intention — 
they  did  not  so  understand  it,  and  I  should  not  so  consider  it  It  is 
evident  they  could  enter  into  no  reciprocal  agreement  with^me  on  the 
subject.  They  did  not  profess  to  have  authority  to  do  this,  and  were 
acting  in  their  individual  character.  I  considered  it  as  nothing  more, 
in  effect,  than  the  promise  of  highly  honorable  gentlemen  to  exert  their 
influence  for  the  purpose  expressed.  The  event  has  proven  that  thej 
have  faithfully  kept  this  promise,  although  I  have  never  since  received 
a  line  from  any  one  of  them,  or  from  any  member  of  the  GonventioD, 
on  the  subject.  It  is  well  known  that  it  was  my  determination,  and 
this  I  freely  expressed,  not  to  reinforce  the  forts  in  the  harbor,  aod 
thus  produce- a  collision,  until  they  had  been  actually  attacked,  or  until 
I  had  certain  evidence  that  they  were  about  to  be  attacked.  This 
paper  I  received  most  cordially,  and  considered  it  as  a  happj  omen 
that  peace  might  still  bo  preserved,  and  that  time  might  thus  be  gained 
for  reflection.     This  is  the  whole  foundation  for  the  alleged  pledge. 

But  I  acted  in  the  same  manner  I  would  have  done  had  I  entered 
into  a  positive  and  formal  agreement  with  parties  capable  of  contract- 
ing, although  such  an  agreement  would  have  been,  on  my  part,  from 
the  nature  of  my  official  duties,  impossible. 

The  world  knows  that  I  have  never  sent  any  reinforcements  to  the 
forts  in  Charleston  harbor,  and  I  have  certainly  never  authorized  any 
change  to  bo  made  ^'  in  their  relative  military  status." 

Bearing  upon  this  subject,  I  refer  jhu  to  an  order  issued  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  on  the  11th  inst.,  to  Major  Anderson,  but  not 
brought  to  my  notice  until  the  21st  instant.     It  is  as  follows  : 

"  Memorandum  of  verbal  instructions  to  Major  Anderson,  lit  Artil- 
lery^ Commanding  Fort  Moultriey  S,  C, 
You  are  aware  of  the  great  anxiety  of  the  Secretary  of  War  that  a 
collision  of  the  troops  with  the  people  of  this  State  shall  be  avoided, 
and  of  his  studied  determination  to  pursue  a  course  with  reference  to  ^:2 
the  military  force  and  forts  in  this  harbor,  which  shall  guard  against  suchs:^ 
a  collision.     He  has,  therefore,  carefully  abstained  from  increasing  th^^ 
force  at  this  point,  or  taking  any  measures  which  might  add  to  the  present-  ^^ 
(excited  state  of  the  public  mind,  or  which  would  throw  any  doubt  on  th^- 
confidence  he  feels  that  South  Carolina  will  not  attempt  by  violence  t^ m 
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obtain  possession  of  the  public  works,  or  interfere  with  thoir  oconpancy. 
But  as  the  counsel  and  acts  of  rash  and  impulsive  persons  may  possibly 
disappoint  these  expectations  of  the  Government,  he  deems  it  proper 
that  yon  should  be  prepared  with  instructions  to  meet  so  unhappy  a 
contingency.  He  has,  therefore,  directed  me,  verbally,  to  give  you 
such  instructions. 

You  are  carefully  to  avoid  eveiy  act  which  would  needlessly  tend  to 
provoke  aggression  ;  and,  for  that  reason,  you  are  not,  without  evident 
and  imminent  necessity,  to  take  up  any  position  which  could  be  con. 
fltrued  into  the  assumption  of  a  hostile  attitude  ;  but  you  are  to  hold 
possession  of  the  forts  in  this  harbor,  and,  if  attacked,  you  are  to  de- 
fend yourself  to  the  last  extremity.  The  smallness  of  your  force  will 
not  permit  you,  perhaps,  to  occupy  more  than  one  of  the  three  forts; 
but  an  attack  on,  or  attempt  to  take  possession  of,  either  of  them,  will 
be  regarded  as  an  act  of  hostility,  and  you  may  then  put  your  command 
into  either  of  them  which  you  may  deem  most  proper,  to  increase  its 
power  of  resistance.  You  are  also  authorized  to  take  similar  defensive 
steps  whenever  you  have  tangible  evidence  of  a  design  to  proceed  to  a 
hostile  act.  *

This  is  in  conformity  to  my  instructions  to  Major  Buell.

These  were  the  last  instructions  transmitted  to  Major  Anderson 
before  his  removal  to  Fort  Sumter,  with  a  single  exception  in  regard 
to  a  particular  which  does  not,  in  any  degree,  affect  the  present  ques- 
tion. Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  clear  that  Major  Anderson 
acted  upon  his  own  responsibility,  and  without  authority,  unless, 
indeed,  he  had  ''  tangible  evidence  of  a  design  to  proceed  to  a  hostile 
act,"  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina,  which  has  not 
yet  been  alleged.  Still,  he  is  a  brave  and  honorable  officer;  and 
justice  requires  that  he  should  not  be  condemned  without  a  fair 
hearing. 

Be  this  as  it  may,  when  I  learned  that  Major  Anderson  had  left 
Fort  Moultrie,  and  proceeded  to  Fort  Sumter,  my  first  promptings  were 
to  command  him  to  return  to  his  former  position,  and  there  to  await 
the  contingencies  presented  in  his  instructions.  This  could  only  have 
been  done,  with  any  degree  of  safety  to  the  command,  by  the  concur- 
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rence  of  the  South  Carolina  authorities.  Bat,  before  any  steps  eonld 
possibly  have  been  taken  in  this  direction,  we  reoeiyed  ioformatioDy 
dated  on  the  28th  instant,  that  '^  the  Palmetto  flag  floated  out  to  the 
breeze  at  Castle  Pinckney,  and  a  large  military  force  went  over  last 
night  (the  27th)  to  Fort  Moultrie."  Thus  the  authorities  of  South 
Carolina,  without  waiting  or  asking  for  any  explanation,  and  doubtless 
believing,  as  you  have  expressed  it,  that  the  officer  had  acted  not  ooly 
without,  but  against  my  orders,  on  the  very  next  day  after  the  night 
when  the  removal  was  made,  seized,  by  a  military  force,  two  of  the 
three  federal  forts  in  the  harbor  of  Ch^irleston,  and  have  covered  them 
under  their  own  flag,  instead  of  that  of  the  United  States.  At  this 
gloomy  period  of  our  history,  startling  eveuts  succeed  each  other 
rapidly.  On  the  very  day  (the«27th  instant)  that  possession  of  these 
two  forts  was  taken,  the  Palmetto  flag  was  raised  over  the  Federal 
Custom  House  and  Post  Office  in  Charleston ;  and,  on  the  same  day, 
every  officer  of  the  Customs — Collector,  Naval  Officers,  Surveyor  and 
Appraisers — resigned  their  offices.  And  this,  although  it  was  well 
known,  from  the  language, of  my  message,  that,  as  an  executive  officer, 
I  felt  myself  bound  to  collect  the  revenue  at  the  port  of  Charleston 
under  existing  laws.  In  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  we  now  find  three 
forts  confronting  each  other,  over  all  of  which  the  Federal  flag  floated 
only  four  days  ago  phut  now,  over  two  of  them,  this  flag  has  been  sup- 
planted, and  the  Palmetto  flag  has  been  substituted  in  its  stead.  It  is, 
under  all  these  circumstances,  that  I  am  urged  immediately  to  with- 
draw th^  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  and  am  informed  that 
without  this,  negotiation  is  impossible.  This  I  cannot  do ;  this  I  will 
not  do.  Such  an  idea  was  never  thought  of  by  me  in  any  possible 
contingency.  No  allusion  to  it  had  ever  been  made  in  any  com- 
munication between  myself  and  any  human  being.  But  the  infer- 
ence is,  that  I  am  bound  to  withdraw  the  troops  from  the  only  fort 
remaining  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States  in  the  harbor  of 
Charleston,  because  the  officer  then  in  command  of  all  the  forts  thought 
proper,  without  instructions,  to  change  his  position  from  one  of  them 
to  another.     I  cannot  admit  the  justice  of  any  such  inference. 

At  this  point  of  writing,  I  have  received  information,  by  telegram, 
from  Captain  Humphreys,  in  command  of  the  Arsenal  at  Charleston, 
**that  it  has  to-day  i^JSunday,  the  30th,)  been  taken  by  force  of  arms." 
It  is  estimated  that  the  munitions  of  war  belonging  to  the  United 
States  in  this  Arsenal  are  worth  half  a  million  of  dollars. 

Comment  is  needless.     After  this  information,  I  have  only  to  add. 
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that,  whilst  it  is  ray  duty  to  defend  Fort  Samter,  as  a  portion  of  tho 
pablic  property  of  the  United  States,  against  hostile  attacks  from  what- 
ever quarter  they  may  come,  by  such  means  as  I  may  possess  for  this 
purpose,  I  do  not  perceive  how  such  a  defence  can  be  construed  into  a 
menace  against  the  City  of  Charleston.

[reply  of  commissioners  to  the  president.] 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  1st,  1861. 

Sir  :  We  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  dOth  December,  in  reply  to  a  note  addressed  by  us  to  you  on 
the  28th  of  the  same  month,  as  Commissioners  from  South  Carolina. 

In  reference  to  the  declaration  with  which  your  reply  commences, 
that  "  your  position  as  President  of  the  United  States  was  clearly  de- 
fined in  the  Message  to  Congress  of  the  8d  instant,"  that  you  possess 
"  no  power  to  change  the  relations  heretofore  existing  "  between  South 
Carolina  and  the  United  States,  '<  much  less  to  acknowledge  the  inde- 
pendence of  that  State/'  and  that,  consequently,  you  could  meet  us 
only  as  private  gentlemen  of  the  highest  character,  with  an  entire  wil- 
lingness to  communicate  to  Congress  any  proposition  we  might  have  to 
make,  we  deem  it  only  necessary  to  say,  that  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina having,  in  the  exercise  of  that  greut  right  of  self-government 
which  underlies  all  our  political  organizations,  declared  herself  sovereign 
and  independent,  we,  as  her  representatives,  felt  no  special  solicitude 
as  to  the  character  in  which  you  might  recognize  us.  Satisfied  that 
the  StatjB  had  simply  exercised  her  unquestionable  right,  we  were  pre. 
pared,  in  order  to  reach  substantial  good,  to  waive  the  formal  considera- 
'  tions  which  your  constitutional  scruples  might  have  prevented  you 
from  extending.  We  came  here,  therefore,  expecting  to  be  received 
as  you  did  receive  us,  and  perfectly  content  with  that  entire  willingness 
of  which  you  assured  us,  to  submit  any  proposition   to  Congress  which 
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wo  might  have  to  make  upon  the  subject  of  the  indcpeDdeDce  of  the 
State.  That  willingness  was  ample  recognition  of  the  conditioii  of  pub- 
lic affairs  which  rendered  our  presence  uccessarj.  In'  this  position, 
however,  it  is  our  duty,  both  to  the  iState  which  we  represent  and  to 
ourselves,  to  correct  several  important  misconceptions  of  our  letter,  into 
which  you  have  fallen. 

You* say :  ''It  was  my  earnest  desire  that  such  a  disposition  might  be 
made  of  the  whole  subject  by  Congress,  who  alone  possesses  the  power 
to  prevent  the  inauguration  of  a  civil  war  between  the  parties  id  re- 
gard to  the  possession  o#the  Federal  forts  in  the  harbor 'of  Charleston  ; 
and  I,  therefore,  deeply  regret  that,  in  your  opinion,  Hhe  events  of  the 
last  twenty-four  hours  render  this  impossible/  "  We  ez{)re8sed  no 
such  opinion ;  and  the  language  which  you  quote  as  ours,  is  altered  in 
its- sense  by  the  omission  of  a  most  important  part  of  the  sentence. 
\Vhat  we  did  say  was — **  But  the  events  of  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
render  such  an  assurance  impossible/'  Place  that  ''assurance"  as  con- 
tained iu  our  letter,  in  the  sentence,  and  we  are  prepared  to  repeat  i^ 

Again,  professing  to  quote  our  language,  you  say  :  "  Thus  the  aa- 
thoritics  of  South  Cs^rolina,  without  waiting  or  Asking  for  any  explana- 
tion, and,  doubtless,  believing,  as  you  have  expressed  it,  that  the  offi- 
cer had  acted  not  only  without,  but  against  my  orders/'  &c.  We  ex- 
pressed no  such  opinion  in  reference  to  the  belief  of  the  people  of 
South  Carolina.  The  language  which  you  have  •  quoted,  was  applied 
solely  and  entirely  to  our  assurance,  obtained  here,  and  based,  as  you 
well  know,  upon  your  own  declaration — a  declaration  which,  at  that 
time,  it  was  impossible  for  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina  to  have 
known.  But,  without  following  this  letter  into  all  iis  details,' we  pro- 
pose only  to  meet  the  chief  points  of  the  argument. 

Some  weeks  a^o,  the  Statx)  of  South  Carolina  declared  her  intention 
in  the  existing  condition  of  public  affairs,  to  secede  from  the  United 
States.  She  called  a  Convention  of  her  people  to  pat  her  declaration 
in  force.  The  Convention  met,  and  passed  the  Ordinance  of  Secession. 
All  this  you  anticipated,  and  your  course  of  action  was  thoroughly  con- 
sidered. In  your  annual  message,  you  declared  you  had  no  right,  and 
would  not  attempt,  to  coerce  a  seceding  State,  but  that  you  were  bound 
by  your  constitutional  oath,  and  would  defend  the  property  of  the 
United  States  within  the  borders  of  South  Carolina,  if  an  attempt 
was  made  to  take  it  by  force.  Seeing  very  early  that  this  question  of 
property  was  a  diihcult  and  delicate  one,  you  manifested  a  desire  to 
settle  it  without  collision.     You  did  not  reinforce  the  garrisons  in  the 
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barbor  of  Charleston.  Ton  removed  a  distiDguished  and  Teteran  offi- 
cer from  the  command  of  Fort  Monltrie,  because  he  attempted  to  in- 
crease his  supply  of  ammunition.  You  refused  to  send  additional 
troops  to  the  same  garrison  when  applied  for  by  the  officer  appointed 
to  succeed  him.  •  Yon  accepted  the  resignation  of  the  oldest  and  mo9t 
efficient  member  of  your  Cabinet,  rather  than  allow  these  garrisons  to 
be  strengthened.  You  compelled  an  officer  stationed  at  Fort  Sumter 
to  return  imn^ediately  to  the  Arsenal  forty  muskets  which  he.had  taken 
to  arm  his  men.  Yon  expressed  not  to  one,  but  to  many,  of  the  most 
distinguished  of  our  public  characters,  whose  testimony  will  be  placed 
upon  the  record  whenever  it  is  necessary,  your  anxiety  for  a  peaceful  ter- 
mination of  this  controversy,  and  your  willingness  not  to  disturb  the  mili- 
tary status  of  the  forts,  if  Commissioners  should  be  sent  to  the  Oot- 
emment,  whose  communications  you  promised  to  submit  to  Congress. 
You  received  and  acted  on  assurances  from  the  highest  official  authorit 
ties  of  South  Carolina,  that  no  attempt  would  be  made  to  disturb  your 
possession  of  the  forts  and  property  of  the  United  States,  if  you  would 
Dot  disturb  their  existing  condition  until  Commissioners  had  been  sent, 
and  the  attempt  to  negotiate  had  failed.  You  took  from  the  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  a  written  roemorandi^n  that  no  such 
attempt  should  be  made,  "  provided  that  no  reinforcements  shall  be  ' 
sent  into  those  forts,  and  their  relative  military  status  shall  remain  as 
at  present."  And,  although  you  attach  no  force  to  the  acceptance  of 
such  a  paper  although  you  '*  considered  it  as  nothing  more  in  effect 
than  the  promise 'of  highly  hoisorable  gentlen^n/'  as  an  obligation  on 
one  side,  without  corresponding  obligation  on  the  other,  it  must  be  re- 
membered (if  we  are  rightly  informed)  that  you  were  pledged,  if  you 
ever  did  send  reinforcements,  to  return  it  to  those  from  whom  you  had 
received  it  before  you  executed  your  resolution.  You  sent  orders  to 
your  officers,  commanding  them  strictly  to  follow  a  line  of  conduct  in 
conformity  with  such  an  understanding. 

Beside  all  this,  you  had  received  formal  and  official  notice  from  the 
Oovernor  of  South  Carolina,  that  we  had  beon  appointed  Commission- 
ers, and  were  on  our  way  to  Washington.  You  knew  the  implied  con- 
dition under  which  we  came ;  our  arrival  was  notified  to  you,  and  an 
hour  appointed  for  an  interview.  We  arrived  in  AVashington  on  W^cd- 
nesday,  at  three  o'clock,  and  you  appointed  an  interview  with  us  at  one 
the  next  day.  Early  on  that  day,  Thursday,  the  news  was  received 
hero  of  the  movement  of  Major  Anderson.  That  news  was  communi- 
cated to  you  immediately,  and  you  postponed  our  meeting  until  half- 
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past  two  o'clock;  od  Fridnj,  in  order  that  yoa  might  codsuU  your 
Cabinet.  On  Friday  wo  saw  you,  and  we  called  upon  you  then  to  redeem 
your  pledge.  You  could  not  deny  it.  Witii  the  facts  we  have  stated, 
and  in  the  face  of  the  crowning  and  conclusive  fact,  that  your  Secre- 
tary of  War  had  resigned  his  seat  in  the  Cabinet,  upon  the  publidj 
avowed  ground  that  the  action  of  Major  Anderson  had  violated  the 
pledged  faith  of  the  Government,  and  that  unless  tbe  pledge  was  io- 
stantly  redeemed,  he, was  dishonored;  denial  was  impossible;  yoa  did 
not  deny  it.  You  do  not  deny  it  now,  but  you  seek  to  escape  from  its 
obligation  on  two  grounds:  Ist,  That  we  terminated  all  negotiatioD  by 
demanding,  as  a  preliminary,  .the  withdrawal  of  the  United  -  States 
troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston;  and  2d,  That  the  authorities  of 
South  Carolina,  instead  of  asking  explanation,  and  giving  you  the  op- 
portunity to  vindicate  yourself,  took  possession  of  other  property  of  the 
United  States.     We  will  examine  both. 

In  the  first  place,  we  deny  positively,  that  we  have  ever^  io  any  way, 
made  any  such  demand.  Our  letter  is  in  your  possession;  it  «wiii  ■ 
stand  by  this  on  the  record.  In  it,  we  inform  you  of  the  objects  of  oar 
mission.  We  say  that  it  would  have  been  our  duty  to  have  assured 
you  of  our  readiness  to  commence  negotiations  with  the  most  earnest 
and  anxious  desire  to  settle  all  questions  between  us  amicably,  and  to 
our  mutual  advantage,  but  that  events  had  rendered  that  assurance  im- 
possible. ,  We  stated  the  events;  and  we  said  that,  until  some  satisfac- 
tory explanation  of  these  events  was  given  us,  we  could  not  proceed, 
and  then,  having  made  ^is  request  for  explanation,  we  added,  '^  and, 
in  conclusion,  we  would  urge  upon  you  the  immediate  withdrawal  of 
the  troops  from  the  harbor  of  Charleston.  Under  present  circumstances 
they  are  a  standing  menace,  which  renders  negotiation  impossible," 
&c.  "  Under  present  circumstances ! "  What  circumstances  ?  Why, 
clearly,  the  occupation  of  Fort  Sumter,  and  the  dismantling  of  Fort 
Moultrie  by  Major  Anderson,  in  the  face  of  your  pledges,  and  without 
explanation  or  practical  disavowal.  And  there  is  nothing  in  the 
letter,  which  would  or  could  have  prevented  you  from  declining  to 
withdraw  the  -troops,  and  ofifcring  the  restoration  of  the  status  to  which 
you  were  pledged,  if  such  had  been  your  desire.  It  would  have  been 
wiser  and  better,  in-  our  opinion,  to  have  withdrawn  the  troops,  and  thi^ 
opinion  we  urged  upon  you,  but  we  demanded  nothing  but  such  an  ex- 
planation of  the  events  of  the  last  twenty  four  hours  as  would  restore 
our  confidence  in  the  spirit  with  which  the  negotiation  should  be  con- 
ducted.    In  relation  to  this  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  the  harbor. 
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we  are  compelled,  however,  to  notice  one  passage  of  your  letter.  He- 
ferring  to  it,  jou  say :  *'lhis  I  cannot  3o.  This  I  will  not  do.  Such 
an  idea. was  never  thought  of  by  tne  in  any  possible  contingency.  No 
allusion  to  it  had  ever  been  made  in  any  communication  between  myself 
and  aay  human  being/' 

In  reply  to  this  statement  wo  are  compelled  to  say,  that  your  con- 
Tersatioo  with  us  left  upon  our  minds  the  distinct  impression  that  you 
did  seriously  contemplate  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  Charleston 
harbor.  And,  in  support  of  this  impression,  we  would  add  that  we 
have  the  positive  assurance  of  gentlemen  of  the  highest  possible  public 
reputation,  and  the  most  unsullied  integrity — men  whoso  name  and 
fame,  secured  by  long  service  and  patriotic  achievement,  place  their 
testimony  beyond  cavil — that  such  suggestions  had  been  made  to,  and 
urged  upon  you  by  them,  and  had  formed  the  subject  of  more  than  one 
earnest  discussion  with  you.  'And  it  was  this  knowledge  that  induced 
TUB  to  urge  upon  you  a  policy  which  had  to  recommend  it  its  own 
wisdom  and  the  weight  of  such  authority.  As  to  the  second  point, 
that  the*authorities  of  South  Carolina,  instead  of  asking  ezpladatious, 
and  giving  you  the  opportunity  to  vindicate  yourself,  took  possession 
of  other  property  of  the  United  States,  we  would  observe :  1st,  That, 
even  if  this  were  so,  it  doe&  not  avail  you  for  defence,  for  the  oppor- 
tunity for  decision  was  afforded  you  before  these  facts  occurred.  We 
arrived  in  \Yashington  on  Wednesday.  The  news  from  Major  Ander- 
son reached  here  early  on  Thursday,  and  was  immediately  communi- 
cated to  you.  All  that  day,  men  of  the  highest  consideration — men 
who  had  striven  successfully  to  lift  you  to  your  great  office — who  had 
been  your  tried  and  true  friends  through  the  troubles  of  your  adminis- 
tration— sought  you,  and  entreated  you  to  act — to  act  at  once.  They, 
told  you  that  every  hour  complicated  your  position.  They  only  asked 
you  to  give  the  assurance  that,  if  the  facts  were  so — that,  if  the  Com- 
mander had  acted  without,  and  against  your  orders,  and  in'^violation  of 
your  pledges,  that  you  would  restore  the  status  you  had  pledged  your 
honor  to  maintain. 

You  refused  to  decide,  i  oftr  Secretary  of  War — ^your  immediate 
and  proper  adviser  in  this  whole  matter — waited  anxiously  for  your 
decision,  until  he  felt  that  delay  was  becoming  dishonor.  More  than 
twelve  hours  passed,  and  two  Cabinet  meetings  had  adjourned  before 
JOU  knew  what  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina  had  done,  and  your 
prompt  decision  at  any  moment  of  that  time,  would  have  avoided  the 
subsequent  complications.     But  if  you  had  known  the  acts  of  the 
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authorities  of  South  CaroliDa,  should  that  have  prevented  jour  keeping 
your  faith  ?  '  What  was  the  coYiditiou  of  thin^^s  ?  For  the  last  sixty 
days,  you  have  had  in  Charleston  harbor,  not  force  enough  to  hold  the 
forts  against  an  equal  enemy.  Two  of  them  were  empty ;  one  of  those 
two,  the  most  important  in  the  harbor.  It  'could  have  been  taken  at 
any  time.  You  ought  to  know  better  than  any  man,  that  it  would  have 
been  taken,  but  for  the  efforts  of  those  who  put  their  trust  in  your  honor. 
Believing  that  they  were  threatened  by  Fort  Sumicr  especially,  the 
people  were,  with  difficulty,  restrained  from  securing,  without  blood, 
the  possession  of  this  important  fortress.  After  many  and  reiterated 
assurances  given  on  your  behalf,  which  we  cannot  believe  unauthorised, 
they  determined  to  forbear,  and  in  -good  faith  sent  on  their  Commis- 
sioners to  negotiate  with  you.  They  meant  you  no  harm ;  wished  yoa 
no  ill.  They  thought  of  you  kindly,  believed  you  true,  and  were  will- 
ing, as  far  as  was  consistent  with  duty,  to  spare  you  unnecessary  and 
hostile  collision.  Scarcely  had  their  Comniissiuners  left,  than  Major 
Anderson  waged  war.  No  other  words  will  describe  his  action.  It 
was  not  a  peaceful  change  from  one  fort  to  another ;  it  was  a  hostile 
act  in  the  highest  sense — one  only  justified  in  the  presence  of  a 
superior  enemy,  and  in  imminent  peril.  He  abandoned  his  position, 
spiked  his  guns,  burned  his  gun-carriages*,  made  preparations  for  the 
destruction  of  his  post,  and  withdrew,  under  cover  of  t,he  night,  to  a 
safer  position.  This  was  war.  No  man  could  have  believed  (without 
your  assurance)  that  any  officer  could  have  taken  such  a  step,  **  not 
only  without  orders,- but  against  orders."  What  the  State  did,  was  iu 
simple  s^lf-defcrice ;  for  this  act,  with  all  its  attending  circumstances, 
was  as  much  war  as  firing  a  volley;  and  war  being  thus  begun,  until 
*  those  commencing  it  explained  their  action,  and  disavowed  their  inten- 
tion, there  was  no  room  for  delay;  and,  even  at  this  moment,  while  we 
are  writing,  it  is  more  than  probable,  from  the  tenor  of  your  letter,  that 
reinforcements  are  hurrying  on  to  the  conflict,  so  that  when  the  first 
gun  shall  be  fired,  there  will  have  been,  on  your  part,  one  continuous 
consistent  scries  of  actions  commencing  in  a  demonstration  essentially 
warlike,  supported  by  regular  reinforcdnent,  and  terminating  in  defeat 
or  victory.  And  all  this  without  the  slightest  provocation  ;  for,  among 
the  many  things  which  you  have  said,  there  is  one  thing  you  cannot 
say — you  have  waited  anxiously  for  news  from  the  seat  of  war,  in  hopes 
that  delay  would  furnish  some  excuse  for  this  precipitation.  But  this 
"tangible  evidence  of  a  design  to  proceed  to  a  ho.stile  act,  on  the  part 
of  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina/'  (which  is  the  only  justification  of 
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AiSajor  AndersoD,)  you  are  forced  to  admit  "  has  not  yet  been  alleged." 
USat  yon  have  decided.  You  have  resolved  to  bold  by  force  what  you 
lis^ve  obtained  through  our  misplaced  confidence^  and  by  refusing  to 
disavow  the  action  of  Major  Anderson,  have  converted  his  violation  of 
o-rders  into  a  legitimate  act  of  your  Executive  authority.  Be  the  issue 
*virhat  it  may,  of  this  we  are  assured,  that  if  Fort  Moultrie  has  been  re- 
<^orded  in  history  as  a  memorial  of  Carolina  gallantry,  Fort  Sumter  will 
Xs.ve  upon  the  succeeding  page  as  an  imperishable  testimony  of  Carolina 

6j  jour  course,  you  have  probably  rendered  civil  war  inevitable.

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STATEMENT 

Of  Messrs.  Miles  and  Keitt,  of  what  transpired 

between  the  president  and  the  south 

Carolina  Delegation. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Convention,  we  beg  leaye  to 
make  the  following  statement : 

On  Saturday,  the  8th  of  December,  several  of  the  South  Carolin* 
delegation,  including  ourselves,  waited  upon  the  President.  At  this 
time,  there  was  a  growing  belief  that  reinforcements  were  on  the  e?e 
of  being  sent  to  the  forts  in  Charleston  harbor.  It  was  known  that 
the  subject  was  frequently  and  earnestly  discussed  in  the  Cabinet.,  It 
was*  rumored  that  General  Cass  and  Mr.  Holt  were  urgent  that  kId- 
foroements  should  be  sent.  Upon  our  being  announced,  the  PresiAeot, 
who  was  then  in  Cabinet  Council,  came  out  to  us  in  the  ante-room' 
JVe  at  once  entered  into  a  conversation  upon  the  topic  which  was  to 
closely  occupying  his  thoughts  ^s  well  as  ours.  The  President  seemed 
much  disturbed  and  moved.  He  told  us  that  he  had  had  a  painfol  in- 
terview with  the  wife  of  Major  Anderson,  who  had  come  on  from  Ne* 
York  to  see  him.  She  had  manifested  great  anxiety  and  distress  at 
the  situation  of  her  husband,  whom  she  seemed  to  consider  ^n  momeD- 
tary  danger  of  an  attack  from  an  excited  and  lawless  mob.  The  Pre^^' 
dent  professed  to  feel  a  deep  responsibility  resting  upon  him  to  protect 
the  lives  of  Major  Anderson  and  his  comm&nd.  We  told  him  that  the 
news  that  reinforcements  were  on  their  way  to  Charleston,  would  ho 
the  surest  means  of  provoking  what  Mrs.  Anderson  apprehended,  and 
what  he  so  much  deprecated.  We  said,  further,  jhat  we  did  not  he- 
lieve  that  Major  Anderson  was  in  any  danger  of  such  an  attack ,  that 
the  general  eejitiment  of  the  State  was  against  any  such  proceeding' 
That,  prior  to  the  action  of  the  State  Convention,  then  only  ten  days 
off,  we  felt  satisfied  that  there  would  be  no  attempt  to  molest  the  forts 
in  any  way.  That,  after  the  Convention  met — while  we  could  not  pos- 
sibly undertake  to  say  what  that  body  would  see  fit  to  do — we  yet 
hoped  and  believed  that  nothing  would  be  done  until  we  had  first  en- 
deavored, by  duly  accredited  Commissioners,  to  negotiate  for  a  peacefol 
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settlemeDt  of  all  matters^  iDcludlDg  the  deliyery  of  the  forts,  between 
South  Carolina  and  the  Federal  Government.  At  the  same  time,  we 
again  reiterated  our  solemn  belief  that  any  change  in  the  then  existing 
oqnditionof  things  in  Charleston  harbor,  would,  in  the  excited  state 
of  feeling  at  home,  inevitably  precipitate  a  collision.  The  impression 
made  upon  us  was,  that  the  President  was  wavering,  and  had  not  de- 
cided what  course  he  would  pursue.  He  said  he  was  glad  to  have  had 
this  conversation  with  us,  but  would  prefer  that  we  should  give  him  a 
written  memorandum  of  the  substance  of  what  we  had  said.  This  we 
did  on  Monday,  the  10th.     It  was  in  these  words  : 

To  his  Excellency  James  Buchanan, 

President  of  the  United  States  : 
In  compliance  with  our  statement  to  you  yesterday,  we  now  express 
to  you  our  strong  convictions  that  neither  the  constituted  authorities^ 
nor  any  body  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  will  either 
attack  or  molest  the  United  States  forts  in  the  harbor  of  Charleston, 
previously  to  the  action  of  the  Convention,  and  we  hope  and  believe 
not  untU  an  offer  has  been  made,  through  an  accredited  representative, 
to  negotiate  for  an  amicable  arrangement  of  all  matters  between  the 
State  and  the  Federal  Government,  provided  that  no  reinforcements 
aball  be  sent  into  those  forts,  and  their  relative  military  status  shall 
remain  as  at  present.

The  President  did  not  like  the  word  *'  provided,"  because  it  looked 
as  if  we  were  binding  him  while  avowing  that  we  had  no  authority  to 
commit  the  Convention.  We  told  him  that  we  did  not  so  understand 
it.  We  were  expressing  our  convictions  and  belief,  predicated  upon 
the  maintenance  of  a  certain  condition  o^j^hings,  which  maintenance 
was  absolutely  and  entirely  in  his  powef,*^  If  he  maintained  such  con- 
dition, then  we  believed  that  collision  would  be  avoided  until  the  at- 
tempt at  a  peaceable  negotiation  had  failed.  If  he  did  not,  then  we 
solemnly  assured  him  that  we  believed  that  collision  must  inevitably, 
and  at  once,  be  precipitated.  He  seemed  satisfied,  and  sud  it*was  not 
his  intention  to  send  reinforcements;  or  make  any  change.     We  ex- 
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plained  to  bim  what  we  meant  by  the  words  <^  relative  military  atatoa," 
as  applied  to  the  forts ;  mentioned  the  difference  between  Major  An- 
derson's occupying  bis  then  position  at  Fort  Moaltrie,  and  throwing 
himself  into  Fort  Sumter.  We  stated  that  the  latter  step  would'  be 
equivalent  to  reinforcing  the  garrison,  and  would  just  as  certainly  as 
the  sending  of  fresh  troops,  lead  to  the  result  which  we  both  desired 
to  avoid.  When  we  rose  to  go,  the  President  said  in  substanee,  ''Aftec 
all,  this  is  a  matter  of  honor  among  gentleman.  I  do  not  know  that 
any  paper  or  writing  is  necessary.  We  understand  each  other."  One 
of  the  delegation,  just  before  leaving  the  room,  remarked  :  '^  Mr. 
President,  you  have  determined  to  let  things  remain  as  they  are,  and 
not  to  send  reinforcements ;  but,  suppose  that  you  were  hereafter  to 
change  your  policy  for  any  reason,  what  then  ?  That  would  put  us, 
who  are  williug  to  use  our  personal  influence  to  prevent  any  attack 
upon  the  forts  before  Commissioners  are  sent  on  to  Washington, 
in  rather  an  embarrassing  position."  '^  Then,"  said  the  President, 
*•  I  would  first  return  you  this  paper."  We  do  not  pretend  to  give  tho 
exact  words  on  either  side,  but  we  are  sure  we  give  the  sense  of  both. 
The  above  is  a  full  and  exact  account  of  what  passed  between  the 
President  and  the  delegation.  The  President,  in  his  letter  to  our 
Commissioners,  tries  to  give  the  impresssion  that  our  ''  understanding  " 
or  "  agreement "  was  not  a  *f  pledge."  We  confess  we  are  not  suf- 
ficiently versed  in  the  wiles  of  diplomacy  to  feel  the  force  of  this  "  dis- 
tinction without  a  difference."  Nor  can  we  understand  how,  in  "  a 
matter  of  Jionor  among  gentlemen,"  in  which  **  no  paper  or  writing 
is  necessary,"  the  very  party  who  was  willing  to  put  it  on  that  high 
footing  can  honorably  descend  to  mere  verbal  criticism,  to  purge  him- 
self of*  what  all  gentlemen  and  men  of  honor  must  consider  a  breach 
of  faith.  The  very  fact  that  we  (the  Representatives  from  South 
Carolina)  were  not  authorized  to  commit  or  "  pledge  "  the  State,  were 
not  treating  with  the  President  as.  accredited  ministers,  with  full 
powers,  but  as  gentlemen,  assuming,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  delicate 
task  of  undertaking  to  foreshadow  the  course  and  policy  of  the  State, 
should  have  made  the  Prej^^ident  tho  more  ready  to  strengthen  our 
hands  to  bring  about  and  carry  out  that  course  and  policy  which  he 
professed  to  have  as  much  at  heart  as  we  had.  While  we  were  not 
authorized  to  say  that  tho  Convention  would  not  order  the  occupation 
of  the  forts  immediately  after  secession,  and  prior  to  the  sending  on  of 
Commissioners,  the  President,  as  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  could  most  positively  say,  that  so  long 
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South  Carolina  abstaiDed  from  attacking  and  seizing  the  forts,  he 
Diild  Dot  send  reinforcements  to  them,  or  allow  their  relative  military 
status  to  be  changed.     We  were  acting  in  the  capacity  of  gentlemen 
3:ioldiDg  certain  prominent  positions,  and  anxious  to  exert  snch  infla- 
"^Dce  08  we  might  possess  to  effect  a  peaceful  solution  of  pending  politi- 
«DaI   difficulties,  and  prevent,  if  possible,  the  horrors  of  war.     The 
.D?re8ident  was  acting  in  a  double  capacity ;  not  only  as  a  gentleman, 
^^rhofie  influence  in  carrying  out  his  share  of  the  understanding,  or 
^Bigreement,  was  potential,  but  as  the  head  of  the  army,  and,  therefore, 
^Shaving  the  absolute  control  of  the  whole  matter  of  reinforcing  or  trans- 
-^erring  the  garrison  at  Charleston.     But  we  have  dwelt  lung  'enough 
-^pon  this  point     Suffice  it  to  say,  that  considering  the  President  as 
3fcound  in  honor,  if  not  by  treaty  stipulations,  not  to  make  any  change 
.^Sd  the  forts,  or  to  send  reinforcements  to  them,  unless  they  were  attacked, 
ire  of  the  delegation  who  were  elected  to  the  Convention,  felt  equally 
ound  in  honor  to  do  every  thing  on  our  part  to  prevent  any  prema- 
t  collision.     This  Convention  can  bear  us  witness  as  to  whether  or 
ot  we  endeavored  honorably  to  carry  out  our  share  of  the  agreement.' 
The  publisiicd   debates  at  the  very  commencement  of  the  session, 
--^-contain  the  evidence  of  our  good  faith.     We  trusted  the  President.     Wo 
believed  his  wishes  concurred .  with  his  policy,  and  that  both  were 
directed  to  avoiding  any  inauguration  of  hostilities.     We  were  con- 
firmed in  our  confidence,  and  reassured  in  our  belief  by  a  significant 
event  which  took  place  subsequent  to  our  interview.     He  allowed  his 
premier  Cabinet  officer,  an  old  and  tried  friend,  to  resign,  rather  than 
jicld  to  his  solicitations  for  the  reinforcement  of  the  garrii>on  at  Charles- 
(bn.     We  urged  this    as    a    convincing  proof  of   his    firmness  and 
sincerity*    But  how  have  we  been  deceived !     The  news  of  Major 
Anderson's  coup  produced  a  sudden  And  unexpected  change  in  the 
President's  policy.     While  declaring  that  his  withdrawal  from  Fort 
Moultrie   to    Fort    Sumter   was   <^  without   orders,   and   contrary   to 
orders,"  he  yet  refused,  for  twelve  hours,  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter.     For  twelve  hours,  therefore,  without  any  excuse,  he  refiwed 
to  redeem  his  plighted  word.     No  subsequent  acts  on  the  part  of  our 
State — no  after  reasons — can  wipe  away  the  stain  which  he  sufi*ered  to 
rest  upon  his  ''  honor  as  a  gentleman,"  while  those   hours,  big  with 
portentous  events,  rolled  slowly  by.     His  Secretary  of  War,  impatient 
of  a  delay,  every  moment  of  which  he  felt  touched  his  ojfn  honor, 
resigned.     Hjb  did  so  solely  on  the  ground  thaj;  the  faith  of  the  Gov- 
ernment— solemnly  pledged — was  broken,  if  it  failed  pron)ptly  to  undo 
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what  had  been  done  oontrary  to  its  wishes — against  its  settled  policy — 
and  in  violation  of  its  distinct  agreement.  The  President  accepted  his 
resignation  without  comment.  He  did  not  attempt  to  disabuse  the 
mind  of  his  Secretary  as  to  what  was  the  true  position  of  the  Oovern- 
ment.  What  a  spectacle  docs  the  President's  vacillating  and  disinge- 
nuous course  present !  He  allows  one  Secretary  to  resign  rather  than 
abandon  a  policy  which  he  has  agreed  upon.  Scarcely  have  a  few  short 
weeks  elapsed ,  and  he  accepts  the  resignation  of  another,  rather  than 
adhere  to  that  very  policy.  He  makes  an  agreement  with  gentlemen 
which,  while  he  admits  that  they  have  faithfully  kept  it  on  their  part, 
he  himself  evades  and  repudiates.  And  this  he  does  rather  than  re- 
dress a  wrong — correct  an  error — whet  he  himself  considei;p  an  error — 
committed  by  a  subordinate,  without  his  orders,  and  contrary  to  his 
wishes !  It  was  at  least  due  to  Mr.  Floyd,  who,  as  one  of  his  Cabinet, 
had  officially  and  personally  stood  by  his  administration  from  its  very 
commencement — through  good  report,  and  through  evil  report — to  have 
explained  to  him  that  he  was,  in  the  President's  opinion,  laboring 
under  a  misapprehension.  At  least,  to  have  said  to  him,  '^jon  are 
mistaken  about  this  matter — do  not  leave  me  on  a  false  issue."  Bnt 
no;  he  coldly,  uBgraciously,'yet  promptly,  receives  the  resignation  with- 
out a  syllable  of  remonstrance,  and  thus 'tacitly,  but  unequivocally, 
accepts  without  shame  the  issue  presented. ,  He  does  not  deny  that  the 
faith  of  his  government  is  pledged,  but  he  deliberately,  refuses  to  re- 
deem it.

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COMMUNICATION  FROM  HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE 
GOVERNOR. 

State  of  South  Carolina,  Executive  Department, 

CharlestoD,  March  28,  1861. 
To  the  Prendent  and  Members  of  the  Convention  : 

Gentlemen  :  On  the  12th  day  of  February  hut,  the  Confederate 
GoTernmeDt  adopted  the  followiDg  resolatioD  : 

*'  Resolved^  That  this  GoVerDment  takes  under  its  charge  the  ques- 
tions and  difficulties  now  existing  between  several  States  of  this  Con- 
federacy and  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the 
occupation  of  Forts,  Arsenals,  Navy  Yards,  and  other  public  establish- 
ments ;  and  that  the  President  of  the  Congress  be  directed  to  commu- 
nicate this  resolution  to  the  Governors  of  the  States.'' 

And  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  the  Secretary  of  War  wrote  me  in  the 
following  language : 

<<  Under  this  Act  the  President  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  he  as- 
sumes control  of  all  the  military  operations  of  your  State,  having  refer- 
ence to,  or  connected  with,  questions  between  your  State  and  powers 
foreign  to  it. 

'^  He  also  directs  me  to  request  you  to  communicate  to  the  Depart- 
ment without  delay,  the*  quantity  and  character  of  arms  and  munitions 
of  war  which  have  been  acquired  from  the  United  States,  and  which 
are  now  in  the  Forts,  Arsenab  and  Navy  Yards  of  your  State,  and  all 
other  arms  and  munitions  which  your  State  may  desire  to  turn  over  and 
make  chargeable  to  this  Government." 

The  Provbional  Government  for  the  Confederate  States  was  created 
by  your  authority,  through  delegates  appointed  to  meet  other  delegates 
from  all  the  seceding  States,  and,  therefore,  I  consider  the  acts  of  the 
Provisional  Government  as  binding  upon  South  Carolina.  By  virtue 
of  this  authority,  the  President  of  the  Confederate  Government,  on  the 
third  of  this  months  placed  General  Beauregard  in  full  command  of  all 
forces  in  actual  service,  in  and  around  Charleston.  He  is  a  scientific 
and  thorough-bi^d  officer,  and  no  appointment  oould  have  been  more 
acceptable. 
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» 

[  did  not  think  I  was  fully  aathorized  to  transfer  the  enlisted  foroes 
of  South  Carolina  over  to  the  Confederate  Oovernment,  because  their 
enlistment  was  in  the  nature  of  a  contract  with  the  State,  the  oonditions 
of  which  could  not  be  varied,  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

I  have  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  Confederate  States 
a  full  and  accurate  list  of  the  officers  that  have  been  appointed  in  the 
regular  enlisted  service  of  this  State,  and  took  oocaaion  to  aay  that  I 
would  refer  the  matter  ta  the  Convention  to  determine  and  fix<he  oon- 
ditions upon  which  this  force  should  be  transferred  over  to  the  Confed- 
erate Government.  It  was  a  force  raised  under  peculiar  eiroamsianoefl 
of  great  excitement  and  peril,  and  the  offioera  have  been  selected  with 
strict  regard,  in  most  instances,  to  military  services  heretofore  ren- 
dered in  the  late  Mexican  war,  or  in  reference  to  their  rank  and  posi- 
tion in  the  late  United  States  army. 

I  respectfully  urge,  therefore,  that  the  Convention  may  preserve  their 
rank  and  commissions,  as  far  as  possible,  in  any  arrangement  or  trans- 
fer they  may  make  of  them  to  the  Confederate  Government.  This  force 
was  enlisted  for  one  year,  and  in  any  events  that  may  arise,  it  will  re- 
quire at  least  six  hundred  men  to  garrison  the  forts  in  Charleston  har- 
bor ;  and  it  will  also  require  a  company  permanently  stationed  at  the 
mouth  of  Stono,  and  one  near  Georgetown ;  at  least  one,  if  not  more,  at 
and  near  Beaufort ;  in  all  eight  hundred  men.  If  there  should  be  any 
continued  agitation  or  apprehension  of  protracted  war,  then,  of  oobrse, 
it  would  require  many  more.  If  the  Confederate  Government  would 
receive  this  enlisted  forcd  with  their  officers,  then  they  might  consti- 
tute,  for  their  term  of  service,  the  permanent  garrison  force  on  the  sca- 
ooast  of  South  Carolina.  We  happened  to  be  the  pioneer  State  in  the 
great  movements  that  have  taken  place  in  the  last  three  months,  and 
this  force  was  suddenly  raised  under  circumstances  requiring  the  stern- 
est character.  They  have  served  faithfully,  and  their  General  has  been 
a  brave  and  meritorious  officer  in  the  Palmetto  Regiment  through  the 
Mexican  war,  and  of  great  experience  as  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Gen- 
eral, appointed  by  the  Legislature  for  many  years.  The  other  field 
officers  and  captains,  with  but  a  single  exception,  have  also  either 
served  through  the  same  war,  or  been  graduates  of  West  Point,  and 
officera  in  the  United  States  Army.  It  may  then  be  said,  as  far  as  offi- 
ccra  are  concerned,  to  be  as  efficient  a  force  for  the  number  as  can  be 
obtained.  « ' 

I,  therefore,  most  rc-?pectfully  urge  that  the' Convention  will  effectu- 
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ally  guard  and  pre^bnre  their  rights  io  any  arraDgement  or  disposition 
they  may  adopt  in  reference  to  their  transfer  to  the  Confederate  Gor- 
emment.  The  high-toned  and  nohle  regiment,  commanded  hy  Colonel 
Oregg,  was  organized  under  resolutions  adopted  hy  your  body.  They 
were  called  forth  at  a  time  when  w?  expected  an  immediate  conflict  of 
anna,  and  under  the  powers  granted  me  by  the  Convention,  I  entrastcd, 
to  a  great  extent,  their  formation  to  their  patriotic  and  gifted  comman- 
der. The  term  of  service  for  which. they  volunteered  wa^  only  six 
months,  and  I  believe  they  do  not  propose  a  longer  term  now,  unless 
there  should  be  some  prospect  of  a  more  general  state  of  hostilities. 
Bui  I  communicate  with  this  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  and 
refer  to  the  details  there  presented  for  a  more  full  account  of  the 
forces  that  have  been  employed.  I  most  cordially  adopt  that  report, 
and  reoommend  its  dear  and  truthful  representations  to  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Convention. 

I  send  on,  Also,  with  this,  copies  of  all  letters  that  have  passed,  in 
relation  to  the  military  forces  of  this  State,  from  myself  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Confederate  States,  and  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  Navy, 
together  with  their  replies.  I  make  this  communication  in  order  that 
the  Convention  may  fully  understand  all  that  has  been  done,  and  the 
particular  interests  involved.  I  doubt  the  right  to  make  the  transfer 
of  these  forces  and  fix  the  conditions  that  may  be  necessary,  ^xoept 
through  the  Convention. 

I  also  communicate,  with  this,  reports  from  the  different  heads  of 
Bureaus  or  Departments,  and  refer  with  great  satisfaction  to  them,  as 
not  only  showing  the  ability  and  faithfulness  with  which  each  one  of 
them  has  administered  the  affairs  under  his  particular  charge,  but  also 
to  show,  that  if  the  Executive  has  been  at  all  successful  in  administer- 
ing the  duties  of  gffice,  it  was  principally  owing  to  the  very  able 
Council  with  which  he  was  surrounded.  It  was  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Convention  that  this  Council  was  appointed.  One  of  its  most  useful 
and  patriotic  members  has  been  transferred  to  the  Administration  of 
the  Confederate  Government ;  and  I  have  appointed  the  Hon.  Edward 
Frost  a  member  of  the  Council  in  his  place.  It  itfia  required  by  the 
resolution  appointing  this  Council,*  that  I  should  refer  any  nomination 
to  your  body  for  confirmation.  I,  therefore,  now  respectfully  refer  to 
you  this  nomination  for  your  confirmation. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  from  the  Treasury  Department,  that 
our  expenditures  have  been  9640,817  (six  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
three  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars)  3  of  this  amount,  9195,500  was 
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expended  by  the  Ordnance  Board.  This  includes  'what  has  been  ex- 
pended for  ordnance  and  munitions  of  all  kinds.  As  to  all  expenses 
incurred  since  the  2pth  December  last,  the  day  on  which  South  Caro- 
lina seceded  from  the  old  Confederacy,  I  take  it  for  granted  the  Goy- 
ernment  of  the  Confederate  States  will  become  responsible  to  us  for  the 
amount,  as  it  was  incurred  in  defence  of  a  common  cause,  and  particu- 
larly as  the  Confederate  Government  expressly  a^Bsumed  jurisdiction  of 
all  questiops  between  us  and  any  other  Governments  relating  to  defences 
and  military  operations. 

It  will  be  perceived  that,  through  a  communication  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  at  Montgomery,  I  was  particularly  requested  to  torn  over 
all  arms  and  munitions  received  from  the  Arsenal  of  the  United  States  in 
this  city,  and  alsa  all  other  arms  I  might  think  proper.  I  suppose  the 
ordnance  and  arms  the  State  owned  itself,  wjiich  were  purchased  in 
1850  and  1851,  might  with  great  propriety  be  retained  by  the  State 
now ;  as  also  some  small  arms  in  the  late  United  States  Arsenal,  essen- 
tial to  arm  our  volunteer  force  if  called  into  service,  ought  to  be  retained;, 
but  all  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  procured  and  purchased  recently, 
might  be  very  appropriately  turned  over  to  the  Confederate  (Govern- 
ment ;  and  I  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Gonvention  to 
this  subject,  as  connected  with  any  arrangement  they  might  make  in 
reference  to  the  transfer  of  our  regular  forces  to  the  Confederate 
States. 

I  herewith  transmit  thQ  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  of  the  different 
States  that  have  seceded,  and  would  call  attention  to  the  obvious  pro- 
priety of  providing  for  them,  together  with  our  own  Ordinance  on  the 
same  subject,  some  suitable  place  of  safe  deposit.  They  are  the  sim- 
ple, but  authentic  records  of  events  well  calculated  to  produce  a  pro- 
found impression  upon  the  future  destiny  of  our  country. 

Heretofore  in  the  history  of  the  world,  the  great  struggle  has  been 
to  secure  the  personal  rights  of  individuals.  In  former  times,  the 
power  of  government  absorbed  all  individual  or  personal  rights  of  citi- 
zens. But  our  English  ancestors  by  their  sturdy  virtues,  engrafted,  at 
different  periods,  i^ch  grants  and  restrictions  upon  the  British  Constitu- 
tion, as  effectually  secured  personal  rights,  and  as  far  as  that  branch 
of  liberty  is  involved,  they  made  it  as  perfect  as  in  any  other  country. 

To  secure  the  political  rights  of  separate  and  independent  commu- 
nities, required  a  higher  and  broader  range  of  political  experience. 
The  guarantees  for  personal  rights  in  England  was  a  great  advance 
over  the  old  feudal  system  of  Europe;  and  it  was  then  left  to  the  sepa- 
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rate  State?  of  'Ameriba  to  develop  a  higher  experience  over  a  larger 
extent  of  territoi^y,  in  those  guarantees  necessary  to  secure  the  locql 
rights  of  separate  and  independent  communities,  united  under  one 
common  government. 

.    The  old  Constitution  was  intended  to  effect  this  advance  in  the 
science  of   government,  and  if  it  had  heen   properly  adminis^red, 
would  have  contined  to  develop  the  mighty  resources  and  power  of  a 
wonderful  people.      But,  under  the   comhination   of  ambition   with 
fanaticism,  they  attempted  to  organize  the  great  masses  of  the  people, 
so*  as  to  act  together  in  a  consolidated  majority,'  and  administer  the 
coaimon  government  without  regard  to  the  sacred  guarantees  by  which 
the  local  rights  and  interests  of  separate  communities  should  be  pre- 
served  under  the  absolute   control   of  their  separate   governments. 
^hiSy  of  course,  reversed  the  whole  philosophy  of  our  peculiar^system, 
&nd  if  permitted  to  become  successful,  would  have  given  us  no  advance 
over  the  European  system  of  government.     In  fact,  it  would  have 
placed  us  behind  them  in  progress,  for  many  of  their  roost  enlightened 
xind  powerful  goyemments  asserted  the  doctrine  and  acted  upon  it, 
^hat  governments  and  dynasties  can  be  changed  by  popular  sovereignty 
expressed  through  universal 'suffrage,  in  independent    communities; 
sod  they  avow  this  as  a  substitute  for  the  old  theory  of  divine  and 
liereditary  right. 

Under  our  old  articles  of  confederation  the  government  had^failed, 
mnd  the  Constitution  of  the.  United  States  grew,  out  of  the  force  of 
circumstances,  and  was  adopted  in   order  to  secure,  at  Ihat  period,  a 
more  perfect  union  to  enable  us  to  resist  foreign  aggression.     We  have 
outgrown  that  state  of  things,  and  the  danger  lately  was  not  from 
foieign  aggression,  but  from  internal  corruption,  and  from  an  assump- 
tion in  parts  and  majorities,  of  absolute  government  over  other  parts, 
without  refence  to  the  limitations  and  reservations  of  the  compact. 
Thus,  that  Constitution  ran  its  career  and  fulfilled  its  destiny,  under 
the  perverted  and  vitiated  idea  that  we  were  a  consolidated  people. 
Under  prejudices  fostered  by  designing  men,  and  under  the  worst  pas- 
Fiona  inflamed   by  bad   men,  an  absolute  majority  was   created,  who 
assumed  that  their  will  must  necessarily  be  the  government,  instead  of 
the  fixed  principles  of  the  Cpnstitution,  which  were  intended  to  guard 
the  local  rights  and  interests  of  the  separate  and  independent  commu- 
nities which  composed  the  Confederacy  of  States. 

Our  State,  true  to  the  great  principles  upon  which  the  Confederacy 
was  formed,  and  true  to  those  great  and  progressive  ideas  which  were 
t)5 
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BO  ideDtified  with  *Amerioaa  iDdepeodeooe,  was  forced  tb  resume  her 
original  powers  of  governmeDt;  and  if  sbe 'succeeds  in  engrafitiog 
the  fuodaiueDtal  right  of  a  separate  and  indep^Ddent  State  to  with- 
draw from  any  Confederacy  that  may  be  formed,  whenever  her  people, 
in  sovereign  convention  assembled,  shall  so  decide,  then  she  will  have 
made, another  advance  in  the  science  of  government,  and  added  another 
guarantee  to  the  great  principle  of  civil  liberty.  And  if  this  princi- 
ple could  be  secured  without  an  at)peal  to  arms  and  blood,  it  would 
show  that  the  country  has  progressed  in  civilization  and  intelligence, 
so  far  as  to  be  able  td  settle  all  controversies  and  issues  involving  politi- 
cal rights  by  an  appeal  to  reason,  to  interest,  to  free  discussion,  to  con- 
ventions, to  treaties  and  covenants,  rather  than  by*  an  appeal  to  brutal 
force. 

True,  we  have  encountered  misrepresentation  and  abuse,  and  for  a 
people  so  small  in  numbers  as  we  are,  to  make  such  an  issue  as  we  did, 
was  full  of  danger  and  difficulty. 

But  no  people  are  fit  to  be  &ee  unless  they  are  able' to  treat  denuji- 
ciation  with  indifference  and  to  meet  danger  with  fortitude. 

From  peculiar  circumstances.  South  Carolina  was  called  on  to  take 
the  first  step  in  this  march  to  independeiice.  She  had  to  encounter 
the  first  shock  in  the  bitterness  and  fierce  passions  of  our  opponents. 
Those  who  had  mastered  the  power  of  the  'Government,  and  were 
fondly  gazing  on  the  rich  and  ripe  fruit- supposed  to  be  just  within 
their  grasp,  naturally  exasperated  in  disappointment,  caused  by  this 
State  intcrpostng  to  arrest  them  in  their  lawless  career  of  mad  ambition 
and  wild  fanaticism.  For  a  period  we  were  surrounded  with  great  dif- 
'ficulties,  and  threatened  with  danger  that  appeared  imminent. 

As  far  as  the  Executive  is  concerned,  I  always  considered  that  the 
peculiar  mission  of  this  State  was,  by  a  firm  and  temperate  course,  to 
lay  the  foundation  of  a  new  Confederacy  of  States,  homogeneous  in 
feeling  and  interest^  with  such  institutions  and  domestic  civilization  as 
would  unite  them  in  one  common  destiny,  with  a  government  devoted 
to  their  peace  and  safety,  and  with  no  interest  to  produce  the  slightest 
aggression  upon  other  people }  but  deeply  interested  to  (Jevelop  those 
productions  that  are  so  largely  demanded  in  the  peaceful  pursuits  of 
mankind,  and  entering  so  largely  into  the  comforts  and  progressive 
civilization  of  the  world. 

When  this  State  first  withdrew  from  the  Federal  Union,  J.  felt  that 
we  bore,  on  one  side,  critical  relations  to  the  Confederacy  we  had  left, 
and  also  very  delicate  and  peculiar  relations  to  those  slave  States  who 
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oonstitiited  the  border  of  the  Sonthem  States,  and  we  had  still  higher 
and  more  sacred  duties  and  relations  toward  oar  sister  States  of  the 
South,  who  were  expected  nobly  to  come  to  our  side  in  the  formation 
of  a  new  Confederacy. 

All  these  relations  made  our  course  quite  complicated,  and  full  of 
deep  obligations.  In  administering  the  duties  of  the  Executive  office, 
I  can  truly  say  that  I  never,  for  one  moment,  lost  sight  of  the  relations 
our  State  boro  to  all,  and  it  has  ever  been  my  endeavor,  while  sustain- 
ing her  separagd  rights  and  independence;  never  to  do  anythiDg  that 
might  show  indifference  to  apy  of  the  great  complicated  interests  and 
relations  with  which  she  was  surrounded. 

When  your  illustrious  body  ad}oumed,^ou^  saw  the  State  standing 
alone,  surrounded  with  peril,  and  clouds  resting  upon  the  future.  Un- 
der the  kind  dispensations  of  a  superintending  ^Providence,  I  am  now 
able  to  present  her  to  you  under  a  brighter  day,  surrounded  by  sister 
States  rich  in  their  resources,  with  their  bravc^and  patriotic  sons  stand- 
ing as  a  guard  in  the  portals  of  a  new  temple,  reared  by  our  common 
councib,  and  dedicated  to  the  separate  toverexgnty  of  free  and  inde- 
pendent States.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OP  STATE. 

^   State  of  South  Carolina^ 
Executive  Office,  Department  of  State, 
Charleston,  24th  March,  1861. 

Sir  :  Id  obedieDce  to  a  resolution  of  the  Executive  Council,  I  beg 
respectfully  to  report  ta  you  such  matters  transacted  in  the  department 
of  the  Executive  Council  under  my  charge,  as  may  be  of  interest  to 
the  Convention. 

The  printed  series  of  Executive  Documents  which  accompany  this 
report,  will  fully  and  sufficiently  explain  the  circumstances  which  in- 
duced ,  them.  To  these^  no  more  particular  reference  ia  necessary, 
than  such  as  it  may  be  proper  to  make  in  explanation  of  the  mission 
committed  to  the  Hon.  I.  W.  Hayne.  The  real  purpose  of  that  mis- 
sion was  to  determine  with  precision  the  precise  position  occupied  by 
the  Government  of  the 'United  States  to  the  State  of  South  i^arolina. 
The  repulse  of  the  <<  Star  of  the  West"  changed,  or  rather  defined  more 
sharply,  the  former  reUtions  of  the  State ;  and  the  communication  of 
the  commander  of  Fort  Sumter  required  that  the  power  to  execute  a 
purpose  like  that  threatened  byjiim,  should  not  be  within  the  oontrol 
of  any  one  longer  than  was  necessary^  to  accomplish  its  overthrow. 
To  demand  the  surrcDder  of  the  Fort  therefore,  became  a  duty ;  and  if 
a  duty,  to  transfer  the  demand  to  the  Government  by  which  only  the 
transfer  could  be  ordered,  was  manifestly  proper.  In  the  proaecution 
of  the  •  demand,  it  was  regarded  as  fortunate  that  circumstances  not 
invited  by  the  State,  but  yet  commanding  its  respectful  attentioc, 
should  have  intervened ;  and  that  these  should  have  led  to  the  exposure 
of  the  pretended  grounds,  upon  which  the  maintenance  of  Fort  Sumter 
was  rested  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States;  and,  at  the  same 
time,  in  a  just  deference  to  the  wishes  of  sister  States,  have  incident- 
ally involved  a  delay  of  great  consequence  to  the  State  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  its  defences. 

Among  the  papers  of  this  Department  which  are  not  published,  but 
which  may  be  of  interest,  are  the  despatches  communicated  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  State  to  the  several  States,  then  about  to  secede. 
These  despatches  show  the  interest  taken   in  the  welfare  of  that  State 
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Bupposed  to  be  the  most  defenceless.  The  GoTDmissiouer  to  Florida 
was  reqaest^  to  give  to  that  State  the  assuraoce  that  its  cause  was  re- 
garded bj  the  other  States  with  as  much  solicitude  as  their  owd  ;  aud 
that  in  anticipation  of  the  Convention  of  the  seceding  States,  a  common 
necessity  should  induce  a  common  obligation  on  these  States  to  share 
with  each  other  the  means  of  defence,  or  the  dangers  of  attack.  The 
more  full  expression  of  these  opinions  will  be  found  in  the  copies  of 
despatches  herewith  enclosed. 

No  occasion  has  arisen,  in  which  it  was  considered  necessary,  during 
the  separate  condition  of  the  State,  to  require  distilctly  from  the 
representative  of  any  Foreign  Power  the  recognition  of  its  political  in- 
dependence, except  in  the  case  of  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  the 
Spanish  Consul,  at  this  port.     The  communication  then  addressed  to 
Mr.  Moneado,  will  show  the  course  pursued  in  regard  to  such  officials 
within   the  State.     Upon   the  ascertainment  of  the  fa6t,   that  the 
Vresident  of  the  United  States  had  recognized  a  successor  to  Mr. 
Moneado,   a  letter  was  addressed  to  that  gentleman,  informing  him 
'^hat  his  successor  would  not  be  allowed  to  exercise  his  office  within 
^he  limits  of  the  State,  unless  he  would  present  his  credentials,  and  be 
:veeogniied  by  the  Governor  of  this  State.    The  hope  was  expressed 
^hat  the  Consul  who  was  then  in  office  should  be  allowed  to  remain  at 
'fthia  port/    The  letter  was  communicated  by  the  Spanish  Consul  to  the 
Spanish  Minister  at  Washington.    The  successor  who  was  recognized, 
lias  not,  however,  appeared.     At  this  stage  of  the  correspondence,  the 
3»hper8  were  transferred  to  the  Depanment  of  State  at  Montgomery. 

The  several  dooun^ente,  as  directed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
liave  been  delivered  to  the  representatives  of  Foreign  Powers,  at 
Washington.  It  was  intended  that  a  Special  Commissioner  should  be 
sent  to  the  principal  Courts  of  Europe.  But  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  seceding  States  at  an  early  day,  and  other  considerations, 
also,  of  a  controlling  character,  led  to  the  conclusion  that,  under  the 
circumstances,  it  would  be  most  expedient  not  to  send  any  persons 
charged  with  that  duty.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  WAR. 

Executive  Office,  Department  of  War, 
Charleston,  S.  C,  March  25th,  1861. 
To  His  Exc:v:.lengt  Governor  Pickens: 

•  Sir  :  In  compliaDce  with  a  resolution  of  the  Executive  Council, 
requiring  the  several  heads  of  Departments  to  make  a  report  to  your 
Excellency  of  such  matters  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  information  of 
the  present  condition  of  the  State,  and  of  the  policy  and  acts  of  each 
of  the  Executive  Departments,  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Conven- 
tion, I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  brief  summary  of  what  has 
been  done  in  the  Department  with  which  I  have  been  entrusted. 

At  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  on  the  5th  of  January  last,  the 
important  and  almost  exclusive  subject  which  engaged  our  attention 
was  the  occupation,  by  a  hostile  force,  of  an  almost  impregnable  fortress 
within  our  harbor,  and  the  chief  difficulty  with  which  we  had  to  eon- 
tend,  arose  from  the  extreme  want  of  every  offensive  preparation  for 
the  reduction  of  the  fort,  or  for  preventing  the  entrance  of  reinforce- 
ments within  our  waters;  The  great  want  was  the  very  insufficient 
supply  of  ammunition  and  implenJbnts  for  guns  of  heavy  calibre.  Of 
cannon  powder)  27,000  lbs.  only  were  in  the  posset^sion  of  the  State, 
and  of  this  a  considerable  quantity  had  been  sent  to  the  batteries 
erected  to  defend  the  entrances  to  the  harbors  of  Georgetown  add 
Beaufort,  which  left  less  than  20,000  lbs.  near  this  city,  or  not  more 
than  sufficient  to  have  kept  up  a  fire  for  three  hours  on  the  day  when 
the  ^*  Star  of  the  West ''  approached  within  our  bar.  Of  shot  and 
shell  the  supply  was  in  the  same  meagre  proportion,  except  of  24- 
pounder  shot,  which  had  been  left  at  Fort  Moultrie  when  that  fort 
was  evacuated  by  the  troops  of  the  United  States.  Added  to  this,  the 
guns  which  had  been  spiked,  and  the  gun  oarriages  burnt,  at  Fort 
Moultrie,  had  not  been  replaced ;  not  a  battery  had  been  erected 
which  bore  on  Fort  Sumter,  and  the  approaches  to  the  harbor  were 
only  defended  by  the  uninjured  guns  at  Fort  Moultrie  and  three  24- 
pounder  guns,  mounted  en  harhetie,  on  a  hastily,  constructod  and  im- 
perfect earth- work^  on  Morris'  Island. 
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Siooe  the  time  menlioQed,  the  supply  of  caonon  powder  has  been 
increased  to  240,450  lbs.,*  with  40,000  lbs.  of  musket,  and  46,900 
lbs.  of  ride  powder.  Besides  this,  a  large  quantity  of  ordoaDce  stores, 
as  shells,  balls,  friction  tubed,  percussion  caps,  lead,  cartridge  paper, 
cartridge  bags,  artillery,  infantry  and  rifle  equipments,  have  been 
purchased,  and  they  are  now  on  hcind  or  in  the  course  of  construction 
and  manufacture,  through  the  in^atigable  labors  of  the  Board  of  Ord- 
nance. During  the  same  period^  three  9-inch  Dahlgren  guns  and  seven 
lO-inch  mortars  have  been  purchased,  together  with  six  hundred  and 
fifty  Enfield  rifles  and  five  hundred  Colt's  navy  revolvers. 

The  corfw  of  Engineers  have  been  likewise  unremittingly  employed 
in  the  construction  of  works  for  the  reduction  of  Fort  Sumter,  and  the 
•defence  of  the  entrances  to  the  harbor.  At  Fort  Moultrie,  on  Sulli- 
van's Island,  the  injured  guns  have  been  replaced,  and  all,  amounting 
to  thirty-eight  in  number,  of  various  calibres,  have  been  protected  by 
well  constructed  merlons;  the  magazine  has  been  made  bomb-proof, 
and  other  works  have  been  erected  for  the  security  of  the  garrison.  To 
the  east  of  Fort  Moultrie,  on  the  same  Island,  the  entrance  .to  Maifit's 
channel  has  been  defended  by  a  battery  of  one  8-inch  howitzer  two 
32-pounder8,  and  two  24-pounder8.  Between  that  battery  and  Fort 
Moultrie  there  is  a  mixed  battery  of  three  10-inch  mortars  and  two 
82-poundcr8.  West  of  Fort  Moultrie,  at  about  two  hundred  yards 
distance  from  the  fort,  a  battery  of  two  10-inch  mortars  has  been 
erected ;  and  an  enfilade  battery  of  two  32  and  two  24-pounders  has 
been  erected  at  a  point  of  Sullivan's  Island  nearest  to  Fort  Sumter. 
Besides  these  on  Sullivan's  Island,  there  are  two  12-pounder  guns  and 
a  full  field-battery  of  artillery  at  Breach  inlet,  at  the  extreme  eastern 
point  of  the  Island. 

On  Morris'  Island,  at  Cummings'  Point,  a  battery  of  four  mortiTis 
has  been  erected.  Near  this,  a  battery  of  three  8-inch  columbiads, 
covered  with  heavy  timbers  and  railroad  iron.  ^  At  the  termination  of 
the  parallel,  or  covered  way,  there  is  a  mortar  battery  of  two  mortars. 
These  all  bear  on  Fort  Sumter.  The  channel  is  defended  by  a  battery 
designated  as  battery  O,  of  two  8-inch  howitzers;  by  battery  F,  of  two 
8-inch  howitzers  and.  two  42-pounders;  by  battery  E,  of  one  8-inch 
columbiad ;  by  battery  D,  of  two  8-inch  columbiads ;  by  battery  C,  of 
two  24-pounders;  by  battery  B,  of  two  24  pounders ;  by  "Star  of  the 

*Thi8  does  not  include  25,000  lbs.  of  powder  purchased  at  Richmond,  as  can- 
non powder,  but  which  is  of  little  use  except  for  bkstlDg  purposcui. 
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West "  battery,  of  four  24-pouDder8 ;  by  sunken  battery  of  two  9-iDch 
Dablgren  guns ;  by  a  battery  at  Vinegar  Hill,  of  two  24<pounden ; 
and  by  two  24-pounders  and  two  12pounderB  at  Light  House  inlet. 

At  Fort  Johnson,  on  James*  Island,  there  are  two  mortar  batteries, 
of  two  10-inch  mortars  in  each,  and  one  gun  battery  of  one  24-pouoder. 

At  Fort  Palmetto,  on  Cole's  Island,  near  the  mouth  of  Stooo  river, 
there  is  a  battery  of  two  24-poundei^and  two  IS-pounders. 

At  Battery  Island,  on  IStono  river,  four  24-pounder8  have  been  or- 
dered to  be  placed  in  battery.  « 

A  mortar  battery  of  three  mortars  is  in  the  course  of  construction' 
nelir  Mount  Pleasant. 

A  floating  battery,  strongly  made,  and  cased  in  froDt  with  iron 
plates,  has  been  constructed  to  breach  the  facade  of  f*ort  Sumter,  to- 
wards James'  Island.  This  battery  has  been  mounted  with  two  42 
and  two  32;pounder8. 

13csides  the  above-mentioned  guns  in  position,  there  are  thirty-nine 
guns  of  different  kinds  and  calibres,  at  the  Citadel,  most  of  which  ar« 
not  mounted,  and  there  are  four  heavy  10-inch  mortars  just  received, 
and  ope  9-inch  Dahlgren  gun  expected  momentarily  from  Richmond. 

To  man  the  different  batteries  and  fortifications  mentioned,  and  to 
prevent  the  landing  of  a  hostile  force  on  Sullivan's  and  Morris'  Island, 
the  troops  are  distributed  as  follows :  On  Sullivan's  Island  there  are 
thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  men,  consisting  of  artillery,  in- 
fantry and  a  detachment  of  dragoons,  the  whole  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier  General  Dunovant^  'On  Morris  Island,  there  are  thir- 
teen hundred  and  fifty-six  men,  consisting  of  artillery  and  infantry, 
under  the  command  of  Col.  Maxcy  Oregg.  At  Fort  JohoFon 
there  are  one  hundred  enlisted  men,  under  Capt.  James ;  thirty-one 
enlisted  men,  under  Lieut.  Blanding,  at  Castle  Pinckney,^  and  one 
hundred  and  forty-six  men,  composed  of  artillery  and  infantry,  under 
Capt.  Pope,  at  Fort  Palmetto,  making  in  all,  three  thousand  and 
twenty-seven  men  ;  which  force  has  been  placed  under  the  command 
of  Brigadier  General  Beauregard,  an  officer  of  the  army  ot  the  Confed- 
erate States  of  America. 

Under  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  authorizing  your  Excellency 
"  to  receive  into  the  service  of  the  State,  for  a  period  not  exceeding

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tiz  months,  snoh  Yolnnteer  Companies  as  may  tender  tbeir  services/' 
a  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Maxcy  Gregg,  was  promptly 
TtOBedf  which  amoanted  ait  the  date  of  the  last  Morning's  Report,  to 
one  thousand  and  fifty-nine  men,  including  officers. 

Under  another  resolution  of  the  Convention,  authorising  your  Ex- 
cellency to  raise  a  regiment  of  enlisted  men,  and  an  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, amending  a  resolution  of  the  Convention,  '^  creating  a  Military 
Establishment  for  the  State  of  South  Carolina  and  for  other  purposes,'' 
which  authorises  the  raising  of  a  Regiment  of  Infantry,  a  Battalion  of 
Artillery,  and  a  S^iuadron  of  Cavalry,  nine  hundred  and  sixty  men 
have  been  enlisted,  and  are  now  on  duty,  under  the  command  of  Briga- 
dier General  R.  G.  M.  Dunovant. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  entitled,  an  "  Aat 
to  raise  Provisional  Forces  for  the  Confederate  States  of  America,"  it 
is  provided  that  the  President  be  authorised  to  receive  into  the  service 
of  that  Government,  such  forces,  now  in  the  service  of  the  States,  as 
may  be  tendered,  or  who  may  volunteer  by  consent  of  their  State,  by 
odnipanies^  battalions  or  regiments,  for  any  time  not  less  than  one  year, 
iritir  power  in  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States  to  appoint  the 
officers  above  the  rank  of  Colonel:  As  this  Act  of  the  Confederate 
States  ^mes  in  conflict  with  certain  laws  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, and  as  it  is  probable  that  in  any  constitutional  compact  which*  this 
State  may  enter  into  with  other  States,  the  maintenance  of  troops,  in 
time  of  peace,  will  be  prohibited,  I  would  suggest  to  your  Excellency 
the  propriety  of  recommending  to  the  Convention  such  modiOcations  of 
our  laws  on  the  subject,  as  may  relieve  it  of  its  present  embarrassments. 
m  Utider  <<  An  Act  to  provide  an  Armed  Military  Force,"  nine  Regi- 
ments of  infantry  have  been  reoe\ved  and  organised  into  four  Brigades 
and  one  Division.  This  formation  does  not  include  two  Regiments 
now  in  the  process  of  organization,  or  the  troops  of  the  City  of  Charles- 
ton. The  country  troops  already  organised  have  been  very  impatient 
under  the  restraints  necessary  to  keep  them  in  reserve  for  ^  period  of 
greater  trial  to  the  State,  if  that  should  unhappily  occur ;  but  it  has 
hitherto  been  thought  advisable  not*  to  muster  them  into  service,  as  no 
one  could  anticipate  what  line  of  military  operations  it  would  be  expe- 
dient to  adopt,  or  where,  or  in  what  manner,  our  enemies  might  attack 
us,  and  as  the  number  of  troops  necessary  for  the  exigencies  of  the 
service  were  supplied  by  the  patriotic  devotion  of  the  militia  of 
Charleston,  with  the  addition  of  a  spirited  corps  of  artillery  from  Co- 
lumbia; the  order  to  call  the  others  down  to  this  point  has  been  sus- 
66 
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pended  from  time  to  timei  in  almoflt  daily  ezpeotation  ibil  the  atate  of 
armed  preparatioQ  would  cease,  or  that  a  larger  foroe  wottld  beoome 
neooaaaiy.  The  fiDaooial  objection  was  also  not  withont  weight,  aa  the 
Legialatarehaa  net  been  profuse  in  its  estimates  for  the  number  of  men 
even  now  in  the  field,  and  the  call  for  the  Tolunteers  for  twd?6  monihi 
would  entail  a  very  oonsiderable  additional  expense  to  the  State,  ai 
well  as  occasion  great  sacrifices  to  the  indiyidual  mraiben  oomposbg 
the  countiy  troops. 

The  Departments  of  the  Quartermaster  (General  and  of  the  Gommis- 
saiy  Oenend,  those  common  sources  of  complaint  in  an  army,  ha?e  been 
satisfactorily  conducted  by  the  active  and  competent  offioera  al  the  head 
of  those  Departments.  The  duties  of  the  Quartermaster  General  haft 
been  largely  increased  by  the  frequent  and  unusual  calls  upon  his  De- 
partment from  the  varied  nature  of  the  operations  carried  on  foraefenl 
months ;  and  the  expenses  have  been  necessarily  large,  from  the  meant 
employed  for  transporting  troops,  provisions  and  materials  to  the  differ* 
ent  posts  in  and  near  the  harbor  of  Gharieston.  I  am  gratified  to  be 
able  to  state,  on  the  authority  of  the  Commissary  Gen^rali  that  notwith- 
standing the  comparative  high  prices  of  provisions,  ocoasionedfSjW' 
unusual  demand,  the  cost  of  a  ration  has  been,  so  fiur,  below  nineteen 
cents. 

'  The  arrangements  of  the  Department  of  the  Surgeon  Ctoneral  have 
been  equally  satisfactory;  and  it  gives  me  much  satisfaction  to  report 
that  the  health  of  the  trooiw  has  been  excellent. 

I  am  unwilling  to  close  this  Import  without  making  more  particAar 
mention  of  the  spirit  and  efficiency  of  the  troops  now  in  the  service  of 
the  State.  I  have  never  seen  a  better  class  of  recruits  than  those  ret 
ccntly  enlisted  into-  our  service ;  and  und^r  the  training  of  their  yerj 
competent  and  diligent  officers,  they,  especially  the  first  enlisted,  have 
become  well  drilled  and  steady  soldiers. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  witness  the  alacrity  with  which  the  volno- 
teers  for  six  months  answered  the  call  of  the  Convention  for  their 
services,  and  thereby  fully  entitled  themselves  to  the  appellation  of 
<<  Minute  Men,"  under  which  name  they  had  organized  themselves. 
Since  they  have  been  mustered  into  service  they  have  shown  the 
utmost  patience  of  discipline;  and  whether  at  the  drill,  or  in  the 
trenches,  they  have  come  fully  up  to  every  requirement  of  a  citixen 
soldier  of  South  Carolina.  These  companies,  drawn  suddenly  from  the 
interior  of  the  State,  are  composed  of  the  best  material  in  their  respee- 
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tiT6  disiriota;  and  I  Ten  tare  the  assertion,  that  a.  more  efficient  or 
snperior  rc^roent  has  seldom  heen  assembled  under  one  standard. 

Of  the  militia  of  the  Citj  of  Charleston,  and  of  the  Company  of 
Artillery  frota  Columbia,  I  eannot  speak  too  highly.  It  is  a  oonstapt 
source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  witneas  their  prompt  obedience  to  eyery 
command,  their  willing  performance  of  every  duty,  however  unsuited 
to  their  previous  modes  of  life,  and  the  ready  sacrifice  of  their  private 
interests  to  the  higher  cdl  of  duty  to  their  State;  and  it  would  appear 
that  there  was  a  generous  emulation  amongst  them  who  could  endure 
such  sacrifices  and  privations  the  longest  without  a  murmur. 

The  same  patriotic  feeling  of  self-abnegation  has  been  exhibited  by 
the  oitiieDi  of  Charleston  not  on  duty,  many  of  whom,  engaged  in  busi- 
nesB  involving  large  risks,  have  endured  for  months  the  loss  of  service 
of  their  employees^  whose  wages  they  have  continued,  but  who  cheerfully 
aoquieaoe  in  the  sacrifice  of  their  means,  with  the  reflection  that  their 
first  4aty  is  to  the  country.  I  have  had  many  opportunities  of  being 
assnredi  during  my  present  situation,^  that  the  same  feeling  of  disinter- 
ested patriotism  is  not  confined  to  this  city,  but  extends  equally  to 
eyery  portion  of  the  State.

BEPORT   OF  THE   SECRETARY  OF  THfi  TREASURY. 

Executive  Office,  Department  of  the  TasAsuaYy 
Charleston,  March  25th,  J861. 
To  HIS  Excellency  F.  W.  Pickens: 

Dear  Sir  :  lo  oomplianoe  with  jour  direotioD,  that  a  brief  aum- 
.mary  of  the  traDsactions  of  this  Department  should  be  fiirtiished  for 
the  inforination  of  the  ConTdDtion,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  followiDg 
statement: 

Immediately  after  the  Act  of  Secession,  the  Legislature  provided  for 
the  exigencies  of  the  State  by  authprizing  a  loan  of  $400,000,  bearing 
an  interest  of  six  per  cent.  Of  this  sum,  (150,000  was  appropriated 
to  the  Ordnance  Bureau,  arid  9250,000  to  the  military  defence  of  the 
State. 

The  Banks  of  the  State  promptly  took  up  this  loan  at  par,  and  thus 
afforded  an  immediate  supply  to  the  Treasury.  The  patriotic  disinter- 
estedness which  prompted  the.  action  of  those  institutions  is*  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  circumstances  under  which  they  took  up  the  loan. 
At  that  t^ime,  South  Carolina  alone  had  seceded  from  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  *and  anxiety  prevailed  as  to  the  future.  Universal 
panic  had  prostrated  all  public  and  private  securities  throughout  the 
United  States.  Proposals  for  a  six  per  cent,  loan  by  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  were  met  by  offers,  ranging  from  ten  to  thirty-five 
per  cent,  discount,  and  the  urgent  demands  of  their  Treasury  could  be 
supplied  only  by  Treasury  notes,  at  tyelve  per  cent,  interest.  All 
stocks  and  public  securities  had  reached  a  point  of  almost  unsaleable 
depression.  It  was  during  this  prevailing  despondency  that  the  Banks 
of  the  State,  unmindful  of  interest,  and  regardless  of  discouragement, 
made  the  patriotic  contribution  for  the  safety  and  honor  of  the  State. 
'  Under  the  Act  to  establish  a  Coast  Police  for  South  Carolina,  the 
Legislature  authorized  ap  additional  six  per  cent,  loan  for  $150,000. 
No  part  of  this  loan  has  been  offered  for  sale. 

I3y  another  Act,  the  Legislature  directed  the  issue  of  certificates 
and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $675,000,  at  seven  per  cent,  interest,  for 
the  *^  Military  defence  of  the  State.''     The  current  disbursements  of 
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this  Department  haye  been  anticipated  by  aalea  on  acooonl  of  this  loan 
to  the  amonnt  of  $187,000,  at  par. 

The  sale  of  these  bonds  has  been  impeded  by  the  law  rate  at  which 
bank  and  lailioad  stocks  and  railroad  bonds,  and  by  the  disoonnt  at 
which  even  the  six  per  cent,  stocks  of  the  State  can  be  purchased. 
That  the  loan  is  offered  in  the  form  of  coupon  bonds  is  an  objectionable 
eirenmstanoe.  Bnt  this  is  obviated  by  the  confident  expectation  thai 
when  the  temporaiy  purpose  of  that  form  of  security  shall  be  fidfilled 
by  the  taking  up  of  the  loan,  the  Legislature,  at  its  next  sessiott,  will 
convert  the  bonds  into  stock ;  and  with  veiy  many  the  loan  for  the 
'^  Military  defenoe  of  the  State  "  is  preferred,  from  that  consideration, 
to  the  petty  advantage  of  interest  which  other  prestments  may  hold 
out. 

The  offer  of  ihe  Confederate  loan  presents  the  chief  impediment  to 
the  sale  of  the  loan  for  the  Military  defence  of  the  State.  The  very 
large  interest  of  the  Confederate  loan^  its  ample  security,  and  aboyeall, 
that  it  is  designed  for  the  common  defence,  combine  inducements  of 
interest  with  motives  of  palrioliite,'^fbr  its  preference.  Since  the  Pro- 
▼isiofal  QoTeroment  has  taken  jurisdiction  of  all  questions  between  the 
seyeial  States  and  the  Gorernment  of  the  United  States,  and  assume^ 
the  ohaiges  of  the  defence  of  the  Coofcderate  teiMtory,  and  has  offered 
to  take  from  the  State  of  South  Carolina  all  the  ordnance,  arms  and 
munitions  of  war  which  it  may  see  -fit  to  transfer  to  that  Goyernment, 
the  necessity  for  the  sale  of  the  bonds  of  this  State  is  less  urgent,  and 
they  haye  not  been- pressed  upon  the  market.  Besides,  the  Bank  of 
the  State,  with  its  wonted  readiness  to  assist  the  finances  of  the  State, 
bus  giyen  the  assurance  that  it  will,  by  advances,  prevent  any  tempo- 
rary embarrassment  of  the  Treasury. 

With  this  assurance,  and  the  certain  prospect  that  the  Confederate 
loan  will  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  the  books  are  opened  for  that  purpose, 
and  that,  then,  this  State  will  be  discharged  of  the  expenses  for  its 
military  defence,  this  department  has  been  relieved  from  approheosion 
of  any  future  financial  difficulties.  Soon  the  expenses  which  have 
been  incurred  for  the  military  defence  of  the  State,  will  be  refunded 
by  the  Confederate  Government,  and  the  people  relieved  from  the 
pressure  of  them.  And  then,  when  the  Confederate  Government  shall 
be  firmly  ordered  and  settled,  and  harmony  and  peace  prevail,  instead 
of  intestine  strife  and  dissensioD,  and  when* the  people  of  the  slave- 
holding  States,  vindicating  their  social  and  national  character  against 
the  persistent  and  malicious  libels  of  their  former  confederates,  shall  be 
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Tostored  to  their  own  Belf-respocti  and  by  the  exbibidon  of  moderttioDi 
wisdom  and  y^lor,  shull  command  the  respect  of  the  nataons  of  the 
earthi  it  will  ha  a  satisfiiction  to  remember  the  perils  and  saerifiees  by 
which  their  sovereignty  and  independenoe  have  been,  a  second  timci 
asserted  and  maintained. 

Donations  have  been  feceiyed  to  the  amonnt  of  $22,276.  It  woold 
be  ungraoions  to  notice  these  generous  gifts,  only  as  an  item  in  ov. 
acconnt.  They  are  free-will  offerings  to  liberty,  hom  heaits  thsft 
hesTO  with  patriotic  emotion.  .  No  taint  of  vanity  or  sdfishneas  infects 
them.  The  pnblic  acknowledgment  which  was  made  of  the  fint  dona-, 
tionsj^  caused  future  donations  to  be  made  with  the  injunction  that  the 
names  of  the  donom  s|iould  not  be,  published.  Though  it  may  not  be 
in  accordance  with  the  generous  impulse  which  prompted  the  first  do- 
nation of  ten  thousand  dollars,  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Mordecai,  of  this  dty, 
it  is  proper,  for  the  moral  influence  of  the  example,  that  an  act  of  so 
great  munificence  should,  on  erexy  fit  occasion,  receive  its  meed  of 
public  gratitude  and  honor.  *  ;> 

The  contributions  of  labor  by  iHe  fllfttteill,  and  their  penotial  supe^ 
intendeace  of  thpir  shtTes,  are  also  the  subject  of  grateful  acknovriedg- 
9enty  add  should  not  be  omitted  in  this  statement  of  the  resources  of 
the  State  for  its  defence.  The  most  liberal  offers  were  receiyed,  and  a 
number  of  laborers,  greatly  exceeding  the  want  for  them,  was  alwaji 
made  at  the  call  of  the  State.  As  many  as  could  be  advantageouslj 
employed  were  constantly  in'  the  service  of  the  State,  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  defences  of  the  harbor,  until  the  recent  advance  of  the 
spring  has  suspended  the  call.

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.REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  INTERIOR. 

.  State  a?  South  GarolinAi 
BxECUTiVK  Department,  Office  of  the  Interior, 
Charlestom,  March  26th,  1861. 

To  his  Excellency  Governor  Pickens: 

Sir  :  Id  obedienoe  to  a  resolution  of  the  CouDcil,  I  subniit  the  fbl*. 
lowing  Report  from  the  Department  which  was  aligned  to  me  in  the 
distribution  of  the  Executive  labors. 

As  to  matters  falling  within  the  Department  of  the  Interior  proper, 
it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say  anything,  nothing  having  occurred 
in  relation  thereto  which  deserves  special  notice. 

The  most  important  matters  connected  with  this  Department,  and 
to  whieh  its  chief  attention  has  been  directed,  have  been  the  Sea  Coist 
Police,  and  the  Sea  Coast  Defences  of  the  State.  At  an  early  day 
after  your  Excellency  assumed  the  duties  of  the  Executive,  Colonel 
Gwynn  was  ordered  by  your  Excellency  to  make  a  reconnoissanee  of 
the  sea-coast  of  South  Carolina,  and  select  such  points  as,*  in  his  judg- 
ment, should  be  fortified  for  the  purpose  of  defending  our  territory 
against  maraudiag  parties,  who  might  come  into  our  waters  in  small 
craft,  to  commit  depredations  upon  the  property  of  our  citisens.  The 
defence  of  our  long  line  of  sea-coast  agaiost  an  enemy  en  force  was  not 
contemplated.  To  render  such  defences  effectual,  would  require  means 
beyond  the  resources  of  the  State.  The  general  character  of  our  sea- 
coast  is  such,  that  it  presents  few  obstacles  to  the  landing  of  troops,  at 
almost  any  point,  in  small  boats.  Its  whole  line  is  intersected  by  nu- 
merous inlets  and  creeks,  of  easy  access  to  small  craft.  Besides,  there 
are  many  deep  and  bold  rivers  into  which  vessels  of  large  draft  may 
^safely  enter.  While,  therefore,  our  sea-coast  would  be  much  exposed 
to  the  ravages  of  an  enemy,  the  difficulty  of  guarding  effectually  its 
whole  line  with  fortificati9n8  is  insurmountable.  The  object  had  in 
view  was  to  erect  works,  principally  of  earthy  to  guard  those  entrances 
which  were  most  accessible,  and  which  could  be  most  easily  defended, 
not  against  an  enemy  enforce,  but  against  marauding  parties,  who,  it 
was  supposed  might,  in  the  event  of  hostilities  between  the  two  sec- 
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tioos,  descend  npon  our  coast  in  yessels  of  light  draft  to  commit  acts 
of  depredation  and  Tiolenoe. 

A  reconnoissance  of  the  coast,  from  the  mouth  of  Little  riyer,  near 
the  North  Carolina,  to  Callibogue  Sound,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Sa- 
vannah river,  has  been  made  bj  the  Engineers  in  charge ;  and  at  many 
of  the  points  indicated,  redoubts  and  other  works  have  been  erected. 
Many  of  these  works  have  been  completed,  and  others  were  in  pro- 
gress, wheii  the  Gk>vernment  at  Montgomery  assumed  the  charge  of  our 
military  operations  and  defences.  With  the  exception  of  the  fortifica- 
tions commanding  the  entrance  into  Winyaw  Bay,  none  of  them  have 
been  garrisoned.  These  works  were  the  first  that  were  completed,  and, 
under  the  energetic  supervision  of  Colonel  Alston,  were  provided  at 
an  early  day  with  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  and  also  garrisoned  by 
a  sufficient  number  of  troops  to  man  the  guns.  Since  the  action  of  the 
Congress  at  Mon^mery,  which  put  our  operations  under  the  charge 
of  the  Provisional  Gk)vernment,  little  has  been  done  towards  the  com- 
pletion of  the  works  which  were  at  that  time  unfinished.  These  de- 
fences of  the  coast  have  been  erected  at  comparatively  little  cost  to  the 
State.  The  planters  in  their  vicinity  have,  with  commendable  liber- 
ality, in  the  majority  of  cases,  gratuitously  furnished  the  labor  required 
to  erect  them. 

For  a  more  particular  description  of  these  various  works,  I  refer  to 
the  reports  of  the  Engineers'  in  charge,  and  especially  to  the  reports  of 
Colonel  Charles  Alston,  Jr.,  and  Colonel  Elliot,  who  had  the  general 
direction  of  them,  under  orders  from  your  Excellency.  At  the  re- 
quest of  your  Excellency,  and  in  company  with  Captain  Hartstene, 
who  was  ordered  to  make  a  report  on  this  subject,  I  made,  in  the 
month  of  February  last,  an  inspection  of  these  works,  from  George- 
town to  the  mouth  of  the  Savannah  river.  I  refer  to  bis  report  as 
containing  a  more  particular  statement  of  the  progress  which  had  been 
made  towards  their  completion,  and  also  of  what  was  further  required 
to  render  them  as  efficient  aa^the  circumstances  would  admit  of. 

At  the  time  when  I  assumed  the  duties  of.  this  Department,  your 
Excellency  had  already  established  a  Police  for  Charleston  harbor — . 
first,  to  prevent  a  change  in  the  status  of  the  forts ;  and,  secondly,  to ' 
prevent  reinforcements  being  introduced  into  Fort  Sumter.  After  the 
occupation  of  Fort  Sumter  by  Maj.  Anderson,  and  before  the  erection 
of  batteries  on  Morns'  Island,  this  police  was  chiefly  relied  on  to  pre- 
vent that  fortress  being  reinforced.  It  was,  therefore,  thoroughly  or- 
ganised, and  rendered  as  efficient  as  possible  with  the  means  at  our 
67 
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oommaDd.  Small  boats  were  stationed  bj  day  near  the  Imut,  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  watch  upon  vessels  approaching  our  harbor,  and  if 
at  all  suspicious,  to  examine  them,  and  by  means  of  signals  arranged 
for  the  purpose,  to  notify  the  different  posts  in  the  harbor  of  their  real 
character. 

A  night  police  was  also  established,  consisting  of  the  most  smtable 
vessels  that  could  be  procured,  having  on  board  detachments  of  armed 
men,  with  orders  to  Cruise  during  the  night  time  near  thelwryaDd  keep 
a  vigilant  look  out  for  the  enemy,  and  repel  any  attempt  to  reinforoe 
.  Fort  Sumter  with  all  the  means  in  their  power.  To  their  vigilance 
may  be  justly  accorded  a  share  of  the  honor  of  the  snocessful  repul- 
sion from  our  waters  of  the  '<  Star  of  the  West "  by  the  battery  on 
Morris'  Island.  Her  approach  was  observed  and  signalled  to  that 
post. 

This  Police  was  committed  principally  to  the  charge  of  the  officen 
of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  had  resigned  and  tendered  their  ser- 
vices to  the  State.  And  it  is  due  to  these  gallant  officers  that  I  should 
say,  that  in  this  capacity,  humble  though  it  be,  compared  with  the 
stations  which  they  had  before  filled  in  their  country's  service,  they 
have,  in  every  instance,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  with 
alacrity  and  spirit,  and  rendered  most  important  service  to  the  State. 

It  is  also  proper  that  I  should  make  favorable  mention  of  the  ser- 
vices which  have  been  rendered  in  this  Department  by  the  young  men 
who  abandoned  the  Naval  School  of  the  United  States,  and  tendered 
themselves  to  the  State.  They  were  assigned  to  this^  Police,  and  have 
been  constantly  employed  ilTits  service.  During  the  greater  part  of 
the  time,  James  H.  North,  late  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Navy, 
has  had  the  commana  of  this  force.  Immediately  on  his  arrival  here, 
he  was  appointed  to  this  service  with  the  rank  of  Captain  in  the  South 
Carolina  Navy,  and  has  performed  hb  duty  with  promptness  and  ability. 
.  The  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  passed  ^'An  Act  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Coast  Police  for  the  State  of  Sguth  Carolina,"  which  enacted 
that  the  Governor  should  purchase  or  procure  three  vessels  of  light 
draught,  to  be  propelled  by  steam  and  canvas,  and  to  be  armed  with 
one  or  more  guns,  and  otherwise  equipped,  so  as  to  be  made  an  efficient 
police  for  the  coast  and  inlets  of  the  State.  To  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  sum  of  $150,000  was  appropriated.  In  order  to  re- 
move the  embarrassments  which  it  was  supposed  might  arise  in  restrict- 
ing the  Oovernor  to  the  purchase  of  vessels  of  a  particular  description, 
a  resolution  was  also  passed  by  the  Legislature,  authorizing  him,  in 
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fiffeet,  to  pro<)vre  snob  yessels  as  he  might  degm  fit  for  the  service  pro- 
poaedy  provided  do  larger  sum  than  the  9150,000,  appropriated  by  the' 
Act  referred  to,  should  be  used  foV  the  purpose. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  object  of  this  Act  and  Resolution,  I  ap- 
pointed a  oommission,  composed  of  scieotific  and  practical  men  in  the 
Oity  of  Charleston,  to  examine  all  the  vessels  in  Charleston  harbor, 
and  also  to  make  inquiry  elsewhere,  and  report  whether  any  could  be 
procured  which  were  adapted  to  the  service  intended.     Their  report 
satisfied  me  \hat  there  were  no  vessels  in  our  waters  which  were  suita- 
ble in  every  respect,  and  which  could  be  bought  on  reasonable  terms. 
It  was  believed  that  they  might  be  purchased  at  the  North,  but,  after 
diligent  inquiry,  only  one  could  be  found  that  it  was  thought  expedient 
to  porohase :  the  ''  James  GtrtLj"  an  iron  propeller,  built  for  the  navi- 
gation of  James  River.     Lieut.  Dozier  was  despatched  to  Richmond, 
Bod  negotiated  the  purchase  of  this  steamer  at  the  price  of  $30,000, 
to  be  delivered  at  Charleston.     She  has  since  been  fitted  out  under  the 
name   of  the  "Lady  Davis,"   and   carries   two  twenty-four  pounder 
howitiers  on  her  decks.     Under  the  'Act  referred  to,  enlistments  of 
s^Dien  were  begun,  and  had  reached  the  number  of  thirty,  when  it 
Was  thought  best  to  suspend  any  further  effort  to  complete  this  organi- 
sation, on  account  of  the  action  of  the  Provisional   Congress  looking 
to  the  establishment  of  a  navy  for  the  common  Oovemment.     These 
enlisted  seamen  have  served  to  relieve  the  detachments  of  volunteers 
which  have  been  detailed  for  duty  as  a  night  guard  in  the  harbor,  and 
are  now  employed  in  that  service.     For  a  statement,  in  detail,  of  the 
teasels  employed  in  the  Coast  Police,  the  officers  and  crews  of  each, 
and   of  the  officers  of  the  United  Slates   Navy  who  have  resigned 
and   entered  the   service  of  the  State,  and   also   their  rank,  I  refer 
%o  the  report  of  Captain   James  H.   North,  dated   the  4th    March, 
and  on  file  in   the  Executive  office.     It  is  believed  that  two  addi- 
tional steamers  of  lighter  draught  than  the  **  Lady  Davis,"  and  hav- 
ing proper'  armamentM^  would  be  sufficient  for  the   Coast  Police  of 
this   State — that  is,  to   cruise  along  our- coast  and  into  our  inlets, 
-with  a  view  to  intercept  lawless  incursions  into  our  territory.     Without 
such  vefsels,  some  of  the  entrances  along  our  coast  will  be  entirely 
unguarded.     This  is  especially  true  of  Port  Royal  entrance  and  8t. 
Helena  Sound.     These  cannot  be  defended  by  means  of  batteries  on 
land  ;  and  unless  armed  vessels  are  provided  for  these  waters  the  adja- 
cent country  will  be  left  entirely  exposed.     This  matter,  it  is  under- 
stood, has  already  been  considered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  at 
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MoDtgomery,  and  enitable  yessels,  it  U  bdlieved,  will  soon  be  procured 
for  the  service  indicated.  In  conclusion,  I  have  -the  pleasure  to  state 
that,  in  my  judgment,  with  the  small  means  at  their  disposal,  and 
under  the  pressing  necessity  of  concentrating  the  resources  of  the 
State  for  the  defence  of  Charleston  harbor,  which  thus  far  has  been  the 
theatre  of  our  larger  military  preparations,  everything  has  been  done 
which  was  practicable,  by  the  State  authorities,  for  the  defence  of  the 
sea-coast  of  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POST  OFFICE  DEPARTMENT. 

.    State  of  South  Carolina, 
Post  Offioe  and  Customs  Bureau, 
Charleston,  March  26th,  1861. 
Sir  :  I  beg  leaTe  to  saj,  that  io  the  department  to  which  I  was 
assigned  by  yoar  Excellency,  as  one  of  the  Executive  Council,  I  have 
very  little  to  communicate  that  will  be  necessary  for  yon  to  communi- 
cate to  the  Gonyention  of  the  People  of  this  State. 

The  Postal  arrangements  have  been  continued  as  they  existed  at  the 
time  of  the  secession  of  the  State  from  the  late  Union. 

After  the  Ordinance  of  the  Convention  continuing  the  officers  of  the 
Post  Office  Department  as  before,  upon  the  application  of  several  Post 
masters  for  instructions,  I  issued  a  circular  instructing  them  to  make 
their  returns  and  accounts  to  the  Department  at  Washington  as  pre- 
viously, so  long  as  the  mails  were  transported  under  their  contracts  and 
xiuthoTity.  This  course  has  been  pursued  so  far  as  I  know,  and  as  yet 
I  have  been  aware  of  no  interruption  of  mail  facilities  in  the  State. 

In  relation  to  the  delivery  and  receipt  of  the  mails  to  and  from  Fort 
Sumter,  under  your  direction,  I  proposed  to  Major  Anderson  to  have 
-^hem  delivered  to,  and  by  his  boats,  at  Fort  Johnson,  to  which  he 
assented;  the  necessary  orders  were  issued  for  this  purpose,  and  in  this 
^ay  mail  communication  has  been  kept  up,  without  complaint,  so  far 
«s  I  am  aware,  with  that  post. 

The  papers  and  correspondence  on  this  subject  will  be 'found  em- 
l>raced  in  the  correspondence  between^  Hon.^A.  O.  Magrath,  of  the 
State  Department,  and  Hon.  J.  .Holt,  Postmaster  General  at  Washing- 
ton, and  have  already  been  made  public.  That  portion  of  Customs 
with  which  my  department  was  connected,  was  in  reference  to  Light 
Houses  and  buoys  in  the  harbor  and  coast,  and  with  the  vessels  con- 
nected with  that  service.. 

Under  your  direction,  soon  after  the  evacuation  of  Fort  Moultrie  by 
the  garrison  of  the  United  States  and  their  possession  of  Fort  Sumter, 
1  directed  the  lights  in  the  harbors  of  Charleston,  Beaufort  and 
(Georgetown  to  be  extinguished,  and  the  buoys  in  these  harbors  respec- 
tively to  be  removed,  in  order  to  prevent  by  these  means,  as  far  as 
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traotioable,  the  supplies  of  proyisions,  men,  &c.,  to  Fort  Sumter,  na 
well  as  to  prevent  hostile  ships  from  coming  into  our  waters.  This 
coarse  is  still  parsued,  as  I  learn  from  those  i^ow  in  authority.  Upon 
the  organization  of  the  Provisional  Qovernment  of  the  Confederate 
States,  and  the  Treasury  and  Post  Office  Departments  thereof|  I  felt 
that  my  duties  in  the  department  to  which  I  had  been  assigned  by 
your  Excellency  had  determined,  and  I  consequently  requested  the 
officers  both  of  the  Customs  and  Post  Office,  with  whom  I  had  been 
connected,  to  report  and  adviscf  with  the  respective  heads  of  depart- 
ments of  the  Confederate  States,  which  has  been  done. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure,  in  closing  this  report,  to  bear  my  cheerful 
testimony  to  the  efficiency,  discretion  and  promptness  of  the  gentlemen 
at  the  head  of  the  Post  Office  and  Customs,  respectively,  in  the  City  of 
Charleston,  and  thus  publicly  tender  them  my  thanks  (which  I  have 
done  privately)  for  the  cheerful  assistance  and  suggestions  which  I 
have  at  all  times  received  from  them,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
the  position  assigned  me.

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REPORT    OP   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    MILITARY; 
WITH  THE  ACCOMPANYING  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  commanication  of  his  Excellency  Oov.  Pickens,  and  ac- 
companying documents,  as  relates  to  the  transfer  of  enlisted  troops, 
arms,  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war,  to  the  Gbyemment  of  the 
Confederate  States,  to  the  Coast  Defences  and  Volunteers  in  the  service 
of  this  State,  and  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Orr  as  to  the  troops  raised  for 
the  defence  of  this  State,  &c.,  beg  leave  to 

Report  : 

That  they  have  had  the  matters  referred  under  consideration,  and 
the  matters  which  specially  engaged  their  attention  ^ere,  first^  the 
number  and  amount  of  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  which  it 
was  proper  to  transfer,  and  the  mode  of  settlement  therefor.  They 
have  deemed  it  expedient  to  turn  over  to  the  Confederate  Oovernment 
all  such  as  have  been  purchased  since  the  20th  December  last  and  are 
now  in  our  possession,  and  such  other  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions 
(including  those  taken  in  the  forts  and  aVsenals  in  this  State  lately  in 
the  possession  of  the  United  States  Government)  as  the  Governor  and 
Board  of  Ordnance  may  deem  it  advisable  to  transfer  with  a '  due  re- 
gard to  the  safety  and  defence  of  this  State. 

Secondly, — ^The  transfer  of  the  regular  enlisted  troops  now  in  the 
service  of  the  State  to  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States. 
This  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  should  be  done  without  delay;  but, 
in  doing  so,  the  Governor  should  insist  upon  the  preservation  of  their 
present  organization  and  the  maintenance  of  the  rank  of  the  officers,  if 
practicable  so  to  do  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Congress  of 
the  Confederate  States,  entitled  an  ''Act  to  raise  Provisional  Forces 
for  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  and  for  other  purposes." 

This  we  have  the  assurance,  in  the  communicatioD  of  his  Excellency, 
^11  be  urged  by  him  as  far  as  practicable. 

Thirdly, — The  tender  of  volunteers  to  the  Confederate  States,  and 
providing  for  their  entering  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States, 
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under  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to.  Your  Committee  have  arriyed 
at  the  conclusion,  that  while  the  assent  of  this  State  should  be  cheer- 
full  j  yielded  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Confederate 
Congress,  jet  it  is  but  proper  that  preferences  should  be  given  to  the 
forces  already  in  service  and  those  now  organized  under  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  at  its  last  session. 

The  propriety  of  this  course  is  so  manifestly  just  to  these  forces, 
their  efficiency,  discipline  and  preparation  so  fully  completed,  and  the 
promptness  by  which,  with  their  tender  and  consent,  they  can  be 
thrown  into  the  field,  that  your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  dis- 
cuss it  at  length.  In  'case  these  forces  do  not  furnish  a  snffieieot 
number  to  answer  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States, 
then  it  follows  that  volunteers  from  other  sources  can  tender  thar 
services  to  supply  the  deficiency;  but  your  Committee  apprehend  no 
such  contingency,  under  the  resolutions  they  submit  on  these  subjects. 

The  reports  of  Gen.  D.  F.  Jamison,  of  the  War  Department,  an<^f 
the  Hon.  A.  C.  Garlington,  of  the  Interior  and  Coast  Defence,  furnish 
variable  information  as  to  the  condition  for  defence  the  State  now  oc- 
cupies, that  your  Committee  recommend  that  five  hundred  copies  of 
each  be  printed  for  the  use  of  this  Convention,  and  for  distribatioii 
thereby. 

There  is  one  other  subject  that  has  occupied  the  attention  of  your 
Committee,  incidentally  connected  with  the  matters  referred  to  them, 
and  that  is  the  mode  of  payment  we  are  to  adopt  by  which  this  State  is 
to  be  paid,  and  reimbursed  fof  her  military  expenditures,  &c.,  since  our 
Act  of  Secession.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  for  such  portion 
of  the  amount  wlrich  will  be  d^p  this  State  by  the  Confederate  Oovem- 
ment,  upon  a  settlement  for  our  disbursements,  should  be  received  in 
the  Bonds  of  the  Confederate  States,  now  about  to  be  issued  under  the 
fifteen  million  loan  provided  for  by  Act  of  the  Confederate  Congress, 
except  what  will  be  necessary  to  prevent  embarrassment  to  the  finanoes 
of  our  Treasury,  and  they  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  herewith  submitted  on  that  subject. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  report  the  accompanying 
resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adoption.  • 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

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SssoLUTioXB  to  provide  for  the  transfer  of  arms,  ordnanoe  and  mnnu 
tions  of  war,  by  this  State  to  the  Ooyemment  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America. 
Betolved,  That  the  Governor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer 
to  the  authorities  of  the  Confedemte  States  of  America  all  of  the  ord- 
nanoe, arms  and  munition  of  war,  which  have  been  purchased  by  the 
authorities  of  this  State,  and  now  in  her  possession,  since  the  twentieth 
day  of  December  last,  except  such  as  he,  with  the  Board  of  Ordnance, 
may  think  it  advisable  to  retain,  upon  payment  to  the  State  of  the  cost 
and  expenses  thereof,  or  securing  such  payment  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Governor  and  Cpuncil.     That  h^  also,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
ooDsent  of  the  Board  of  Ordnanoe,  transfer  to  the  said  ConYederate 
Government  all  of  the  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  which  have 
been  taken  in  the  forts  and  arsenals  of  this  State,  lately  in  possession 
of  the  (Government  of  the  United  States,  except  such  as,  in  their  dis- 
orotion,  should  be  retained  for  the  use  aqd  defence  of  the  State,  taking 
therefor  such  receipts  and  assurances  as  will  secure  to  this  State  the 
value  thereof,  or  will  indemnify  the  State  in  any  accounting  which  may 
hereafter  be  had  with  the  United  States  Governib^it. 

And  that  the  Governor  and  Board  of  Ordnance  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  turn  over  all  the  arms,  ordnance  and  munitions  of  war  to 
the  authorities  of  the  Confederate  States,  in  possession  of  this  State,, 
upon  payment  therefor,  or  securing  such  payment,  which,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, can  be  spared  consistently  with  the  safety  and  defence  of  this 
Stote. 

Resolution  to  provide  for  the  transfer  of  the  regular  enlisted  troops 
of  this  State  to  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States. 
Resolved,  That  it  is  proper  that  the  regular  troops  which  have  been 
enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  State,  should  be  transferred,  for  the  re- 
mainder of  their  term  of  enlistment,  to  the  service  of  t*he  Confederate 
States;  but  that  in  doing  so,  justice  requires  that  all  the  officers  should 
receive  commissions  of  the  same  grade  for  at  least  the  period  of  enlist- « 
ment  of  the  troops,  and  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  authorized 
to  make  arrangements  accordingly  for  such  transfer  with  the  President 
of  the  Confederate  States,  and  to  endeavor  to  preserve,  if  practicable, 
the  rank  of  all  the  officers. 

Resolutions  to  provide  for  tendering  a  Volunteer  Force  to  the  Con- 
federate States. 
Reiolvedj  That  it  is  the  sense  of  thb  Convention  that  the  sudden 
.68 
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call  wbioh  was  gallantly  answered  by  the  First  Regiment  of  South 
CaroliDa  YoluDteers,  now* in  the  service,  and  the  valuable  serrices 
which  that  Kegiment  has  rendered,  give  it  a  just  claim  to  an  honorable 
discharge,  as  soon  as  the  pressing  exigency  of  State  affairs  will,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Governor,  permit;  but  that,  if  it  should  be  the  desire 
of  the  said  Regiment  to  prolong  its  service,  then  it  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  being  the  first  corps  transferred  to  the  service  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  upon  making  the  necessary  change  in  their  term  of 
enrollment;  and  that  if  the  whole  Regiment  shall  not  desire  to  extend 
the  term,  but  a  number  of  companies  and  men  sufficient,  with  the  aid 
of  prompt  recruiting,  to  form  an  efficient  regiment,  shall  choose  to  do 
so,  they  shall  have  the  same  privilege^  and  shall  retain  the  regimental 
name  and  colors.  ' 

Resolved,  That  if  the  services  of  the  First  Regiment  shall  not  be 
needed  in  the  field  for  the  'whole  of  their  term  of  six  months,  the 
Governor  may,  at  his  discretjon,  permit  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
Regiment  to  return  to  their  homes,  subject  to  his  call  whenever  it  naj 
be  requisite  during  the  said  term — their  pay  and  allowance  being  sos- 
pended  while  so  at  home — and  that  in  the  event  of  a  treaty  of  peioe 
being  made  between  the  Confederate  States  and  the  United  States 
before  the  expiration  of  the  said  term,  the  Governor  shall  be  authonied 
to  disband  the  said  Regiment. 

Resolved,  That  whenever  a  volunteer  force  shall  be  called  for  by  the 
Government  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  Governor  be  anthorixedto 
call  for  as  many  regiments  of  *the  twelve  months'  volunteers  alreidj 
organized  as  may  be  needed  ;  and  that  if  the  said  regiment  shall  con- 
sent to  go  into  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  they  shall  be 
transferred  accordingly;  and  if  the  whole  of  any  regiment  shall  not  so

Setoivedf  That  so  soon  as  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States 
of  America,  created  by  the  ''  Constitution  "  which  has  been  now  rat- 
ified, shall  be  securely  established,  and  in  peaceful  operation,  the  State 
of  Sooth  Carolina  ought  to  ''  demand "  that  (two  other  States  oon- 
onrring)  the  Congress  shall  summon  a  Convention  of  all  the  States,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  following  amendments  to  the  said  Constitu- 
tion, to  wit :  1.  To  amend  the  second  section  of  the  first  Article  by^ 
striking  out  from  the  third  elause  thereof  the  follpwing  words,  to  wit : 
"  which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free 
ptfisoDS;  including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,''  and  the 
words,  "three-fifths  of  all  slaves,"  and  inserting  after  the  words,  "re- 
spective numbers,'^  the  words,  "  including  slaves,'*  2.  To  strike  out 
the  second  clause  of  the  eighth  section  of  the  first  Article,  and  insert : 
''The  Congress  shall  not  contract  any  debt  except  for  war  purposes;

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordintnces,  to  whom  it  was  referred : 

^rst,  To  inquire  and  report  '^  what  reeolations  and  orders  of  the 

Convention,  passed  in  secret  session,  and  how  much  and  what  portioti 

of  the  secret' jonmali  may  now  be  made  pablio  without  impropriety;  " 

and 

Secondly  J  To  oonsidor  and  report  upon  the  foUowiDg  leeolutiony  to 
wit :  ^^Resolvedy  That  the  injunction  of  aecrecj  be  rcmofed  fiom  the 
proceedings  and  debates  of  this  CouTcntioo  on  the  Comtitntion  of  the 
Confederate  States  of  America ;  and  that  the  joumak  of  this  OooTen*> 
tion  and  of  its  proceedings  thereon^  shall  be  published  udder  the  iu- 
pervision  of  the  President  of  this  Convention,  so  soon  as  the  iojanetion 
of  secrecy  shall  be  removed  from  the  ^pooeedings  and  debates  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Congress  assembled  at  Montgomery,  which  formed 
said  Constitution/'  having  considered  these  matters^  beg  leave  to 

Report : 

That  they  were  attended  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Coovention,  and  with 
him  carefully  and  minutely  perused  the  journals  of  the  secret  sessions 
of  this  body,  from  the  22d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1860,  when  the 
Convention  first  sat  witli  closed  doors,  until  the  present  time.  They 
find  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy  has  already  been  removcArom  the 
Ordinances  and  the  more  important  Resolutions  which  have  been 
adopted.  Your  Committee  cannot  say  that  the  removal  of  the'injunc- 
tion  of  secrecy  from  the  remainder  of  the  transactions  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  their  consequent  publication,  is  either  improper  or  incompatible 
with  the  public  interests. 

There  are  a  class  of  resolutions,  the  publication  of  which,  it  was 
objected  in  the  Committee,  might  give  rise  to  a  misconception  of  the 
real  views,  and  a  misconstruction  of  the  true  action  of  thb  body.  To 
these  the  attention  of  the  Convention  is  invited. 

On  the  27th  day  of  December  of  the  last  year,  the  morning  after 
Major  Anderson  had,  binder  cover  of  the  night,  dismantled  and  aban- 
doned Fort  Moultrie,  and  taken  military  and  hostile  occupation  of 
Fort  Sumter,  a  Delegate  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

''  ResoIveJy  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  occupa- 
tion of  Fort  Sumter  ought  at  once  to  be  regarded  as  an  authorized  oc- 
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cnpatioiiy  and  yigoroos  military  defences  provided  immediatelyj  *' 
irhich  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.  Many  other  resolutions  to  t^e 
same  effect  were/from  time  to  time,  presented,  and  were  also  either 
{trdered  to  lie  on  the  table  or  rejected.  To  remove  the  injunction  of 
Moreey,  and  pablish  to  the  world  these  and  kindred  resolutions,  it  was 
suggested  might  lead  to  the  idea  that  the  Convention  had,  by  theic, 
action  on  them^  declined  to  entertaip,  or  assert,  and  perhaps  had  denied, 
the  principles  therein  declared^  and  ha^  thus  placed  themselves  some- 
what in  oppoBitbn  to  the  views  expressed  in  their  behalf  by  our  Com- 
misaioaers  to  the  Government  at  Washington. 

In  this  view  your  Committee  do  not  concur.  It  is  well  known  to 
the  members  of  thb  body,  that  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  Convention 
intended  thereby  to  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  authority  and  charac- 
ter of  Major  Anderson's  occupation,  tho^ame  not  having  been  then,  a& 
yet|  affirmed,  denied  or  adopted  by  the  then  Administration,  and  ouv 
Commissioners  having,  at  that  time,  this,  with  other  complicated  and 
delicate  questions,  for  explanation  and,  if  possible,  for  adjustment. 
The  reasons  thus  indicated,  which  induced  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tian,  do  not,  it  is  true,  appear  on  the  face  of  the  journal  or*  accom- 
pany the  reoord;  bat  this  may  be  said  of  the  proceedings  in  all 
legialative  bodiesy  and  which  therefore,  at  last,  must,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, depend  upon  contemporaneous  history  for  their  explanation  and 
vindication. 

In  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  debates  op  the  subject  of  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
your  Committee  do  not  perceive  how  the  same  could  be  done  under  the 
authority  of  this  body,  as  no  official  record  of  them  was  kept  under  its 
directions.  They  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resoliitions : 

1.  Sesolvedf  That  the  injunetion  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  all  the 
transactions  of  this  Convention  in  secret  session,  except  in  relation  to 
the  debaths  on  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
and  the  matter  this  day  directed  by  the  Convention  to  bo  kept  secret.* 

2.  Resolvedy  That  as  soon  as  the  injunction  of  secrecy  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Convention  of  l)ele- 
cates,  lately  assembled  at  Montgomery,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  shall

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Resolveff,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  further  requested  to 
communicate  to  this  Convention  the  number,  grade  and  condition -of 
arms  belonging  to  this  State,  issued  to  any  portion  of  the  militia  of 
the  State,  not  in  actual  use  by  reason  of  exemptions  or  disabilities, 
held  or  claimed  by  any  persons  in  part  composing  such  militia,  and^ 
also  the  number  of  public  arms  now  in  the  State  and  prepared  for  im- 
mediate use.  ' 


State  op  South  Carolina, 
Executive  Office,  December  30tb,  1861. 

To  THE  Honorable  the  President, 

AND  Members  of  the  Convention: 

I  suppose  that  the  object  of  the  above  resolutions  was  to  obtain  a  fuU 
development  of  the  military  strength  of  the  State  now  in  aervioe,  and 
also  to  elicit  full  information  as  to  the  military  relations  our  State  and 
State  forces  bear  towards  the  Confederate  authorities,  and  more  parti- 
cularly towards  the  Confederate  General  Commanding.  I  trust,  there- 
fore, that  the  Convention  will  receive  the  correspondence  I  herewith 
transmit,  which  has  taken  place  between  jmyself  and  the  Confederate 
authorities  and  Generals,  at  different  periods,  so  as  to  illustrate  our  re- 
lations, and  to  enable  the  Convention  more  clearly  to  comprehend^ what 
has  been  done,  as  well  as  what  has  not  been  <jone. 

On  the  first  day  of  March  -last,  I  was  notified  that  the  Confederate 
Congress  had  passed  an  Act  to  raise  provisional  forces,  and  that  the 
President  of  the  Confederate  States  also  formally  assumed  the  com- 
mand of  all  matters  connected  with  our  defences  and  the  conduct  of 
the  war.  A  copy  of  this  letter,  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  is  here- 
with transmitted.  Up  to  that  time  I  had,  necessarily,  directed  and 
controlled  everything  of  the  kind.  But  soon  after  this,,  the  President 
sent  on  a  Confederate  General,  with  full  power  to  take  command  of 
everything  connected  with  the  military.  Whatever  I  have  done  since 
then  has  been  more  by  respectfully  suggesting  than  from  any'  right  or 
power  to  execute  any  military  orders  connected  with  the  every-day  ac- 
tual conduct  of  the  war.  I  have  freely  suggested,  and  havie  had  the 
satisfaction  to  know  that  the  Confederate  Generals  have,  in  most  in- 
stances, treated  such  suggestions  with  all  proper  respeet,  and  not  aa« 
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fireqnentlj  acted  in  aooordanoe  with  them.  But  it  woald  be  doing 
great  wrong  to  me,  and  injustice  to  the  State,  to  hold  any  of  the  State 
authorities  strictly  or  entirely  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  war.  I 
freely  and  liberally,  in  the  commencement,  conlribnted  all  in  my  power 
to  strengthen  the  Confederate  Government  in  all  its  operations.  Be- 
fore  the  Confederate  Government  was  elBciently  organized,  I  sent  can- 
non into  North  Carolina,  and  artillerymen,  with  thirty  thousand  pounds 
of  powder,  with  shot  and  skell,  to  assist  in  occupying  her  forts.  I 
sent  in  like  manner,  very  much  upon  my  own  responsibility,  two  regi- 
ments of  troops  into  Virginia,  fully  armed  and  equipped,  which  were 
the  first  that  were  sent  from  any  State.  I  ^Iso  sent  one  thousand 
stand  of  muskets,  with  one  hundred  thousand  ball  cartridges,  to  Lynch- 
burg,^ Virginia,  to  arm  the  Western  troops.  I  f^ent,  with  ammunition, 
cannon  into  Tennessee,  which  were  planted  above  Memphis,  on  the 
Mississippi  river,  by  an  artillery  officer  and  men  sent  on  by  me.  I  also 
sent  one  thousand  muskets,  and  1  think  it  was  before  the.  State  had 
acted  at  all.  I  also- sent  six  thousand  stand  of  arms  t6  Florida.  I  sent 
our  first  regiment  to  Virginia,  ft^lly  armed  and  equipped,  into  Confed- 
erate service,  without  making  any  estimate  ^f  their  arms  and  equip- 
ments, because  I  thought,  and  was  induced  so  to  believe  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  that  by  cold  weather  this  fall,  there  would  be  plenty  of 
arms  brought  in  to  supply  what  might  be  needed  in  the  State.  I  have 
been  grievously  disappointed  in  this  calculation;  but  I  must  candidly 
say,  that  it  was,  perhaps,  because  the  Confederate  authorities  had  made 
no  calculation  as  to  the  present  extent  of  the  war„or  the  new  and  en- 
larged demand  for  arms.  .  The  enormous  increase  of  our  armies,  and 
the  vast  extent  of  our  lines  to  be  defended,  make  it  beyond  the  power 
of  the  Government  to  supply  all  required. 

But  I  will  say  to  the  Convention,  in  reply  to  the  resolutions,  that  I 
bad,  from  arms  recently  collected  throughout  the  State,  about  one 
thousand  at  the  Arsenal  in  Columbia,  and  near  twelve  hundred  in 
Charleston  which  I  have  put  in  pretty  good  repair.  The  Governor  of 
Virginia  has,  also,  in  the  last  few  days,  sent  me  one  thousand  excel- 
lent muskets,  with  bayonets. 

I  heard  from  General  Bonham,  that  he  had  collected  seven  hundred 
excellent  arms,  belonging  to  the  State,  that  are  not  now  in  use  with 
our  regiments  in  Virginia..  I  immediately  sent  on  Mr.  Mitchell,  of 
Charleston,  for  them,  and  expect  his  arrival  with  them  every  day.  I 
have  likewise  ordered  in  the  arms  that  are  in  the  hands  of  what  ia 
called  the  ReserveB,  in  Charleston ;  and  the  Ordoaoce  officer  writes  me 
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that  he  will  receive  about  thirteen  hundred  in  that  way.  I  haye  also 
written  the  Major  of  Charleston  to  return  back  the  arms  in  the  bands 
of  the  Fire  Companies  of  Charleston.  These  are  abont  five  hundred ; 
and  the  Act  constituting  them  a  part  of  the  military,  expires  on  the 
eighteenth  of  January  next.  I  recently  purchased  nine  hundred  and 
ten  En£eld  rifles,  for  the  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  and  two  hundred 
dollars — formerly  held  by  Colocel  -Cuningham.  These  I  hold  to  give 
out  to  flanking  companies  of  tho  regimeflts  mustered  io  for  twelve 
months.  The  Confederate  Government  have  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
a  Confederate  officer,  twenty-two  hundred  Enfield  rifles,  for  our  troops 
to  be  mustered  in — a  portion  of  which  are  given  out.  The  sum  total 
of  all  these  would  be  about  eight  thousand  stand  of  arms.  Out  of 
these  Colonel  Means'  Kegiment  and  Colonel  Elford's  have  received  or- 
ders for  arms,  and  also  Major  James'  Battalion,  and  four  other  sepa- 
rate companies,  which  would  reduce  the  amount  to  niBar  six  thousand, 
that  can  still  be  used  for  troops  must'erilbg  4n. 

I  here  take  occasion  most  respectfully  to  urge  every  member  of  the 
Convention  to  exert  all  his  public  and  private  influence  to  get  compa- 
nies to  come  forward  immediately  and  enroll  themselves  for  the  servioe 
of  the  couDlry.  There  never  was  a  time  when  we  needed  them  more, 
and  I  most  urgently  suggest  that  every  meHns  shall  be  instantly  put  in 
requisition  to  bring  forward  men  to  serve  in  the  defence  of  our  be- 
loved State.  No  time  is  to  be  lost,  arnd  delay  may  be  our  ruio.  I 
herewith  enclose  a  full  statement  of  all  the  troops  now  under  arms 
from  Georgetown  to  Hardeeville,  amounting  to  twenty  thousand  eigh| 
hundred  and  forty.  The  paper  sent  in  will  show  the  position  at  pres- 
ent occupied  by  each  corps,  and  its  strength . 

I  also  send  in  a  separate  report  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office, 
of  all  the  troops  actually  mustered  in  belonging  to  this  State  alone. 
First;  those  in  Virginia  and  elsewhere,  and  then  those  now  in  the 
State,  and  all  the  latter  ordered  to  report  directly  to  General  Lee,  as 
Confederate  commanding  officer.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  State  now  has 
in  service  altogether  thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighteen 
men,  and  in  service  in  this  State  alone,  twenty-one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight,  if  we  include  five  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twelve  in  companies  reported  and  accepted.  Of  these,  seventeen 
thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen  arc  now  actually  mustered  and  re- 
ceived into  Confederate  service.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  letter  of 
General  Lee,  dated  the  27th  instant,  puts  the  number  actually  mus- 
tered  into  Confederate  service,  of  which  he  has  any  account,  at  only 
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ten  thousand  and  thirtj-siz ;  but  in  the  same  letter  he  sajs  that  he 
does  not  include  Colonels  Means'  and  Elford's  Regiments,  the  Laurens 
Battalion,  and  other  companies  mentioned ;  and  I  infer  from  his  re- 
marks that  he  maj  not  include  the  forces  in  garrison  in  Forts  Sumter 
and  Moultrie,  or  at  Cole's  Island,  and  perhaps  he  also  does  not  include 
the  forces  at  and  near  Georgetown.  If  all  these  were  included,  then 
the  amount  would  be  about  the  same  as  is  herein  transmitted,  that  is 
to  say,  about  seventeen  thousand.  If  this  does  not  explain  the  differ- 
ence,  then  there  is  no  other  waj  of  accounting  for  it,  except  that  the 
officers  commanding  Districts  have  not  reported  to  him  fully  the  troops 
that  have  been  sent  forward  from  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Geocr- 
al's  office,  for  the  Adjutant  General  has  sent  in  to  me  a  correct  list 
from  the  rolls  filed  in  his  office,  of  troops  actually  sent  forward  into 
service.  This  report  is  herewith  transmitted.  It  is  believed  that  the 
thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighteen  now  actually  mustered 
in  service  from  this  State,  is  the  largest,  in  proportion  to  our  white 
population,  of  any  other  State  in  the  Confederacy.  It  would  thus  ap- 
pear that  the  forces  from  other  States  are  three  thousand  six  hundred 
and  ninety,  making  in  all  twenty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
one,  now  under  command  of  the  Confederate  Generals.  I  have,  at  the 
camp  near  this  place,  twelve  hundred  men,  now  mustering  in ;  and 
from  what  is  reported,  I  expect  sixty  more  companies  in  a  feW  dajs — 
making,  for  the  present,  seventy-five  companies,  in  addition  to  the 
troops  recently  sent  forward.  Our  difficulty  is,  that  the  line  to  be  de- 
fended is  so  very  long.  The  bays  and  inlets  along  our  extensive  sea- 
eoast  are  so  numerous,  that  it  is  difficult  to  know  exactly  where  the 
enemy  may  strike  ;  and  we  consequently  have  to  guard  too  many  <dan- 
gerous  points  at  the  sam^time.  If  an  attack  is  intended  to  be  made 
on  Charleston,  their  first  movement  will  probably  be  through  Stono  or 
North  Edisto,  and  at  the  same  time  a  demonstration  will  be  made  at 
Bull's  Bay,  so  as  to  divert  and  divide  our  forces.  The  resources  of  the 
enemy  on  sea  are  almust  boundless,  and  a  foray  upon  our  expo^d 
coast  furnishes  employment  for  their  i(^e  marine  and  the  vagrant  popu- 
lation of  their  large  cities.  If  the;  enter  through  North  Edisto,  they 
will  approach  Charleston  through  John's  Island;  and  if  through  Stono, 
then  they- will  endeavor  to  silence  our  batteries  there,  and  approach 
over  James'  Island,  to  occupy  the  Ashley  above  Fort  Johnson,  so  as 
to  shell  the  city.  This  was  the  appi'oach  adopted  by  the  British 
ia  the  Revolution,  and  again  attempted  in  1813.  They 
eaonot  separate  from*  their  vessels  without  reserving  a  large  force 
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to  keep  open  their  commuoioations  in  the  rear  with  their  fleet  Thej 
cannot,  in  faot,  risk  the  attempt  of  an  attack  on  Charleston  with  much 
less  than  fifty  thousand  men,  supported  hy  cavalry  and  artillery.  If 
we  can  throw  on  James'  and  John's  Islands  fifteen  thousand  men,  and 
they  are  well  managed,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  make  a  successful  at- 
tack. GeneraMioo  thinks  they  cannot  bring  fifty  thousand  mea;  and 
after  examining  our  position  at  the  mouth  of  tho  Stono  and  Battery 
Island,  he  thought  they  could  not,  in  any  evient,  succeed  in  marohiog 
upon  the  city,  lie  has  authority  to  order  troops  from  Georgia^  if  we 
are  urgently  threatened,  and  thinks  several  thousand  could  be  thiu 
thrown  in. 

The  Secretary  of  \^ar  has  telegraphed  me  that  one  Virginia  and 
£wo  Tennessee  regiments  have  been  sent  on  to  us,  and  other  regiments 
are  to  follow. 

I  think  we  have  sufficient  ammunition.  In  Forts  Sumter  and  Moul- 
trie there  are  near  eighty-six  thousand  pounds  of  cannon  powder.  Bat- 
tery Island,  as  the  distributing  artillery  officer  recently  told  me,  baa 
near  one  hundred  roufids  for  each  gun.  We  have,  of  riQe  powder, 
forty-oae  thousand  pounds,  and  seventeen  thousand  pounds  of  musket 
powder.  If  the  oneoiy  approach  the  entrance  of  Charleston  harbor,  I 
trust  our  forts  are  in  order  to  receive  them.  Heavy  vc^ibscIb  oF  war 
cannot  enter  over  our  Bar,  and  any  of  them  must  be  brought  under  the 
full  range  of  our  guns.  There  are  eighty-seven  guns,  well  mounted, 
at  Fort  Sumter,  and  some  thirty-seven  at  Fort  Moultrie. 

If  our  malignant  enemies  come  in  numbers  like  the  Goths  and  Van- 
dals, with  their  invading  hordes,  we  may  be  overrun ;  but  we  can  find 
consolation  and  satisfaction  only  in  doing  our  duty  bravely  and  faiths 
fully.  I  feel  the  embarrassments  of  my  own  position,  as  being  held  re- 
sponsible for  military  movements  and  defence  before  the  public,  when, 
in  fact,  I  have  no  real  power,  and  can  only  effect  any  general  purpose 
by  requests  and  suggestions,  which  place  me  in  an  unpleasant  position  if 
unheeded,  and  if  executed  badly,  make  me  liable  to  all  the  censure  in- 
cident to  a  failure.  .  Many  things  might  be  complained  of  on  my  part, 
but  in  this  great  emergency  I  prefer  to  make  no  public  complaint,  and 
to  aid  the  Confederate  authorities  with  all  the  power  that  I  can  legiti- 
mately bring  forward  to  their  assistance. 

Y^ou  will  perceive  from  a  lettor,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed, 
that  I  desired,  last  summer,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Cabinet  at 
fiichmond  to  the  fhct  that,  if  a  defensive  policy  on  the  Potomac  was  to 
be  inaugurated  as  the  settled  policy  of  the  Government,  wo  would,  un- 
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doubtedlj,  be  Tisited  ibis  fall  with  all  the  dangers  of  a  powerful  fleet 
on  the  element  where  they  are  strong  and  we  are  weak,  and  that  I  de- 
sired to  know,  so  as  to  prepare  in  time  to  try  and  meet  this  state  of 
things.  The  four  regiments  I  raised  for  Confederate  eervice,  uncon- 
ditionallj  for  the  war,  last  August  and  September,  I  obtained  permis- 
sion from  the  War  Department  to  retain  in  this  State  to  meet  this  very 
emergency.  I  also  wrote  the  Department  that  one  of  the  great  diflScul- 
.  ties  would  be  the  searoity  of  arms,  as  I  could  not  positively  promise 
any  more.  I  also  telegraphed  the  War  Department  the  very  first  mo- 
ment I  was  informed  that  the  fleet  of  war  vessels  which  sailed  from 
Hampton  Boads  were  destined  for  Port  Royal,  that  if  they  were  as 
strong  as  stated,  the  danger  was, .  that  they  would  pftss  the  forts  and 
enfilade  the  batteries. 

It  is  useless  to  disguise  the  fact  that  the  country  is  under  absolute 
military  control.  We  must  submit  to  it  for  the  present,  as  we  have  no 
power  to  change  it,  even  if  we  wished.  Any  public  complaint  or  di- 
vision, under  existing  circumstances,  would  only  distract  and  divide  us, 
without  the  possibility  of  advancing  the  public  service  or  the  public 
interest  at  all.  I  enclose  with  this  the .  letter  directed  to  a  member  of 
the  Cabinet,  in  Richmond,  dated  last  September,  and  whicli  was  read 
to  the  President,  but  no  reply  has  ever  been  made,  except  an  informal 
one  by  the  gentleman  to  whom  it  was  addressed,  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  the  war  had  grown  beyond  all  the  calculations  of  the  Cabinet,  and 
that  they  were  endeavoring  to  meet,  as  far  as  they  could,  all  the  pres- 
sing emergencies  of  the  country.  I  also  transmit  with  this,  copies  of  let- 
ters written  to  Generals  Lee  and  Rip'ey,  and  their  answers  to  the  same. 
The  one  in  reference  to  General  DeSaussure's  brigade,  I  wrote  after 
consultation  with  him.  The  force  in  the  fourth  brigade,  in  Charleston, 
was  returned  last  summer  at  three  thousand  four  hundred  ,men,  but  I 
knew  only  sixteen  hundred  were  actually  out,  and  this  is  what  I  in- 
tended in  writing  to  General  Lee  as  to  their  numbec.  I  have  thus 
oommnnicated  freely  with  your  honorable  body,  but  of  course  there  are 
many  things  I  have  mentioned  that  are  not  intended  for  the  public  in 
any  way.  I  make  this  free  communication,  because  I  feel  th^t  we  are 
in  the  midst  of  great  events.  If  we  are  surrounded  with  difficulties, 
80  are  our  enemies.  Any  invasion,  with  large  forces,  by  water,  is  ac- 
cooopanied  by  great  Expense,  and  subject  to  many  disasters.  They 
may  have  consummate  skill  in  managing  a  navy,  but  may  be  without  the 
training  necessary  for  success  on  land.  If  we  act  with  unanimity  and 
patriotic  zeal,  my  deliberate  convictioD  is,  that  Charleston  cannot  be 
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I  taken.  If  the  Confederate  commanding  officers  tot  with  energy  aod 
ability,  I  believe  a  sufficient  force  can  be  assembled  to  meet  and  diiye 
back  the  invader. 

But  the  State  requires  that  every  man  shall  do  his  duty.  If  there 
are  any  timid  or  unable  to  fight,  they  had  better  withdraw  from 
Charleston  for  the  present,  and  so,  also,  the  women  and  children  that 
can  be  cared  for  elsewhere,  had  better,  perhaps,  be  removed,  because, 
in  threatening  dangers,  they  only  add  to  panic,  and  are  consumers. 
But  let  all  others  go  to  the  field,  and  go  cheerfully.  Let  them  man 
the  guns  and  stand  by  their  layonets,  and,  under  the  bleflslDgs  of 
Providence,  the  country  can  be  defended  and  the  city  saved.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  ef 
copies  of  certain  Resolutions  of  the  Convention  of  South  Carolina,  and 
in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  to  submit  a  Report  in  response  to 
such  matters  therein  contained  as  may  be  referable  to  this  office. 

First — As  to  "  the  number  of  regiments  from  this  State  which  bare 
volunteered  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  for  the  war,  of  that 
number  how  many  are  in  service  without  the  limits  of  the  State,  and 
also  the  original  aod  present  strength  of  such  regiments,"  I  hare  to 
report  the  following  regiments  organized  for  and  during  tiie  present 
war :  Ist,  <'  Orr's  Regiment  of  Rifles,"  Col.  James  L.  Orr  command- 
ing ;  2d,  "  1st  Regiment  8.  C.  Volunteers  for  the  War,"  Col.  D.  H. 
Hamilton  commanding ;  3d,  **  12th  Regiment  of  S  0.  Volunteers," 
Col.  R.  G.  M.  Dunovant  commanding ;  4th,  "  13th  Regiment  of  8.  C. 
Volunteers,"  Col.  0.  E.  Edwards  commanding;  5th,  <<  ]4th  Regiment 
S.  C.  Volunteers,"  Col.  James  Jones  commanding;  6th,  ''15th  Regi- 
ment S.  C.  Volunteers,"  Col.  W.  D.  DeSaussure  commanding.  In 
process  of  organization  :  A  regiment  now  consisting  of  six  companies, 
under  command  of  Lieut.  Col.  J.  V.  Moore,  and  a  regiment  dow  con-

Bisting  of  five  oompanies,  to  be  commaoded  by  Col.  P.  H.  Nelsoiii 
making  six  organized  i^giments,  aod  two  in  progress  of  organization. 

Of  these  regiments,  only  one  is  without  the  limits  of  the  State,  sta- 
tioned at  or  near  Saffolk,  Virginia. 

The  original  strength  of  each- regiment  is  as  follows :  Orr's  Eegiment, 
1,030,  aggregate ;  1st  Regiment,  860,  aggregate ;  12th  Regiment,  789, 
aggregate;  13th  Regiment,  764,  aggregate;  14th  Regiment,  902,  ag- 
gregate; 15th  Regiment,  813,  aggregate;  Moore's  Battalion,  430; 
Nelson's  Battalion,  352,  aggregate. 

The  present  strength  of  the  regiment  can  only  be  ascertained  from 
the  headquarters  of  the  Confederate  Commanding  General,  as  my  con- 
nectidn  with  .them  ceases  after  the  master  into  Confederate  service,  ex- 
ccpt  aa  to  simple  matters  of  organization.  If  it  is  your  Excellency's 
desire,  I  will  request  the  information  from  the  Confederate  Command- 
ing Officers  of  the  different  Departments  in  which  the  regiments  are 
stationed. 

Second. — As  to  ''  the  number  of  regiments  from  this  State,  which 
liaye  volunteered  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  for  twelve 
months,  of  that  number  how  many  are  in  service  without  the  limits  of 
the  State,  and  how  many  are  in  service  within  the  limits  of  the  State, 
and  also  the  original  and  present  strength  of  such  regiments — that  the 
same  ii^ormation  be  given  of  any  detached  companies  or  battalions  for 
the  war  or  twelve  months,"  I  have  to  report  that  under  Act  of  General 
Assembly  of  December  17,  1860,  the  following  regiments  were  organ- 
ized, and  have  been  dnce  mustered  into  Confederate  service  :  1st  Reg- 
iment S.  C.  Volunteers,  for  12  months,  Col.  Hagood  comgianding;  2d 
Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Kershaw  commanding;  3d  Regiment 
8.  G.  Volunteers,  Col.  Williams  commanding;  4th  Regiment  S.  C. 
Volunteers,  Col.  Sloan  commanding ;  5th  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers, 
Col.  Jenkins  commanding;  6th  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Win- 
der commanding ;  7th  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Bacon  com- 
inanding;  8th  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Cash  commanding; 
9th  Regiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Heyward  commanding; '  10th 
Hegiment  S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Manigault  commanding;  11th  Regi- 
ment S.  C.  Volunteers,  Col.  Blauding  commanding :  under  special  au- 
thority of  Confederate  Government,  Hampton's  Legion,  Col.  Hampton 
commanding ;  Regiment  of  Coaat  Rangers,  Col.  Hatch  commanding ; 
and  the  regular  enlisted  force  of  South  Carolina,  consisting  of  eight 
companies  of  infantry.  Col.  John  Dunovant  (Commanding ;  seven  com- 
psinies  of  artillery,  Lieut.  Col.  Calhoun  commanding;  and  two  compo- 
71 
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Dies  of  Dismouoted  Dragoons,  Maj.  Lucas  oommaDdiDg :  ^bo,  under 
authoritj  of  General  ^sscmblj  of  this  State,  16th  EegimeDt  of  8.  G. 
Volunteers,  Col.  Elford  commanding;  17th  Regiment  8.  G.  Volan- 
teers.  Col.  Means  commanding ;  and  the  Holcombe  L^on,  Col.  8t«- 
yens  commanding ;  making  in  all  fourteen  regiments,  two  legiooBy  and 
the  regular  enlisted  force  of  South  Carolina. 

Of  this  number  eight  regiments,  one  legidn,  and  odo  company^  are 
in  service  without  the  limits  of  the  State. 

The  original  strength  of  each  regiment  is  as  follows :  Ist  Regiment 
of  S.  C.  Volunteers,  for  twelve  months,  850,  aggregate;  2d  Regiment, 
841;  3d  Regiment,  1,066;  4th  Regiment,  973;  5th  Regiment,  1,124;

I  am  unable  to  state  the  original  strength  of  Hampton's  Legion,  it 
having  been  o)rganized  •  by  Confederate  authority,  and.  the  muster  rolls 
not  being  returned  to  this  office.  I  suppose  the  number  to  have  been 
about  1,100. 

1  also  report  the  following  detached  companies  or  battalions  for  the 
war  or  twelve  months  :  f'or  the  toar.— Black's  Squadron  of  Gavaliy, 
Lieut.  Col.  Black  commanding ;  Palmetto  Battalion,  Maj.  White  com- 
manding ;  Lamar's  Battalion  of  Artillery,  Capt.  Lamar  commanding;' 
Manigault's  Battalion,  Maj.  Mamgault  commanding;  Capt.  Mangnm's 
Company,  Capt.  Boykin's  Company,  Capt.  Shannon's  Company,  Capt 
Boyce's  Company,  and  Capt.  Coit's  Company.  For  twelve  months, — 
Laurens  Battalion,  Maj.  James  commanding.  The  original  strength  of 
these  Battalions  and  Companies  are  included  in  the  statement  appended 
to  this  report. 

For  the  present  strength  1  must  again  refer  your  Excellency  to  the 
proper  Departments. 

Of  this  number  the  following  corps  are  in  service  without^  the  limits 
of  the  State :  Captains  Mangum's,  Boykin's,  Shannon's,  and  Coit's 
Companies. 

Third, — As  tO  the  "  number  of  arms  belonging  to  the  State  which 
Ixave  been  given  to  Regiments,  &o.,"  I  would  refer  your  Excellency  to 
report  of  the  Colonel  of  Ordnance ;  and  as  to  <<  what  measures  have  been 
taken  to  bring  back  those  arms  which  have  become  useless,"  &o.,  I  will 
state,  that  by  direction  of  your  Excellency,  I  despatched  some  ten  days 
since,  a  reliable  agent  to  the  camps  of  our  regiments  in  Virginia,  |o 
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gather  up  tod  briog  back  the  arms  of  the  class- referred  tO;  and  will,  in 
a  few  days,  have  hia  report.  From  iDformation  received  I  expect  to 
reoover  some  six  to  eight  hundred  stand  of  arms.  I  will  also  state  that 
the  CommaDding  Officers  of  the  Brigades  and  Regiments  have  been  again 
and  again  most  urgently  and  strictly  enjoined,  to  take  care  of  and  re- 
turn the  arms^  ISbo.y  in  the  hands  of  their  respective  commands,  belong- 
ing to  the  State.  All  troops  sent  beyond  the  limits  of 'the  State,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  companies,  have  been  armed  and  equipped  from 
the  AiBenals  and  stores  of  the  State. 

Four^ — As  to  '^whal  regiments,  battalions,  or  companies  of  volun- 
teers have  been  organised  within  this  State,  under  any  laws  of  this 
State^  or  any  call  of  his  Excellency,  and  are  now  in  existence,  but  have 
not  yet  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States — to. 
gether  with  the  strength  of  such  organizations,  and  their  present  posi- 
tions and  service/'  I  have  to  report  the  4th  Brigade  of  S.  C.  M.,  Brig. 
Gen.  DeSaussure  commanding,  consisting  of  1st   Regiment  of  Rifles, 
CoL  Branch,  1st  Regiment  of  Artillery,  Col.  Wegener,  and  17th  Regi- 
oieoty  Col.  DeTreville,  commanding,  organized  uQdcr  Acts  of  General 
Assembly  of  1841,  and  subsequent  amendatory  Acts.     This  Brigade 
iras  required  for  by  Brig.  Gen.  Ripley,  then  commanding  this  Depart- 
ment, and  is  new  under  the  orders  of  the  Confederate  Commanding 
General.     Col.  Martin's  Mounted  Regiment,  composed  of  companies 
organized  under  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  the  State.     This  Reg- 
iment was  also  required  for  by  Gen.  Ripley,  and  is  on  duty,  subject  to 
the  orders  of  the  Confederate  Comuianding  General.     Also  the  Pee 
I>ee  Legion,  Brig.  Gen.  Ilarllee  commanding,  raised  by  authority  of  the 
Governor  for  a  limited  period;  also  required  for  by  Gen.  Ripley,  and  is 
xiow  under  orders  of  Confederate  Commanding  General.     The  strength 
of  this  Legion  on  duty  is  800,  aggregate.     There  are  also  six  companies 
of  State  cavalry,  numbering  about  275  in  the  aggregate,  also  under 
CSonfederate  orders.     The  original  strength  of  the  regiments  of  the  4th 
Xrigade  is  as  follows:    Rifle  Regiment,  879;  17th  Regiment,  874; 
.Artillery  R<'gimcnt,  650.     The  Mounted  Regiment  is  about  600  strong. 
^  I  have  also  to  report  that  under  Act  of  December  7,   1861,  T  have 
some  14  companies  in   camp,  and  have  accepted  and  placed*  under 
inarching  orders  for  the  camps  about  60  additional  companies.     These 
companies  have  all   volunteered  for   Confederate  service    for  twelve  * 
months,  an^  are  being  organized  under  Act  of  December  7,  1861,  and 
when  organized  are«ent  forward  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 
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Confederate  CommandiDg  General,  by  Lieut.  Col.  John  S.  Preston, 
ABsistant  Adjutant,  and  Inspector  (jeneral  of  Confederate  States  Army. 
Before  closing  this  Report,  I  will  6tat«  that  I  have  issued  orders  again 
and  again,  and  appointed  special  agents  in  each  District,  to  gather  up 
the  scattered  arms  belonging  to  the  State,  with  but  indiffereot  success. 
These  agents  are  still  at  work,  and  being  highly  inteUJgent  and  patri* 
otic  gentlemen,  are  not  receiving  any  pay  for  their  services. 

I  append  to  this  Report  a  statement  of  the  troops  embraced  in  ihe 
foregoing,  classified  as  follows :  First,  those  in  service  beyond  the  State; 
second,  tho^  in  service  within  the  State;  third,  those  for  and  daring 
the  present  war ;  and  fourth,  those  for  shorter  terms.

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REPORTS  OF  THE  MILITARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolation  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  increasing  the  powers  of  the  Adjutant 
General,  &c.,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  duly  considered  the  subject,  and  are  of  opinion  that 
the  Executive  of' this  State  now  has,  by  law,  all  the  authority  that 
seems  to  be  contemplated  by  the  resolution. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  ratified  7th  December, 
1861,  expressly  directs  and  empowers  the  Governor  to  organise  com- 
panies into  battalions  and  regiments,  as  are  raised  under  ita  provisions, 
and  order  elections  forthwith  for  field  officers,  &c.  But  as  some  doubts 
are  entertained,  as  your  Committee  are  advised,  as  to  the  time  when 
such  elections  should  be  held,  and  the  organization  of  companies  into 
regiments  delayed  in  order  to  allow  those  desiring  particular  field 
officers  to  arrive  and  hold  an  election,  by  which  some  25  companies 
DOW  in  camp  are  not  yet  so  organized ;  your  Committee  are  of  opin- 
ion that  the  subjoined  resolution  should  be  adopted  forthwith,  in 
order  to  put  the  troops  now  in  Camp  Hampton  on  active  service. 
They  therefore  recpmmend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  resola- 
tion.

Eesolvedj  Th^t  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  Governor 
is  authorized  to  organize  such  companies  as  report  and  are  at  their 
rendezvous,  under  the  Actof  7th  December,  1861,  into  battalions  and 
regiments  as  soon  as  sufficient  numbers  of  them  arrive  to  form  the 
same,  and  that  at  this  time  the  organization  into  regiments  should  be 
effected  without  delay,  and  the  troops  «seut  forward  with  the  utmost 
promptness. 


The  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolution 
to  authorize  military  officers  "  to  use  promptly  such  force  as  maj  in 
their  judgment  be  necessary  to  compel  any  person  or  persons  to  take 
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anna  for  the  defence  of  the  State  without  heing  obliged  to  seek  the 
aid  of  courts  luartial/'  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  mat- 
ter referred  under  consideration,  and  concur  in  the  object  of  the  rcso- 
lation;  inasmuch  as  in  an  emergency  those  belonging  to  organizations 
of  State  troops,  bj  refusing  to  go  with  their  commands,  or  leaving 
them  and  not  returning,  would,  to  a  great  extent^  defeat  the  objects  of 
any  expedition  or  movement,  if  all  the  remedy  were  a  court  martial, 
iirbich  would  only  be  fine  or  imprisonment. 

The  officers  io  the  Confederate  service  have  the  authority  now,  and 
constantly  exercise  it,  to  use  force  to  compel  the  attendance  o{  troopa 
mustered  into  Confederate  service,  and  it  is  but  proper  tlfat  officers  in 
State  service  should  in  this  emergency  possess  such  power,  with  respect 
to  those  who  are  enrolled  in  their  commands  and  bound  to  perform 
duty  therein,  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  resolution  as  referred  to 
the  Committee,  however,  they  regard  too  general,  and  hence  they 
recommend  an  amendment  ta  the  same  in  the  following  particulars : 
strikeout  *^  military"  before  officers,  tind  insert  after  ''officers"  the 
words  '^commanding  r^ments,  companies  or  detachments; "  after  the 
word  persons  insert  the  words  ''  who  may  be ; "  after  the  words  liable 
to,  strike  out  "  militia  duty "  and  insert  <<  liable  to  service  in  their 
commands ; "  after  the  words  defence  of  the  State,  strike  ou^the  words 
«  and  perform  militia  duty  in  some  of  the  organisations  of  the  State." 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  resolution  so  amended,  and 
recommend  its  adoption,  and  when  passed  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy 
1>e  removed.

Reiolvedf  That  any  person  or  persona  wOling  immediatelji  or  in 
antioipation  of  the  order  of  the  eommisuoni  to  remove  their  negroes 
and  nioessaiy  proTbiona  for  their  support  under  the  terms  of  an 
Ordinanoe  entitled.  "  An  Ordinance  to  proyide  for  the  removal  of  ne- 
groes and  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State  thai  jnay  be  invaded 
by  the  enemy/'  be  and'  the  same  are  hereby  entitled  to  reeelreall  aneh 
aid,  on  application  to  the  oommiasion,  as  is  prescribed  by  said  Ordi- 
nance to  be  afforded  to  those  who  remove  on  notice^  and  tba  eomnua.

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BEPORTS  OF  THE  COMHITTEB  ON  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Committee  oo  the  CoostitutfoD,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolu- 
tion of  ioquiry  coocerDiDg  the  offices  of  ComptroUer  General  and  Treas- 
urers, beg  leave  to  report :  * 

That  they  have  considered  the  matter  thus  referred  to  them,  and 
have  concluded  that  it  is  inexpedient  for  this  Convention  now  to  inter- 
fere with  it.  Thej  would  not,  if  thej  were  originating  a  government, 
entertain  for  a  moment  the  scheme  in  a  State  so  small  as  this,  of  hav- 
ing  a  double  set  of  State  officers — Specially  not  two  officehi  of  the 
Treasury — so  likely  to  lead  to  complication  of  accounts,  confusion  and 
loss.  They  acknowledge  the  seeming  unfitness  of  an  'officer,  created 
by  the  Legislature,  being  placed  to  control  those  to  whom  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  has  committed  the  administration  of  the  Treasury. 
They  believe  that  the  stroogest  support  of  the  present  system  is  given 
by  those  who  have  interest  in  the  multiplication  of  offices ;  and  they 
recommend  a  careful  examination  of  our  whole  Treasury  system, 
both  its  organization  and  its  actual  administration,  to  the  Legislature, 
to  whom  the  law-making  power  belongs,  and  who  can  cautiously  and 
deliberately  effect  necessary  changes  of  our  Constitution. 

But  your  Committee  remember  that  this  Convention  has  studiously 
abstained  from  making  any,  the  least  change  in  our  Constitution,  not 
demanded  by  that  peculiar  and  perilous  condition  of  our  affairs,  which 
has  given  origin  and  continuance  to  the  Convention.  They  perceive 
that  when  the  new  State  House  shall  have  been  finished,  the  blending 
of  offices  might  be  effected  with  more  convenience  and  with  greater 
safety  to  the  public  records.  They  hope  that  the  public  authorities 
will  be  careful,  by  removal  or  otherwise,  to  save  the  books  and  papers 
in  all  of  the  public  offices  from  any  imminent  danger;  and  they  are 
not  so  impressed  with  the  sense  of  any  evil  now  existing  as  to  fear  fatal 
consequences  from  delay  in  remedying  it. 

They  therefore  beg  leave  to  be  discharged  from  further  considera- 
tion of  the  subject

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REPORTS  OP  THE  MILITARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  which  was  refefred  a  resolution  to 
inquire  if  any  and  what  legislation  is  required  in  the  Surgeon  Gcne- 
Tal's  Department,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
snbjecty  and  that  inasmuch  aa  the  Confederate  Government  has  charge 
of  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  forces  of  the  State  in  active  service,  and  has

That  they  have  had  the  matters  referred  under  consideration,  and 
are  of  opinion,  that  in  regard  to  so  much  of  the  resolution  as  refen  to 
the  collection  of  public  arms  in  the  State  not  in  use,  that  the  moKt 
effectual  method  they  could  recommend  hafi  been  adopted  by  the  Adjn- 
tapt  General,  as  appears  by  his  report  accompanying  the  communica- 
tioQ  of  the  Governor  to  this  Convention,  which  was  that  special  ageots 
had  been  appointed,  and  are  still  at  work  to  collect  the  scattered  pubhc 
arms. 

That  with  respect  to  procuring  arms  from  individuals  willing  to 
part  with  the  same,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  general 
power  granted  to  and  exercised  by  the.  Governor,  to  purchase  arms, 
embraces  that  of  procuring  private  arms.  That  your  Committee  are 
informed  by  the  Adjutant  General  that  all  arms  collected,  and  those 
needing  repairs,  are  put  in  the  hands,  of  gunsmiths  at  once  for  repairs. 

To  secure  the  manuf'apture  of  arms  in  the  State,  is  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  a  subject  of  great  importance.  They  have  made 
inquiries  on  this  subject,  and  have  ascertained  that  such  could  be  dooe, 
prpvided  the  State  would  make  some  advance  to  procure  machinery, 
&o.,  for  which  security  could  be  had,  either  to  refund  the  advance  or 
pay  for  it  by  the  guus  manufactured,  and  with  the  view  of  aiding  in 
so  advantageous  an  enterprise,  they  beg  leave  to  report  the  subjoined 
resolution,  and  recommend  its  adoption.

the  prospects  of  education  of  the  youth  of  the  State  is  so  seriously  im- 
periled by  the  facility  with  which  they  get  into  the  military  service, 
and  are  to  a  great  extent  diverted  from  all  thoughts  of  study  and  some- 
times demoralized  by  promiscuous  association  in  camp,  yet  they  regard 
it  inexpedient  for  this  Convention  to  interfere  to  apply  a  corrective. 

The  only  remedy  that  could  be  applied,  would  be  a  prohibition  on 
thb  chiss  from    going  into  service  at  all,  which   might,  in  many 
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iDstancos,  prove  detrimental.  Your  Conimittee,  therefore,  are  of 
opinion  that  it  shoold  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  parents  and  teaeheiB 
to  check  the  growing  tendency  of  boja  to  enter  military  serriee  at  the 
expense  of  their  edncation  and  future  aeefulness,  and  they  r^ard 
legisktion  by  this  body  on  the  subject  iqazpedient.

REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS   OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

NO.  2. 

The  Special  Committee  No.  2,  ^'  charged  with  considering  and  re- 
porting upon  the  proper  action  of  the  State,  in  case,  at  any  time, 
further  valuable  portions  of  our  territory  should  be  pronounced  UDtena- 
ble  by  the  military  authorities,"  respectfully  report: 

That  they  immediately^  on  their  appointment,  proceeded  to  con- 
sider the  grave  matter  committed  to  their  charge,  and,  after  several 
consultations,  concluded  to  withhold  their  report  until  the  CoDVcntion 
should  act  on  the  reports  of  Special  Committees  Nos.  1  and  5.  This 
Committee  unanimously  concur  in  the  general  line  of  policy  indicated 
in  the  Ordinance,  reported  by  Special  Committee  No.  1,  and  adopted 
by  the  Convention,  and  ask  leave  to  report  resolutions  to  extend  the 
provisions  of  the  original  Ordinance  to  white  inhabitants  of  Charleston, 
incapable  of  conducting  their  own  removal,  and  to  modify  its  provisions 
in  reference  to  the  removal  of  negroes  from  that  city. 

In  regaid  to  the  City  of  Charleston,  your  Committee  cannot  believe 
that  it  will  ever  bo  pronounced  untenable  by  the  military  authorities 
until  the  trial  of  strength  and  endurance  has  been  tested  to  the  utter- 
most. They  recommend  that  it  should  be  expressed,  as  the  sense  of 
the  People  of  South  Carolina  assembled  in  Convention,  that  Charleston 
shuuld  be  defended  at  any  cost  of  life  or  property ;  and  that,  in  their 
deliberate  judgment,  they  would  prefer  a  repulse  of  the  enemy,  with 
the  entire  city  in  ruins,  to  an  evacuation  or  surrender,  on  any  terms 
whatever.  The  Committee  oppose  altogether  the  idea  of  abandoumeut 
until  both  the  defending  army  and  the  city  are  so  far  destroyed  that  no 
provision  need  bo  mado  for  further  action.     If^  howcveri  the  city 
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should  be  abandoned  to  the  eacmy,  contrary  to  the  expressed  wish  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  your  Committee  cannot  bring  themselves  to 
recommend,  as  has  been  suggested  by  some,  that  the  city  should  be 
destroyed  by  the  hands  of  her  own  citizens,  irrespective  of  tlic  command 
of  the  military  authorities.  The  Committee  have  deliborntcd  with 
painful  anxiety  upon  this  mutter,  but  while  they  highly  approve  a 
defence  like  that  of  Zaragossa,  they  cannot  perceive,  in  the  circum- 
fiiances  of  Charleston,  enough  to  commend  to  her  citizens  the  example 
of  Moscow.  The  Committee  think  the  injury  which  might  he  inflicted 
in  this  way  on  the  enemy,  quite  too  inconsiderable  to  warrant  a  pro- 
ceeding so  very  much  more  disastrous  to  ourselves.  Indeed,  the  Com- 
mittee are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  destruction  of  the  city  is 
precisely  that  which  the  enemy  desire  and  design.  The  Committee 
believe  that  an  indiscriminate  burning  of  the  city  could  not  be  e£fccted 
without  destroying  the  lives  of  a  very  large  portion  of  the  non-com- 
batant inhabitants,  whose  removal  could  not  be  accomplished.  Let  the 
responsibility  of  so  terrible  a  calamity  rest  upon  the  012 cmy.  The 
Committee  accordingly  recommend  that  the  Convention  should 
express  its  disapproval  of  the  t^ugirestion  of  a  voluntary  burning  of  the 
oity  by  the  citizens.  To  the  military  authorities  thej  have  nothing  to 
suggest  on  this  point. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fullowiug  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the 
removal  of  negroes  and  other  property  from  portions  of  the  State  which 
may  be  invaded  by  the  enemy,  be  extended  to  the  removal  of  those 
persons  in  the  City  of  Charleston  who  by  reason  of  ago,  sex  ur  iullrmily 
are  incapable  of  taking  part  in  its  defence,  if  such  removal  becomes 
necessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  commi.s.<ion  herein  provided  for. 

Jiesulvedf  That  a  commission  of  tivo  citizens  of  Cliarioston  be  chosen 
by  this  Convention,  whohe  duty  it  shall  be  to  execute  within  the  City 
ot  Charleston  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  aforesaid,  and  of  this 
resolution. 

liewlci'df  That  in  case  any  expense  is  incurred  by  the  Commissioners 
in  the  removal  of  white  persons,  such  persons  shall  bo  liable  to  repay 
such  expense  to  the  Commissioners — which  repayment  may  be  enforced 
by  action  of  debt  in  any  Court  of  common  law. 
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RESOLUTIONS  REMOVING  THE  INJUNCTION  OF  SECRECY 
AS  TO  THE  FOREGOING  REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  inj unction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the  report 
and  resolutions  of  Special  Cou\mittee  No.  2,  adopted  by  the  ConTen- 
tion,  in  so  far  as  to  permit  the  communication  of  a  certified  copy  of 
the  said  report  ai.d  resolutions  to  each  of  the  Commissioners  for 
Charleston,  with  leave  to  make  known  so  much  of  the  same  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  several  parties  interested  therein,  and  to  the  Command- 
ing General  of  the  Confederate  forces  in  this  State  and  the  Confeder- 
ate officer  commanding  at  Charleston,  and  that  the  President  be 
instructed  to  notify  the  Commissioners  of  their  election.

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COMMUNICATION    FROM    HIS     EXCELLENCY     THE 
GOVERNOR. 

State  of  South  Carolina, 
Executive  Office, 
September  9th,  1862. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention : 

The  fifth  section  of  the  OrdiDance  creating  an  Bxecntive  Council, 
leqaires  that  the  OoTemor  ''shall  communicate  to  this  Convention, 
and  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  at  every  meeting  of  either  body,  fall  in- 
formation concerning  the  transactions  of  the  Council,  and  the  condition 
of  every  Department.'^ 

The  eighth  section  of  the  same  Ordinance  requires  that  "  on  the  first 
day  of  each  meeting  of  the  People  in  Convention,  the  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  had  prior  thereto,  shall  be 
laid  before  such  Convention,  and  the  said  proceedings  shall  be  subject 
to  review,  and  to  repeal,  or  such  modification  by  the  Convention  as  to 
it  shall  seem  proper." 

The  first  section  of  the  same  Ordinance  declares  that  the  Council 
created  ''shall  be  called  the  Executive  Council,  which  shall  consist  of 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  three  other  citizens  of  the  State,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  by  the  Convention." 

The  Council,  so  created,  established  separate  Departments,  and  ap- 
pointed heads  to  the  same. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  quoted,  I  herewith  transmit  the 
original  books  of  record  kept  by  the  Council,  in  order  that  you  may 
''examine  all  the  proceedings,"  and  in  addition  to  this,  I  herewith 
transmit  the  reports  from  the  heads  of  the  diffierent  Departments 
established.  I  also  transmit  copies  of  all  military  correspondence  I 
have  had,  of  any  importance,  with  the  President  or  Secretary  of  War, 
and  the  Governors  of  States,  and  with  the  Confederate  Generals  cooi- 
manding,  together  with  military  telegrams,  necessary  to  give  your  body 
full  information  as  to  what  has  been  done  in  the  State,  and  the  present 
situation  of  our  affairs. 

As  I  was  uninformed  in  regard  to  the  entire  objects  and  purposes  to 
be  effected  by  the  Convention  in  creating  this  Executive  Council,  I

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 

MILITARY. 

Depabtment  of  the  Military,  S.  C, 
Columbia^  August  80, 1862. 
To  HIS  Excellency,  Oovebnob  Pickens  : 

Sib  :  In  obedieuoe  to  your  requirement,  made  under  the  fifth  section 
of  ''An  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the  Executive  Department  during 
the  exigencies  of  the  present  war,"  passed  by  the  People  of  South  Caro- 
lina, in  Conyention  assembled,  in  January  last,  I  have  the  honor  most 
respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report : 

On  the  8th  day  of  January,  1862,  I  received  a  request  from  your 
Excellency,  ''  to  meet  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  being  organized,  as  directed  by  the  Ordinance."  On  the 
next  day,  which  was  the  one  appointed,  all  the  members  of  that  Coun- 
cil met  your  Excellency  at  the  Executive  Office,  and  proceeded  to  or- 
ganization. The  plan  I  proposed  for  the  formation  of  Departments 
was  adopted,  and  I  had  the  honor  of  being  assigned  to  the  control  of 
the  Department  of  the  Military. 

On  the  17th  of  the  same  month  "the  rules  made  and  estab- 
lished by  the  Grovernor  and  Council,  for  the  management  of  the  De- 
partment of  the  Military  of  the  State,"  prepared  by  myself,  were,  with 
a  few  modifications,  adopted,  and  I  then  entered  on  the  duties  of  that 
Department.     A  copy  of  these  rules  is  appended,  (marked  A.) 

On  the  18th  of  January,  special  orders  were  issued  by  me  to 
the  several  bureaus  placed  under  my  control,  requiring  a  full  report  of 
the  condition  of  each.  From  the  shape  and  incompleteness  of  most  of 
these  statements,  it  was  apparent  that  the  ''  Army  Regulations"  had 
not  been  sufficiently  the  standard  of  form.  Long  experience  has 
demonstrated  that  the  close  observance  of  these  rules  is  essential  to  the 
establishment  of  system,  the  attainment  of  accuracy,  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  economy  in  the  administration  of  military  affairs.  The  system 
of  regular  and  specific  requisitions,  according  to  form,  for  each  month 
or  quarter,  was  entirely  neglectod ;  and  hence,  perhaps,  the  several 
bureaus,  with  one  exception,  were  burdened  with  debt  when  I  came 
into  office.      The  want  of  cash  and  punctuality  in  payment,  made 
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prioes  higher  to  the  State  than  to  some  other  buyers  and  oontraotors.  In 
some  instancesi  aa  I  am  informed  by  the  heads  of  bareausy  purchases 
were  made  at  a  rate  enhanced  five  per  cent,  on  cash  prices.  This  eril 
was  soon  remedied,  by  enforcing  strict  conformity  to  the  rules  of  rega- 
lar,  specific,  monthly  requisitions,  and  upon  them,  supplying  the  mooey 
for  each  month  in  advance.  In  this  I  was  promptly  and  efficiently 
aided  by  all  the  officers  under  this  Department. 

It  was  my  desire  to  present  accurately  to  your  Excellency  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  in  the  Military  Department  on  the  1st  day  of  January 
last,  but,  despite  of  the  most  unremitting  exertions,  I  am  not  able  to 
do  so,  because  of  the  entire  neglect  of  that  system,  order  and  ob- 
servance, and  application  of  the  regulations  I  have  referred  to.  As 
drill  and  dbcipline  are  indispensable  to  fit  the  soldier  for  the  field,  so 
time,  experience,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  approved  forms,  are 
equally  essential  to  qualify  the  officer  for  his  bureau,  and  the  clerk  for  his 
desk.  It  is  no  reflection,  therefore,  upon  your  officers  to  intimate  that, 
as  citizens,  aroused  from  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  an  entire  life,  without 
the  requisite  experience,  or  superior  guidance,  they  should  be  for  a 
time  embarrassed,  and  perhaps  confused,  by  the  suddenness  with  which 
the  vast  and  multiform  military  interests  of  the  State  and  country 
were  pressed  upon  them.  I  have  called  your  attention  to  this  point,  to 
account  for  any  apparent  deficiency  in  extent  of  information  or  accu- 
racy in  detail  during  the  period  alluded  to,  and  which  it  might  have 
been  in  my  power  to  avoid,  and  my  pleasure  to  supply,  if  the  bureaa 
provisions  of  the  Army  Regulations  had  been  enforced  from  the  date 
of  secession  to  the  establishment  of  this  Department.  I  have  another 
object,  and  the  main  one,  which  is  to  urge  that  these  Regulations  be 
strictly  observed  in  the  future,  as  they  furnish  the  only  pUn  whereby 
the  finances  of  the  State  can  be  effectually  guarded,  its  resources  prop- 
erly developed  and  economically  applied,  and  full  justice  be  alwajs 
done  to  the  soldier,  by  the  State  being  ever  ready  to  supply  his  wants. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  your  attention,  and  through 
you  to  the  State,  my  acknowledgments  for  the  many  valuable  sugges- 
tions, as  well  as  hearty  cooperation,  of  the  heads  of  bureaus,  in  my  en- 
deavors to  produce  order,  efficiency  and  economy.  I  refer  you  to  the 
numerous  elaborate  statements,  exhibits,  reports  and  accounts,  made 
from  their  several  offices,  on  file  in  this  Department,  as  furnishing  ample 
proof  of  the  fact  that  their  positions,  at  least,  have  not  been  sinecures. 
And  while  our  hearts  thrill  with  gratitude  and  admiration  for  the  heroic 
achievements  of  our  war-worn  soldiery  in  the  field,  we  must  not  forget 
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the  silent,  inoessaDt  and  unapplaaded  toil  of  these  officers,  upon  whose 
labor  depends,  in  do  small  degree,  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  the 
mainteDanoe,  comfort  and  efficieDcj  of  the  army.  Without  fidelity  and 
efficiency  in  the  Quartermaster,  Commissary  and  OrdnaDce  Depart- 
ments, the  genius  of  Napoleon  would  be  brought  to  nought.  They 
should,  therefore,  be  considered  arof  the  highest  importance,  and  filled 
always  and  only  with  the  ablest  and  most  faithful  and  czperieoced 
officers. 

By  a  brief  analysis,  I  propose  to  show,  from  the  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral bureaus,  the  extent  of  information  they  convey.  It  will  exhibit 
their  condition  on  the  1st  of  January  and  the  1st  of  July,  1862, 
embracing  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  current  year.  I  propose,  also, 
to  add,  in  appropriate  location,  the  more  important  occurrences  of  the 
present  quarter,  and  to  the  date  of  this  report,  and  all  other  matters  of 
interest  in  a  military  way,  although  not  immediately  connected  with 
any  of  the  bureaus. 

ADJUTANT  AND   INSPECTOR  QENERAL's  BUREAU. 

First,  the  strength,  condition  and  movements  of  our  forces. 
From  reports  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General's  Office,  I  have 
compiled  a  statement  (in  the  Appendix  marked  B.),  showing  that  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1862,  the  troops  from  this  State,  under  Confed- 
erate orders,  were  as  follows : 

For  the  war 7,111  men. 

For  shorter  periods 20,251     " 

Aggregate 27,362     " 

Of  this  number,  4,082  were  State  militia,  not  mustered  into  Confed- 
erate service,  leaving  really  in  Confederate  service,  subject  to  Confed- 
erate control,  only  23,280  men.  It  appears  from  the  same  report  that 
there  were  at  that  time  sixty- four  companies  of  ^^  twelve  months  volun- 
teers, for  Confederate  service,"  either  in  camp  of  instruction  or  under 
marching  orders  for  it.  The  report  contains  nothing  in  relation  to  the 
condition  of  the  militia  of  the  State. 

Upoa  assuming  the  duties  of  this  Department,  I  found  the  militia  of 
the  State  virtually  disorganized.  The  causes  were  manifest,  and  may 
be  stated  as  follows :  First,  the  heavy  drain  which  had  been  made  upon 
it.  Including  the  sixty-four  companies  in  process  of  formation,  esti- 
mated, say  at  5,000,  with  the  27,362  already  in  service,  there  was  then 
an  abstraction  of  its  strength  of  some  32,362  men,  more  than  half  of 
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our  arms-beariDg  population.  Secondi  the  indiscrimiDate  recniitiog 
aoUvelj  going  oo,  bj  special  authoritj  from  Eichmond,  by  officers  in 
aervice,  to  fill  up  their  ranks,  by  calls  from  the  State  to  complete  requi- 
sitions not  fully  answered,  and  by  consequence  of  the  Act  of  Decem- 
ber, 1861,  vacating  all  commissions  under  the  grade  of  General,  with 
the  exception  of  volunteer  companies  in  the  4th  Brigade  8.  C.  M.  At 
this  time,  also,  there  were  regiments  and  companies  in  the  field,  so 
scant  in  number  as  to  make  it  proper  to  relieve  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  reorganization ;  and  there  were  hundreds  in  camp,  and  some  in  front 
of  the  enemy,  without  arms  of  any  kind. 

On  the  2d  of  February  last,  the  Secretary  of  War  made  a  eall  upon 
the  State  to  filll  up  the  quota  of  troops  enlisted  for  the  war,  to  an  amount 
equal  to  ''six  per  (fentum  of  the  total  white  population.^'  Assuming 
our  population  to  be  800,000,  the  quota  would  be  18,000  men.  The 
Secretary  supposed  we  had  furnished,  up  to  that  timOi  about  6,000 
men  for  the  war,  and  called  at  once  for  five  more  regiments,  expecting 
to  make  up  the  remainder  by  reenlistment  among  the  twelve  months 
volunteers.  Being  satisfied  that  he  had  under-estimated  the  number  of 
men,  both  for  the  war  and  for  twelve  months,  I  called  on  the  Adjutant 
and  Inspector  General  for  a  report,  sotting  forth  the  facts.  That  re- 
port was  made  on  the  20th  of  February,  1862,  and  exhibits  for  the 
war  9,340  men,  and  for  twelve  months  21,821— total  80,670,  sent 
into  Confederate  service.     (Sec  my  report  in  Appendix,  marked  D.) 

Before  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  reached  your  Excellency,  I  had 
repaired  to  Charleston,  in  answer  to  several  pressing  calls  connected 
with  the  military  condition  of  the  State,  and  with  the  duties  of  my 
office.  While  there,  I  conferred  freely  with  the  Confederate  General 
in  command  of  that  District,  with  General  Gist,  and  communicated  • 
with  General  Lee,  on  the  various  necessities  of  our  military  condition. 
Under  instructions  of  the  Governor  and  Council  (see  accompanying 
papers,  No.  1),  1  issued  orders  for  the  reorganization  of  the  4th  Brig- 
ade, S.  C.  M.,  as  one  of  the  readiest  means  of  obtaining  immediate  aid 
to  meet  threatening  dangers.  With  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Gene- 
ral, I  considered  and  discussed  the  best  mode  of  permanent  organixa- 
tion  of  the  militia,  to  meet  promptly  whatever  demands  might  be  made 
upon  us.  (See  report — accompanying  papers,  No.  2.)  On  my  return, 
about  the  12th  of  February,  I  found  the  requisition  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  of  which  your  Excellency  had  previously  sent  me  a  copy. 
My  first  step,  under  the  authority  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  was  to 
iseue  appeals  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  to  the  twelve  months  troops 
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in  this  State,  fto.,  to  oliange  the  term  of  their  enlistment  from  twelve 
months  to  the  war.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  8.) 

The  report  of  the  20th  of  Febmarj,  already  referred  to,  disclosed 
the  fact,  that  although  the  troops  for  the  war  exceeded  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Secretary,  still  they  were  far  below  the  quota  required  of 
the  State.  To  meet  this  deficiency  in  the  qnickest  and  most  efiectoal 
way,  as  well  as  to  establish  a  system  of  reserves,  to  answer  promptly 
all  demands  in  future,  on  the  7th  of  March,  1862,  the  Oovemor 
and  Cooncil  adopted  a  scheme  prepared  by  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
Oeneral  Oist,  in  conjunction  with  myself.  It  was  a  system  of  enroll- 
ment and  conscription.  (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  4.)  The  only 
patent  defect  in  the  scheme,  is  the  clause  of  exemptions.  The  wisdom 
of  the  measure  must  be  proved  by  its  results.  Under  its  stimulus, 
Tolanteering  took  place  with  such  alacrity  that  our  skeleton  organiza- 
tions were  rapidly  filled,  and  new  formations  made.  There  was  no 
necessity  for  drafts  any  where  in  the  State  for  Confederate  service,  ex- 
cept in  the  City  of  Charleston,  where  the  Adjutant  General  encountered 
every  species  of  harassment  and  delay.  (See  accompanying  papers, 
Hfo.  6.) 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1862,  the  State  had  not  only  furnished 
%he  five  regiments  called  for,  but  had  exceeded  the  quota  by  four 
thousand  and  sixty-four  men,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Adju- 
tant and  Inspector  General  of  that  date.     (See  Appendix,  C.) 

Our  conscription  rolls  had  been  completed,  and  the  process  of  organ- 
ization and  transfer  was  going  on,  when,  on  the  16th  of  April, 
1862,  the  Confederate  Congress  passed  its  Conscription  Act.  This 
law,  taking  from  the  control  of  the  State  all  of  its  arms-bearing  men 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five,  threw  our  militia  and  con- 
script resecves  again  into  confusion;  in  fact,  entirely  destroyed  the 
latter  organization.  The  history  of  Forts  Beauregard  and  Walker — the 
condition  in  which  the  State  then  was — pitiably  weak  and  unprepared — 
excited,  confused,  and  at  the  mercy  of  a  bold  and  daring  invader- 
gave  us  a  lesson  which  we  would  be  criminal  to  forget,  or  fail  to  im- 
prove. '  It  became,  therefore,  necessary  for  us  to  adopt  a  new  scheme, 
and  that  speedily,  to  insure  our  protection.  Accordingly,  on  the 
24th  day  of  April,  1862,  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  two  corps  of  reserves — 
0  ne  for  active  duty  in  the  field,  the  other  for  police  and  patrol  duty. 
(The  resolutions,  regulations,  orders  and  other  papers  relating  to  the 
Bubj  ect,  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  papers,  No.  6.)    I  am 
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happy  to  state  that  we  have,  of  the  first  corps,  ten  regiments,  fully  or- 
ganizod  and  officered,  besides  one  company  of  mouoted  rifles,  and  others 
forming.  It  is  believed  that  from  them  we  conid  throw  five  thonsiDd 
effective  men,  at  short  notice,  into  the  field,  to  check  the  enemy  notil 
our  Confederates  could  appear.  We  have  ammunition  and  arms  of 
good  quality — many  of  them  the  most  approved  kind — soffideot  ia 
number  to  arm  the  whole.  The  Combahee  Raogiers,  organised  under 
resolution  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  have  been  accepted,  and  are 
now  in  the  special  police  and  military  service,  for  which  they  were 
organized.  According  to  my  information,  they  are  rendering  useful 
and  valuable  service. 

Some  insubordination,  in  the  first  corps,  has  occurred  in  aeveral  Dis- 
tricts, namely,  in  Marlboro',  York  and  Lexington,  the  causes  of  which, 
and  the  means  taken  to  reduce  it,  will  be  spoken  of  hereafter. 

From  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  of  this  date,  it  appean 
that  the  troops  from  this  State,  sent  into  Confederate  service,  are  u 
follows : 

Infantry — Twenty-eight  regiments,  two  legions,  eight  battalions,  two 
companies. 

Artillery — Two  regiments,  one  battalion,  eighteen  companies. 

Cavalry — Two  regiments,  five  battalions,  seven  companies. 

Total — Thirty-two  regiments,  two  legions,  fourteen  battalions,  twenty- 
seven  companies.  Making  an  aggregate  of  forty-three  thousand  nen 
contributed  by  the  State  to  the  public  service.     (See  Appendix,  B.) 

While  engaged  in  anxious  labor  to  uphold  the  credit  of  the  State,  bj 
responding  to  every  just  demand,  and  to  defend  her  honor  and  maiotoin 
her  interests',  we  were  startled  by  the  intelligence  of  the  purpose  of  the 
Confederate  General  to  abandon  the  control  of  the  approach  to  George- 
town, and  thereby  throw  open  all  that  valuable  region  to  the  invasioa 
and  ravages  of  a  ruthless  enemy.  Protests  and  expostulations  were 
immediately  made  against  it.  General  Harllee  was  sent  at  once  to 
General  Pemberton,  to  communicate  with  him  on  the  subject,  and  to 
enforce,  by  a  personal  interview,  the  wishes  and  opinions  of  the  Governor 
and  Council.  Upon  his  return,  General  Harllee  made  a  verbal  report, 
stating  that  General  Pemberton  declined  to  annul  his  order  for  the 
abandonment  and  dismantling  of  the  forts,  but  intimated  his  intention 
to  leave  such  troops  in  the  vicinity  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
elsewhere  would  permit.     The  President  was  addressed  on  the  subject, 
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and  I  asked  Him  for  gana,  that  we  might  undertake  the  defence  our- 
selves.    I  believed  then,  and  I  believe  now,  that  the  region  could  have 
been  snocessfully  protected  by  us  against  the  inroads  and  raids  of  the 
enemy,  even  if  totally  abandoned  by  the  Confederate  General.     Oov- 
emor  R.  F.  W.  Allston  was  the  bearer  of  the  communication  to  the 
President,  and  succeeded  in  obtaining  two  fine  rifle  guns,  with  equip- 
ment   and    ammunition — one  a  six- pounder,  and  one  a  twenty-four 
pounder — ^which  Were  receipted  for  and  deposited  at  Florence,  subject 
to  the  order  of  G-eneral  Harllee,  whose  report  (see  accompanying  papers, 
No.  7)  will  show  how  they  were  finally  disposed  of.     To  use  the  guns 
and  other  arms  which  we  had  to  meet  the  emergency,  a  call  was  made 
for  one  thousand  men — subsequently  reduced  to  five  hundred — to  be 
taken  from  the  4th  Division  of  South  Carolina  Militia,  and  from  two 
adjacent  regiments  in  another.     Oeneral  Ilarllee  was  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  to  organize  and  command  them.     Accordingly, 
orders  were  issued  to  him  to  assemble  the  Colonels  of  the  several  regi- 
ments indicated,  and  arrange  with  them  the  proportion  and  manner  of 
Supplying  the  call,  either  by  volunteers  or  by  draft,  if  necessary.     All 
the  necessary  ordnance.  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  supplies  were 
immediately  ordered  to  the  points  indicated  by  General  Harlloc,  where 
^hey  were  received.     Nothing  was  wanting  but  men.     The  orders  is- 
sued by  (general  Harllee,  now  on  file  in  this  Department,  and  referred 
^lO  by  him  in  his  report,  show  that  there  was  no  want  of  effort  on  his 
part  to  accomplish  a  work  so  important,  and  for  which  he  had  mani- 
fested 80  much  seal.     It  is  with  pain,  sir,  that  I  state  to  you  the  fact, 
^hat  while  the  men  were  in  the  country,  the  spirit  was  wanting.     Very 
Sew  volunteered,  and  it  became  necessary  to  resort  to  a  draft.     Even 
%hia  waa  eluded,  to  a  great  extent,  by  the  rushing  of  those  who  were 
liable  into  Confederate  service ;  many  among  those  who  submitted  to 
^he  draft  refused  to  obey  the  orders  of  General  Harllee ;  some  took  to 
concealment,  while  others  stood  in  open  defiance  of  the  law  -,  others, 
again,  became  predatory  outlaws,  and  threatened  acts  of  violence  and 
robbery  in  the  vicinity  of  the  few  troops  which  did  assemble  at  Stone's 
Xdinding,  on  the  Pee  Dee.     This  state  of  things  demanded  the  imme- 
diate attention  of  the  Governor  and  Council.     By  their  direction,  the 
proper  orders  were  issued,  copies  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  ac- 
oompanying  papers  (No.  7  a).     Some  of  the  recusants  were  seized  and 
put  into  prison  ;  others  warned  and  summoned  for  trial  before  a  court 
martial.     But  the  court  itself  seemed  to  have  been  inadequate  to  the 
ooooeption  or  performance  of  its  duty,  and  the  defaulters  escaped. 
75 
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Perhaps  it  maj  be  well  to  inquire  into  the  supposed  causes  which 
produced  this  unhappy  and  disgraceful  state  of  affairs.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  body  of  the  people  in  that  section  of  the  country  were 
unpatriotic,  or  inclined  to  the  disobedience  of  lawful  authority.  I  feel 
otherwise,  for  from  that  very  quarter  a  full  proportion  of  gallant  sol- 
diers have  been  sent  to  the  field  in  Confederate  service.  But  the  time 
of  the  call  was  unpropitious  to  the  agricultural  interest ;  the  country 
to  which  they  were  ordered  was  supposed  to  be  unlK»lthy  at  that  sea- 
son. The  activity,  and  most  of  the  energy,  had  been  already  extracted ; 
the  love  of  ease,  convenience,  and  the  desire  to  pursue  ordinary  voca- 
tions, had  their  full  infiuence  among  those  who  remained.  Sull,  I  be- 
lieve these  would  have  been  overcome,  but  for  the  fact  that  there  were 
some  leading  men,  disaffected  to  the  existing  Government  of  the  State, 
who  seized  upon  the  facts  I  have  mentioned,  and  endeavored  to  poison 
the  minds  of  the  people  by  inculcating  the  idea  that  the  authonty  from 
which  the  orders  emanated  was  unconstitutional — that  the  Convention 
of  the  people  of  South  Carolina  was  without  lawful  existence,  and  with- 
out power.  They  were  stimulated  and  supplied  with  noxious  pabulum^ 
through  the  channels  of  an  uninformed  press.  All  have  stricken  at 
the  sovereignty  of  the  State.  Thus,  sir,  were  ignorance,  indolence, 
selfishness,  disaffection,  and,  to  some  extent,  disappointed  ambition, 
comlined,  and  made,  unwittingly,  to  aid  and  abet  the  enemy,  and,  in 
like  manner,  to  become  the  coadjutors  of  Lincoln  and  all  the  hosts  of 
abolition  myrmidons. 

It  is  believed  that  in  this  way,  and  by  such  infiucnces,  the  Execu- 
tive authority  of  the  State  was  frustrated,  and  prevented  from  securing 
from  devastation  one  of  the  finest  and  richest  portions  of  our  country. 

The  abandonment  of  the  forts  and  the  region  about  Georgetown,  by 
the  Confederate  Government,  came  upon  us  at  a  most  inauspicious  mo- 
ment. All  the  troops  we  had  then  organized  were,  but  a  short  time 
before,  transferred  to  the  Confederacy,  to  fill  up  the  quota  required  by 
the  Secretary  of  War ;  and  all  the  conscripts  we  had  then  enrolled, 
and  from  among  whom  we  could  have  raised  a  force  ample  for  the  de- 
fence of  our  eastern  coast,  were,  at  the  very  moment  of  need,  swept 
from  lis  by  the  Consciiption  Act  of  Congress. 

In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  inform  you  that  there  are  certain 
recusant  Captains,  who  mock  at  the  power  of  the  Convention,  and  pre- 
tend to  defy  the  Executive  authority  which  it  has  instituted  for  the 
exigencies  of  the  war.  (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  8.)  It  is 
hoped  that  calm  reflection  and  a  returning  sense  of  what  is  due  to  the 
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State,  in  her  present  emergency,  will  reoder  unnecessary  an  appeal  to 
the  higher  powers  of  the  law.  Bat  if  this  hope  shall  prove  fallacious, 
then  I  trust  your  Excellency  and  the  Council  will  approve  of  the  mea- 
sures I  have  prepared  to  reduce  them  to  ohedience,  to  vindicate  the 
majesty  of  the  law,  and  to  uphold  the  outraged  dignity  of  the  State. 

I  ask  leave,  also,  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  your  Excellency, 
as  part  of  the  proceedings  of  my  Department,  the  telegrams  from  the 
Mayor  of  Oheraw  and  General  Prince,  commanding  7th  Brigade  of  S. 
C.  M.,  in  relation  to  the  expected  advance  of  the  enemy's  gunboats 
np  the  Pee  Dee  River ;  the  authority  I  gave  them  at  their  request ;  to 
the  protest  of  many  of  the  worthy  citizens  of  Marlboro'  District, 
against  the  proceedings  of  General  Prince ;  and  my  reply  to  the  said 
protest.     (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  9.) 

The  question  of  exemption  from  military  service,  and  the  seeming 
conflict  between  the  State  and  Confederate  law  on  that  subject,  was  a 
source  of  some  embarrassment^  and  made  heavy  drafts  upon  our  time 
and  attention. 

The  exemption  of  overseers — a  matter  so  important  to  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  the  State,  and  so  essential  to  a  proper  system  of 
police — the  Convention  saw  fit  to  confide  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  of  the  State.  But  the  exemption  of  all  other  classes  was  left 
exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

Finding  that  much  anxiety  prevailed  on  the  subject,  I  caused  the 
Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  to  issue  a  notification  to  all  concerned, 
that  those  who  held  certificates  of  exemption  from  the  State  authority, 
would  be  protected  under  them.  Subsequently,  and  on  the  8d  day  of 
April,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  at  Richmond,  rep- 
resenting the  importance  of  the  matter — suggesting  a  plan  whereby 
all  difficulty  could  be  avoided,  and  urging  the  exemption  of  overseers 
and  military  cadets.  The  reply  of  the  Secretary  was  not  satisfactory. 
In  the  latter  part  of  June,  and  early  in  July,  when  I  was  charged  by 
the  Governor  and  Council  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  State  in 
Richmond,  I  brought  the  subject,  among  other  matters,  to  the  attention 
of  the  Secretary,  and  again  urged  upon  him  its  importance.  I  stated 
to  him,  that  if  there  was  one  great  leading  principle  which '  distin- 
guished the  original  contest  between  the  Confederate  and  the  United 
States,  it  was  the  difference  between  them  in  relation  to  the  sovereignty 
of  the  States.  We  warred  to  maintain  the  sovereignty  and  equality  of 
each  and  all  of  our  States,  while  they  endeavored  to  obliterate  the 
States  and  consolidate  a  despotic  empire ;  that  the  Governor  and  Conn- 
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oil  must  be  governed  bj  our  view  of  the  principle  in  inristing  upon 
the  exemption  ;  that  we  were  but  the  agents  of  the  Gonyention^  which 
represented  the  Bovereignty  of  the  State,  and  which  had  imperatively 
commanded  the  exemption  of  overseers  in  stated  cases;  that  for  us  the 
Ordinance  of  the  Convention  was  paramount  law,  and  that  we  owed  it 
to  the  sovereign  power  to  insist — ^we  had  no  alternative.  The  Secre- 
tary, of  course,  could  not  alter  the  law  of  Congress,  but  assured  me 
there  should  be  no  conflict — that  he  had  instructed  his  officer  charged 
with  the  subject,  to  protest  in  cases  where  the  State  insisted^  and  send 
up  the  matter  to  Richmond.  The  question  now  has  taken  that  turn, 
where  it  rests  for  the  present     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  10.) 

The  power  of  appointment  to  office  in  the  organizations  known  as  the 
Regular  Artillery,  Infantry  and  Cavalry  of  South  Carolina,  has  pre- 
sented another  vexed  question,  causing  much  correspondence,  and 
some  conflict.  The  power,  for  what  seemed  to  be  sufficient  reasons, 
though  not  admitted  to  be  in  the  President,  was  finally  transferred  to 
him.  For  full  information  on  this  subject,  I  refer  you  to  the  papers 
which  accompany  this  report.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  11.) 

In  obedience  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  I  cor- 
responded with  the  Confederate  General  commanding  in  South  Caro- 
lina, in  relation  to  guards  for  the  railroad  bridges  and  trestles  in  thii 
State.  It  will  be  seen  that  he  declined  to  make  a  detail  of  men  for 
that  purpose.     (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  12.) 

The  defence  of  the  City  of  Charleston  has  been,  to  us  all,  a  source 
of  constant  solicitude.  I  have  looked  with  deep  interest,  and  some 
anxiety,  on  the  preparations,  material  and  progress  of  the  defensive 
works.  By  request,  I  have  ventured  suggestions,  and  by  authority  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  I  have  had  correspondence  and  personal 
interviews  with  the  President  and  General  Cooper,  in  Richmond, 
touching  all  these  subjects.  Of  my  official  visit  to  Richmond,  I  made 
a  verbal  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  which,  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, I  trust  your  Excellency  will  hold  to  be  sufficient.  I  found 
the  President,  the  Secretary  of  War  and  General  Cooper  keenly  alive 
to  the  importance  of  an  efiectual  defence  of  the  City  and  State,  and 
willing,  at  all  times,  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  advance  our  wishes  and 
interests.  From  the  President,  I  am  able  to  tender  the  State,  through 
you,  the  assurance,  that  when  the  day  of  trial  comes,  he  will  not  be 
unmindful  of  his  duties — nor  grudging  nor  slack  in  his  performance  of 
them.     (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  7  6.) 

Being  impressed  with  the  inadequacy  of  the  communioatioo  between 
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Charleston  and  James'  Island,  as  well  as  between  the  city  and  the  forts 
in  the  harbor,  I  directed  Mr.  J.  R.  Niemsee,  who  was  engaged  in 
building  flats  to  transport  stone  for  the  Santee  obstruction,  so  to  in- 
erease  his  force  as  to  enable  him  to  build  a  sufficient  number  to  estab-  < 
lish  an  easy  and  adequate  communication  between  White  Point  and 
James'  Island.  He  has  experienced  great  difficulty  in  procuring  either 
material  or  labor.  The  work,  therefore,  is  for  the  time  suspended.  I 
submit,  however,  that  it  should  not  be  permanently  discontinued.  The 
gallant  defence  at  Secessionville  has  saved  the  city.  'Jhe  brave  and 
indomitable  Lamar,  and  his  gallant  comrades,  while  winning  renown 
and  immortal  honor  for  themselves,  have  placed  their  country  under 
obligations  of  lasting  gratitude. 

The  defeat  of  the  enemy  at  Secessionville,  and  the  great  victory 
before  Richmond,  have  obtained  for  us  a  short  respite,  which  I  trust 
will  be  properly  improved. 

As  germain  to  the  subject,^  I  ask  leave  to  state  the  connection  of  this 
Department  with  the  vexatious  question  of  impressment  of  negro  labor. 
It  began  with  correspondence  with  General  Ripley,  in  Charleston.  On 
my  return  to  this  place,  on  the  6th  of  February,  1862, 1  had  the  honor 
of  proposing  to  the  Oovernor  and  Council  the  following  resolution  : 

**  Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Chief  of  Justice  and  Police, 
to  inquire  into  and  report  on  the  propriety  of  icscindiDg,suspeDdiDg  or 
modifying  any  Act  or  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State, 
giving  power  to  the  Governor  and  commanding  General  or  Generals  of 
the  Confederate  States,  in  South  Carolina,  to  impress  and  seize,  with- 
out notice,  the  negroes  and  other  property  of  the  citizens  of  this  State; 
also,  upon  the  expediency  of  adopting  such  resolutions  as  will  at  the 
same  time  procure  prompt  and  efficient  labor  to  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment in  this  State,  and  protect  the  citizens  from  unnecessary  irritation 
or  injustice." 

It  was  not  acted  on,  for  some  good  reis  >n,  I  suppose,  probably  be- 
cause we  were  induced  to  believe  that  each  call  would  be  the  last. 
This  Department  after  that  had  no  connection  with  the  subject.  Sub- 
sequently, it  was  considered  by  me  only  as  a  member  of  the  Council. 
My  communications  on  that  subject  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying 
, papers  (No.  13).  I  ask  attention  to  the  correspondence  between  Gen. 
Ripley  and  myself,  as  early  as  February  last,  to  show  that  the  Confed- 
erate commanders  did  not  then  contemplate  the  present  magnitude  of 
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their  works,  as  I  have  recently  affirmed,  Id  my  commuDication  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Roads  for  Ahbeville. 

Early  in  July  lost,  information  was  received  from  General  PembertoOi 
announcing  the  advance  of  the  enemy's  gunboats  up  the  Santee,  and 
asking  for  State  troops  to  defend  the  railroad  bridge  across  that  stream. 
Adjutant  General  DeSaussure  was  immediately  despatched  to  organise 
the  force  called  out,  and  conduct  the  movement.  For  an  account  of 
his  proceedings  I  refer  to  his  report,  herewith  sent.  (See  accompany-^ 
ing  papers,  No.  14.) 

The  Legislature,  at  its  extra  session  in  1861,  appropriated  the  mm 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  recruiting  and  re^nlistiog  the  regular 
forces  of  the  State.  And  again,  in  December,  at  the  regukr  sessioo, 
by  resolution,  authorized  the  Governor  to  apply  the  additional  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the  same  purpose.  What  proportion  of  this 
sum  was  expended  before  the  formation  of  this  Department,  I  have  no 
means  of  ascertaining.  Since  that  time  seventeen  thousand  dollars 
have  been  expended,  or  remitted  to  the  following  officers :

All  returns  of  moneys  spent  are  made  and  vouched  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Treasury,  and  as  none  have  reached  me,  I  refer  you  to  the 
Chief  of  that  Department  for  further  information.  I  believe,  however, 
that  there  has  been  no  regular  return,  except  by  Major  Simkins. 

QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL's  BUREAU. 

For  the  condition  in  which  this  bureau  was  found,  for  the  changes 
in  its  organization,  I  had  the  honor  to  suggest,  in  order  to  make  its 
operation  lawful,  efficient,  and  more  economical,  I  ask  leave  to  refer  to 
a  report  made  by  me  in  February  last.  (See  accompanying  papers, 
No.  15.)  The  returns  made  in  obedience  to  orders  from  this  Depart- 
ment show  that,  notwithstanding  the  heavy  payments  made  during 
three  months,  from  the  1st  of  October,  1861,  to  31st  December,  1861, 
amounting  to  $370,177  17,  this  bureau  was,  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1862,  burdened  with  a  debt  of  nearly  $170,000.  It  was  consequently 
trammeled  in  its  operations.  It  might  have  been  profitable,  if  it  had 
been  possible,  to  pursue  the  investigations  through  a  period  an  tenors 
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bat  this  could  not  be  done,  because  I  have  failed  to  obtain  any  satisfac- 
tory records  or  returns,  or  any  showing  whatever,  previous  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  late  Col.  Glover.  And  even  from  these  I  am  unable 
to  collect  that  detailed  information  on  some  points  which  it  was  desira- 
ble to  present  in  this  report.  There  is,  however,  sufficient  evidence  to 
show  that  a  large  part  of  this  heavy  expenditure  was  made  on  account 
of  the  clothing  department,  established  under  the  order  of  your  Excel- 
lency, in  September,  1861.  Should  the  amount  due  for  clothing  ever 
be  collected,  it  will  properly  go  to  the  credit  of  that  outlay,  as  should 
also  a  due  proportion  of  the  issues  of  the  present  ytar,  and  of  the  stock 
OD  hand  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1862. 

The  cash  transactions  of  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  current  year, 
as  condensed  from  the  returns  on  file  in  this  Department,  exhibit  the 
following  results :     (See  Appendix,  F.)

Of  this  balance,  $30,000  are  held  in  thirty  several  Confederate 
bonds,  bearing  8  per  cent,  interest,  which  I  directed  the  Quartermaster 
General  to  take  in  payment  for  sales  made  to  the  Confederate  Govern- 
ment. The  annual  interest  of  these  bonds  will  more  than  pay  the 
salary  of  the  Quartermaster  General.  Of  the  expenditures,  $169,047  56, 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  whole  amount,  were  required  to  meet  the 
liabilities  incurred  before  this  Department  was  established,  leaving 
the  comparatively  moderate  expenditure  of  $70,654  73  for  the  transac- 
tions of  the  current  year.  This  sum  includes  the  extraordinary  expense 
of  removing  the  bureau  and  stores  from  Charleston  to  Columbia.  The 
changes  in  the  bureau  force,  suggested  in  my  report  referred  to,  and 
authorized  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  have  been  made.  The  results^ 
as  exhibited  in  the  Appendix  (marked  G.),  show  a  reduction  of  more 
than  half  in  the  item  of  salaries,  an  annual  saving,  when  compared 
with  the  highest  expenditure,  as  shown  in  the  account,  of  $8,305  60,

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and  when  compared  with  the  lowest,  an  aDoual  saving  of  $6,205  60. 
Notwithstandin*;  this  effort  at  eoonomy,  the  operations  of  the  bareav 
have  been  condaoted  with  a  vigor  and  promptitcde  fully  adeqmate  to 
any  demand  which  has  been,  and,  it  is  believed,  which  may  be  made 
upon  it.  It  is  now  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  I  have  no  doabi  that 
its  efficient  condition  will  not  only  be  sostained,  but  increaaed,  by  the 
able,  energetic  and  experienced  chief  now  at  its  head. 

Exhibit  H,  in  the  Appendix,  is  an  abstract  of  the  purchaaa  and  isiM 
of  leading  articles  from  the  Ist  of  January  to  the  let  of  July,  1862. 

In  my  report  of  the  7  th  of  February  last  (before  referred  to,  as  Na 
15,  accompanying  papers),  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Oovemor  and 
Council  to  the  fact,  that  the  mode  of  supplying  clothing,  &o.,  to  the 
soldiers,  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Congress,  passed 
August,  1861,  and  by  dealing  with  the  captains  of  oompanies  instead 
of  directly  with  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  the  law  provides,  I  feared 
would  occasion  great  loss  to  the  State.  I  stated  that  I  did  not  discon- 
tinue the  system  at  once,  because  our  interests  had  already  become 
entangled  with  it,  but  I  urged  such  discontinuance  at  as  early  a  day  in 
the  future  as  they  would  permit. 

The  results  of  the  system  are  more  disastrous  than  I  then  thought 
possible.  Although  the  returns  indicate  a  large  increase  in  the  od- 
lections  for  clothing  sold,  as  will  be  seen  in  exhibit  F.  (before  referred 
to),  still,  on  the  1st  day  of  July^  1862,  there  was  due  by  officers  for 
clothing  thus  sold  them,  the  sum  of  9127,288  91,  and  it  is  presumed 
that  no  considerable  portion  of  this  amount  will  ever  be  collected,  at 
the  frequent  changes  occurriDg  from  death,  transfer,  discharge,  promo- 
tion, &o.,  will  render  the  most  untiring  efforts  for  that  purpose  un- 
Buccessful. 

But  this  loss,  larp;e  as  it  is,  does  not  cover  the  question.  The  ad- 
vanced price  of  clothing  material  has  rendered  the  fifty  dollars  commu- 
tation allowed  the  soldier  for  clothing  inadequate,  as  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  a  Uibular  statement  accompanying  the  report  of  General 
Jones  on  this  subject.  (It  is  appended,  marked  I. ;  also,  see  the  ac- 
companying papers.  No.  16.)  From  this  statement  it  appears  that,  by 
pursuing  this  system  to  the  same  extent  as  heretofore,  and  with  half 
the  number  of  men  we  have  now  in  the  field,  the  State  would  lose,  in 
one  year,  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  evea 
were  we  able  to  collect  every  dollar  of  the  commutation  money.  The 
risk  of  this  enormous  loss,  as  well  as  that  actually  sustained,  was  en- 
tirely unnecessary,  in  my  judgment,  as  the  Act  referred  to  provides, 
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'' in  case  any  State  sball  Ainiish  to  its  troops  and  yolunteereiD  the 
Confederate  seryioe  anch  clothing,  then  the  Secretary  of  Wut  ia  re- 
^mired,  to»paj  over  to  the  Governor  of  each  Statis  the  money  value  of 
the  olothitfg  90  fiirnished/'  Such  being  the  case,  I  have  directed  thtf 
^Qoartermaater  General  to  diacontidne  the  system  in  its  preseot  form, 
lat  obtained  the  authority  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  continue  the 
traveling  agent  in  Virginia  for  the  present,  with  a  view  of  making  fhr- 
tber  oolleotioDS,  if  possible.   ■    ' 

In  aocordapee  with  the  resolution  of  the  Goverboir  and  Council, 
adopted  the  28th  of  April,  1862, 1  hive  appointed  Gen.  James  Jones 
a  commission' to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  matter  of  future  sup 
ply  of  clothing  for  all  our  troops.    I  have  his  report  now  before  me. 

In  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  the  8th  of  August,  1862, 1  have 
ordered -all  the  officers  therein  •amed  under  bond.

I  found  this  buretfu  in  admirable  coDdition,  and  in  the  hands  of  the 
efficient  offieer  now  at^its  head.  The  istores  on  hand  were,  in  some  re- 
spects, limited,  but  measui^e^  had  been  previously  taken  to  increase 
them  largely.

Exhibit  K.  shows  the  cost  value  of  stores^  on  hand  on  the  Ist  day  of 
July,  1862,  to  be  9117,241 '21.  .  Their  present  market  value  is  more 
than  double  that  amount.  Tbb  statement  does  not  include  the  heavy 
itorea  of  beef  and  bacbn  cured  and  packed  in  the  upper  Districts,  by 
Mr.  Bobert  Adger.  The  correspondence  in  this  Department  shows 
that  this  patriotic  oitisen,  failing  to  receive  any  authority  or  guarantee 
from  the  State,  upon  the  earnest  assurance  of  Colonel  Walker,  the  Com* 
mtssary  General,  that  he  deemed  the  measure  of  vital  importance  to  the 
welfare  of  the  country,  assumed  all  the  risk,  advanced  the  funds,  and 
devoted  his  time  gratuitously  to  the  purchasing,  slayingf  curing  and 
packing  of  beeves  and.  hogs,  to  the  extent  of  more  than  one  hundred

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toDB  io  weighty  whioh  he  placed  at  the  control  of  the  State.  Booh  ooo- 
daoty  in  these  times  of  extortioD,  stands  out  in  bold  relief,  and  meritB, 
.  as  it  will  receive,  the  admiration  and  gratitude  of  his  couotrj.  The 
Qommissary  General,  while  receiving  this  valuable  contribution,  is  now 
engaged  in  settling  the  account  of  Mr.  Adger. 

Exhibit  L.  will  show  the  leading  purohaseS|  issues  and  balanees  ftr 
the  present  year.  '  From  statement  J.  it  appears  that  the  Confederate 
Oon^missary  has  been,  to  a  large  extent,  supplied  from  our  stores.  Bj 
reference  to  the  orders  and  correspondence  (see  accompanying  papen. 
No.  17),  it  will  appear  that  I  ot dered  a  temporary  discontinuance  of 
ihes^sales,  for  reasons  assigned,  giving  to  the  Commissary  General  dis- 
cretion to  resume  in  conformity  to  the  general  purpose  t  had*  in  view. 
This  measure  was  attended  with  very  favorable  results,  inasmuch  ai 
heavy  stores,  in  oonsequence,  were  purckissed  by  the  .Confederate  Got- 
emment  from  the  Sea  Islands  and  abandoned  and  exposed  plantations, 
while  the  State  was  thus  enabled  to  hu^nd  its  already  secure  Appljy 
to  meet  unforeseen  contingencies.  , 

The  accompanying  papers  (No.  18)  will  show  that  Lordered  the  eol-' 
lection  and  purchase  of  three  thousand  casks  of  rice  from' exposed  re- 
gions, and  afterwards,  by  authority,  duplicated  the  quantity. 

Owing  to  the  extravagant  prices  demanded  fof  provisions,  I  hare 
deemed  it  expedient  to  instruct  the  Commissary  General  to  supply  the^ 
Commissaiiat  of  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy  wkh  stores  at 
cost  prices,  thereby  effeoting  a  krgo  saving  to  the  State,  without  ia- 
pairing  our  resources  to  any  appreciable  extent.  .    . 

From  time  to  time  our  stores  have  been  carefully  inspected,  and  re- 
ported in  good  condition. 

The  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  sacks  of  salt,  seized  in  Gheraw  last 
fall,  by  the  order  of  your  Excellency,  was,  by  authority,  sold  as  directed 
in  my  order.  (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  J 9.) 
*■  I  have,  also  under  authority,  directed  the  Commissary  General  to 
distribute  the  eighty  sacks  of  ocean  salt  we  have  on  hand  to  the  Sol- 
diers' Belief  Associations  of  the  several  Districts,  to  be  sold  in  small 
quantities,  at  cost,  to  the  families  of  our  soldiers  in  service.  The  upper 
and  more  populous  Districts  have  received  the  first  supply,  and  ae 
expect  to  send,  as  fast  as  it  comes  to  hand,  a  due  proportion  to  each 
District  in  the  SCIite.  I  have  purchased,  for  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
five  hundred  ddlars,  a  large  brick  store,  for  the  use  of  this  and  other 
DepartmenUt.     The  purchase  b  a  good  one,  and  the'titlo^is  in  the  State.

Exhibit  L-abo  shows  the  looalitj  of  the  storeSi  &o.,  where  thej  are 
deemed  !iafe.  Notwithstaoding  the  heavy  ezpeo^of  transportiDg  them 
into  the  interior,  there  has  been  a  oonsiderable  reduction  2h  the  bureau 
expenses.     *  '  - 

.SURGEON  OENKEAL's  BUREAU. 

This  bureau,  in  charge  of  the  Surgeon  Oenqral,  has  not  been  organ- 
ganised  in  accordance  with  the'  plan  suggested  in  his  report  (see  ao- 
companyiog  papers,  No.  20),  because  we  have  had  no  large  bodies  of 
organised  forces  in  State  service.  Should,  however,  the  Confederate 
Oovemment  leave  our  present  organization  undisturbed,  it  might  be 
well  to  consider  and  act  upon  the  suggestion  of  this  officer.

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Surgeon  General,  I- issued  an  order,  in 
July  last,  directing  the  establishment  of  a  Way-side  Hospital  at  Kings-  * 
ville;  since  which  date  it  ha^  under  temporary  arrangements,  dis- 
pensed* its  benefits  to  th^  sick  and  wounded  soldier  on  the  way.  I  am 
happy  to  be  informed,  by  the  Surgeon  General,  that  the  permanent 
hospital  bailding  is  nearly  ready  for  occupation ;  and  with  the  facili- 
ties DOW  at  our  command,  we  have  good  reason  to  hope  that  the  suf- 
ferings of  the  soldiers  in  tranntu  will  be  greatly  alleviated. 

In  the  latter  part  of  March,  I  obtained;  the  authority  of  the  Gov- 
efnor  and  Council  to  transmit,  by  the  hands  of  a  trusty  agent,  exchange 
on  Europe  for  the  purpose  of  replenishing  our  exhausted  medical  stores. 
We  have  quite  recently  received  the  bulk  of  our  purchases  safely,  and 
I  trust  that  the  Surgeon  General  will  have  it  in^is  power  to  open  and 
report  upon  them  before  this  report  is  closed.  From  the  supplies  re- 
ceived, I  have  directed  him  to  sell  to  our  sojdi^rs  in  service  an  half- 
ounce  of  quinine  each,  at  one-half  the  current  rates. 
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PATMAST£R  GSNERAL's   QUREAU. 

This  bureau,  like  that  of  the  Qaartermaster  Oeoeral,  was  burdened 
with  presBing  claims.  The  troops  called  out  bj  your  EzcelieDcy,  in 
Npvember,  1861,  and  placed  under  thecommaod  of  Confederate  officers, 
although  Dover  regularly  mustered  into  Confederate  service,  being  ill 
the  timo,  however,  actively  employed  under  Confedertte  authority,  it 
watf  hoped  that  the  Confederate  Government  would  pay  them ;  this  it 
failed  to  do,  and  our  unpaid  soldiery  became  clamorous  for  their  pay. 
Immediately  after  taking  charge  of  my  Department,  I  presented  theM 
facts  to  tho  Secretary  of  War,  who  replied  that  the  State  must  meet 
these  claims  for  the  present,  and  leave  the  matter  for  future  adjustmeDt 
with  the  Confederate  Government.  I  then,  under  authority,  instructed 
the  Paymaster  to  prepare  estimates.  The  operations  of  this  boren 
have  been  principally  confined  to  the  examination  and  settlemeot  of  ^ 
these  claims.

The  State  has  no  organized  Bureau  of  EDgiucers,  nor  any  Engineer 
corps ;  but  under  tins  head  I  may  refer,  with,  propriety,  to  several  re- 
con  noissances  made  under  my  instruction.  (See  accompanying  papers, 
No.  21.)  ,      . 

With  a  view- to  obstruction  and  defence,  in  February  last,  I  caused 
a  r«connoissancc  to  be  made  of  the  Sautee  and  Pee  Dee  rivers.  Tbe 
fii:^t  was.  conducted  by  a  commission  composed  of  Messrs.  John  L. 
Manning,  John  B.  Nicrnsee  and  John  Macrae.  It  was  thoroughly 
done,  as  will  appear  by  the  report  of  the  commis&ion,  herewith  scat. 
The  obstruction  in  tho  Santce  was  not  iiumcdlately  begun,  as  it  was 
not  deemed,  at  that  time,  necessary — tho  enemy  nut  then  being  in  pos- 
session ot  any  gunboats  of  draft  light  enough  to  pass  the  bar  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river.     Not  feeling  easy,  however,  for  the  safety  of  .the 

I 
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liilroMi  bridge  aorois  that  streamy  and  of  the  f  lantatioiyi  below,  I  di- 
leeted  the  obrtraetion  to  be  made  some  time  in  May  last.  It  is  not, 
boweyer,  sufficient,  and  I  am  now  prepared  to  make  it  of  a  oharapter 
Bo  fortnidable  that  no  "boat  can  pass,  provided  it  is  defended  by  a  bat- 
tery and  a  few  rifles.  The  direction  of  the  work  will  be  under  Mr. 
Niernsee,  in  whose  engineering  skill  and  ability  I  have .  great  confi- 
dence. This  obstruction  is  belpw  Lanneau's  Ferry,  and  will  guard 
l>oth  \he  Congaree  and  Wateree  rivers. 

The  reconnoissance  and  obstruction  of  the  Pea  Dee  riyer  were  in- 
'tmsted  to  a  commission  consisdng  of  Generak  Harlleo  and  Gonzales, 
Jfr.  Qeddos  and  others.  This  obstruction,  at  Stone's  Landing,  on.  the 
7ee  Dee,  has  been  complete  for  many  months.  The  work  was  promptly  • 
mnd  energetically  done.  It  is  supposed  to  be  adequate,  and  is  guarded 
~l>y  a  battery  and  some  infantry.  For  further  information  on  this  sub- 
ject, I  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  report  of  General  Harllee,  wh!6h 
is  herewith  sent.        •«  ■   ^ 

The  cost  of  the  reconnoissances  #as  but  small-— the  gentlemen  of  the 
commission  charging  only  their  personal  expenses.  The  obstruction 
on  the  Pee  Dee  cost  us,  according  to  the  report,  four  thousand  four 
hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars..  That  on  the  Santee  is  not  complete, 
but  we  suppose  will  not  cost  more. 

X  caused  still  another  reconnoissance  to  be  made,  which  was  of  the 
mountain  passes  leading  to  this  State  from  Tennessee,  North  Carolina 
and  Georgia.  This  was  performed  by  Messrs.  J.  R.  Niernsce  and  tfohn 
Macrae.  It  may  yet  prove  very  useful.  For  the  manner  in  which  it 
was  done,  and  for  full  information  .on  the  subject,  I  take  great  pleasure 
in  referring  you  to  the  elaborate  report  of  these  gentlemen,  herewitti 
sent,  and  to  the  beautiful  m^p  which  accompanies  it. 

The  entire  cost  of  all  the  reconnoissances  and  obstructions,  as  far  as 
rendered,  will  be  seen  to  be  comparatively  small.     (See  Appendix  N.)

On  assuming  the  supervision  of  this  bureau,  I*  discovered  that  4ts 
arge  stores  of  ordnance  and  small  arms  had  been  scattered  broadcast 
ver  the  Confederacy,  and  its  eflSciency  n|iich  injured  by  ten  irregularity 
hich  I  will  notice  here|Lfter,  and  of  which  the  able  officer  in  charge 
«mplained.  As  the  best  method  of  presenting  its  qondition,  I  propose 
brief  reyiew  ^f  the  operations  of  1861.     A  tabular  statement,  pre- 
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pared  from  reliable  datap  famislied  bj.the  laborious  ioTeadgations  and 
elaborate  reports  of  Major  Easoo  aod  Captain  TJiomaSy  is  hereto 
appended  (marked  0.))  ^^^  shows  the  fbllowiog  resalts :

From  the  statistical  tables  (accompanying  papers.  No.  22,)  it  ap- 
pears that  a  large  proportion  of.  these  issues  were  sent  beyond  the 
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liuitB  of  the  State,  to  yarions  pointa.  in  TenDesaee,  Florida,  Georgia, 
North  Carolioa  and  YirgiDia.     With  reference  .to  the  irregularity  io 
the  bareau,  of  which  I  haye  spoken,  I  sabmit  the  following  extraotr* 
from  the  able  Vcport  of  Major  Edward  Manigault  to  the  Board  gf  Ord- 
nance, made  Noyember  2l8t,  1861 : 

**  There  is  one  crying  evil  which  I  mast  state  broadly  and  distinttly. 

The  Arsemil  Keepers  in  Charleston  and  Columbia^  are  instructed  to  - 

issue  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  on  the  order  of  the  Governor,  or 

bia  Adjutant  General;  on  that  of  the  Board  of  Visitors;  on. that    of 

the  Boftrd  of  Ordnance,  through  their  Chairman  ;  on  that  of  the  Chief 

of  Ordnanpe,  and. to  the  Major  General  of  the  Militia  commanding  the 

divisioD  in  which  the  arsenal  is.     Whatever  the  precise  instructions 

xnay  have  been,-  there  is  no  dpubt  this  has  been  the  practice/'     In  con- 

seqneoce  of  this  irregularity,  it  became  necessary  t<f  give  the  ordnance 

officer  an  order  not  to  issue  any  ordnance  or  ordnanoa  stores  without 

the  express  order  of  this  Department,  or  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

The  weakened  condition  of  this  most  important  branch  of  our  mili- 

'tttry  strength  was  more  deplorable,  because  existing  at  a  time  whea  the 

^nemy,  flushed  with  having  successfully  established  himself  at  Port 

3lojal,  was  arrogantly  threatening  our  speedy  subjugation,     l^rompt 

«od  efficient  action  was  required  to  plaqa  this  bureau  in  a  condition  of 

adequate  supply. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council,  on  the  9th' of  Janu- 
ary last,  I  had  the  honor  to  propose  the  resolution  then  adopted.     (See 
mccompanying  papers,  No  23.)     Under  its  provisions,  I  forthwith  pub- 
lished a  call  for  the  collection  and  return  of  State  arms  and  equipments, 
inyiiing  those  who  had  more  than  one  rifle  or  double-barrel  gun  to  send 
ihem  to  the  Department,  to  be  paid  for  at  a  fair  valuation.     I  corres- 
j)Ooded  with  parties  of  knowri  energy  and  prudence,  authorizing  them 
-  to  collect  public  arms^  and  purchase  eflective  weapons  in  private  haAds, 
and  appointed  Captain  T.  W.  Radcliffe  General  Agent  of  the  State  for 
that  purpose,   giving   him    authority   to   appoint    sub-agents,   under 
instructions.  '  ^  » 

The  result  of  this  movement  was  not  only  to  secure  some  hundreds 
of  serviceable  rifles  and  double-barrel  guns,  but  also  to  gather  into  the 
State  Arsenals  several  thousand  public  arms  and  accoutrements,  nearly 
all  of  them  serviceable,  or  susceptible  of  being  rendered  so,  and  four 
light  bronze  field  pieces,  with  equipments.  In  addition,  valuable  dona-  . 
tions  of  small  arms,  lead,  brass,  &c.,  were  made  by  patriotic  citizens ; 
and  yarions  congregatiooa  and  corporations,  moved  by  a  holy  impulsci ' 
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freelj  forwariled  their  bells  to  be  moulded  into  oaDDoo.  The  acoom- 
panyiDg  papers  (No.  2J^)  furnish  the  more  important  details  of  these 
collections  and  contributions. 

Un(^er  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  I  appointed  Mr* 
David  Lopez  General  Superintendent  for  the  manufacture  and  repair 
of  small  arms.  (See  accompanying  papers,  No.  25.)  For  the  repair 
^  of  arms,  and  the  manufacture  of  pikes,  in  which  I  had  mever  any 
faith,  the  work -shops  were  occupied,  in  the  State  House  grouuds.  At 
this  period,  the  demand  upon  my  time  and  attention  from  this  and  all 
the  burpaus,  and  from  an  infinite  number  of  other  sources,  become  so 
oppressive,  tliat  I  obtained  the  assent  of  the  Governor  ao^  Couneil  to 
form  the  Department  of  Construction  and  3£anufacture,  to  the  eontrol 
of  which  was  assificDed  the  Hon.  W.  H.  Gist,  in  whose  hands  the  work 
has  been  energeticfllly  pressed.  For  further  information  on  the  subject, 
I  refer  you  to  his  report. 

In  the  latter  part  of  MarA,  under  authority,  I  transmitted,  by  Mr.. 
Evans,  of  Charleston^  a  bilf  of  exchange  on  England  for  the  purchase 
of  rifles,  ammunition,  equipments,  medicines,  &o.  Nearly  all  have 
safely  reached  us.  Some  cases  were  thrown  overboard  while  running 
the  blockade.  Of  the  rifles  (Eufield),  we  have  now  at  the  Arsenal  at 
Coltimbia  2,535.  The  purchase  made  under  this  adventure  could  now 
be  sold  for  five  times  their  cost.  • 

Under  authority,  a  revolving  cannon  has  been  purchased  b^  the  De- 
partment, and  is  now  in  good -bands,  from  which  we  expect  good  service. 
It  was  only  lent  to  the  Confederate  officer,  and  is  subject  at  any  mo- 
ment to  the  order  of  the  State. 

EifortH  to  procnrc  powder  have  not  availed  much  to  increase  oar 
stock ;  but  what  we  had  on  hand  has  been  carefully  husbanded,  and 
issued  only  when  the  public  good  demanded  it.  At  an  early  period, 
the  Confederate  Governmeut  was  notified  that  our  stock  Was  low,  and 
that  they  mu»t  look  elsewhere  for  supplies.  It  will  appear  in  another 
part  of  the  report  that  due  attention  has  been  given  to  the  production 
of  the  material  most  essential  to  the  manufacture  of  gunpowder. 

An  examination  of  the  exhibit  0.,  before  referred  to,  will  show  that 
the  stock  of  fixed  ammunition  for  small  arms  has  been  more  than 
tripled  since  1st  January  last,  requiring  over  12,000  pounds.of  powder. 
This  table  will  also  show  the  gratifying  result  of  my  efforts  to  procure 
arms. 

During  the  year  we  have  issued  7,307  eflcctive  rifles  and  muskets — 
more  than  three  times  the  number  we  had  on  hand  ou  the  1st  of  Janu- 
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vtj  last — tmoDg  them  the  1000  recexyod  by  your  ExceHeDoj  from 
Richmond  aome  time  la|t  winter  or  spring;  and  we  have  now  9k  hand 
7,710,  ncarlj  triple,  alao,  the  number  in  January.  Among  those  we 
^have  DOW,  one-third  are  new,  first  class  Enfield  rifi^s,  and  all  in  good 
ooDditioQ«  The  statement  does  not  include  the  gnns  now  in  the  work- 
shops in  QTeenville  for  repair.  Of  side  arms,  also,  we  began  the  year 
with  little,  have  nade-large  issues,  and  hare  a  fair  supply  on  bind. 

The  small  supply  of  heavy  ordnance,  with  the  collection  we  hare 

been  able  to  make,  has  been  exhausted  by  the  constant  and  heavy. 

demand  of^  the  Confederate  Government  for  t}ie  defence  of  Charleston.. 

None^  however,  has  been  sent  out  of  the  State.     We  have  but  two  on 

hand.     The  field  artillery  has  been  increased  thirty^one  pieces  since 

'Jaaiiary  last,  but  the  issues  have  kept  pace  with  the  additions,  leaving 

*  at  this  time  but  eighteen  light  pieces.     There  were  twenty-two  artillery 

oarriages  on  hand  on  the  1st  of  January,  many  of  them  old,  and  some 

^worthless.    The  supply  was  increased  by  twenty-seven  new,  of  tho- 

x-oa^ly  repaired ;  but  the  demand  arpnnd  Charleston  has  reduced  the 

-ftotal  number  on  hand  to  eighteen.     Tbe  supply  of  prepared  projectiles   . 

liaa  been  more  than  doubled,  and  the  unprepared  sustained.     These 

£ict8  speak  well  forthe  epergy  and  efficiency  of  Major  Eason,  now  at 

-fthe  head  of  the  bureau.     •  ^ 

A  large  quantity  of  lead   has   been  purchased,  and  beside^  that 

xnoufded,  we  have  now  on  hand  21,000  pounds.     We  have  been  able 

'to  make  slight  additions  to  our  cannon  caps,  and   an  increase  to  the 

stock  for  small  arms.     I  have  endeavored  to  obtain  adequate  supplies  . 

'itpm  the  Secretary  of  War,  but  although  promised,  they  have  never 

1:)een  received.  *  With  the  exception  of  powder  and  heavy  ordnance, 

the  bureau  will  be  adequate  to  all  probable  and  reasonable  demands. 

It  is  now  in  good  condition. 

Exhibits  R.,  S.,  T.,  U.  and  Y.  show  the  issues  of  all  classes  to  the 
Confederate  Government  during  the  present  year. 

It  was  deemed  prudent  to  move  the  heavier  and  more  ipiportant 
stores  (rom  Charleston  to  Columbia.  The  construction,  therefore,  of  a 
new  magaaine  became  necessary.  Captain  Thomas  was  ordered  to  have 
one  built.  It  is  fiDished,  received,  will  contain  100,000  pounds  of 
powder,  and  cost  the  State  $1,200.  Guns  repaired  under  some  con- 
tracts which  1  have  bden  unable  to  see,  were  so  defective  that  large 
numbers  were  constantly  returned  to  be  done  anew.  To  the  force  of 
the  bureau  it  became  necessary  to  add  a  first  class  armorer.     But,  not-

two  thAisand  dollars  less  per  annum  than  those  of  last  year. 

Appended  (marked  P.)  will  be  found  ao  exhibit  of  the  eash  trans- 
actions for  1861;  and,  notwitihstanding  the  heavy  expenditure,  the. 
bureau,  like  sone  of  the  others,  was  burdened  with  debt     Some 
'$88,000  of  old  obligations  have  been  paid  since  January  last

Most  of  the  troops  from  South  Carolina,  in  Confederate  service,  have' 
been  armed  by  the  State,  and  it  is  believed  that  we  will  never  be  able* 
to  reclaim  them.  The  Confj^derate  Government,  as  I  undeistand, 
refuses  to  redeliver  to  the  States,  but  assumes  the  ground  that  the  anu 
have  become  Confederate  property,  to  be  accounted  for  in  a  future  settle- 
ment. How  far  we  will  be  able  to  make  out  a  full  account  from  tbe 
beginning,  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  Confederate  Govemment  has 
made  application  for  the  arms  imported  by  the  State  under  order  of 
this  Department.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  decline  to  turn  them 
over,  and  recommend  that  we  shall  never  again  strip  the  State  of  the 
means  of  self-defence.

LEAD  MINE. 

Under  authority  of  a  resolution  introduced  by  your  Excellency,  I 
availed  myself  of  the  pro$ered  scientific  skill  and  servtees  of  Dr.  John 
LeConte,  to  examine  the  lead  mines  in  the  State.  The  lead  mine  io 
Spartanburg  he  leports  to  be  rich  in  ore,  and  easily  worked.  Arraoge-. 
ments  have  beeta  made  with  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Cammeron,  to  place  it 
for  a  time  in  the  hands  of  the  State  without  charge,  until  all  ezpeuses 
incurred  shall  be  paid,  and  after  that  time  to  receive  a  certain  ratio  of 
the  yield.  Dr.  LeConte  has  taken  steps  to  procure  the  necessary  skilled 
labor  to  work  the  mine.     (See  accompanying  papers.  No.  25.)

Ill  the  early  part  of  the  present  war,  and  for  tome  tiibe  anterior,  on6 
of  the  greatest  sonrces  of  anxiety  to  the  Government,  and  to  the  intelli- 
gent citiaen,  was  the  yery  limited,  in*fact  the  totally  inadequate  supply 
of  gunpowder. .  -We  were,  to  a  great  extent,  cut  off  from  the  foreign 
world,  fxpm  whence  alone  we  cou|d  procure  a  sufficient  quantity.  To 
manufacture  a  sufficiency  to  meet  the  wants  of  the«army  in  every  quar- 
ter j  was  heyond  bur  power.  The  chief  ingredient,  seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  which  enters  into  the  manufacture,  yrua  at  the  time  beyond  our 
reach.  It  is  true  that  there  were -within  the  limits  of  the  Confederacy 
saltpetre  caves,  but  their  yield  was  far  8%ort  of  our  necessities.  There 
was  but  one  way  to  supply  the  deficiency,  and  that  was  to  produce  it 
ourselves.  AccordiogLy,  early  in  February  last,  I  caused  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  process  of  production  to  be  published,  and  called  upon  'all 
who  could  to  aid  us  by  making  it.  To  this  there  was  no  response.  I  . 
'  determined  then,  to  produce  it  under  .the  immediate  direc^on  of 
this  Department.  On  the  14th  of  March,  I  had  the  honor  to  in- 
troduce a  resolution  authorizing  me  to  do  so.  The  a%thority  was* 
granted.  On  the  2 1st  of  the  same  month,  I  wrote  to  Dr.  W.  Hutson  Ford, 
wha  was  then  a  Surgeon  in  the  army  on  the  coast,  requesting  him,  to 
undertake  the  superintendence  of  the  plantation.  General  Pemberton 
at  once  detailed  him,  and  he  reported  here  without  delay.  On  the 
28th  of  March,  Dr.  Ford  was  appointed  Superintendent,  and  entered  • 
at  once  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  with  great  zeal  and  intelli- 
^Dce. 

Five  acres  of  land  were  leased  for  this  purpose,  at  an  almost  nominal 
rate,  from  Dr.   Parker,  and  the  necessary  sheds,  buildings,  &c.,  con- 
structed.    A  large  number  of  beds  have  be^n  made,  which  are  in  rapid 
process  of  nitrification.     What  quantity  of  nitre  may  be  expected  from 
them,  cannot  now  be  accurately  stated,  but  it  is  hoped  and  expected 
^hat  after  a  period  of  from  eight  to  twelve  months  from  the  time  they 
were,  made,  that  we  may  obtain  at  least  one  thousand  pounds  daily, 
which  would  make  one  thousand  three* hundred  and  thirty-three  pounds 
gunpowder.     In  order  to  produce  it  more  -rapidly,  I  have '  ordered  the  ' 
preparation  of  a  wagon  train,  with  troughs,  pans,  &c.     This  can  be 
done  by  extracting  su^h  earth  beneath  buildings  ^n  Columbia,  and  the 
adjacent  country,  as  is  generally  found  to  contain  nitre. <    By  these' 
.  means  we  can  produce  saltpetre  enough  to  insure  a  constant  supply  to 
manufacture  a  sufficient  quantity  of  powder  for  the  wants  of  the  State, 
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at  all  times.     (See  report  of  Dr.  Ford,  in  accompanying  papers.  No. 
.  26.)     The*8ulphar  and  charcoal  can  always  be  obtained. 

It  is  believed  that  the  saltpetre  plantation,  binder  the  charge  of  Dr. 
Ford,  is  the  first  ever  established  on  this  continent,;  and  I  must  here 
express  ray  obligations  to  Dr.  Joseph  LeConte,  for  hb  valnable  aid  is 
establishing  this  plantation.  A  copy  of  his  « ins  t  motion  if  for  the  man- 
ufactnre  of  saltpetre,"  is  herewith  presonted  to  you.  The  cost  of  the 
plantation,  np  to  the  1st  of  Jaly,  1862,  as  per  Exhibit  W.,  appended, 
is  as  follows :

GUNBOAT. 

An  appropriation  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  ordered  by 
the  Convention,  at  its  last  meeting,  for  .building  a  -marine  battery  or 
ram,  and  for  the  construction  or  purchase  of  other  vessels  adapted  to 
coast  or  inMd 'defence,  and  the  Governor*  and  Coundil  were  «  empow- 
ered, on  consultation  with  the  officer  of  the  Confederate  Navy  for  the 
time  being  in  command  of  tbe  Military  District  whereof  the  city  of 
Charleston^  forms  a  part,  to  order  the  buil^ling  or  j)urcha8e  of  said  ves- 
sels." 

During  my  first  tour  of  duty  in  Charleston,  in  the  latter  part  of  Jan- 
uary, I  conferred  freely  with  Commodore  Ingrahana  on  this  subject; 
and  subsequently,  on  the  12th  of  Febniary,  in  obedience  to  a  resolu- 
tion introduced  by  your  Excellency,  I  communicated  with  him  in  writ- 
ing. He  referred  me  to  flag-officer  Tatnall,  commanding  in  the  waters 
of  South  Carolina,  tjien  at  Savannah.  As  the  eiiemy's  fleet  intervened 
between  that  oflicer  and  the  harbor  of  Charleston,  I  addressed  the  Pres- 
ident, at  the  request  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  asking  that  Commo- 
dore Ingraham  might  be  placed  in  command  of  naval  affairs  in  Charleston^ 
Commodore  Ingraham,  Captain  Hamilton  and  G.  A.  Trenholm,  were 
appointed  a  commission  to  carry*out  the  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
•    and  notified  that  the  fund  was  subject  to  their  order. 

This  comnii.^sion  did  not  act,  because  it  was  thought  unnecessary  to 
use  the  funds,  and  imprartieable  to  obtain  workmen  and  material — the 
Confederate  Govcrnuicnt  having  already  given  orders  to  Commodore 
Ingraham  to  build  §  boat  of  like  character,  and  six  gunboats  of  smaller 
cla^s.     Thus  the  matte^  was  suspended  until  the  8th  of  April,  when, 
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beiog  Dotified  of  a  change  in  the  oondition  «pf  things,  which  made  it 
expedient  to  undertake  the  oonstraction  of  an  jron-clad  vessel,  another 
com  mission  y  cjnsistin^  of  Messrs.  J.  K.  Sass,  G.  A.  Tronholm,  G.  M. 
Forman,  W.  C.  Conrtenay,  and  W.  B.  Heriot/  was  appointed,  the  ap- 
propriation placed  at  their  disposal,  and  after  nnavoidahle  delays,  the 
enterprise  was  fairly  commenced,  on  the  9th  day  of  April. 

For  the  manner  in  which  the  i^brk'has  heen  carried  forward,  as  well 
as  an  accurate  description  of  tlje  hoat,  I  ask  leave  to  refer  to  the  report 
of  the  commission,  in  the  accompafnying  papers  (No.  27).  The  "  Chi- 
cora''  was  successfully  launched  on  the  23d  day  of  August,  and 
liow  rides  beautifully  on  the  waters.  The  vessel  will  be  transferred, 
on  completion,  by  name  to  the  Confederate  Government,  pursuant  to 
an  agreement  with  tho  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  do  so,  on  being  reim- 
bursed the  entire-  cost. 

The  cornmission,  under  authority  asked  for  and  obtained,  are  pro- 
ceeding with  arrangements  to  build  two  more  gunboats  as  rapidly  as 

possible^— one  of  them  to  be  of  lighter  draft,  for  river  defence.

CONCLUSION.* 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  reports  of  bureaus  are  made  in  full  up  to  the 
lat  of  «F.uly  only,  except  that  of  the  saltpetre  plantation,  which  is  made 
in  full  up.  to  the  Ist  of  September.  This  is  doAe  beeaose  the  monthly 
UattmenU  form  only  partial  items  of  the  quarterfy  accounts  Wherever 
the  transactions  for  July  have  involved  matters  of  moment,  I  have  given 
a  synopsis  of  them,  and  may  remark  that- the  statements  for  tba(  month 
indicate  a  continued  careful  compliance  vrith  the  '^  Army  RegnlatioDS.!'* 

I  append  a  statement  (m^ked  X.),  showing  at  a  gknce  the  object  for 
which  each  expenditure  was  made,  the  amount  of  the  expenditure,  and 
the  authority  under' which  it  was  made. 

The  multiplicity  of  subjects,  and  infinite  details  connected  with  the 
operations  of  this' Department,  have  enlarged  my  report  beyond  the 
Tolume  within  which  Twould'  have  been  pleased  to  encompass  it,  but 
anything  less  would  not  have  .presented  the  '<  business  and  conditioo'' 
of  thcDepartment.  .

RuLf  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Mili^arjk  Defwrt 
meDt  to  ezamioe  into  the  military  condition  of  South  Carolina,  which 
includes  the  returns  and  present  condHion  of  the  troops  in  service,  and 
the  militia  not  in  service,  together  with  the  number,  amount  and  ood- 
dition  .of  ai*ms,  ordnance,  ammunition,  clothing  and  suppliA,  and  to 
report  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  Cbuncil. 

RuL'B  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  said  Department  to 
keep  in  proper  form. and  report  regular  and  exact  returns  of  the  mili- 
tary force  of  the  State %n  Confederate  service  and  in  the  militia  of  the 
State,  -and  of  all  military  stores,  arms,  equipments  and  supplies  in  the 
magazines  and  other  places  in  the  State,  and  to  order,  receive  and  t&ke 
them,  ^nd  all  arms,  ammunition  and  equipments,  from  officers  and 
qther  persons  in  whose  possession  they  may  be,  which  belong  to  the 
State  and  are  not  used  in  actual  service,  and  to  direct  them  to  sush 
places  as  he  may  deem  proper.  ' 

■Rule  III.  The  Chief  of  said  Department  shall  form  estimates  for 
all  such  stores,  arms,  ammunition,  equipments,  clothes  and  supplies,  as 
may  be  requisite  for  the.  military  service  of  this  State  and  the  contin- 
gencies of  Confederate  demand,  and  providing'adequate  magazines  for 
the  same  where  such  do  not  now  exist,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Governor  and  Council,  that  due  provisign  may  be  made  therefor. 

Rule  IV.  The  Chief  of  said  Department  shall  give  direotiofts  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  operation  all  resolutions  and  directions  of  the  Gover- 
uor  and  Council,  by  orders  through  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General's  Department,  for  raising,  arming  and  equipping  troops  for  the 
service  of  the  State  and  of  the  Confederate  States,  und^r  the  authority 
of  the  State,  and  for  organizing,  providing  and  inspecting  the  same ; 
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« and  to  direct  the  arraDgement^  dietributioDy  traosportatioD  aod  operation 
of  Bacb  troops  (till  muertered'into  Confederate  senaoe)  as  may  he 
broaght  into  the  service  bf  the  State  under  and  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  and  to  provide  for  the  transportation,  safe 
keeping  and  distHbution  of  supplies  necessary  for  the  troops  called  into' 
the  service  of  the  State,  or  which  the  contingency  of  the  Confederate 
•  service  may  appear  to  require. ' .  ' 

Rule  V.  The  Chief  of  the  said  Department  is  vested  with  all  such 
powers  as  are  necessary  for  a  full  performance  of  the  duties  above 
specified/  or  which  may  hereafter  be  imposed,  and  ta  this  end  he  may 
Qupervise,  direct  and  give  all  proper  orders  to  the   CommiSsary,  Ord- 
sance,  Quarterpiaster  and  Medical  Departments  of  the  military  organi- 
aealion  of  the  State,  and  .command  all  officers  and  employees  in  the 
xnilitary  service  of  thb  iStdte,  and  to  depute  to  them  such  matter  and  at 
such  times  as  he  may  s6e  proper.     Ho  is  vested  witlufurther  power  to 
remove  all  persons  employed  in  any  of  the  Departments  aforesaid,  and 
to  appoint  others  in  their  8t6ad;  but  all  such  orders,  removals  and  ap- 
pointments, shall  be  done  by  orders  through  the  Adjutant  and  Inspec- 
tor Oeneral's  Department,  and  shall  be  reported  to  the  Oovemor  and 
Council  at  their  next  nfeeting  thereafter,  and  be  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  same.     Appointments  to  all  vacancies  in  the  military  service 
of  the  State  heretofore'  vested  b)%law  in  the  Governor,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Chief  of  the   Military  Department,    subject   to  the  pfevious 
decbion  of  the  Governor  and  Council.

clerks,  upon  such  compensation  as  may  be  jjzed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council  .         ;

Id  obecTieDoe  to  your  direotions,  and  in  oonformitj  with  my  dutj,  I 
Bubmit  to  your  oonslderation  ao  abstract  of  a  report  made  jto  this 
DepartmeDt  from  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector.  General,  io  relation  to 
the  forces  from  this  State  in  Confederate  serriee. 

On  th^  2d  day  of  February,  laat,  the  Secretary  /of  War  addreesed  a 
oommiinication  to  his  Sxcellenoy  Governoir  Piekeos,  4itatiog  ^hat  six 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  wibite  population  of  this  State*-^#fai(^  is  about 
eighteen  thousand — had  i>eea  determined  npou  as  the  quota  to  be  fur- 
nished hy  this  State  for  the  war.  Of  this  nomber  he  estimated  that 
me  had  theif  six  thousand  in  >oe  field;  which  would «leaT6  .twelve 
thousand  more  to  be  supplied.  This  remainder  he  expected  to  raise  by 
««8olistiivants  among  the  twelve  months  regiments  fjrom^ttbe  State  then 
ia  service,  and  hy  calling  for  five  new  regiments.  At  the  date  of  the 
oommnnication  referred  to,  he  supposed  that  the  State  had  six  thousand 
iroops  for  the  war^  and  seventeen  thousand  for  twelve  months.  But  in 
•truth,  at  that  time,  the  rolls  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
Oeoeral  exhibited  the  fact  that  we  had  on  the  20th  of  Febrnary— ^  few 
days  after  that  date — 9,349  troops  for  the  war,  and  21,881  for  twetvo 
months.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  requisition  made  on  the  State 
for  its  quota  of  eighteen  thousand  men  for  the  war — including  the  five 
now  regiments  called  for-pihe  Governor  and  Council  adopted  a  system 
of  cynscriptioD.

That  the  rapid  increase  of  our  forces  tn  the  field  is  attributable  to 
the  resolutions  of  the  6th  of  March  last,  establishing  a  system  of  cod- 
Bcription,  I  suppose  no  one  doubts.  •  1  must  say  that  the  returns  now 
made  are  by  no  means  full,  and  cannot,  therefore,  be  said  to  be  accv- 
rate  y  for,  notwithstanding  the  consty  t  and  earnest  efforts  of  Adjutant 
and  Inspectofi  Oenerab  Gist  and  D^ft^ssure  to  procuA  informatioa 
from  all  the  regiments,  we  have  not  been  able,  so  far,  to  obtain  from  the 
officers  *anythi0g  approaching  to  complete  returns  of  the  new  enlist- 
ments. Our  efforts  to  that  end  are  still  unabated,  and  we  b&ve  now 
reasonable  expectation  that  they  will  be  furnished  in  a  few  days. 
When  these'  returns  are  received,  another  and  &  fuller  statement,  will 
be  made,  with  as  near  an  approach  to'  accuracy  as  possible.  That  state- 
ment, I  have  no  doubt,  will  show  a  much  larger  force  for  the  war  than 
is  here  exhibited.

Sir  :  I  have  the  hooor  herewith  to  submit,  iu  obedienoe  to  your  order, 
a  report  ezhibitiDg  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  forces  contributed 
by  this  State  to  the  Oonfederate  service,  with  thcr  Kegiments,  Battalions 
and  Companies  in  which  they  are  now  organized. 

The  list  of  organizations  will,  I  think,  be  found  complete,  and  by 
reference  thereto  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State  has  now  in  service  the 
following : 

Infantry — ^Twenty-eight  Regiments,  two  Legions,  eight  Battalions, 
two  Cora  panics. 

Artillery — ^Two  Regiments,  one  Battalion,  eighteen  Companies. 

Cavalry--rTwo  Regiments,  five  Battalions,  seven  Companies. 

'  Tatal-^-^hirtj'two  Regimenfis,  two  Legions,  fourteen  Battalions, 
twenty-seven  Companies.  .  ' 

It  would  be  more  satisfactory  if  this  office  had  the  means  for  furnish- 
ing a  statement  more  in  detail,  particularly  of  the  present  strength  of 
these  organisations,  and  of  the  losses  by  disease  and  other  casualties  of 
the  service.  The  regulations  of  the  Confederate  service  do  not  require 
the  sending  of  rolls  or  i^tated  reports  of  the  condition  of  the  forces  to 
the  offices  of  the  States  from  which  they. are  respectively  drawn;  and 
when  troops  are  once  received  into  Confederate  service,  all  official 
knowledge  of  them  by  the  State  ceases. 

By  reason  of  this,  very  great  embarrassment  has  attended  the  eflbrts 
of  this  office  to  keep  pace  with  the  organi«ation  of  our  forces,  and  to 
procure  reliable  information  as  to  the  pumber  of  men  actually,  drawn 
from  our  population.     The  original  rolls  of  Companies,  on  file,  furnish 
but  little  satisfactory  information,  and  give  no  dattf  upon  which  to  esti-  . 
mate  the  strength  of  the  Companies.     They  give  but  the  number  with 
Which  the  Companies  were  first  organized — in  perhaps  all  cases  the  mini- 
mum of  its  strength — whilst  the  accretions,  by  recruiting  or  otherwise, 
not  being  reported,  arc  known  only  as  they  may  be  casually  ascertained. 
During  the  period   from  the  Ist  of  March  to  the  Isft  .of  July,  under 
ihe  pressure,  first  of  the  proposed  State  conscription,  and  afterwards  of 
:lie  Confederate  conscription,  very  large  additions  were  made  to  the' 
uhen  existing  organizations,  by  the  voluntary  going  forward  pf  recruits,  ^ 
i^ery  few  of  whom  were  reported  to  this  office.     In  some  instances  Com- 
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panies  were  so  increased,  that  from  the  ezcesi  new  Companies  were 
formed,*no  rolhi  of  which  have  heen  reported  to  this  office.  The  num- 
her  thus  irregnlarly  added  to  the  service  did  not,  it  ia  believed,  fall 
short  of  0,000  men.  Much  confusion,  also,  resulted  from  the  reorgani- 
zation in  Virginia  of  theori^nal  twelve  months  Regiments  irhoM  term 
of  Bwvioe  expired  id  April  last.  Entire  GompanieB  and  even  Begi- 
ments  were  lost,  and  new  Companies  and  Regiments  formed ;  in  most 
instances  retaining  the  former  names,  but  the  Regiments  in  all  iDstancfli 
composed  to  a  great  extent  of  new  Company  organizations.  The  orig- 
inal 9th  Regiment  was,  in  this  way,  wholly  lost;  and  the  old  4th  wu 

.  rediiced  to,  and  yet  remains,  a  mere  Battalion. 

To  remedy  this  want  of  information,  and  to  procure  accurate  descrip- 
tive rolls  of  all  persons  then  in  Confederate  service  from  this  States 
with  details  of  discharges, 'deaths  and  other  losses,  blank  forms  wen 
prepared  by  thb  office,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  and  in  April  last, 
were  forwarded  to  the  Commandants  of  Regiments,  Battalions  and 
Companies;  and  with  the  view  to  procure  a  prompt  return  of  the  rolls, 
special  agents  were  appointed  to  visit  the  troc^  on  the  coast  and  in 
Virginia,  to  impress  op. Commandants,  by  a  personal  appeal,  the  impor- 
tance of  furnishing  the  information  desired.  These  effi>rt8y  I  regret  to 
state,  were  only  partially  successful.  In  some  instances  the  agents 
found  great  reluctance  to  prepare  the  rolls;  in  others  actual  unwilling- 
ness, and  in  a  few  instances  positive  refusals  to  undertake  the  labor. 
Out  of  ovdr  four  hundred  Companies  then  in  service^  only  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  furnished  the  rolls;  and  of  those  so  furnished,  many 
were  so  hastily  and  imperfectly  prepared  as  to  give  but  little  satisfactory 
information.  So  far,  however,  as  they  were  carefully  and  properly  pre- 
pared, they  furnish  the  only  certainly  reliable  information  £o  be  found 
in  this  office  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  the  respective  Companief. 
The  estimates  embodied  in  the  accompanying  report  have  been  made 
up  from  many  sources;  partly  from  the  April  rolls,  above  referred  to; 
partly  from  reports  obtained  from  officers  in  command;  partly  from 
returns  to  the  Confederate  officer  commanding  the  Department  of  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia;  partly  from  information  furnished  by  individuals; 
and  in  a  few  instances  from  conjecture.  These  estimates  arc  intended 
to  represent  the  highest  number  of  men  who,  from  first  to  last,  have  . 
belonged  to  the  respective  organizations,  not  including  discharges.  In 
some  instances  they  maybe  found  too  high;  but  generally  they  are 

.   believed  to  be  below  the  correct  number.     So  fur  as  they  are  based  on 
the  April  rolls,  they  represent  the  strength  of  the  organizations  at  the

time  those  rolls  were  prepared,  say  the  Ist  of  May,  and  do  Dot  inclade 
the  additions  sinee  made  to  the  Companies.  And  in  many  cases  where 
we  have  only  been  able  to  ascertain  the  maximum  strength  of  a  Regi- 
ment or  Company,  it  is  obviously  short  as  a  proper  estimate:,  for, 
whilst  recruits  are  being  daily  added,  and  losses  by  death  or  otherwise 
are  daily  occurring,  the  maximum  is  not  increased,  when,  in  fact,  a 
continual  draft  is  made  from  the  population  of  the  State.  An  abso- 
lutely correct  estimate  can  only  be  had  by  adding,  to  the  present 
strength  of  Companies,  the  number  of  losses  by  disease  or  other  casual- 
ties of  the  service,  and  of  discharges  by  reason  of  wounds  or  wasted 
health.  If  such  an  estimate  could  be  prepared,  I  am  fully  assured  that 
the  number  of  men  oontributed  by  this  State  to  the  public  defence 
would  be  found  to  exceed  fort j/-jive  thousand. 

It  is  much  to  bb  regretted^  that  a  very  considerable  number  from 
this  State  have  connected  themselves  with  the  organizations  of  other 
States.  In  the  Districts  adjoining  North  Carolina,  very  many  Were 
induced,  by  the  very  liberltl  bounty  there  offered,  to  join  Companies 
organised  in  that  State.  And  in  the  April  reorganization  in  Virginia, 
Tcry  many  exercised  the  option  given  them  by  <he  Conscription*  Act, 
to  ga  into  other  arms  of  service,  and  connected  themselves  with  Com- 
panies of  Artillery  and  Cavalry  from  other  States,  chiefly  Virginia. 
These,  amounting;  it  is  believed,  to  several  hundred,  are  wholly  lost  to 
the  credit  of  the  State. 

lor  obedience  to  the  resolutions  of  the  honorable  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, the  first  corps  of  Staio  Militia  Reserves,  embracing  all  males  sub- 
ject to  duty  between  the  ages  of  thirty-five  and  fifty,  have  been 
organized,  with  a  view  to  active  service,  in  the  event  tbat  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  State  defence  should  require  it.  Of  these  ten  Regiments 
are  already  formed  and  officered,  each  comprising  ten  companies; 
and  H  is  conjectured  that  the  Companies  yet  remaining  to  be  organized, 
will  yield  at  least  another  Regiment.  The  average  strength  of  these 
Begiments  will  be  about  seven  hundred,  making  an  aggregate  in  the 
State  of  near  eight  thousand  effective  men  of  this  corps. 

The  second  Corps  of  Reserves,  embracing  all  males  between  the  ages 
of  fifty  and  sixty-five,  all  those  between  sixteen  and  eigP&en,  and  all 
ezompts,  remain  subject  to  patrol  and  police  duty  in  their  respective 
Beats,  under  the  command  of  the  officers  of  the  militia,  a^  reorganized 
in  January  last,  under  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  the 
present  existing  scheme,  this  corps  constitutes  the  regular  militia 
organization  of  the.  State.    Its  Strength;  there  is  no  present  mcan.^  of

JUSTICE  AND  POLICE. 


PART  I.^-ON  THE  POWERS  OP  THE  CONVENTION. 

To  Air  ExceUencffy  GoYZBNOR  Pickens, 

Pretidinf/  over  the  Executivt  Council  o/JSouth  Carolina  : 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  requirement,  tbat  I  should  report  to 
the  Governor  and  Council  the  proceedings  of  the  Department  of  Jus- 
tice •  and  Police,  I  respectfully  report  that,  though  the  acts  of  my 
Department  proper,  as  well  as  the  matters  which  have  from  time  to 
time  been  assigned  to  me,  have  in  almost  every  instance,  been  the  sub- 
ject of  previous  consultation  in  the  Council,  and  therefore  I  have  but 
little  of  information  to  communicate,  I  acknowledge  the  propriety  of 
the  call.  It  is  right  that  these  proceedings  should  be  formally  spread 
upon  the  record. 

The  "liules"  established  for  my  Department,  adopted  on  the 
17 tb  January^  prescribed  it  as  my  first  doty  <'  to  construe  the  Ordi- 
nances of  the  several  sessions  of  the  Convention,  and  all  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly,  in  rehition  to  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Execu- 
tive Authority  of  the*  State."  'Ibis,  of  course,  makes  mo  peculiarly 
responsible  for  the  competenci/  of  ''the  Governor  and  Council,  acting 
together/'  under  the  Ordinance  of  the  Convention,  to.  perform  such 
acts  as  have  been  undertaken  ;  for  I  have  -in  no,  case  entered  a  formal 
protest  against  any  proceeding. 

It  is  proper,  then,  that  I  should  preface  my  report  with  some  expo- 
gition  of  the  principles  on  which  I  have  construed  the  powers  conferred 
upon  th^  Executive  Autliorityy  to  be  exercised  by  the  Governor  and 
Executive  Council,  ^^  acting  conjointly, ^^ 

First,  then,  as  to 

THE    POWERS    OP  THE  CONVENTION. 

Did  this  CONVENTION  have  power,  for  certain  purposes,  and 
82 
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f  daring  certain  exigencies,  to.  create  a  new  farm  of  ExECUTlVK  AuTBOB- 
ITT  for  the  Stjite,  and  to  confer  oii  such  Aathoritj  new  powen^  Dot 
hitherto  vested  in  that  Department  P  I  answer  to  this,  unquestioDablj, 
yes. 

In  the  States  Rights  School  of  1882  and/34  it  was  (with  but  one 
prominent  exception)  the  received  opinion  that  a  GoNVfeNTiON,  called 
in  Soatli  Carolina,  undor  the  provisions  of  the  GonstitutioD,  was,  fot 
.  every  political  and  legal  purpose,  the  People.  It  was  considered  u  a 
means,  provided  by  the  Constitution'  itself,  for  invoking  the  action  of 
the  ultimate  Sovereignty  of  the  Stale.  This  SovEttEiONTT,  admit- 
ted to  be  in  the  People  in  tUeir  "  aggregate  and  politic  capo/cify"  cm 
only  be  exercised,  practically,  through  a  Convention,  and  a  CoMVENTloir 
became  thus  to  be,  theoretically,  considered  as  the  People  themselves. 
Henee  the  form  of  ordaining  their  decrees  adopted  by  the  Conventions 
of  1832,  of  1852  apd  18.60,  to  wit :  '*  WE,  the  PEOPLE  of  South 
Carolina,  in  Convention  a^ssembled,  do  ordain^  and  declare," 

t^m  aware  that  in  1834,  in  the  celebrated  legal  argument  on  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance,  although  the  advocates  of  the  States  Rights  School 
all  maintxrined  this  doctrine,  vet  Judge  Harper  gave  the  weight  uf 
his  high  authority  to  a  view  somewhat  difTorent.  He  maintained  that 
a  Convention,  though  sovereign,  absolute  and  illimitable,  for  every  pur- 
*  pose  within  the  -range  of  objects  for  which  thetf  were  assembled,  was, 
beyond  these  purposes,  neither  the  people,  nor  did  it  represent  the 
people.  A  great  majority  of  States.  Rights  inen,  held,  however,  the 
opinion  expressed  in  one  of  the  reports  jof  the  day,  which  I  myself 
had  the  honor  tO'  submit,  an  extract  from  which  I  will  ^  now  insert 
(ut  an  interval. of  twenty-eight  years),  as  containing  my  present  opimon. 

"  When  this  profound  jurist  (Judge  Harper)  says  that  a  Convention 
is  limited  by  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  called,  we  admit  that  mur- 
allt/y  it  is  so  limited)  and  that  a  delegate  wbo  but  proposes  a  measure 
for  a  purpose  not  contemplated  by  the  people  when  he  was*elected,  is 
guilty  of  moral  treastm.  But  when  Judge  Harper  assumes  that  the 
Judiciary,  or  any  other  constituted  authority,  has  a  right  to  inquire 
whether  a  measure  adopted  in  Conveotiou  was  or  was  not  adopted  in 
conformity  with  the  intentions  of  the  people,  he  ascribes  to  the 
Judiciary  a  right  which  we  cannot  admit  that  they  possess.  Is  it  not 
obvious  that  this  gives  the  judges  a  practical  control  over  a  Convention 
of  the  pepple?  As  iti  the  case  before  us"  (the  Oath  of  Allegiance) 
<<  two  judges  decide  that  the  people  did  nut  iutend  what  the  ConveQ- 
tion  believed^  the  Legislature  believed,  and  what  a  great  majority  of 
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the  people  themselves  stifl  believe,  thej  did  intend — and  the  will  of 
the  people  is  set  at  naught,  and  an  Att  of  the  Convention  offeotuall j 
nullified/' 

Judge  Harper  happily  define8»Sovcrei;;nty  to  be  'Uhat  power  which- 
'^  oontrolliDg  all  Other  constituted  authorities!,  is  itself  not  subject  to 
<<  the  control  of  any/'  He  considers  Sovereignty  '<  as  abiding  in  the 
*^  people  of  South  Carolina." 

He  says,  again,  that  this  *'  is  not  that  imaginary  Sovereignty  of  the 
'' people  which  has  beeh  supposed  to- exist  even  in  a  despotic  mon- 
'*trchy."  .  /     ' 

•  *''The  Constitution,'  continues  he,  'has  provided  in  what  manner 
'' the  people  shall  be  appealed  to,  viz:  in  a  Convention  called  by  tVro- 
''  tbirda  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature.'  Again,  (Aey  (the  People 
*' in  Convention)  *  may  abrogate  any  Act  of  the  Government,  and  all 
*^  co»$tUtited  authoriiiei  aro  bound  to  respect  ^nd  obej/  their  determina- 
"  tion.'  *  They '  (the  People  in  Convention)  '  are  responsible  to  opinion, 
*<  they  are  bound  by  good  fauth,  they  may  be  resisted  by  force,  or  sub- 
'*ducd  by  superior  power,  but  their  acts  are  not  subject  to  the  legal 
'^control  of  any  constituted  authority."'  This  we  conceive  to  be 
sound  Kcpublican  doctrine.  But  how  the  learned  judge  can  reconcile 
with  this  the  right  whi^h  he  ascribes  to  the  Judiciary,  to  decide 
whether  «  power  exGtrcised  by  this  Convention  has  or  has  not  been  • 
delegated  by  the  people,  we  cannot  perceive.  We  defy  any  one  to 
point  out  a  tktle  of  distinction,  practical  or  in  principle,  between  the 
control  which  Judge  Uarper  would  thus  give  to  the  Judiciai:y  over  a 
Oonvenlionf  and  thai  which  it  is  admitted  they  have  over  the  ordinary 
Legidature,  They  have  no  right,  in  regard  to  the  Legidature,  to  do 
more  than  decide  whether  or  not  that  body  keepd  within  the  pale  of  its 
authority — whether  a  power  exercised  by  them  has  or  has  not  been 
delegated  to  them  by  the  people— ^and  it  b  this,  precisely,  which  Judge 
Barper  claims  for  them  in  regard  to  a  Convention,  The  people  appear 
in  their  sovereign  .capacity,  onli/  an  auetnhled  in  Convention — when  so 
•ssembled,  they  are  sovereign  for  £y£iiY  PURPOSE,  or,  practically/,  they 
can  be  so  for  none.  Grant  to  the  Judiciary  the  right  to  question  their 
actS)  and  you  give  them  the  power  to  limit  and  control.  In  construe^ 
lion  oflawy  a  Convention  is  the  People,  and  its  evert/  act,  as  far  as. 
the  judges  have  any  concern  with  it,  the  Act  of  the  People.** 

'^To  subject  the  acknowledged  will  of  a  Convention  to  the  control  of 
any  other  authority,  is  to  deprive  the  people  altogether  of  the  means  of 
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expressiDg  a  Sovereign  purpose,  that  is,  a  purpose  whieh*  cannofti  hj 
aoy  form  of  la^,  be  disputed."  * 

The  report  proceeds  further,  as  follows : 

''  Sovereignty  can  correctly  be  predicated  only  of  that  power  in  the 
State  which,  possessing  an  ultimate  control  over  all  other  constituted 
authorities,  is  itself  subject  to  the  control  of  none.  . 

-''  Allegiance  is  due  only  to  the  Sovereign  power,  and  is  that  para- 
mount political  obligation  which  binds  the  individual  io  a  State  to 
acknowledge  and  preserve  unimpaired  its  Sovereignty. 

''It  is  clearly  distinguishable  from  the  duty  of  obedience  to  delegated 
authority.  It  is,  indeed,  the  source  from  which  emanates  the  obligadoa 
of  obedience  to  any  other  constituted  authority  than  the  Soveretgn. 

**  Sovereignty  delegates  a  portion  of  its  power;  Allegiance  reoderB 
obedience  to  that  power  a  duty. 

'^  Sovereignty,  from  its  definition,  iis  necessarily  single  and  iDdiviaible, 
and  Allegiance  must  be  equally  so. 

''In  South  Carolina,  entire,  unimpaired  Sovereignty  bides  in  the 
PEOPLE  of  tho  State,  and  a  citizen  of  South  Carolina  owes  entire  and 
unimpaired  Allegiance  to  the  people  of  South  Carolina,  so  long  as  he 
continues  a  citizen  ^hereof.  *  They,  and  they  alone,  have  imposed  upon 
him  the  duty  of.  obedience  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
They  can  release  him  from  the  duty.  Tliey  Can  transfer  theiduty.  It 
exists  by  their  fiat,  and  they  alone  are  its  fit  interpreters." 

"Thus  far,"  sajs  the  report,  "wo  speak  the  recorded  opinions  of 
South  Carolina  herself.  Is  the  principle  less  fixed  that  a  Contention 
of  the  Pt'opk  is  not  suhjWt  to  the  legal  control  of  any  constituted 
author  if  1/  ?'* 

Such,  it  was  understood,  wore,  in  that  day,  the  doctrines  of  Calhoua 
and  McDuffie,  of  JIayno,  Tunibull  and  Hamilton,  of  Colcock,  Earle, 
Butler,  Elmore,  Player;  of  all,  indeed,  of  the  States  llij^hts  School.  I 
mention  the  dead  only,  the  living  may  speak  for  themselves.  Indeed, 
State  Rights,  State  llcmedies,  State  Sovereignty,.  Allegiance  to  the 
State,  would  all  be  unmeaning  phrases  but  for  the  acknowledcred 
supremacy  of  a  Convention  of  the  People.  It  is  the  corner-stone  of  the 
edifice; 

But  whether  the  view  contained  in  the  "/iV^or/"  or  that  of  Judge 
IlAKPEtt  be  true,  is  iniuiaterial  in  the  prepcut  iniiuiry.  A  Convention, 
according  to  both  theories,  is  SOVPjUEIGN,  and,  therefore,  nltovt  all 
constituted  authorities,  WHEN  ACTING  WITUIN   TUE  8PnKRE  INDICATED 

BY  THE  Legislature  in  the  Act  which  assembles  them. 
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What  tben  were  the  purposes  for  which  the  Oonyention  was  ^(sailed 
together  by  the  Legislatare,  to  assemble  on  the  17th  day  of  De- 
oembery  1860?  .  And -does  the  creation  of  the  Exscutiye  CoungiIi 
come  within  the  scope  of  those  purposes  f 

First,  what  were  the  circninstaoces  of  the  calll^  The  telegraph' had  . 
onneanoed  the  election  of  Linooln,  and  the  Legislature  determined  at 
once  to  invoke  the  highest. power  known  toour  iostitations — a  Conven- 
tion of  the  People  of  the .  State,  Not  as  a  subordinate  ministerial  agent, 
to  enroll  the  decrees  of  the  Legislature,  btft  '<  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  tJie  dangers  incideni  to  the  position  ofjhe  State  in  the 
Federal  Union  established  ly  the  Constitution  of  the  Umted  States^  and 
ike  measures  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper'  for  providing  against 
the  same,  and  thereupon  to  take  care  that  the  Cfrmmonwealth  of  South 
Carolina  shall  tvffer  no  detriment.*'  A  disruption  of  the  ties  which 
had  hitherto  bound  as  to  oar  sister  3tates  was  one  thing  contemplated. 
But  the  ultimate  decision  was  left  to  the  Convention,  as  the  Sovereign 
Authority.  It  was,  then,  within  the  purposes  of  this  Convention  to 
abrogate- the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  South  Carolina,  ^r  a 
time,  at  least,  might  stand  aioncy  and  it  must  have  beeti  within  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Convention  to  modify  the  State  Constitution.  A  new 
alliance  was  contemplated  with  other  States,  and  it  wa.s  within  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Convention  to  ratify  a  Provisional  and  Permanent  Consti- 
tution of  the  new  Confederacy. 

These  high  powers  have  not  been  questioned,  yet  they  are  but  infer- 
ences from  the  general  powers.  A  WAR  was  certainly  within  the  con- 
templation of  some.  Although  secession  was  claimed  as  a  right,  not 
conflicting  with  any  obligation  under  the  Constitution- of  .the  United 
States,  and,  therefore,  not  revolutionary,  it  was  apprehended  that  our' 
claim  to  self-government  might,  like  that  of  our  forefathers  of  j77(>, 
have  to  be  vindicated  by  the  sword,^tLnd  that,  practically,  provision 
must  be  made  for  the  conduct  of  a  Revolution,  of  blood.  The  Lcg- 
islatare  decUre,  accordingly,  that  the  Convention  shall  consider  our 
"DANGERS" — all  the  "dangers*'  growing  out  of  our  position,  in- 
olading,  I  presume,  the  dangers  of  the  WAR,  which  might  be  the  con- 
iSequence  of  secession,  and  "  the  measures  necessary  and  proper  for 
providing  against  the  same."  Have  the  apprehended  "dangers" 
ceased  ?  Are  there  no  farther  "  measures  necessary  and  proper  for  pro- 
viding against  the  same"?  The  Ordinance  of  the  Convention  for 
"  strengthening  the  Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of 
the  present  War,"  was  manifestly  intencltd  ViS k  "  measure'^  roa  this- 
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VEET  PURPOSE.  But,  08  if  to  make  assarance  doubly  sure,  the  Legb-, 
lature  declare,  further,  that  the  CooventioD  shall  <'  thereupon  tah 
care  that  the  Commonwealth  of  South  Carolina  shhil  suffer  no  detrir 
ment," 

NoWj  conceding  that  the  terms  of  the  call  of  the  CoDventioo  oonsti- 
tute  the  only  "  limitation  "  on  the  powers  of  a  Convention,  as  held 
by  Judge  Harper,  can  human  language  be  contrived  suggesting  broader 
and  more  absolute  powers  than  the  above  ?  And,  <'  thereupon  to  iaie 
care  that  the  Commonwealth  of  South  Carolina  thall suffer  no  detrimemt  '* 
Is  this  the  language  of  LIMITATION  of  power?  It  b  applied  to  a 
body  representing  the  Sovereigntt  of  the  State — a  body  in  all  respect* 
similar  to  that  which  gave  being  to  our  State  Constitution — r  body  bj 
whose  fiat  our  Legislature,  our  Governor,  and  our  Judiciary,  have  their 
existence.  Is  it  not  in  effect  a  declaration,  tn  terms,  that  the  Conven- 
tion to  be  called  should  have  NO  limitation  on  its  powers? 

It  has  been  said  that  the  '^  dangers"  apprehended  were  in  the  Unixm^ 
and  the  measures  were  only  such*  as  should  provide  against  these.  This 
is  iy)ecial  pleading.  Tho  "dangers"  were  such  as  were  incident  to  , 
tha  *'  position  of  the  State,"  then,  of  course,  ''  in  the  Union,"  bat 
which  the  Convention  was  specially  intended  to  take  out  of  the  Uniou, 
and  the  "measures"  were  meant  to  provide  against  the  "dangers" 
.  which  might  grow  out  of  that  position.  Surely,  the  dangers  which 
ensued  have  not  yet  ceased. 

It  is  contended  that  secession  was  the  measure  adopted,  and  tjiatthis 
relieved  us  from  all  dangers  "  in  the  Union." 

But  tho  Convention  is  enjoined  "  thereupon  "  (that  is,  after  secession) 
"to  take  care  that  the  Commonwealth  of  South  Carolina  shall  suffer  no 
detriment."  Detriment  from  what?  I  answer,  the  "mcojiirtj" 
-  taken ;  which  were,  Secession  and  the  formation  of  the  Southern  Con- 
federacy.  "  Thereupon "  war  was  made,  and  war  stid  continues 
Does  war  work  no  "detriment?"  If  it  does,  then  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Convention  to  shield,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  Commonwealth  of  South 
Carolina  from  such  detriment. 

The  question  as  to  the  extent  of  the  powers  of  the  Convention  of 
1832  had  been  the  subjeet  of  controversy.  Dr.  Cooper,  in  his  compila- 
tion of  the  Statutes,  had  pronounced  it  still  "an  open  question,"  as  to 
that  Convention  ;  and  the  Legislature,  as  if  tO  provide  against  any 
possibility  of  cavil  on  this  occasion,  so  sulemn  and  momeutv)us,  chose, 
in  declaring  the  purposes  of  the  pr^ent  Convention,  to  traiislate  the 
Latin  phrase  by  which  the* Senate  of  Kome  had  for  Centuries 
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coNTXTED  DICTATORIAL  POWER  on  her  Consuls,  *'  Parent 

OPKRAM  CONSULES,  NB  QUID  RESPUBUOA  DETRIMENTI  OAPERET/'  WaS 

the  kngoage  of  the  famous  decree  which  conferred  on  Cicero  and  his 
oompeer,  for  the  suppression  of  Cataline's  conspiracy,  the  power  known 
18  "  Vltimum"  or  ^^Extremun."  A  power  which,  Sallost  tells  ns 
^^qftem''  "it  had  been  the  custom"  to  confer,  "in  atroci  negotto," 
"ma  dangerom  emeTgemcyy*  as  the  translator  has  it.  The  translator 
says,  "  by  it"  (thiis  decree)' "  the  Republic  was  said  to  be  |:ntru8TED  ' 
TO  THE  Consuls." 

The  phrase,  originally  selected  for  its  aptness  in  conveying  absolute 
and  illimitable  power,  had  become  fixed  ip  its  interpretation,  by  its  long 
use  by  the  greatest  nation  of  antiquity ;  and  in  this  langungej  with  its 
amUruction  thus  established  throughout  the  civilized  world,  the  Leq- 
I8LATURE  thought  proper  to  express  t?ie  extent  of  the  purposes  to  which 
the  Convention  were  invited  to  address  themselves, 

Unlesft  the  Legislature  said  one  thing,  while  they  m^ant  another, 
they  committed  to  this  august  budy,  during  the  exigencies  of  the  time, 
^fortunes  of  the  Republic;  with  power  to  act  directly  or  through 
agencies — with  the  power  to  make  and  unmake  Constitutions,  provisional 
or  permanent;  and  to  create  governments,  general  or  partial — tempo- 
ral^, or  until  a  new  Convention  shall  order  otherwise.  In  addition  to 
the  force  of  the  language  used,  the /ac^  that  the  Act,  as  first  introduced, 
should  have  fixed  two  years  as  tl^e  period  of  duration  for  the  Conven- 
tion, indicates  that  soipething  more  than  the  Act  of  Secession  and  the 
adoption  of  Constitutions  was  intinided.  No  one  proposed  a  shorter  dura- 
.tion  than  two  years;  and  this  time,  it  was  thought,  might  not  give  all 
the  latitude  which  was  requisite,  and  it  wqs  stricken  out. 

Surely,  ^' two  years'^  was  a  longer  period  than  would  have  been  sug- 
gested if  the  only  business  contemplated  had  been  the  Act  of  Secession 
and  the  adqption  of  a  new  Constitution.  In  my  judgment,  the  dura- 
tion was  intended  to  be  commensurate  with  the  necessities  of  the  occa^ 
turn  whicl)  called  them  together,  whatever  that  period  might  be.  Our 
independence  achieved  and-  acknpwledged,  and  p(ace  restored,  the  Con- 
vention will  thhiy  but  not  until  then,  he^  functus  officio.  To  protract  its 
existence  beyond  thi^  period,  would  be  that  breach  of  "good  fiiith" 
which  would  justify  that  resort  to  "  force,"  which  is  the  only  remedy 
for  usurpation  in  the  SoYEREiON.'  On  the  other  hand,  the  Convention, 
in  my  opinion,  would  be  derelict  to  their  duty  if  they  abandon  the 
helm  until  the  ship  is  safely  in  port. 
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Sueh  was  the  call  under  wbiob  the  Toters  of  the  State  eleeted  the 
members  of  the  CooventipD. 

However  th^  fact  may  since  have  passed  from  the  memories  of  some, 
the  people,  at  that  ttme,  realized  that  the  bodj-aboat  to  be  assembled 
wonld  ho  charged  with  duties  more  grave,  critical  and  responsible  thaa 
any  which  had  ever  hitherto  devolved  upon  any  constituted  authority 
in  this  State.  The  circumstances  under  which  the  ConTentioo  wis 
assembled — the  terms  of  the  Act  under  whmh  the  call  was  made — the 
received  opinions  of  the  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  powers  inherent  in  such  a  body,  were  sufficient  to  apprise 
the  most  dull  that  suffrage  wy  beibg  exercised  on  the  most  important 
occasion  of  their  lives. 

Accordingly,  the  people  called  forth  their  wisest  and  best  men. 
There  was  no  constitutional  disqualification  for  a  seat  in  the  Goxi  vent  ion — 
DO  abridgment  of  the  people's  unbiassed  choice.  Judges,  Chancel- 
lors, public  officers  of  all  kinds,  clergymen,  all  were  cligihLs.  The 
result  was  that  the  Convention,  in  the  aggregate,  has  never  been  sur- 
passed, in  this  or  any  other  country,  for  intelligence,  patriotism  and 
moral  worth. 

Most  of  the  members  were  either  men  drawn  from  voluntary  retire- 
ment, or  tho«e  whose  career  and  position  in  life  were  so  far  determined 
that  the  ordinary  temptations  of  an)bition  were  absent.  A  less  self- 
seeking  and  more  earnest  body  of  citizens  never  assembled. 

Such  was  the  Convention,  in  theory  and  in  fact,  which  passed  the 
Ordinance  under  consideration. 

There  arc  two  other  errors  in  regard  to  limitations  on  Convent  ions, 
which  need  notice,  though  thcj  would  sc<5ni  to  destroy  each  other.  It 
is  contended  by  some  that  a  Convention  can  neither  legislate  or  perform 
any  administft-utive  net;  and  to  sustain  this  view  it  is  claimed  that  it 
has  been  the  practice  of  Conventions  to  abstain  from  both.  This  is  one 
position.  Those  who  take  this  position  deny  that  the  Convention  can 
appropriate  money  or  draw  from  tlie  Treasury.  Tliis  is  all  gratuitous 
assumption  in  point  of  principle,  and  crroneoas  in  point  of  fact.  Was 
it  an  act  of  usurpation,  when  the  Convention,  at  itd  first  session,  ordered 
three  regiments  to  be  raised — two  of  re«;ulars,  by  enlistment,  and  one 
of  volunteers,  commanded  by  Col.  Gregg?  Still  more  palpable,  then, 
was  the  usurpation  when  they  appropriated  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  building  a  gunboat.  »The  usurpation  of  the  Conrcntiou 
began,  according  to  this  theory,  as  soon  as  the  Act  of  Secession  was 
racificd,  has  continued  ever  since,  and  has  not  been  confined  to  those 
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wlio  fftTored  the  oreation  of  the  Ezecatiye  CouboO.  It  18^  in  general, 
on  groands  of  "^zpedicuicy,  wise  that  Conventions  should  abstain  from 
all  oniwary  legislation,  or  exercise  of  ordinary  ezeoutive  power,  wh/ere 
the  Legislature  and  Oovernor  can  be  at  once  called  into  action.  But 
BO  (kr  is  it  from  bein^  true  that  Conventions  have  on  principle  with- 
held froma^  action  of  this  kind,  that  I  venture  the  assertion  that  Che 
Conventions  throughout  the  now  Confederate  States  all  mora  or  less 
took,  for  a  time;  a  share  of  the  management  of  affairs  into  their  own 
hands. 

Certainly,  the  Convention  of  Alabama,  the  proceedings  of  which  I 
have  before  me,  passed,  immediately  after  an  Ordinance  of  Secession, 
one  ''for  the  Military  Defence  of  the  State,"  another  to  ''reorganize 
the  Militia,"  with  very  many  others* of  like  character.  The  power 
which  can  create  Governors  and  LegisUitures  may,  in  cmergencieiy  per- 
fgrm  the  fuocti^s  of  either.  •  ^ 

The  other  most  extraordinary  position,  in  direct  conflict  with  the 
last,  is  the  application  of  the  law  maxim  to  a  Convention — noHjwtesf 
ileUgahn  ddegare — that  is,  that  a  Convention,  exercising  itself  dele- 
gated authority,  cannot  delegate  to  others.  The  first  position  assumes 
that  all  government  must  be  exercised  throxujh  delegated  authority y  and 
the  second,  that  it  can  onlg  be  exercised  directly,  and  cannot  be  law- 
fully exercised  bg  delegated  authority/'    ' 

The  ordinary  and  most  appropriate  sphere  in  which  a  Convention 
usually  acts,  except  in  "  a/roci  w^/o^ib  "—dangerous  emergencies — is  in 
the  creation  of  governments,  limited  by  constitutions  prescribed^by  the 
Convention — that  is,  in  delegating  portions  of  theii;own  powers;  but  a 
Convention  may,  in  its  discretion,  proceed  to  exercise  itself  any  power 
which  it  has  authority  to  delegate.  •  * 

Again :  the  assumption  that  to  give  validity  to  any  action  of  a  Con- 
vention intended  to  alter  or  suspend  nw'^  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  the  ordinance  must  express  that  a  repeal,  alteration  or  amend- 
mentis  intended,  is  gratuitous,  and  without  reason.  Where,  I  wou'd 
ask,  is  any  such  principle  laid  down  ?      - 

Likethe  Legislature,  the  Convenxion  may  repeal  or  alter,  by 
implication.  The  last  act  of  eithei  body  is  that  to  be  looked  to  as  the 
exposition  of  its  tcill^  and  as  constituting  the  law,  and  everything  con« 
flicting^is  necessarily  repealed,  suspended  or  modified  into,  accordance 
with  the  will  last  expressed.  In  point  of 'fact,  it  was  well  understood 
by  the  Convention  that  this  Ordinance  was  a  suspension,  for  the  time 
being,  oi  some'oi  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and'iY  teas  so  in- 
83 
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tended.    I  am  not  aware  that,  within  the  Gonventidn,  there  was  anj 
one  who  questioned  the  power  of  that  body  to  pass  the  Onlinanpe. 

I  hold,  then,  that  the  Conyention  had  the  right,  daring  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  war,  to  add  to  the  powers  of  the  Ezccative  by  giying*  con- 
trol of  some  n^atters  which j  nnder  the  Gonstitation,  are  committed  to 
ihh  Legislature,  and  to  make  the  Executive,  for  some  purposes,  consist 
of  £70  persons  instead  of  one.  In  other  words  I  hpld  that  the  Ordi- 
NANOE  creating  the  Council  emanates  from  an  authority  as  high  and 
competent  as  that  creating  the  Constitution,  and  that  being  the 
LATEST  expreuicm  of  th»  toiH  of  this  S(fvereign  Body,  it  is,  daring 
its  existence,  paramount  to  the  Constitution, 

II  this  be  so,  we  are  to  look  to  the  Ordinance  alone  as  the  charter  of 
our  rigbts  and  powers. 

The  views  upon  the  constrnction  of  tlie  Ordinance  I  will  sabmit' 
to-morrow,  as  j^rt  sqpond  of  my  report.  *

I  propoM  DOW  to  proceed  to  consider 

THE  POWERS  or  THE  GOYERROR  AND  EXECJDTIYe'  COUNOIL,   AOTINO 
TOGETHER  UNDER  THE  ORblNANCE  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

FirBty  take  the  title :  It  is  an  OrdinaDce  ''for  strengthening  the  Ex- 
eentiTe  DepartmeDt  during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  u>ar. 

The*  powers  of.  the  Executive  are  increased^  which  conld  hardlj  be 
without  taking  from  some  other  DepartmeDt,  aud  these  new  powers 
haye  refereace  to  the  exigencies  of  the  war. 

The  powers  ocmferred  od  the  Ooveraor  sDd  Executive  Council,  ''act- 
ing together,"  are,  first,  to  dec^re  martial  law,  when,  and  where,  and 
with  such  liiuitatioD,  as  the  Qovernor  aod  Council  might  mink  the 
exigCDcy  of  public  affairs  required.  This  power,  like  Aaroo's  rod, 
mi^ht  have  been  made  Co  swallow  all  the  rest.  Martial  law  is  despotism. 
It  substitutes  the  will  of  the  ruler  for  M  other  law,  to  the  extent  that 
martial  law  is  declared.  Martial  law  declared  over  the  whole  State, 
and  its  extent  (that  is,  the  subjects  over  which  it  should  take  control)  ^ 
defiued,  every  power  afterwards  specified  in  the  Ordinance  might  have 
been  exercised.  This  great  first  power  having  been  clearly  conferred, 
has  been  to  me  a  guide  in  determining  the  general  intention  of  the 
Convention,  and  thereby  construing  all  that  follows.  There  is  a  power 
to  arrest  and  detain  disloyal  and  disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at 
large  is  deemed  dangerous  to  the  public  safety ;  and  to  order  and  enforce 
such  disposition  and  appropriation  of  private  proi^rty  for  public  uses  as 
the  public  good  requires.  *  Therein  the  power  to  make  aod  cause  to  be 
executed  all  orders,  regulations  and  arrangements/BS  they  shall/rom  tims 
to  time  find  expedient,  in  regard  to  the  military,  and  for  maintaining 
such  efficient  police  as  shall  by  them  be  thought  necessary.  The  power 
to  appoint  agents,  to  draw  money  from  the  treasury,  to  make  nominations 
and  appointments  to  military  office,  such  as  the  Qcvemor  had  hitherto 
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done ;  to  fill  accideDtal  vacaDoies  in  oivil  appointments  until  the  Legia- 
lature  meets — these  powers,  except  fillhag  accidental  vacanoies  iff  office, 
all  relate  to  the  "  exigencies  of  the  present  war  ;"  and  except  the  ap- 
pointroents  to  military  offices,  are  nrw  powers,  not  l>efore  possessed  by 
the  Executive ;  and,  in  express  terms,  are  to  END  with  the  dose  of  ike 
wary  and  disbandment  of  our  troops.  (See  Appendix,  A.)  During  the 
war,  and  for  purposes  connected  with  its  prosecution,  they  are  very 
large. 

Among  the  first  measures  in  assertion  of  the  extraordinary  powers 
conferred,  was  the  proposition  contemplating  the  seizure  of  silver  plate 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  introduced  by  your  Excellency.  The  power, 
it  appeared  to  mo,  to  act  on  this  subject  was  olearly  delegated  under 
the  right  ''to  order  and  enforce  (subject  to  the  owner's  right  to  receive 
'due  compensation  from  the  State)  such  disposition  of  private  property^ 
or  appropriation  thereof  for  publio  uses  as  thd  publio  goed  shall  appear 
to  them  to  require."  The  Council  never  felt  committed  on  the  policy 
of  acting^nally  on  the  matter^  but  voted  merely  for  measures  to  ascer- 
tain the  amount,  reserving  the  right  to  act  according  to  circumstaoees 
hereafter. 

The  resolution;  introduced  likewise  by  your  Excellfeooy,  for  forcing 
forward  die  manufacture  of  salt^  was  authorized  under  the  power  to 
make  ''regulations  and*arrangements  "  for  the  support  of  such  portion 
of  the  population  as  might  be  called  into  service.  .  Salt  was  an  article 
of  prime  necessity,  and  there  was  danger  that  it'  could  not  be  procured 
at  all  when  wanted,  unless  so^nething  was  done,  as  your  resolution 
expressed  it,  "to  force  forward "  the  manufacture.  Under  the  same 
power,  I  have  supposed  that  the  Governor  and  Council  were  authorized 
to  purchase,  and  distribute  at.  cost,  among  the  families  of  troops  id 
service,  cotton  cards,  and  to  sell  at  cost  such  surplus  salt  as  might  be 
found  in  the  Commissary  department. 

Your  Excellency  introduced,  on  the  same  day,  various  resolutions, 
these  two  being  a  part  of  the  series.  The  remainder  of  the  series  were 
referred,  and  some  of  them,  in  a  modified  form,  were  afterwards  adopted. 
None  of  them  were  objected  to  as  heimj  beyond  the  competenry  of  the 
Governor  and  Council^  though  they  propose,!  think,  the  largest  powers 
which  we  have  ever  been  called  on  to  exercise. 

T  insert  a  copy  of  the  resolutions,  although  not  adopted,  as  illustrat- 
ing the  views  entertained  as  to  the  extent  of  our  authority. 

^^Besohedf  That  the  one-half  of  every  beat  company  in  the  State,  to 
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be  determined  by  lot  in  eaplTcompaDyfbe  ordered  imtAediately  toCamp 
laghtwoodKoot,  near  Colombia,  and  there  to  be  organized  into  compa- 
nies, battalions  and  regiments.  All  officers  to  be  appointed  by  this 
Cooooil. 

**  Re9olvtdy  That  one  thousand  tents  be  ordered  for  this  encampment 
of  a  reserved  State  force,  and  that  to  aid  in  carrying  oat  this  organiza- 
tion, the  Chief  of  the  War  Department  be  aathorized,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Adjutant  General,  to  order  into  immediate*  service  all  the 
extra  aids  recently  appointed  in  every  District,  to  reorganize  and  take  a 
oensas  of  th^  militia  of  the  State. 

"  Rtsolveil,  That  the  Chief  of  the  War  Department  be  authorized  to 
appoint  immediately  two  competent  persons  to  take  charge  of  the  two 
powder  mills  in  the  upper  part  of  this  State,  and  to  take  for  the  State 
all  powder  they  may  have  on  hand,  together  with  all  material,  at 
'proper  valuation,  and  that  any  additional  force  be  employed  tcput  both 
juills  in  full  operation  for  the  State ;  and  that  all  material  swted  for 
making  powder  that  can  be  procured,  be  immediately  obtained,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Department  may  direct. 

'^  Retoloef^,  That  two  competent  persons  be  immediately  appointed  to 
control  the  Iron  Works  in  ¥ork  ^nd  Spartanburg,  if  nvdbssary,  and  to 
iise  all  their  resources,  with  any  additional  labor  required,  to  cast  fifty 
cannon,  twenty  of  which  shall  be  twelve  and  six-pounders,  suited  for 
field  service;  ten  twenty-four-pounders,  ten  thirty-two-pounders,  and 
teo  forty-two-pounders,  and  to  have  them  mounted  and  ready  for  ser- 
vice as  soon  as  possible. 

^^  Retoloedy  That  all  gunsmiths  and  artizansiti  brass  and  iron  be  col- 
lected, end  employed  in  such  foundries  and  workshops  ns  may  be 
designated,  for  making  and  repairing  all  small  arms, that  can  be  made; 
and  to  execute  the  above  resolutions,  the  Ch'.ef  of  the  War  Department, 
in  consultation  with  the  Adjutant  General,  is  authorized  to  employ  and 
»  use  such  agents  >is  he  may  think  proper. 

*^  Reiohtily  That  one-half  of  all  the  cattle  belonging  to  every  person 
ii)  the  State  shall  be  immediately  taken,  at  a  fair  valuatioh,  for  the 
State,  and  receipts  for  the  same  be  given,  obligating  the  State  for  the 
amount,  to  draw  six  per  cent,  interest  sixty  days  after  dite,  and  that 
fuch  as  ure  not  fit  or  needed  now  to  be  killed,  the  owner  of  the' same 
shall  keep  and  fatten  up,  for  proper  compensation,  until  needed. 

<*  Resoloedy  That  one-half  of  all  the  flour  'now  in  the  State,  and  one- 
half  of  all  the  wheat,  be  immedititely  taken,  on  proper  valuation,  for 
the  State,  and  receipts  for  the  same  giveO)  as  in  the  above  resolution, 
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and  that  the  Chief  of  Jostice  and  Police  be  aatUoriied  to  carry  wt 
these  resolutioDS;  io  suoh  maDDer  as  he  may  think  best  for  the  State. 

*^ReBolvedj  That  all  the  troops  now  in  the  State,  in  aotaai  Con- 
federate service^  for  twelve  months,  be  immediately  called  on  to  reSnlist 
for  the  war,  but  not  to  be  moved  out  of  the  State  except  by  orders  from 
this  Council — this  condition  to  be  of  force  at  the  end  of  their  present 
term  of  enlistment^  and  that  the  Chief  of  the  Military,  in  conjanction 
with  the  Adjutant  General,  be  authorized  to  carry  this  oot,  in  such 
manner  as  he  may  think  best  for  the  State. 

'<  JResotved,  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be 
requefted  to  urge  immediately  the  adoption  of  measures  necessary  to 
establish  a  great  Reserve  Camp  at  or  near  Atlanta,  Georgia,  of  at  leist 
one  hundred  thousand  men,  each  State  to  furnish  its  proper  quota,  and 
all  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Senate.". 

These  resolutions  contained  the  firist  proposition  to  bring  a  portion  of 
the  population  of  the  State  into  service  by  compuUianf  and  for  assomiog 
on  our  part  the  appointment  of  officers j  both  Field  and  Company. 

The  right  to^o  this  I  jaover  doubted,  under  the  power  '<  to  make  and 
cause  to  be  ezceuted  all  such  orders,  regulations  and  arrangements  as 
they  (the  Governor  and  Council)  shall  from  <ime  to  time  find  expedient 
for  bringing  into  service,  organizing  and  supporting  the  whole  or, any 
part  of  the  population  of  the  State,  to  be  employed  in  the  pablic  ser- 
vice." This  grant  of  power,  I  think,  was  intended  ^to  give  to  the 
Council /mZ/ ccm^ro^  over  the  organization  oi  any  forces  to  be  raised. 
But  if  there  could  be  a  doubt  on  this  .point,  there  is  another  Ordinance, 
passed  by  the  same  Convention,  styled  **  An  Ordinance  in  relation  to  a 
portion  of  the  Militia,"  which  is  too  explicit  for  controversy.  It 
declares,  in  section  first :  "  lliat  no  part  of  the  Militia  law  shall  stand 
in  the  way  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  organize  and  call  into  service  . 
any  portion  of_  tJi^  Militia  of  the  State,  as  may  seem  most  expedient.** 
From  the  same  source  I  derive  the  authority  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  to  make  all  the  orders,  regulations  and  arrangements  in  regard 
to  the  militaiy,  which  were  afterwards  adopted,  whether  in  contraven- 
tion or  "not  of  Acts  of  the  Legislature. 

Next  in  point  of  time  came  the  regulations  in  regard  to  the  distilla- 
tion and  sale  of  spiiits. 

Your  Excellency  must  remqmber  the  representations  from  the  upper 
country  as  to  the  overwhelming  evil  which  was  to  folloiif  the  unpar- 
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alleled  inTestmeDts  made,  and  aboat  to  be  made,  in  the  boBiDess  of  dis-  ' 
tillatioo.     The  high  price  of  whiskey  had  indnced  snch  ntimbCTs  to  seek 
this  new  itw'd  to  wealth,  that  a  faminey  it  was  thought,  threatened  the 
whole  State.     Money  has  been  called  the  '<  sinews  of  war/'  but  wfth  as 
hreadMivffs  are  preeminently  so.     I  thought  the  evil  came  within  the 
scope  of  oar  powers.     By  declaring  martial  law  in  regard  to  this  par- 
tieolar  subject-matter,  it  could  certainly  have  been  reached.     Bat  bein^ 
UDwilling  to  startle  -the  community  by  an  unnecessary  declaration* of 
martial  law  in  prohibition  of  distillation  from  grain,  I  recommended  the 
exercise  of  the  power,  as  ati  incident  to  the  power  *'to  make  and  cause 
to  be  executed  all  such  orders,  regulations  and  arram/ements,  as  they 
shall  from  time  to  time  find  expedient,  .for  brjnging  into  service,  organ- 
ising and  supporting  the  whole,  or  any  portion  of  the  population  of  the 
State  to  be  eifiployed  in  the  public  service,  and  also  for  maintaining 
such  efficient  police  as  shall  by  them  be  thought  necessary.'^     Your 
Excellency,  with,  I  thiuk,  every  member  of  the  body,  yielded  ready 
acqaiescence,  and  I  was  instructed  to  draw  the  resolutions.     I  looked 
to  the^end  proposed,  and  considered  that  the  accustomed  agencies  would 
best  effect  the  object,  and  offered  the  resolution  that  it  should  be  de- 
clared ''a  misdemeanor"  to  distill  grain,  and  the  di»tUlery  should  be 
deemed '' a  nuisance,"  subject  to  abatement.    This  ''regulation"  and 
"arrangement"  was  thought  the  most  expedient,  and  was  ao^'cordingly 
adopted,  and  made  an  ''  order,"  by,  I  think,  a  unanimous  vote.     Our 
right  to  make  a  regulation  in  prohibition  t,f  distillation  is  too  clear  for 
controversy.     If  there  is  error,  it  can  only  be  in  the  manner  of  enforce- 
ment, which  is  less  prompt  and  tutmnary  than  ia  usual  in  Executive 
orders.     Thus  far,  however,  it  has  worked  welj.     So,  again,  as  to  the 
sale  of  spirits  under  circumstances  to  affect  our  troops.     The  evil  had 
become  so  great,  that  there  seemed  to  be  a  universal  outcry — murders, 
brawls,  fatal  accidents  among  our  troops,  particularly  while  passing  on 
the  railroads,  had  become  of  frequent  occurrence.     The  scenes  exhibited 
were  shocking  to  decency.     The  disposition  to  iq.tcrfere  was  unanimous 
with  the  Council,  and  your  Excellency  warmly  approved.     I  believed 
we  had  the  power  in  this,  as  in  the  case  of  distillation,  and  proposed 
similar  resolutions  in  regard  to  sales  of  liquor  within  reach  of  our  troops 
on  the  line  of  railroads.     In  aid  of  these  efforts,  railroad  companies 
were  appealed  to,  to  refuse,  the  transportation  of  spirits,  and   thoy 
promptly  responded.     Never,  in  my  experience,  has  the  making  of 
regulations  so  nearly  approached  to  the  attainment  of  the  objects  pro- 
posed; with  the  use  of  so  little  machinery  in  the  enforcement.    The 
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*  oheerfal,  prompt  and  efficient  cooperation  .of  the  Eailroad  DirectOf 
merit  our  thanks  and  the  approbation  of  the  commanity. 

Under  the  power  '^  to  make  and  cavge  to  he  epcecuted  BEOULATTOSrs 
for  an  efficieiH  police"  I  ventured  to  propoRO  some  amendments  to  a 
legislative  Act  which,  by  its  title  and  j>rot;/xibn«,  was  pnrelif  a  POLIGI 
REGULATION  foT  the  invaded  districts.  As '  to  military  regulations,  I 
have  shown  that  wo  had  express  nuthoriti/  to  <'  DISREQARD  "  legida^ 
tiim  enactments.  ,  The  regulation  of  the  police  being  In  the  broadest 
terms  committed  to  us,  I  deemed  that  we  had  the  same  power  there. 
These  have  been  termed  ^^  legislaiive  acts,''  Regulations  as  to  the 
military  and  police,  have,  for  the  time,  necessarily,  the  effect  of  lain. 
Many  orders  and  regulations  from  the  Treasury  Department,  or  the 
War  Department,  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  are  very  like 
legislation,  in  form  and  substance.'  "  Orders,  regulations;  and  arrange- 
ments," so  far  as  the  subject-matter  to'  which  they  refer  is  concerned, 
must  infringe  upon,  or  rather  must  occupy,  a  common  ground  with 
**  legislation  "  on  the  same  subject.  If  the  Sovereign  has  delegated 
the  right  to  make  these  regulations^  the  authority  is  rightfully  exercised, 
call  them  by  what  name  you  will.  According  to  tho  views  I  hire 
presented^  it  rests  alone  with  the  Sovereign  power — a  Gonventipa  of 
the  People,  which  metes  out* the  powers  of  other  constituted  aathori- 
ties — to  determine'  what  shall  be  the  powers  of  the  Executive  De- 
partment, and  what  shall  be  the  powers  of  tho  department  called  the 
Legislature.  These  matters,  all  o£  which  met  with  the  sanction  of  your 
Excellency,  had,  as  I  conceive,  been  committed  to  the  ExeaUxKt 
Drpartvieiifj  as  cxustituted  by  the  Convention. 

The  pcxt  matter,  which  was,  as  you  know,  for  some  time  under  the 
anxious  consideration  of  the  Governor  and  Executive  Council,  was  the 
prohibition  of  tlie  export^ition  of  cotton,  except  under  certain  restric- 
tions, unless  expressly  sanctioned  by  the  Confederate  authorities.  Thi« 
measure,  perhaps  the  most  doubtfiU  adopted,  was  approved  by  jtmr 
Kxcelleiicy  and  the  whole  Council,  and  did  not  originate  with  ujc. 
My  reasons  for  approvinp;  have  already  been  placed  on  the  record,  aud 
a  copy  of  the  letter  stating  these  reaspns,  by  order  of  tho  Council  was 
sent  to  Mr.  Meiuminger,  Secretary  of  the  Confederate  Treasury,  acd  * 
published  in  the  papers.  I  append  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  this  rep^irt. 
(See  Appendix,  13.) 

The  establishment  of  a  foundry  for  canqon,  cannon   equipage,  balls 

and  shell,  and  for  the  repair. of  small  arms,  with  a  nucleus  for  a  small- 

,   arms  manufactory  in  future,  was,  in  express  terms,  within  our  powers. 
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Sa  aa  to  the  oitre  plantation^  now  in  8ati8faotoi>  progress.     So  in  regard 
to  the  importation  of  arms  and  ifiedicines. 

In  the  matter  of  the  gunboat,  the  Gbvornor  and  Council  acted  under 
the  direct  authority  of  the  Convention,  by  whom  the  specific  appropria- 
tion was  made. 

The  inrvejs  of  the  Santee  and  Pee  Dee,  &nd  mountain  passes  in  this 
State,  and  North  Carolina,  and  ^Tennessee,  though  they  cost  a  small 
amount  of  money,  were,  as  I  conceive,  within  the  general  powers  com- 
mitted to  us,  as  well  as  the  action  since  taken,  as  the  consequence  of 
those  surveys. 

The.  two  acts  ^hich  have  excited  most  dissatisfaction  are  the  call  for 
troops  for  the  protection  of  Greorgetown  and  the  country  above,  after 
the  abandonment  of* the  Confederate  forces,. and  the  action  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  with  regard  to  a  supply  of  negro  labor  in  and  near* 
Charleston  for  building  fortifications  and  harbor  obstructions.  Yet 
neither  of  these  acts,  surely,  -needs  any  defence  on  the  score  of  compe- 
tent^ on  the  part  of  the  Governor  and  Council.  The  first  was,  in 
effect,  to  bring  into  service  a  portion  of  the  population  of  the  "State, 
to  be  employed  in  public  service,  as  we  believed,  of  tlic  most  important 
character.  Your  Excellency's  proposition  on  this  subject  was  as 
follows: 

April  12,  1862.     . 

^*  Resolved,  That  all  the  militia  of  Georgetown,  Marion,  Horry,  and 
Williamsburg,  be  immediately  ordered  out^  and  organized  into  eompa- 
nies,  battalions  and  regiments,  with  the  best  arms  and  equipments  that 
can  for  the  present  be  procured,  and  thatpne  thousand  tents  be  ordered 
for  them. 

"ReKolved,  That  they  elect  their  own  company  officers,  and  that  this 
Council  appoint  field  officers  for  this  organization. 

^^  Resolved,  That  thoy  be  rendezvoused  near  Georgetown,  to  protect 
property,  and  to  endeavor  to  defend  the  country  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  as  it  is  intimated  that  all  our  troops  in  Confederate  service  will 
be  ordered  from  that  section  of  the  State,  aad  thus  open  Georgetown  to 
the  enemy. 

^^  Resolved,  That  the  "Quartermaster  and  Commissary  Generals  be  im- 
mediately instructed  to  provide  proper  transportation  and  supplies  for 
said  troops. 

*^  Resolved,  That  orders  be  issued  by  the  Chief  of  the  Military  De- 
partment to  stop  any  further  supplies  being  furnished  to  the  Confeder- 
84  '  ' 
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ate  troops  from  the  Statp  Commissary  Department,  and  aho  ihat  the 
same  orders  be  issued  to  the  State  Quartermaster  General. 

<<  Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  the  Military  Department  he  charged 
with  the  ezeoution  of  the  forogoiog  resolnlions." 

The  second;  to^rit:  the  impressment  of  negroes,  was  a  disposition 
and  appropriation  (temporarily)  of  private  property  for  pablic  use.  The 
last  I  shall  touch  qn  in  another  part  of  my  repcgrt. 

It  has  been  objected  that  offices  have  been  created.  What  offices? 
Col.  Jones  was  employed  to  audit  sonic  difficult  accounts,  and  to  act  for 
General  Harllee  in  his  absence  on  public  busiDess,  at  an  expense  of  just 
one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  eleven  cents.  Major  Melton  waa 
made  an  assistant  to  the  Adjutant  General,  the  Council  paying  only  hia 
.•  very  moderate  bill  of  ezpenses  in  Columbia.  Mr.  Arthur  was  made 
Secretary  of  our  body  without  any  compensation  from  the  Treaauiy. 
Lieutenant  Follin  was  given  a  military  rank,  without  any  addition  to 
the  salary  given  him  by  the  Legislature  as  Clerk  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral. An  assistant  to  the  Adjutant  General  was  given  for  Charleston, 
at  his  request,  with  the  rank  and  pay  .of  captain.  A  Superinten- 
dent of  the  cannon  foundry  and  manufactory  of  arms  was  absolutclj 
necessary  for  such  an  establishment,  and  so  as  to  the  saltpetre  planta- 
tion. Something  was  paid  to  sqme  of  the  surveyors  of  the  Santee,  the 
Pee  Dee,  and  the  mountains,  and  temporary  commi^ions  given,  though 
in  two  of  these  instances  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  Nierosee  were 
rendered  gratuitously.  Mr.  James  Tupper  was  made  Central  Secretary 
of  the  Commissions  for  the  removal  of  nei;roes  from  the  seaboard,  and 
women  and  children  from  Charleston,  at  the  request  of  a  majority  uf 
the  Commissions*;  a  very  laborious  office,  in  which  he  geueruuslj 
.served  without  pay.  The  same  gentleuian  hfts  been  recently  appointed 
to  examine  and  audit  the  accounts  of  this  State  with  the  Confedcmte 
Government,  going  back  to  the  20th  of  December,  i860,  and  he  serves 
for  the  mere  amount  of  expense  incurred  in  the  performance  of  duty. 
The  Doctors  LeConte  have  rendered  valuable  service  in  examining  salt 
springs  and  lead  mines,  but  they,  too,  have  worked  gratuitously.  The 
Chief  of  the  Military  has  a  Clerk.  I  have  a  Clerk,  at  the  fate  of  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum*  and  for  a  time  itud  two  Policemen  in  per- 
manent cmploya-ent,  at  fifty  dollars  per  mouth.  This  compriiws,  I 
think,  everything,  and  the  Ordinance  ^»xpre*j*Iy  gives  the  Governor  and 
Council  the  right  "  to  comtUutc  and  appoint  SUCH  AUiuNTS  ii$  thafl  (^ 
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neeettory  for  the  MORE  eivioient  execution  of  the  powers  tonfided  to 

I  am  not  aware  that  any  of  these  appointments  have  been  objeoted  to 
by  your  Excellency. 

I  fthail  proceed,  in  part  three,  to  report  npon  the '  action  taken  on 
thoee  matters  which  hare  come  more  particularly  nnder  my  individual 
eontrol.

Fob  Strengthening  the  Executive  Department  during  the 
Exigencies  of  the  Present  War. 

TFe,  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolinay  %n  Convention  cu- 
iembledf  do  declare  &nd  ordain,  and  it  u  herehtf  declared  and  ordained^ 
as  follows :  . 

Sec.  1.  Until  the  present  war  between  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  and  the  United  States  shall  have  been  terminated,  and  the 
forces  raised  in  this  State  for  the  prosecution  thereof  shall  have  been 
disbanded,  or  until  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordained  by  the  People  in  Con- 
vention, the  Governor  shall  be  assisted^  a9  is  hereinafter  directed,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed,  and  in 'the  exercise  of  the  powers 
conferred  upon  him  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  or 
(he  Ordinances  of  this  Convention,  by  a  Council,  to  be  called  the 
Executive  Council,  which  shall  consist*  of  the  Lieutenant  Oovernor  and 
three*  other  citizens  of  the  State,  to  be  chosen  by  this  Convention  by 
a  ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  being  necessary 
to  a  choice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Governor  and  the  Executive  tlouncil,  acting  together,  shall 
have  power  to  declare  martial  law  to  such  eltent,  in  such  places,  and 
at  such  times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  exigency  of  public  affairs;  to 
arrest  and  detain  all  disloyal  or  disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at 
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large  they  shall,  deem  iocoosisteDt  with  the  pablic  safety ;  to  order  and 
enforce  (subjeo^to  the  owner's  right  to.rece\ve  due  comp^aation  fra^ 
the  State)  such  disposition  of  private  property  or  appropriation  thereof 
for  public  uses  as  the  public  good  shall  appear  to  them  to  require;  to 
make,  and  cause  to  be  executed,  all  such  orders,  regulations  and  ar- 
rangements, as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  find  expedient  for  bringing 
into  service,  organizing  and  supporting,  the-  whole,  or  any  part,  of  the 
population  of  the  State,  to  be  employed  in  the  public  service,  and,  also, 
for  maintaining  such  efficient  police  as  s|^all,  by  them,,  be  thought 
necessary ;  to  make,  procure  or  employ  arms,  munitions  of  war,  and 
whatever ^Ise  may  be  required  for  the  defence  of  the  State;  to  oonsti- 
tute  and  appoint  such  agents  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  more  efficient 
execution  of  the  powers  hereby  confided  to  them ;  for  these  purposes  to 
draw  money  from  the  public  Treasury,  the  Treasurers  being  bound  to 
pay  their  draft  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury. ;  to  make  all  such 
nominations  and  appointments  to  military  offices  as  the  Governor  has 
heretofore  been  authorized  to  make  ;  to  fill  all  offices  and  appointments 
where  there  is  imy  vacancy  for  default  of  action  by  the  Legislature  or 
other  appointing  power, \ir  for  default  of  any  provbion   by  law  of  the 
mode  of  appointment,  and  to  fill,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  People 
in  Convention,  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the  Council  by  reason  * 
.  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State,  of  any  one  of  the 
three  members-  thereof  chosen  by  the  Convention. 
*  Seo.  3.  In  the  discharge  of  all  his  duties  and  the  exercise  of  all  his 
powers,  not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  the  Qoyernor  is   authorized  to 
coDsnlt  the  Council,  and  to  require,  if  need  be,  its  advice  in  wntiD<;. 
Sec.  4.  The  Governor  and  Executive  Council  may,  at  their  discre- 
tion, arrange  some  or  all  of  the  business  to  be  done  by  them,  into 
different  departments,  assign ^each  department  to  one  or  more  members 
of  the  Council,  and .  make  rules  for  the  management  of  a  department 
or  other  business.     Acts  done  by  either  of  the  departments,  in  con- 
formity to  rules  or  orders  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council, 
shall  be  valid,  but  shall  be  always  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council. 

Seo.  5.  The  Governor  shall  have  access  to  the  books  and  papers  of 
every  department,  and  the  opportunity  of  being,  at  all  times,  fully 
informed  of  the  condition  of  its  business;  reports  to  Jiim  shall  be 
made  by  the  heads  of  departments,  when  he  may  require  them ;  and 
he  shall  communicate  to  this  Convention  and  to  the  General  Assembly, 
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at  erery  meeting  of  either  body,  full  informatioD  coDceraiDg  the  Iraos- 
actiooB  of  the  CoQDcil  and  the  condition  of  eyery  department. 

Saa  6.  If  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  ofBce  of  Oov^nior,  the 
Lieatenant  Governor,  having  succeeded  to  that  office,  shall  discharge 
the  duties  hereiti  required  of  the  Governor ;  and  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  having  succeeded  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  shall 
become  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council. 

Sbg.  7.  The  Governor  (or  if  he  be  necessarily  absent;  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,)  and  any  two  of  .the  members  of  Council  elected  by  this 
Convention,  shall  besufficienf  to.  constitute  a  quorum  ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  all  present,  there  being  a  quorum,  shall  be  re- 
quired for  the  validity  of  any  action  in  which  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil are  required  to  act  conjointly.  If  by  vacancies,  the  Couicil  should 
be  reduced  to  two  o;r  only  one,  the  Qovemor  for  the  time  being,  wilh 
those  two  or  that  one,  shall  be  sufficient  to  fil(  the  vacancies  in  the 
places  of  members  chosen  by  this  Convention,  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Convention.      "    ' 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  for  this  purpose  the  Special  Private  Secretary  of  the 
Governor  ^hall  be  their  Secretary  without  additional  pay.  This  record 
shall  especially  show  the  repsons  for  every  arrest  made  by  their 
authority.  Any  one  of  them  shall  l^ve  the  privilege  of  filing  and  thus 
preserving  as  part  of  the  record,  his  dissent  from  their  action  in.  any 
matter.  On  the  first  day  of  each  meeting  of  the  People  in  Convention,* 
the  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  had  prior 
thereto,  shall  be  laid  before  such  Convention,  and  the  said  proceedings 
shall  be  subject  to  review,  and  to  repeal,  or  such  modification  by  the 
Conventiock  as  to  it  shall  seem  proper. 

Seo.  9.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Goverdor  and  Ihe. Executive  Coun- 
cil shall  be  had  within  seven  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  preseiit 
sitting  of  this  Convention,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor,  of  whiph  he  shall  give  notice  to  eacli  member.  -  Afterwards 
their  meetings  shall  be  regulated  by  their  own  orders  and  adjpurn- 
ments. 

g£C.  10.  Each  member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  Treasury  upon  the 
draft  or  order  of  the  Governor. 

Seo.  *11.  The  President  of  the  Convention,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
public  exigencies  shall  require,  or  if  he  shall  be  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  any  twenty  members  of  the  Convention,  sh|fl  by  notice  uudef 
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hifl  hand  duly  publisHed,  assemble  this  Oonvention,  without*  delay,  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  by  him  fixed,  and  he  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of 
five  members  .of  the  Gonveotion,  a  majority  of  whom,  or  theraurTivoTS 
or  survivor  of  such,  majority,  shall,  in  case  of  the  death,  reaigoation  or 
disqualification  of  the  President,  have  the  likei  authority  knd  be  under 
the  like  obligation  to  assemble  the  Convention  and  appoint  a  time  and 
'  place  for  its  meeting ;  but  neither  the  President  of  the  Convention  nor 
any  member  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council.

Whereas,  information  has  reached  the  Governor  and  Council  that 
sundry  small  vessels  have  from  time  to  time  carried  from  the  port  of 
Charleston  cargoes  of  cotton,  which  the  Governor  and  Council  have 
reason  to  believe  haye  found  their  way  to  the  enemy,  and  which  cer- 
tainly have  not  brought  back  return  cargoes  of  arms,  munitions  or  army 
supplies :  Therefore, , 

fiesolvedf  That  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  blockade  the 
exportation  of  cotton  from  any  port  in  South  Carolina  is  hereby  pro- 
hibited, unless  by  the  express  permission  of  the  Confederate  or  State 
authorities.  *    '• 

Resoloedy  That  an  agent,  resident  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  be  ap- 
pointed, who  shall  be  authorized  to  gfant  permission  for  the  exportation 
of  cotton  on  the  terms  hereinafter  prescribed,  to  wit :  Affidavit  shall  <>e 
made  that  no  part  of  the  cotton  exported  shall,  with  the  consent  or  con- 
nivance of  the  exporter,  find  its  way  into  the  possession  of  the  enemy; 
and  bond,  with  good  surety,  shall  be  given  that  the  full  amount  of  the 
net  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  cotton  shall '  be  brought  back  into  the 
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Confederate  States  ia  arms,  iDUDitLons  of  war,  or  army  supplies,  unless 
pTOvented  bj  successful  interposition  of  the  enemy.  **       «

Columbia,  April  11, 1862. 

The  resolutions  of  the  4th  of  April,  after  lying  over  for  two  days, 
an(l  the  subject-matter  undergoing  discussion  'A)r  several  days  previously, 
were  unanimously  adopted,  the  policy  being  approved  by  the  Governor 
and  every  separate  member  of  the.  Executive  Colincil.  We  believed 
that  we  were  but  atteiuptiA<j:,  as  far  as  it  was  in  the  power  of  the  State 
authorities  to  do  so,*to  carry  out  a  settled  policy,  sanctioned  by  nine- 
tenths  of  the  people  of  the  Confederate  S.tatcs.  We  have  been  of 
opinion  that  the  exportation  of  cotton,  at  all,  was  conceded  to  be  an 
evil,  so  long  as  the  blockade  was  tolerated  by  neutral  powers,  but  that 
our  necessities  were  such  as  to  make  the  importation  of  ^^arms, 
munitions  and  army  BUpplieSy*  and  perhaps  some  oth(y  articles,  an 
object  so  important  that  such  importation  more  than  covnfarbalanred  the^ 
evil  of  a  limited  exportation  of  cotton.  We  desired,  without  in  any 
degree  interfering  with  the  Confederate '  Government,  to  make  the  ex- 
portation and  importation  correlative.  To  effect  this,  we  prohibit 
exportation,  without  express  permission  of  the  authorities  of  either  one 
or  the  other  of  the  Governments.  The  failure  to  prohibit  by  the  Con- 
federate Government  is  not  an  express  permission.  Th'e  custom-house 
clearance  we  have  not  considered  as  an  express  permission,  unless  the 
(Government  should  declare  tliat  it  is  so  intended.  If  it  should  so  declare, 
.  we  are  foiled  in  our  efforts,  that  is  all.  But  if  it  does  not  so  declare, 
we  propose  ^  to  prevent  the  exportation,  unless  by  a  special  permission, 
according  to  tlie  circumstances  of  each  case,  from  the  one  authority  or 
the  other,  or  by  a  permission  through  an  agent  on  the  general  terms 
specified  ija  the  second  fesdution. 

Now,  this  can  surely  bring  about  no  conflict  between  the  Govern- 
menls.  As  to  the  citizens  claiming  rights  as  secured  by  existing  laws, 
that,  I  admit,  is  a  different  question.  That  is  a  question  we  supposed 
would  be  made ;  btit  unless  the  Confederate  Government  interferes  in 
their  behalf,  we  do  not  doubt  cither  our  power  or  the  propriety  of  its 
exercise. 
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Some  months  ago^  you  must  remember,  that  Mr.  Trenholm  proposed 
to  ship  eottoo,  and  had  a  vessel  partly  loaded  for  th^  purpose.     PubHe 
opinion  was,  at  that  time,  so  general  and  decided  in  opposition  to  soeb  i 
exportation,  that  Mr.  Trenholm,  when  appealed  to,  yielded  to  its  force- • 
He  desisted  for  the  time,  and  took  the  cotton  from  his  vessel.     I  shalt 
not  noyr  enter  into  the  argnu^ent  to  show  the  grounds  upon  which  this 
overwhelming  popular  sentiment  rested.     I  expressed  my  views  pretty 
fully  through  the  papers  at  that  time.     Suffice  it*that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Council,  this  sentiment  is  well  founded.     We  believe  the  exporta- 
tion of  cotton,  in  any  other  than  certain  exceptional  cases,  to  be  injuri- 
ous to  the  public  interests.     We  are  charged  with  high  powers  for 
protecting  the  publip^  safety,  and  promoting  the  public  welfare  in  the 
exigencies  growing  out  of  the  present  war.     Among  these  powers  are 
these:  ''to  declare  martial  law;  to  arrest disioyal  or  disaffected  persons, 
whose  liberty  we  deem  inconsistent  with  the  public  safety ;  to  make 
Bu'ch   duposttion  of  private  properit/y   or  appropricUion  thereof ^    for 
public  uses,  as  we  consider-  that  the  public  good  requires."     We  are 
further  charged  with  '<  procuring  arms,  munitions  of  war,  and  whatever 
else  may  be  required  for  the  defence  of  the  State."     Now,  cotton  about 
to  be  exported  is  ''  private  property,"  about,  as  we  believe,  to  be  appro- 
priated to  mtsckievotu  uses;  have  we  not  the  power  to  ''dispose  of"  it 
in  another  way  ?     If,  in  our  opinion,  It  is  needed  "  to  procure  arms, 
munitions,"  and  other  things  '^  required  for  the  defence  of  the  State," 
have  we  not  the  power  so  to  appropriate  it'?     If  we  have  the  power  to 
seise,  dispose  of  and  appropriate  the  cotton  for  such  purposes,  can  it  be 
usurpation  to  declare  that  the  owner  shall  so  appropriate  it,  if  he  ex- 
ports it  at  all  ?  *   The  mere  paper  declaration  is  brutum  fulmen  unless 
enforced.     If  called  upon  to  enforce  the  declaration,  then  begins  the 
exercise  of  real  power.     Of  course  this  has  been  considered,  and  when 
we  seize  the  coMon  and  vessel,  and  appropriate  than  ourselves  to  pro- 
cure amUf  by  sending  them  ourselves  to  Europe,  we  will  ^do  no  more 
than  exercise  a  power  clearly  delegated. 

This  argument  applies  to  the  powers  of  the  Grovernor  and  Council, 
under  the  Ordinance.  As  to  the  power  of  the  State,  does  not  the  right 
of  eminent  domain  give  to  a  State  the  absolute  right  to  appropriate  all 
private  property  to  public  uses,  subject  only  to  the  claim  for  compensa- 
tion ;  more  especially  in*times  of  war  and  public  peril  ? 

The  simple  resolution  is  no  more  than  a  Governor's  proolamatioo. 
It  may  be  bad  taste  to  order  what  cannot  be  enforced,  but  as  I  have 
before  said,  it  \b  only  when  enforcement  is  attempted  that  any  substan- 
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till  morpatioB  can  exist.  The  right  to  enforce^  in  the  way  we  propose, 
IB,  in  my  judgment,  clearly  in  the  StaUj  and  as  clearly  delegated  by 
the  State  to  the  Governor  and  Council.  I  inclioe  to  think  that  any  in- 
terference with  the  exercise  of  this  right,  by  the  Ckonfederate  Govern- 
ment, would  be  usurpation  on  their  part.  But  we  do  not  propose  to 
rai$e  any  questidn  with  that  Government,  When  that  Oovemmenk 
wrders  or  asks^  or  even  expreuly  permits  cotton  to  go  out,  we  not  on^y  do 
not  attempt  to  enforce  prohibition,  but  199  ^declare  hi/orehandy  our 
atteni. 

I  have  written  very  hastily,  but  .the  subject  I  have  considered. 

If  Mr.  W.  F.  Golcock  be  in  Chaiieston,  please  show  hiq|  this  letter, 
and  ask  him  if  he  will  accept  the  agency.  He  was  appainted  Agent 
siQiultaneously  with  the  adoption  of  the  resolution;  and  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  sent  to  him.

To  his  ExcdMcy  Governor  Pickens, 

Presiding  over  the  Executive  Council  of  South  CaroUna: 
•  I.  proceed  dow  to  .report  upon  thosp  matters  acted  upon  beloniriDg  es- 
peciallj  to  the  Department  of  Jilstico  and  Police,  or  committed. to 
the  head  of  that  Departmeot. 

First,  as  to  the  correspondence  and  conferences  with  the  Commis- 
sions appointed  by  the  Convention  to  take  charge  of  the  i^pmoval  of 
ncgroQS  from  the  invaded. Districts,  and  of  women  and  children  from 
Charleston.  • 

These  Commissions, ,  appointed  bj  the  Convention,  and  charged 
with  discretionary  powers,  are  independent  of  tlio  Governor  and  Couo- 
cil,  and  were  approached  only  in  the  way  of  suggestion,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  information.  On  this  subject,  I  have  already 
reported,  in  special  report  .No.  1,  which  I  append  to  tho  present.  (See 
Appendix,  A.) 

These  Cbmmissions  will  report,  I  presume,  directly  to  the  Conven- 
tion. »  .  "*  ' 

I  have,  as  the  head  of  tho  Department  of  Justice  and  Police,  held 
correspondence  with  the  Provost  Marshals  presiding  over  the  Police 
Courts  established  in  the  Seaboard' Districts,  under  an  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, entitled  **  An  Act  to  provWe  more  efficient  Police  Regulations 
for  the  Districts  on  the  Seaboard.''  This  Act,  providing  Police  Kegu- 
latioDS  for  the  invaded  Districts,  is  that  to  which  L  allucl^d  as  having 
been  altered  in  some  particulars,  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 
The  alterations  do  no  mSte  than  carry  out  what  appeared  to  be  tho 
intention  of* the  Legislature,  except  that  extending  the  provisions  to 
Charleston.  Before  the  new  Court  was  organized,  martial  law  was 
declared  in  the  city,  and  the  Mayor  declining  to  act  as  Provost  Marshal, 
no  steps  have  been  taken  to  put  it  into  operation.  Undoubtedly,  the 
amendments  were  "  Police  Regulations,"  intended  to  make  "  more 
efficient"  the  "  regulations"  already  existing. 

These  Police  Courts  have,  I  think,  for  the  most  part,  worked  well, 
and  have  had  a  wholesome  influence. 
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Ttie  eDforcement  of  the  reguTationd  prohibitiDg  diBtillatioD  of  grain, 
and  the  sale  of  spiritnoos  liquors  in  certain  places,  has  been  committed 
to  me.  In^the  matter  of  distillation  my  information  is  that  the  inhibi- 
tion has,  to  a  grtat  extent,  executed  itself.  Instead  of  distillation 
increasing  to  the  fearful  extent  which  was  threatened,  it  has  been  less^ 
than  was  ever  known  before.  Whether  any  prosecutions  are  in  pro- 
gress, I  do  not  know.  Hearing  of  some  violations  in  the  District  of 
Pickens,  l  appointed  a  Special  Police  Agent,  to  go  to  that  District  and 
ascertain  the  facts.  SeVeral  names  were  furnished  him,  but  as  no  affi- 
davits accompanied  he  made  but  one  arrest.  This  was'  an  individual 
whom  he  caught  in  the  act  of  distilliation.  He  was  brought  Hbefore  me, 
as  the  head  of  Police,  and  placed  in  jail  until  I  should  determine  what 
proceedings  should  be  takei^  After  investigation,  I  discharged  him 
without  prosecution,  on  his  promise  to  give  bond,* with  surety,  that  he 
would  not  further  violate  the  regulations  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
OQ  this  subject.  Another  Agent  was  subsequently  sent  to  Union  Dis- 
trict, who  caught  a  man  there  almost  in  the  act  of  distillation,  and  who 
confessed  that  he  had  been  so  employed.  *  The  Agent  made  affidavit  of 
the  fact,  and  the  Sheriff,  under  my  orders,  arrested  the  distiller,  and 
delivered  hitu  to  the  Agent,  to  be  brought  before  me,  and  lodged  in 
jail,  in  Columbia.  Some  delay  was  created  in  this  case,  by  the  employ- 
ment of  counsel,  but  he,  too,  was,  after  investigation,  discharged  with- 
out prosecution,  on  his  giving  bond  not  to  violate  further  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

An  Agent  in  Pickens  has  more  recently  made  as  many  as  six  arrests, 
but,  as  he  informs  me,  on  warrants  issued  by  a  Magistrate,  on  affidavit 
made  that  the  parties  wore  engaged  in  distillation.  I  have  instructed 
him  that,  upon  giving  good  bond,  and  paying  the  cost  and  charges  of 
Magistrates  and  Police  Agent,  they  should  be  discharged  without  prose- 
cution, unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Solicitor  of  ihe  Circuit. 

In  all  cases,  the  Police  Agent  is  instructed  to  bring  away  the  still  of 
the  party  offending,  to  be  used  in  the  cannon  foundry.  In  one  instance, 
upon  affidavit  of  the  distillation  of  certain  distifleries,  the  stills  were 
aeized  without  arrest  of  tl\e  parties. 

For  the  sale  of  liquor  on  the  line  of  the  railroads,  I  have  had  occa- 
sion to  have  but  three  persons  brought  before  me,  all  of  whom  acknowl- 
edged their  guilt,  and  were  glad  to  be  relieved  on  giving  bond  and 
paying  expenses.  Several  iu  Columbia,  upon  being  warned,  have 
volunteered  the  bond,  and  no  actuaf  arrest  has  taken  place.  In  thre.o  ' 
instances^  bar-rooms  have  been   closed,  and  the  key  taken   by  the 
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PolioemaDy  but  afterwards  restored,  upon  giving  bond.  I  h^Yfi  not 
ooniidered  any  harsher  action  necessary,  inasmuch  as  the  evil  origin- 
ally coQjplaiDed  of-— drunkenness  of  troops  on  railroad  oan — has,  to  a 
great  extent,  disappeared,  and  public  bar-rooms  at  the  termini  of  rail- 
roads and  at  railroad  stations,  have  been  effectually  suppressed. 

It  will  be  observed  thi^t  these  arrests  aud  temporary  detentions,  ea- 
forcing  regtdations  of  police^  are  such  as  the  head  of  every  municipal 
corporation  makes  daily.  So  far,  they  have  been  used  to  secure  prelin- 
inary  examination,  as  iDitiatory  to  an  investigation  of  the  violation  of 
f  olice  xiegulations.  These  arrests  are  incident  to  the  power  '^  to  make 
and  enforce, "  the  '<  Regulations  "  themselves,  and  arc  in  no  wise  con- 
nected with  the  substantive  power  '^  to  arrest  and  detain  disloyal  and 
disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at  large  was  deemed  dangerous."  This 
latter  leaves  the  party  arrested  without  claim  to  bail  or  mainprixe,  and 
subject  to  imprisonment,  as  long  as  the  Governor  and  Council  might 
deem  necessary  to  the  public  safety. 

1  am  pleased  to  state  that  no  occasion  has  occurred  requiring  the  ex- 
ercise of  this  high  power — the  arrest  and  detention  of  dialoyaland 
disaffected  persons.  The  first  case  presented  was  that  of  some  man  in 
York  District,  who,  upon  afiidavit  made  of  disloyal  language,  had  been 
arrested  and  carried  before  Judge  Withers.  The  Judge  turned  the 
Viatter  over  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  stating  that  there  were  dr- 
cumstanccis  induci6g  him  to  doubt  the  sanity  of  the  party.  By  order 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  a  Commission  was  instructed  to  examine 
into  this  issue.  The  physicians  appointed  on  the  Commission  reported 
the  man  mmncy  and  he  was  treated  accordingly.  Very  many  affidavits 
have  bcoQ  sent  us,  and  still  more  frequently,  letters  charging  disloyally, 
but  we  have  in  no  case  been  convinced  that  the  party  charged  "  being 
at  large,  was  inconsistent  witli  the  public  safety.''  One  man  was  sent 
to  me  in  Charleston,  under  arrest  from  General  Evan9,  charged  with 
disloyalty.  I  committed  him  to  jail,  but  the  charge  not  being  pressed, 
and  kqowing  something  myself  of  the  party,  and  believing  that  there 
was  some  misapprehension,  I  some  days  afterwards  discharged  him. 

The  passport  system,  introduced  at  the  instance  of  your  Excellency, 
was  committed  to  me.  A.  passport  was  required  of  all  persons  coming 
into  or  going  out  of  Columbia.  To  execute  this,  I  employed  two  police- 
men, at  fifty  dollars  per  month,  to  attend  to  this  business,  and  remain 
subject  at  other  times  to  my  order.  With  the  cooperation  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Railroad  Agents  the  system  worked  with  some  degree  of 
efficiency;  but  it  was  found  that;  without  incurring  much  greater  ex- 
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pense,  die  Baryeill&Dce  could  not  be  made  complete,  and  the  necessity 
not  appearing  argent,  the  resolution  was  suspended. 

Upon  the  matter  of  the  supply  of  negro  labor  for  the  defence  of 
CJiarleaton,  partially  committed  to  me,  the  question  has  been  so  delicate 
and  full  of  difficalty,  that  I  have  not  ventured  to  act  without  consulta- 
tion with  yourself  and  the  Council.  The  Council  found  the  system  of 
impressment  of  negroes  already  iduugurated  by  a  resolution  of  the  Leg- 
idatare  when  ihey  cume  into  office.  Complaints  were  already  loud 
and  frequent,  'ihe  first  cflforts  of  the  Council  were  directed  to  putting 
a  limit  on  the  existing  power.  Your  Excellency,  as  well,  1  believe,  as 
every  member  of  the  Council,  preferred  that  the.  forced  labor  should  be 
taken  from  that  portion  of  the  State  where  it  was  lea.^t  available  to  the 
■owners  and  to  the  community,  and  could  be  best  spared.  They  con- 
fined the  impressment  to  the  city  and  the  adjacent  invaded  Districts. 
The  Confederate  Generals  loudly  compluioed,  and  a  Commission,  ap- 
pointed by  ourselves,  reported  that  it  was  impracticable  to  get  labor 
enough  there.  Gen.  Ripley  declared,  in  plain  terms,  that  with  a  sup- 
ply of  negro  labor  Charleston  could  bo  made  m/^^  but'  that  trithout  this 
labor  he  would  not  feel  himself  responsible  for  consequences.  I  myself, 
at  this  point,  was  willing  to  do  what  we  have  recently  ordered,  that  is,' 
open  the  whole  State,  and  equalize  as  far  as  possible  the  burthen. 
Your  Excellency  and  the  other  members  of  the  Council,  hoping  that 
each  call  would  be  the  lost,  preferred  still  to  confine  impressment 
within  as  narrow  limits  as  possiWe.  Thus,  until  the  adoption,  at  your 
instance,  I  believe,  of  Col.  Chcsnut's  report,  and  the  system  there  re- 
commended, impressment  had  been  confined  to  Georgetown,  Charleston, 
Colleton,  Beaufort,  Willijimsburg,  Clarendon,  Orangeburg  and  Barn- 
well. The  number  of  negroes  furnished  from  this  region  I  have  not 
been  able  to  ascertain,  but,  altogether,  it  must  be  moro'  than  is  now 
called  for  from  the  Districts  hitherto  exempt. 

Nothtng  that  has  or  can  be  said  on  the  subject  of  hardships  and  mis- 
ohiefs  growing  out  of  such  requisitions,  has  escaped  the  consideration 
of  your  Excellency  and  the  Council.  It  has  appeared  to  us,  however, 
under  the  circumstances,  a  ntctzzity^  and  we  have  met  it. 

The  same  necessity  which  justifies  the  conscription  of  the  white  man, 
justifies  the  impressment  of  the  negro.  As  I  have  said,  the  power  to 
impress  is  clearly  .given  under  the  authority  to  order  and  enforce  the 
disposition  and  appropriation  of  private  property  to  public  use;  the 
only  question  which  has  arisen,  was  on  the  propriety  of  its  exercise. 

It  is  proper  to  state^  in  this  connection^  that  although  the  Governor

and  Council  are  respoosible  for  tbe  extent  of  the  authoritj  gtyen  to  the 
Confederate  Generals^  in  the  earlier  stages,  the  requisitions  themselves, 
as  well  as  the  mode  and  manner  of  enforcement,  was  committed  to  them. 
The  calls  were  so  sudden,  and  the  emergency  represented  as  so  pressiog, 
that,  considering  the  occasion  'as  temporary  only,  it  "was  lefb  to  those 
who  best  understood  the  necessity,  and  who  alone  had  the  practictl 
means  to  enforce  obedience,  to  raise  the  labor  required.     Afterwards 
an  agent  was  appointed,  to  act  under  the  directions  of  the  General — bat 
though  instructions  were  given  to  equalize  as  far  as  possible  tho  burthen 
in  th^  region  designated,  still,  where  parties  neglected  .or  refused  to 
respond  to  the  requisition,  the  enforcement  was,  from  necessity,  com- 
mitted to  the  Confederate  General.     We  had  not  at  command  either 
troops  or  other  means  to  compel  compliance. 

On  such  a  subject  wo,  of  course,  have  received  many  memorials  lod 
cotnmunications,  to  which  we  have  respectfully  replied,  through  some 
member  of  the  body.  One  memorial,  signed  by  the  greatest  number  of 
c^izensj  and  by  gentlemen  of  the  highest  consideration,  was,  before  we 
had  time  to  act  upon  it,  published  in  the  papers.  In  reply  to  this,  we 
publbhcd  a  report  from  Professor  Holmes. 

I  have  before  adverted  to  tho  .resolution  introduced  by  your  Excel- 
lency, on  the  subject  of  tho  manufacture  of  salt.     It  is  as  follows : 

<<  Resolved,  That  fifty  thousand  dollars  be  set  aside  to  encourage  and 
force  forward  the  manufacture  of  8alt,lind  that  the  Chief  of  Justice  and 
Police  be  authorized  to  execute  this  in  such  manner  as  he  may  thick 
best  for  the  State." 

Though  the  whole  subject  was  thus  committed  to  me,  the  practical 
exercise  was  so  far  removed  from  my  past  pursuits,  and  so  little  in  tbe 
line  of  any  natural  gifts  which  I  might  suppose  myself  to  possess,  that 
I  invariably  applied  to  the  Council  for  advice.  The  very  extraordinaTj 
price  to  which,  soon  after,  salt  advanced,  seemed  in  itself  as  well  cal- 
culated **  to  force  forward "  its  manufacture  as  anything  within  the 
power  of  the  Council.  Some  men,  however,  who  desired  to  engage  io 
the  manufacture,  were  without  the  means,  and  it  was  deemed  expedient 
to  advance  the  money — to  bo  paid  for  in  salt.  All  seemed  to  be 
checked  in  some  degree  by  the  fear  of  loss  by  capture  or  dcstnictioD 
by  the  enemy,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  assume  that  risk,  on  certain 
conditions. 

At  a  time  wheq  ChUrleston  was  greatly  threatened,  and  after  the 
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Confedente  troops  had  abandoned  Oeorgetown/  the  coast  in  Colleton 
and  Boaofoit  being  ali^ady,  to  a  great  extent,  occupied  by  the  enemyy 
« Horry  appeared  to*  be  the  only  region  open  for  salt  operations.  Oen. 
HarlleCt  being  well  acquainted  with  the  people  and  the  localities, , 
undertook,  at  the  request  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  go  personally 
and  make  contracts,  and  appoint  an  agent  to  represent  the  State.  So 
fiur  as  that  region  of  the  Stato  is  concerned^  I  am  only  charged  with 
Buperintending  the  contracts  thus  made.  A -tabular  statement  will 
present  what  has  been  done.     (See  Appendix,  B.) 

.  In  addition  to  what  theri  appeal^,  I  will  add  that  Professor  John 
LeConte,  at  my  request,  visited  a  portion  of  the  coui)try  where  it  was 
supposed  that  salt  wells  might  ba obtained.  His  report  was  unfavora- 
ble, and  the  estimate  of  Mr.  Wolton,  the  Superintendent  of  this 
Artesian  Well  in  Charleston,  as  to  the  cost  of  an  experiment,  being 
Tcry  high,  it  was  not  thought  oxpodi^t  to  enter  upon  the  enterprise. 

Duo  inquiry  has  been  made  at  tho^lt  workji  in  Virginia,  as  to  the 
possibility  of  makiog  some  arrungoment  for  a  supply  of  the  wants  of 
the  Stato,  but  the  information  so  far  is  unfuvorable. 

I  was  charged  with  the  execution  of  a  resolution,  adoptod  March  1st, 
to  wit: 

** Resolved y  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  be  loaned 
to  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Ilailroad  Company,  upon  the  condition 
that  any  future  indebtedness  of  the  State  to  the  Company,  for  trans- 
porting troops,  or  carrying  provisions,  or  any  other  purpose,  shall  be 
considered  a,  payment  by  the  Company  of  a  part  of  the  said  loan,  and 
that  the  cars  or  other  property  purchased  with  the  money  loaned  as 
above,  shall  be  mortgaged  to  the  Stato." 

This  was  adopted  at  a  time  when  the  region  of  country  through 
which  this  railroad  passed  was  considered  in  imminent  peril,  and  the 
removal  of  negroes,  provisions  and  other  property  was*  deemed  of  the 
utmost  importance.  The  road,-  it  was  represented,  could  do  a  much 
larger  business  but  for  an  insufficiency  of  cars,  and  of  switches  and 
turn-outs.  ' 

I  insert  the  report  of  the  President  of  thb  road  upon  this  subject,  but 
'  recently  receiyed :

"  Hon.  I.  W.  Hayne,  Chief  Dep't  Justice  and  FolicCf  Columbia,  S.  C-: 

<<  Dear  Sir  :  Qn  the  22cl  March  last  I  had  the  honor  to  report  to 
you  the  result  of  my  effort  to  purchase  tFODty  (20)  cars,  under  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Council  (March  Ist).  After  a  thorough  inquiry,  I  could 
only  ohtain  the  number  authorized  with  great  difficulty  here.  Beads 
everywhere  refused  to  listen  to  proposals  for  the  sale  of  any  portion  of 
^heir  rolling  stock. 

*'  The  price  a^eed  upon  was  $12,250  (twelve  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars),  but  in  consequence  of  a  difficulty  in  deliyering  the 
carS;  I  have  not  yet  called  for  the  appropriation.  I  expect  to  do  so, 
however,  in  a  few  days. 

''  Under  the  resolution  above  referred  to,. we  were  also  authorised  to 
construct  additional  turn-outs,  fof  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  removal  of 
provisions  and  other  property  from  the  line.  The  work,  so  far  as  we 
felt  warranted  in  proceeding,  has  been  done.  And  I  beg  to  endose 
you  statements  of  its  cost  in  full  detail.  The  amount,  $8,262  03,  yoo 
will  please  cause  to  be  remitted  at  early  convenience.  I  take  the  lib- 
erty to  add  that  it  would  not  be  easy  to  estimate  the  importance  to  the 
public  of  the  aid  thus  furnished  by  the  Council. 
"  With  great  respect,

The  amount  advanced  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  made  good,  jilti* 
mately,.  tu  the  State. 

About  the  same  time  the  attention  of  the  Qovcrnor  and  Council  vu 
called  to  the  advantages  which  would  accrue  from  uniting  the  Charles- 
ton and  Savannah  Railroad  with  the  South  Carolina  and  North-Eastern 
Railroads,  and  more  particularly  the  completion  of  a  bridge  allowing 
rolling  stock  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  to  cross  the 
Ashley  River.  Generals  Lee,  Pcmberton  and  Ripley  expressed  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  work,  and  the  two  latter  pronounced  it  a  mili* 
tary  necessity.  Time  has  only  served  to  magnify  fhc  importance  of  the 
enterprise.  The  rolling  stock  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad 
must  alone  be  worth  at  this  time  (that  is,  if  money  can  be  made  a 
measure  at  all  of  that  which,  all  important  in  itself,  cannot  be  supplied 
elsewhere,)  at  least  a  half  million  of  dollars.  If  thafr  road  should  get 
oven  into  temporary  possession  of  the  enemy,  the  rolling  stock  must 
inevitably  bo  lost.     But  the  connection  proposed   is  of  the  utmost  im- 
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portanee.  After  a  great  deal  of  oegptiatioDy  and  fcbe  failure  of  many 
efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Oovcrnor  frnd  Coancil,  the  followinjg  resoki- 
tion  waa  adopted,  to  )?it :  *      * 

Reaolvedj  'Thi^b  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Justice  and*  Police 
be  authorized  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  have  the  connection 
completed  between  tfie  Charleston  and  Savannah  Eailroad  and  the 
South  Carolina  and  North-Eastern  Railroads :  Provided,  in  his  judg-* 
menty  it  can  be  effected  for  anything  within  the  sum  of  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars,  General  Pemberton  having  pronounced  the  work  a 
military  necessity."  .

Upon  the  report  of  competent  engineers,  I  concluded  that  the  work 
iDight  be  accomplished  for  the  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  accord-* 
Jngly  appointed  a  Commission,  to  consist  of  Messrs.  W.  J,  Magrath, 
President  of  the- Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  Company;  Alfred 
Savenely  President  of  the  North-Eastem  Railroad  Company ;  and  H. 
T.  Peake,  Superintendent  of  the  Soifth  Carolina  Railroad,  to  ezoute 
the  work.  1  have  recently  received  from  Mr.  Magrath  the  letter  ap- 
peoded,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Engineer?  which  I  likewise 
append :  *  •

.  *'When,  in  May  last,  I  undertook,  at  your  request,  io  connection 
with  Messrft.  Ravenel  and  Peake,  to  arrange  for  the  execution  of  this 
work,  I  immediately  placed  it  entirely  in  charge  of  Mr.  Ha^ell,  whose 
large  experience  and  ability  as  an  engineer  would,  I  felt  sure,  accom- 
plish all  that  could  reasonably  be  looked  for. 

<<  It  is  hardly  necessary  that  I  should  add  anything  in  confirmation  of 
the  Engineer's  statements  of  the  obstacles  h^  has  had  to  encount^^r, 
and  which  have  greatly  retarded  the  work.  It  is  well  ^inown  to  you, 
and  to  all,  how  difficult  just  now  it  is  to  forward,  with  energy  and 
rapidity,  enterprises  of  any  magnitude,  and  this  work  has  been  pecu- 
liarly embarrassed  by  the  necessities  of  the  Confederate  authorities  for 
86  '  ' 
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the  Terj  material,  paachinery  and  labor  indispeDsaUo  to  its  speedy  ( 
pfetioD. 

''  I  am  gratified,  however,  io  being  able  to  state  that  bo  fkr,  id  thii 
month,  the  progress  of  the  work  is  mach  more  satisfactory  than  pre- 
viously. We  are  all  animated  by  a  most  earnest  desire  to^  bring  it  to 
as  early  and  sncoessfal  condosion  as  possible,,  and  will  unite  all  oar 
energies  for  the  purpose.

"  W.  J.  Magrath,  Esq.,  Agent  of  (he  State  of  South  Carolina: 

''  Dear  Sir  :  Up  tp  this  date,  the  piling  for  sixty-eight  piers  of 
the  Ashley  River  bridge  have  been  driven,  ffty-four  piers  have  beei 
capped,  aud  throe  hundred  lineal  feet  of  longitudinal  braces  have  been 
put  on  the  caps.  The  original  estimate  odlls  for  doe  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  piers  of  the  main  bridge,  ahd,  therefore,  46-100,  or  nearly  one- 
half  of  the  piling,  is  finished.  None  of  the  corbels  or  stringers  have 
been  put  on  the  brfdge,  but  the  timber  is  mostly  on  the  ground.  The 
value  of  the  «work  done,  and  materials  furnished,  may  be  estimated  in 
round  numbers  at  ten  thousand  five  hundred  ddllais. 

'^  The  slow  progress  of  the  work  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  hands  Itnd  labor,  and  also  additional  pile-drivers. 

'^  The  contractor  had,  at  one  time,  two  pile-drivers  engaged  on  the 
bridge,  but  was  compelled  to  give  up  one  to  be  used  by  the  GovemmeQl 
on  harbor  defences.  *  * 

"  With  the  present  difficulty  in  procuring  labor,  tools  and  matcrialj, 
I  doubt  if  the  contractor  will  be  able  to  nnish  the  bridge  much  before 
the  time  when  we  may  expect  the  enemy  to  renew  his  demonstratioDs 
against  us  in  the  fall.

I  believe  I  have  touched  upon  cverythi\ig  appertaining  to  my  De- 
partment, or  specially  committed  to  me.  Vfith  regard  to  the  provisions 
of  section  number  eight  of  the-  Ordinance  of  the  Convention  for 
strengthening  the  Executive,  to  which  my  attention  was  pardcnlarlj 
called  by  your  Excellency,  to  wit :  That  ''the  record  shall  especially 
show  the  reasons  for  every  arrest  made  by  their  authority,"  I  hate 
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referred  this  proTision  to  arrests  made  aoder  the  SfiooDd  great  sobstan- ' 
live  power  granted,, to  wit:  the  power  <*  to  arrest  abd  detain  all  disloyal 
and  disaffeeted  persons  whose  being  at  large  they  shall  dedm  inconsis- 
tent with  the  pnblio  safety."  This  power,  necessarily  discretionary, 
whiol^  reqoires  no  affidavit  or  specific  javerment,  and  which,  if  my 
Tiews  are  correct,  habecu  carpus  woold  not  remedy,,  it  was  Tcry  neces- 
sary to  guard. 

^Being  in  this  matter  responsible  to  no  other  constituted  aathority 
than  the  Convention,  a  full  disclosure  to  that  body  is  espebially  enjoined. 
TXo  such  arrests,  as  I  have  said,  have  been  made.  The  arrests  already 
mentioned,  preliminary  to  farther  proceedings,  and  which.  If  wrong,  a 
kabectM  corpus  woold  remedy,  are  isuch  as,  I  have  before  remarked, 
every  Mayor  of  a  city,  or  Intendant  of  a  village  is  in  the  habit  of  order- 
ing almost  every  day.  The  affidavits  are  on  file,  however,  and  can  be . 
seen.  The  names  I  have  withheld  in  this  report,  thinking  it  an 
unneoessasy  mortification  to  the  parties  to  publish  them.

Statb  of  South  Carolina, 

Department  of  Justice  and  Police, 
Columbia,  S.  C,  March  8, 1862. 

As  Chief  o&the  Depfirtment  of  Justice  and  Police,  I  have  the  honor 
to  make  my  first  written  report.  The  action  heretofore  taken  bv  this 
I>epartment,  having  been  the  subject  of  almost  daily  consultation  with 
the  Qovemor  and  Council,  I  have  n^t,  up  to  this  time,  considered  a 
formal  communication  as  necessary }  but  having  been  six  days  absent 
from  Columbia  on  official  duty,  I  now  respectfully  report :     .  • 

That  on  Saturday,  the  22d  instant,  at '8  o'clock,  I  received  a  tele, 
gram  from  Qen.  S.  R.  Gist,  stating  that  Gen.  Ripley,  the  General  in 
command,  desired  my  presence  in  the  jcity  immediately,  and  that  be 
(General  Gist)  and  Judge  Magrath  thought  it  important  that  I  should 
come  down  at  once.  I  left  in  the  5  o'clock  train,  arrived  in  'Charles- 
ton at  daylight,  and  at  0  o'clock,  A.  M.,  saw  General  Ripley.     He  in- 
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fonned  me  that  certain  ehaDges  in  the  disposition  of  the  forces  along 
the  line  of  the  Charleston  and  .Savannah  Railroad  were  probable,  and 
read  to  me  a  correspondence  be'twe^n  Oen.  Lee  and   bimaelf  on  thii 
subject.     I  agreed  with  General  Ripley,  that  the  cbaoge,  if  mad^ 
would  render  a  prompt  and  n^re  efficient  action  proper  on  the  part  of 
the  Commissions  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  execute' the  Ordinaooa 
and  Resolutions  on  the  subject  of  removing  negroes  and  other  propeitj 
froQ^  invaded  territory.     I  found  that  these  Commissions  bad  not  had 
any  meeting  of  consultation,  and  that  several  of  the  Commissions  bid 
never  met  amon^  themselves.     Though  these  CominissioDs  are  inde-'  . 
pendent  of  each  other,  and^  as  I  think,  of  the  Governor  and  -Council, 
having  certain  large  discretumary  powers  vested  in  them  separately  by 
the  Convention,  yet  some  concert  of  action,  or  at  least  a  com^rison  of 
*  views,  appeared  to  me  eipinently  proper,  and  had  -been  advised  by  mt 
as  Chief  of  the  Police  Department,  immediately  after  my  appointment. 

Though  without  the  power  to  control  the  separate  Commissions  ia 
the  exercise  of  their  discretion,  I  had  considered  it  as  a  duty  devolved 
on  the. branch  of  the  Executive  authority  committed  to^iy  Department, 
to  advise  with  and  odfcr  aid  to  these  Commissions,  and  had  accordingly, 
at  an  early  day,  opened  corr^pondcnce  with  the  Confederate  Generals 
ob  the  subject,  and  communicated  th^  result,  with  my  own  suggestionSi 
to  the  Chairman  of  these  Commissions.  The  Confederate  Generals 
concurred  in  recommending,  from  the  first,  that  preparations  should, 
without  delay,  be  made  by  the  Commissions  acting  under  the  Ordi- 
nances and  Resolutions  of  the  Convention.  - 

On  Monday,  the  day  following  my  interview  with  General  Riplej,  I 
'  called  together  as  many  of  the  Commissions  as  could  be  assembled  oa 
so  short  a  notice.  The  Commissions,  except  those  of  Georgetown  and 
Horry,  were  represented.  I  found  from  iheir  report,  that  very  little 
had  as  yet  been  done.  I  pressed  upon  -them  the  importance  of  more  •  * 
prompt  and  active  exertions,  and  after  learning  the  communication 
from  General  Ripley,  some  impression  seemed  to  be  made  upon  them. 
The  President  of  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad  Company  was 
before  u^  and  it  appeared  that'  the  means  of  transportation  were  very 
limited,  and  were  further  embarrassed  by  the  irregular  calls  of  the 
tnilitary.     It  was  apparent  that  no  general  exodus  could  be  effected. 

'It  was  the  opinion  of  those  present,  that  in  the  time  now  permitted 
for  action,  the  voluntary  movers  would  consume  all  the  means  availa- 
ble, and*  that  it  was  therefore  inexpedient  to  notify  parties  that  they 
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were  raqnired  to  reiooTe,  or  to  use  compnlsioD,  so  far  m  owoen  were 
ooDoemed./ 

These  Commissions  were  anxious  to  be  more  definitely  informed  as  to 
proposed  military  changes.  I  weni  accordidgly,  at  their  request,  to 
Savannah,  and  saw  General  Lee.  He  stated  that  there  was  really  no 
positiTO  change  in  the  military  policy,  but  that  he  was  more  than  ever 
coDTinoed,  from  recent  developments,  ihat  the  enemy  meant  to  attack 
both  Savannah  and  Charleston,  and  that  when  Charleston  was  attacked 
he  felt  more  than  ever  assured  that  it  would' be  in  such  force  that  its 
defence. would  require  the  concentration  of  his  own  foroes,  particularly 
Oeneral  Pemberton's  command,  and  that  this  would,  necessarily  leave  a 
large  And  wealthy  portion  of  the  State  at  the  mercy  of  the  enemy. 

I  returned  the  next  day,'  and  being  unable  to  assemble  the  Commis- 
sions that  Evening,  called  them  together  for  the  next  day.  I  reported 
at  this  meeting,  and  the  Commissions  seemed  ooDvioced  of  the  neces« 
iity  of.  immediate  pjroceedings.  The  Commissions  further  requested 
that  I  would  obtain  a  central  Secretary,  residing  in  Charleston,  to  aid 
the  Commissions  in  the  contemplated  removals.  James  Tupper,  E8q., 
a  gentleman  eminently  qualified  for  these  duties,  had  previously  volun- 
teered his  services  in  any  way  he  conld  be  made  useful  to  the  State. 
I  spoke  to  him  after  the  meeting  of  the  Commissions,  and  obtained  his 
consent  to  serve  in  this  way.  I  recommend  his  appointment  by  the ' 
.  Governor  and  Council. 

It  was  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commissions  that  the  resolutions 
communicated  to  this  body,  and  upon  which  it  has  since  acted,  were 
adopted,  in  regard  to  an  appropriation  of  money  to  aid  in  increasing 
the  means  of  transportation  on  the  Charleston  and  Savannah  Railroad. 
I  returned  to  Columbia  in  the  night  train  of  Friday,  immediately  after 
the  business  above  referred  to  was  completed.

To  his  Excellency  Gov.  Pickens  : 

Sir  :  Id  acoordance  with  your  request,  I  haVe  the  faoDor  to  sabmit  a 
Report  upon  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  the  Tressaryand  of 
Finance. 

This  Department  was  assigned  by  the  Governor  and  Council  to  the 
Hon.  Wm.  H.  Oist  and  myself,  under  the  Ordinance  of  the  CouTentioo, 
entitled  an  ''  Ordibance  to  strengthen  the  Executire  dqring  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  .present  war.''  My  associate  having  been  subsequently 
appointed  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Construction  and  Manufacture, 
the  duties  of  this  Depaitment  have,  since  that  time,  devolred  princi- 
pally upon  me. 

Rules  for  the  management  of  this  Department  were  adopted  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  on  the  17th  of  January,  1862.'  A  copy  of  these 
rulep  are  herewith  submitted,  marked  A*  By  these  rules  the  Chiefs  of 
the  Treasury  were  required  to  ascertain  what  funds  were  subject  tp  the 
drafts  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  what  demands  existed  against 
the  said  funds;  to  enforce  the  proper  accounting  of  disbursing  officers, 
-  and  to  require  to  be  submitted,  whenever  practicable,  estimates  for  ex- 
ptnditures,  before  advances  were  \pade  from  the  said  funds;  to  adjust 
And  present  for  payment  such  claims  of  the  State  against  the  Confed- 
erate Government  as  had  not  been  entrusted  to  other  hands;  and  to 
keep  regular  accounts  of  tho^receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  exhibit  them  to  the  Governor  and  Council  whenever  re- 
quired. 

The  onli/  fund  upon  which  drafts  have  been  drawn  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  has  been  that  derived  from  the  sale  of  stocks  issued  under 
the  Act  of  Assembly  passed  in  December,  1861,  and  entitled  "  An  Act 
to  authorize  the  issue  of  stock  to  the  amount  of  81,800,000,  for  the 
military  defence  of  the  State,  and  for  other  purposes."  The  funds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  this  stock  were  subjected  to  the  order  of  the 
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(Governor  by  the  AppropriaiioD  Act  of  1861,  and  these  funds  have 
been  drawn  and  disbursed,  io'  every  instapce,  upon  your  EzceUency's 
drafts  upon  the  Treasury. and  checks  on  the  Bank  of  the  State  «nd  its 
Branch  in  Columbia,  countersigned  by  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Treasury.  ,   •         , 

From  the  Statements  1  and  2  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lower  Divi- 
sion, herewith  submitted  as  Exhibit  B.,  it  will  appear  Chat  of  the 
$1,800,000.  authorised  to  be  raised  by  the  Act  of  1861,  there  has  been 
reali£ed,  from  tha  subscriptious  of  sundry  Banks  of  this  State  to 
the  stock  isstlcd  under  the  said  Act,  including  interest,  the  sum  of 
tl,521,l8Q  81.  The  difference  between  the  principal  of  this  sum  and  the 
whole  issue  authorized  by,  the  Act  (9285,290),  is  the  proportion  of  the 
]|^nk'of  the  State  to  the  said  subscription.  For  this  balance  of  stock 
unsold,  no  issue,  as  I  am  informed,  will  be  made,  but  thci.  said  sum  will 
be  advanced  by  the  Bank  of  th3  State  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Treasury 
may  require.  Of  the  cash  realized  from  the  sales  of  the  said  stock, 
9300,000  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  to  the  payment  of 
the  loan  to  the  State,  made  by  certain  Banks  under  the  resolution  of 
the  Oeneral  Assembly,  adopted  at  its  extra  session,-  held  in  November, 
186L  This  last  sum,  together  with  the  interest  thereon  (92,803  09), 
deducted  from  the  cash  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  thcw  stock,  will  give 
91,218,377  72.  The*amouftt  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  the  Bank  of  . 
the  State,  according  to  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lower 
Division,  is  91,254,706  98,  which  is  936,829  26  in  excess  of  the 
proceeds  of  sales,  after  providing  for  the  loan  of  9300,000,  and  is  to 
be  reimburse^  to  the  Bank  from  the  balance  of  stock  unsold.  Exhibit 
B.  No.  8,  will  s^ow  the  details  of  this  computation.  As  to  the  periods 
at  which  the  stock  was  sold,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Bank  of  the  State  found  it  impracticable,  as  1  am  informed 
by  him,  to  act  upon  the  suggestion  of  your  Excellency,  that  the  stock 
should  be  sold  only  tis  the  demands  upon  the  Treasury  might  require, 
and  thus  avoid  the  loss  of  interest  which  the  State  would  otherwise 
incur.  The  Banks  which  subscribed  for  the  stock,  having  set  apart 
funds  for  that  purpose,  were  unwilling  to  postpone  their  investments, 
or  bold  their  quotas  idle,  and  hence  the  sales  were  made  at  the  times 
mentioned  in  the  Statement  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  accompanying  account  marked  C,  exhibits  in  detail,  all  the 

receipts  and  disbursements  by  the  Governor  and  Council  up  to  the  date 

of  this  report.     The  aggregate  of  expenditure  is  9938,235  57.     The 

iteins  which  make  up  this  sum,  are  arranged  under  the  different  head» 

87. 
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of  disbarscmeuts  for  the  respective  Depart xncpts  of  tbe  CooDcil  and  for 
the  coDtiogent  expenses  of  the  Execi!ktive  and  Adjutant  OeDeraFs  De- 
partments. The  amoant  expended  for  each  of  these  Departments  is  za 
follows :

For  the  Department  of  Construction  and  Manufacture 89,684  57

All  of  the  purposes  for  ^hioh  the  above  expenditures  were  made, 
were,  strictly  speaking,  for  the  military  .defence  of  the  State,  being 
directly  or  indirectly  connected  therewith.  But  I  have  thought  it  best 
to  make  the  classification  'above  indicated,  so  as  to  show  the  expenses 
of  each  Department,  and  to  u^ako  the  general  accounts  of  the  Treasury 
harmonize  with  and  corroborate  the  separate  reports  of  tbe  different 
Departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  this  Department  I  have  required 
that  all  advances'  of  funds  should  bo  preceded,  whenever  practicable,  by 
requisitions  approved' by  the  head  of  the  proper  Department  and  passed 
for  payment  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  The  accounts  of  the  various 
Military  Bureaus  have  also  been  critically  examined  with  their  vouch- 
ers, and  being  approved  and  certified  have  been  deposited  with  tbe 
Chief  of  the  Department  of  the  31ilitary.  I  respectfully  request  that 
the  books  and  vouchers,  from  which  the  accounts  now  submitted  are 
prepared,  may  be  exaHiined  and  pasFcd  upon  by  such  Committee  as  your 
Excellency  may  select,  or  such  as  the  Convention  or  Legislature  may 
designate. 

The  abstracts,  marked  D.,  which  accompany  this  report,  exhibit  in  a 
condensed  form  the  present  condition-  of  the  stock  and  cash  account 
and  the  balances  thereof  stiil  subject  to  draft  under  the  Appropriation 
Act  of  1861.     The  said  balances  at  this  date  are  as  follows :

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'  This  baluDQ^,  still  sabjcot  to  tho  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council, 
will,  in  all  probability,  be  increased,  at  no  distant  day,  ])y  the  receipt 
from  the  Confederate  Government  of  tho  amount  expended  by  tho  State 
upon  the  iron-dad  gunboat  now  in  course  of  construction '  in  Charles- 
ton, under  the  order  of  tho  Convention,  and  which  boat  the  said  Gov<- 
ernmeot  has  agreed  to  take  at  its  cost.  The  amount  thus  far  paid  on 
account  of  this  boat  is  $170,000.  -  This  sum  has  been  drawn  from  th^. 
fund  arising  from  the  stock  sold  under  the  Act  of  tho  Legislature  for 
the  defence-  of  the  State,  without  resort  to  the  appropriation  of  the 
Convention  for  that  specific  objeqt.  The  above  balance  of  cash  on 
hand  may  be  still  further  incrcasiod  over  §100^000,  by  funds  arising 
from  tho  sale  of  Ordnance,  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  stores. 
These  funds  are  now  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Chief  of  Departiuent 
of  the  Military,  to  whoso  report  upon  this  subjects  reference  is  hero 
made. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Treasury  by  rule  4th  of 
thi»  Department,  relating  to  the  claims  of  this  State  a<rainst  the  Con- 
federate Government,  have  been  extended  by  certain  resolutions  intro- 
duced by  your  Excellency,  and  adopted  by  tho  Council.  A  copy  of  these 
resolutions  are  appended,  iiiarked  K.  Previous  to  the  organization  of 
the  present  Executive  Council,  my  predecessor  in  tho  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, General  W.  G.  DeSau&sure,  had  prepared  and  presented  the 
claims  of  this  State  against  the  Confederate  Government,  up  to  the  1st 
of  July,  1861.  These  claims  ho  was  not  allowed  the  opportunity  fully 
to  audit  during  his  attendance  at  Richmond  for  that  purpose.  And 
upon  the  asf'urance  that  the  said  claims  would  be  verified  during  his 
absence,  ho  left  thorn  with  the  Auditor  of  the  Confederate  States 
Treasury,  together  with  the  necessary  vouchers',  and  returned  '  home. 
Since  that  time  no  information  has  been  received  in  response  to  my 
inquiries  as  to  what  progress,  if  any,  had  been  made  in  auditing  the 
said  claims.  In  February  last  8250,000  00  was  paid  by  the  Confed- 
erate Government  to  Gen.  DeSaussuro,  on  account  of  the  clnims  of  this 
..Stote,  which  sum  was  by  him  deposited  in  the  Treasury,  where  it  now 
remains.  As  to  the  claims  which  have  accrued  since  the  1st  of  July, 
1861,  no  definite  result  has  as  yet  been  attained,  although  some  progress 
has  been  made  in  their  ascertainment.  I  have  called  upon  the  heads 
of  the  different  Military  Bureaus  in  the  State  for  reports  upon  their 
oper;<.tions  during  •my  term  of  office.  When  theso  are  submitted,  I 
will  be  prepared  to  complete  the  adjustment  now  in  progress  of  the 
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claims  against  the  Confederate  GoTernment,  wfiich  have  accrued  within 
that  period. 

Having  been  called  by  the  orders  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
to  other  duties  in  connection  with  the  military  defence- of  the  State, 
1  was  furnbhed  by  them  for  one  month  with  the  assistance  of  General 
James  Jones,  to  whose  systematic  and  business  habits  I  am  much  in- 
debted, not  only  in  auditing  a  portion  of  the  acfcounts,  bui  for  the 
arrangement  and  classification  of  the  books  and  bnsinesSsOf  the  Depart- 
ment. I  have  the  honor  to  be,  very  respectfully,.

Rules  for  the  Management  of  the  Dqmrtment  of  the  Treasury  ami 
Finance,  adopted  by  the  Govermy^  and  Executive  CounciL 

KuLE  I.  'The  Chiefs  of  the  Department  of  Treasury  and  Finance 
shall  proceed  without  delay  to  ascertain  from  the  proper  Officers  a  state- 
ment of  the  funds  in  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  subject  to  the  drafts 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  under  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by 
the  Ordinance  of  the  Convention,  and  the  appropriations  of  the  Legis- 
lature which  may  be  so  subject,  as  well  as  ascertain,  what  other  sums 
which  may  come  into  the  Public  Treasury  that  raay  be  subject  to  the 
drafts  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  from  any  sourees;  also  the  present 
demands  upon  the  Treasury,  for  expcuditures,  purcliages  of  all  descrip- 
tions, for  transportation  of  troops,  munitions  of  war  and  other  supplier, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  Council. 

llULE  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chiefs  of  said  Department,  or 
either  of  them,  to  require  all  disbursing  officer^  in  the  military  service 
of  the  State,  and  all  others  entrusted  with  public  funds  for  army  pur- 
poses, to  account  at  such  stated  periods  as  mcty  be  fixed  by  them  for 
disbursements  of  mon^y  entrusted  to  them,  and  produce  proper  vouchers 
therefor,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  Council;  also  to 
require  estimates  to  be  submitted  by  such  officers,  with  the  approval  of 
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tbe  Chief  of  the  Military  DeparCmeDty  of  the  oeceasary  ezpeD'ditarefl 
for  the  military  services  of  the  State,  or  for  the  purposes  of  police,  &e., 
wheo  the  same  is  practicable,  before  the  fubds  are  adyaDced  to  them  ; 
and  when  practicable,  such  estimates  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Goyembr 
mod  Council,  and  such  advances  as  are  made,  and  the  amounts  thereof, 
shall  be  determined  on  by  the  Qovernor  and  Council  prior  to  such 
advance. 

Rule  III.  All  drafto.on  the  Treasury  and  the  Bank  of  the  State, 
authorised  to  be  drawn  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  under  the  Ordi- 
nance of  the  Convention,  or  by  the  Governor,  for  military  pprposea, 
under  tho^Acts  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  countersigned  by  either  of 
the  Chiefs  of  said  Department. 

Rule  IY.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chiefs  of  said  Department, 
or  one  of  them,  to  present  for  settlement  and  receive  from  the  Con- 
federate Government,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  dun  to  this  State 
for  advances  made  by  this  State,  properly  chargeable  to  the  Confederate 
Government,  and  to  receipt  for  the  same,  except  such  claims  as  are 
already  in  the  hands  of  Hon.  W.  G.  DeSa'ussure,  lately  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Treasury,  and  such  as,  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  he  may 
be  required  to  receipt  for.  All  sums  so  received  by  t!ie  Chiefs  of  said 
Department,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  deposited  in  tho.  State  Trea- 
sury, and  reported  to,  the  Governor  and  Council  without  delay. 

Rule  V.  The  Chiefs  of  the  said  Department  are  authorized  to  make 
a  distribution  of  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Department  betwixt 
themselves,  and  to  establish  such  rules  as  fhey  may  deem  advisable  for 
securing  the  proper  accounting  of  officers  apd  others,  which  shall  be 
reported  to  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Gl^overnor  and  Council; 
but  the  signature  and  acts  of  either  one  of  them  shall  be  as  valid  in  tho 
said  Department  as  if  done  by  both. 

Rule  VI.  The  Chiefs  -of  -the  said  Department  shall  keep  a  book  or 
books,  showiqg  the  transactions  thereof,  both  in  the.  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  money,  which  shall  be  •exhibited  to  tho  Governor  and 
Council  at  such  stated  meetings  as  they  may  require ;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose they  are  authorized  to  procure  the  services  of  a  clerk,  at  such  rate 
of  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  and  Council. 
By  order  of  the  Governor  and  Cotincil.

Resolutions  of  the  Governor  and  "CoancU  in  relation  to  th^  claims  of 
this  State  ayaimt  the  Confederate  States, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  the  Treasury  be  directed  to  make 
out  %  fiill  statement  of  the  accounts  of  South  Carolina  afi:ain.st  the  Con- 
federate  Government,  from  the  20th  of  Dccecibcr,  1860j  the  day  on 
which  the  State  withdrew  from  the  old  Federal  Union,  up  to  the 
present  time. 

2.  Resolved,  That  said  statement  shall  show  in  the  account  ^bat 
expenses  were  incurred,  by  South  Carolina  from  the  2i)th  of  Pecember, 
1860,  up  to  the  8th  of  February,  1861,  the  latter  day  inclusive,  in 
Bustaining  her  independent  position,  and  in  defending  the  harbor  of 
Charleston. 

8.  Resolved,  That  as  Castle  Pinckney,  Fort  Moultrie  and  Fort  John- 
son, with  all  their  heavy  armaments,  ordnance  stores,  ammunition,  and 
so  forth,  were  acquired  by  the  authorities  of  South  Carolina  within  that 
period,  and  were,  upon  the  adoption  of  the  Confederate  Constitution, 
transferred  by  the  State  Convention  to  the  Confederate  Government,

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REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
CONSTRUCTION  AND  MANUFACTURE. 

Department  of  Construction  and  Manufaoture,.    / 
^  -  Columbia,  S.  C,  August  29th,  1862.' 

To  nis  Excellency  Gov.  Pickens  : 

Id  obedicDoe  to  the  qall  of  jour  Excellencj  oq  this  ^Department  for 
a  report  of  its  cooditioo,  <'  under  the  fifth  section  of  the  Ordinance  df 
the  Con^ntion  organizing  the  Executive  Council/'  I  respectfallj 
report: 

Tl^at  on  the  24th  March  last,  the  Governor  and  Council  created  the 
Department  of  Construction  and  Manufacture,  ^nd  appointed  me  Chief 
ofr that  Department ;  and  that  I  entered  upon  its  duties  a  few  dajs 
afterwards.  The  most  important  duty  devolving  on  me  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  foundry  and  work  shops  for  casting  cannon,  making  gUn 
carriages  and  the  manufacture  of  small  arms.  The  Council  having 
decided  to  estliblish  a  foundry  and  armory  on  a  small  scale,  authorized 
me  to  search  out  a  suitable  location  and  procure  a  site.  Before  deter- 
mining upon  a  site,  and  with  a  view  to  get  all  the  iuformatiou  neces- 
sary to  secure^  proper  location,  with  reference 'to  motive  power, 
suitable  iron,  tim})er,  and  other  things  necessary  to  success  in  making 
ordnance  and  smulKarms,  I  sent  a  special  agent  to  Richmond,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  the  authorities  procurcyl  the  services  of  Mr.  Campbell, 
who  was  engaged  at  the  Tredegar  Wotks,  a  man  of  intelligence,  expe- 
rience, and  familiar  with  manufacturing  arms  and  munitions  of  war. 
In  company  with  him  and  Mr.  D.  Lopez,  the  General  Superintendent 
of  the  State  Works,  I  visited  ^the  Nesbit  and  King's  Slountain  Irfwi 
Works,  and  obtained  reliable  information  in  relation  to  th€0otbcr  iroa 
works  in  the  State.  The  pig  iron  made  by 'the  Kings  Mountain  Iron 
Company,  in  York  bistrict,  was  critically  examined  by  Mr.  Campbell, 
and,  in  his  opinion,  was  well  adapted  to  casting  cannon ;  but  he  assured* 
us  that  nothing  but  the  powder  test  could  bo  relied  on^with  certainty, 
and  advised  that  a  lot  of  the  iron  should  be  sent  to  Richmood  to  be 
cast  into  cannon,  and  subjected  to  that  test.  Accordingly  ten  tops,  were 
sent,  and  we  had  the  promise  of  Col.  Gorgas  that  he  would  c!l8t  and 
test  the  cannon.     The  defence  of  the  capital  being  of  paramoanf  coo- 
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nderatioD,  tbe  test  was  not  tnade  for  some  time,  and  no  official  report 
hat  jtt  been  nhde  to  me  on  the  subject;  but  one  of  our  agenta  who 
waa  in  Richmond  at  the  time,  and  others  that  witnesaed  the  experi- 
ment, inform  me  that  a  24- pounder  was  cast,  bored  and  subjected  to  a 
severe  and  nnusoal  test,  and  that  the  trial  was  highly  fiitiafactory  and 
established  beyond  doubt  that  the  iron  was  entirely  suitable  for  casting 
ordnance.  It  was  our  intention  to  brinrg  the  gun  W  South  Carolina  for 
the  aae  of  the  State,  but  Ool.  Gorgas  was  unwilling  to  spare  it,  and 
upon  his  proposing  to  pay  for  the  iron,  I  consented  that  the  C!onfederate 
Gi>vernment  should  keep  it.  Mr.  Campbell  informed  roe  that  there 
were  but  few  places  in  the  Confederacy  where  iron  suitable  for  cannon 
waa  madCy^and  that,  therefore,  it  was  of  great  importance  to  be  sure  of 
a  supply  of  such  iron.  Although  a  limited  quantity  of  this  iron  is 
now  made,  yet  if  neoessary  it  can  be  largely  increased,  the  ore  being 
abundant  and  the  facilities  for  making  it  at  our  command.  The  im- 
pression that  iron  ore  which  maKes  tough  malleable  iron  will  necessarily 
be  suitable  for  easting  cannon  is  an*  error,  and  has  been  demonstrated 
to  be  80  in  many  instances.  To  show  the  importance  ef  haying  proper 
iron  for  casting  cannon  it  is  only  necessary  to  state,  that  the  Confeder- 
ate OoTcmment  was  compelled  to  transport  iron  all  the  way  from  New 
Orleans  to  Richmond  to  mix  with  other  iron  to  make  it  answer  the 
purpose.     « 

.  Greenville  Court  House  was  selected  as  the  best  place,  in  my  judg- 
ment, to  establish  the- ''State  Works;"  after  consultation  with  our 
Oeneral  Superintendent,  a  gentleman  of  grei^t  ability  and  very  conver- 
unt  With  manufacturing  in  all  its  branches,  and  with  Mr.  Campbell, 
who  has  had  a  large  cxporienee,  is  entirely  disinterested,  and  whose 
opinion  therefore  is  entitled  to  great  respect.  The  reasons  in  detail  for 
the  selection  of  Greenville,  over  other  places,  have  been  already  given 
in  my  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  in  relation  <to  the  location 
of  the/' works,"  was  approved  by  them,  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 
Among  other  reasons,  Mr.  V.  McBee  made  a  present  to  the  State  of 
twenty  acres  of  land  near  the  village  and  directly  on  the  railroad,  for 
which  he  had  refused  UftAe  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  an  acre, 
and  for  which  gift  he  is  justly  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  State.  It 
was  important  that  the  "  works  "  should  be  located  immediately  on  a 
line  of  railroad  to  facilitsfte  the  transportation  of  heavy  ordnance.  In 
dot,  ten  inch  Columbiads  and  other  heavy  guns  cannot  be  transported 
in  any  other  way  withont  immense  cost  and  labor.  It  was  desirable, 
other  things  being  equal^  to  locate  the  "  works  "  as  near  as  possible  to 
90' 
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the  iron  works  from  which  the  supply  of  iron  was  to  be  foniished,  but 
to  do  so,  the  transportation  of  heavy  guns,  gun  carriages^  shot  andvhell 
down  to  Columbia  would  have  to  be  mafle  over  two  roads,  instead  of  a 
continuous  road  passing  directly  through,  and  so  of  the  ooal  and  oUier 
things  necessary  for  itie  works,  going  up  tq  Greenville.  Besides,  the 
bridge  on  tho  Spartanburg  &  Union  S^road  is  not  regarded  as  safe  for 
very  heavy  freight,  and  might  gi^e  way  at.  a  time  when  it  would  be 
important  to  send  heavy  guns  over  it.  It  is  true  the  value  of  the  iron 
willbe  enhanced  by  additional  transportation,  but  for  the.rcaaons  above 
^iven,  and  others  in  my  report  above  alluded  to,  this  is  more  tha^ 
counterbalanced  by  the  advantages  enumerated. 

Soon  after  the  selection  of  the  site  we  commenced  putting  up  the 
necessary  buildings  for  a  foundry  and  work  shops,  and  considering  tha 
difficulty  of  procuring  materials  and  skilled  labor,  have  progressed 
rapidly,     in  the  meantime  temporary  work  shops  were  established  iu 
Columbia  for  repairing  arms,  which  have  enabled  us  to  repair  and  put 
in  fine  condition  a  considerable  number  of  arms,  changing  old  flint  and 
steel  looks  to  percussion,  altering*  bayonets  to  fit,  making  new  stocks 
when  necessary,  and  also  making  a  large  number  of  pikes,  details  of 
which- you  will  find  in  the  report  of  the  General  Superintendent  accom- 
panying this  report.  .  , 

At  your  suggestion,  meeting  my  hearty  approval,  and  confirmed  by 
•the  Council,  we  purchased  a  fine  lot  of  machinery  in« Charleston,  wbea 
•the  city  was  seridudy  threatened,  and  removed  it  to  Greenville,  erea 
before  we  had  commenced  building  there. .  If  the  city  had  been  cap- 
tured, there  was  no  other  place  in  the  State  where  shell  or  shot  could 
be  immediately  cast,  and  if  the  madiioery  in  the  city  had  been  lost, 
it  could  not  have  been  supplied  without  great  difficulty  and  at  an 
enormous  .expense.  Kichmond  and  Nashville,  Tennessee,'  were  also 
seriously  threatened  and  in  great  daogcr  of  capture^  New  Orleans, 
where  an  armory  was  in  oponition,  was  in  -danger,  as  its  subsequeot 
capture  demonstrated.  At  that  time  the  condition  of  affiiirs  was 
gloomy,  and  the  prospect  was  that  the  Confederate  Government  could 
not  supply  the  troops  with  arms  and  ammunition.  Under  these  cir* 
cumstances,  and  with  th^  danger  of  invasion  extending  even  into  the 
interior,  it  would  have  been  culpable  negligence  not  to  prepare  for  it, 
by  endeavoring  to  supply  ourselves  with  the  means  of  defence.  The 
first  arms  manufactured  were  pikes,  not  because  we  considered  them 
equal  to  the  rifie  or  musket,  but  because  they  were  made  more  rapidly, 
and  were  better  than  no  arms  at  all,  and  may  yet  be  needed. 
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With  an  armory  to  l^ecp  the  State  at  all  times  sapplicd  with  good 
arms,  and  with  the  materials  for  making  ganpowdertit  oar  oommand, 
we  may  fed  confidcDoe  in  our  meaos  of  defeooe.  ^  The  saltpetre  plao- 
tatioD  near  this  city,  estahlishcd  by  the  Ooveroor  aad  Coanoil,  and  ia 
eharge  of  the'Chief  of  the  Military  Department,  promises  to  supply 
that  indispensable  article  in  quantities  sufficient  for  oar  purpoee,  aod 
can  be  increased  at  pleasure.  Sulphur  can  be  obtained  from  sevenl 
places  in  the  State  at  small  cost,  and  willow,  the  only  other  materiil 
necessary  for  the  manufacture  of  powder,  can*  be  obtained  all  orer  the 
Sute. 

The[  manufacture  of  salt,  though  properly  belonging  to  my  Deptrt- 
ment,  was  put  under  the  charge  of  the  Chief  of  Justioe  and  Police, 
before  my  Department  was  established,  and  has  never  come  under  my 
supervision. 

*  We  had  under  our  control  and  in  our  poffiession  a  large  quantity  of 
lead  received  from  various  parts  of  the  State,  some  by  gift  and  some 
by  purehase,  but  the  pressing  wants  of  the  Confederate  GoTemmeot 
have  iDduced  us  to  turn  over  to  it  a  large  portion  of  the  lead.  A  great 
deal  yet  remains  in  several  of  the  upper  Districts  in  the  shape  of  pipes, 
which  the  patriotic  owners  hold  spbject  to  the  call  of  the  State  when- 
ever it  is  necessary  to  have  iL  It  has  not  been  removed,  as  it  woold 
be  very  inconvenient  for  the  parties  to  do  without  it,  being  used  Jp 
conduct  water  to  their  dwellings,  and  it  was,  therefore,  thought  advisa- 
ble to  let  it  remain  until  the  emergency  required  its  removal  and'  use 
by  the  State. 

Upon  the  application  of  Capt.  D.  N.  Ingraham,  of  the  Confederate 
Stages  Navy,  I  had  made  and  supplied  him  with  spikes  for  the  iron 
clad  gunboat  in  his  charge,  and  1  have  received,  through  the  Supcrio- 
tendeut,  payment  for  tliein*. 

The  instructions  of  the  Governor  add  Council,  directing  me  to  pur- 
chase a  lot  of  cotton  cards  at  a  price  not  exceeding  four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  a  pair,  uud  sell  them*  to  the  families  of  soldiers  at  cost,  dis- 
tributing them  in  the  districts  where  they  were  most  needed,  accordiDi^ 
to  the  ratio  of  the  white  population,  has  been  attended  to  and  partial 
returns  of  sales  have  been  made  to  lue.  To  cover  the  expense  of  freight 
and  other  charges,  the  price  was  fixed  at  four  dollars  and  seventy-tiTe 
cents  a  pair.  Some  of  the  cards  were  slightly  damaged  in  reachin<r 
their  destination,  and  a  few  of  the  persons  to  whom  they  were  sent 
report  each  one  pair  missing,  but  as  twenty-five  cents  b  more  than  the 
actual  cost  of  freight  per  pair,  and  no  charge  has  a^  yet  been  made  for 
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sellingy  it  is  belieTed  that  the  State  will  sostaio  no  loss.  The  wisdom  of

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THfc 
STATE  WORKS. 

Office  General  SupIirintendent  State  Works, 
Greenville,  August  15,  1662. 
Hon,  W,  n. .  Gist,  Chief  of  Construction  and  Manufacture  : 

Sir  :  In  accordaoce  with  your  directions,  I  herewith  beg  leave  to 
report  thai  under  instructions  from  Col.  J.  Chesnut,  Jr.,  Chief  of  the 
Department  of  the  Military,  received  February  25th,  1862, 1  purchased 
all  the  machinery  and  stock  which  was  available  and  suitable  for  the 
purposes  indicated  in  said  instructions. 

At  that  time,  the  impression  prevailing  that  Charleston  would  be 
immediately  attacke(^  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  place  it  all  beyond 
danger,  so  as  to  secure  to  the  State  the  ability  to  manufacture  such 
articles  as  might  be  essential  to  her  defence,  should  what  was  in  Charles- 
ton be  destroyed  or  abandoned*. 

With  that  view,  it  was  immediately  removed  to  Columbia,  there  to 
await  the  decision  of  the  Governor  and  Council  as  to  a  suitable  locatioa. 
After  some  delay  in  discussions  and  examinations,  I  was  directed  to 
locate  the  works  on  a  tract  of  land  donated  to  the  State  by  Vardry 
McBee,  Esq.,  adjoining  Greenville,  apd  directly  on  the  line  of  the 
Greenville  and  Columbia  Railroad.  I  commenced  to  clear  the  land  on 
the  20th  day  of  March,  aiJd  erect  buildings  to  accommodate  the 
laborers.  Prior  to  that  period,  by  your  direction,  I  established  in 
Columbia,  in  the  workshops  connected  with  the  '*  New  State  House," 
a  temporary  "shop  for  repairs  and  alteration  of  small  arms  belonging  to 
the  State.  This  work  was  immediately  commenced,  and  from  that  time 
has  been  in  successful  operation,  repairing,  altering  and  cleaning  arms, 
manufacturing  pikes,  caissons  and  battery  wagons,' statement  of  which 
is  embodied  in  paper  No.  1  accompanying  this  report.  At  the  same 
time,  the  machinists  and  blacksmiths  were  employed,  until  their 
removal  here,  in  doing  such  work  as  was  necessary  to  the  construction 
of  workshops  in  progress  at  this  place.  The  unusual  wet  season,  added 
to  the  scarcity  of  labor  in  the  country,  very  much  retarded  the  proijress 
of  building  for  want  of  materials,  but  now  that  the  crops  are  laid  by, 
and  the  labor  of  the  country  seeking  employ mept,  I  am  receiving  such 
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• 

as  are  neoessiry  to  their  completion,  and  hope  soon  to  have  them  all 
finisfiedy  and  giv^mj  andivided  attention  to  manufactures. 

When  Nashville,  Tennessee,  was  evacuated  by  the  Confederate ' 
authorities  in  April  last,  a  part  of  the  machinery  and  stock  was  saved 
from  the  armory,  which  that  State  had'  commenced  to  establish,  and 
carried  ia  Atlanta,  Georgia..  I  opened  a  correspondence  with  Governor 
Harris,  and  found  that  the  State  of  Tennessee  would  place  at  the  dis- 
posal of  this  State  all  the  machinery  and  stock  saved.  By  direction  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  I  proceeded  to  Atlanta  and  succeeded  in 
obtainiDg  it  all.  Governor  Harris  directed  his  agents  to  tujn  it  all 
over  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  subject  to  future  settlement.  As 
agent  of  the  State  I  received  it,  and  secured  the  services  of  such  work- 
men aa  had  been  engaged  in.  the  Nashville «  armory  and. workshops, 
removed  the  machrnery  and  stock  to  this  pjace,  the  workmen  to  the 
shops  in  Columbia  to  be  employed  in  altering  and  repairing  small  arms, 
wliile,  at  the  same  time,  I  com ujenced' erecting  a  shop  at  these  works 
to  receive  and  put  in  operation  the  machinery.  Paper  No.  2  is  an 
inventory  of  all  articles  received  from  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  I 
refer  you  to  riiy  report  under  date  of  May  1st,  1862,  for  the  full  par- 
ticulars relating  to  that  subject.  ^ 

The  workshop'  for  this  department  is  completed,  the  machinery  set 
up  and  in  operation  ;«^much  of  it  was  injured  and  some  parts  lost,  in  its 
remoyal  from  Nashville,  and  some  had  never  been  completed,  which 
have  been  repaired,  replaced  and  completed,  ahd  I  am  now  making 
and  obtaining  what  new  machines  are  necessary  to  commence  manu- 
facturing arms.      ,  '  • 

Desirous  of  putting  to  immediate  use  the  skilled  labor  brought  from 
Atlanta  with  the  machinery,  I  have  necessarily  been  retarded  in  com- 
pleting those  shops  which  were  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  original 
intention  of  these  works;  that  being  now  accomplished,  it  is  not  in- 
tended to  permit  the  small  arm  factory  to  do  so  in  the  future,  but  to 
make  that  branch  as  far  as  practicable  separate  and  distinct,  the  intqp- 
tion  being  to  put  it  upon  such  a  basis  as  will  enable  the  State  to 
manufacture  arms  to  a  limited  extent  at  first,  but  so  arranged  that  the 
facilities  can  be  increased  at  any  future  t}me. 

I  have  of  the  land  donated  to  the  State  enclosed  a  space  of  six  hua- 
dred  by  seven  hundred  feet,  and  have  now  erected  a  carpenters'  shop' 
one  hundred  feet  by  forty  feet,  with  suitable  machinery  for  constructing 
field  aad  siege  gan  carriages,  caissons,  battery  wagons,  forges,  'Sabots, 
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teDts,  and  aU  other  articles  necessary  for  field  uses.  It  is  driyen  by  a 
twenty-five  horse  power  engine,  and  is  in  operation  at  present  in  poshiog 
/to  completion  our  works,  and  will  soon  he  used  in  manufactaring  the 
articles  referred  to.'  I  have  erccte<],  as  before  stated,  a  shop  for  the 
small  arm  machinery,  one  handred  by  fifty  feet,  and  have  that  hi 
operation,  driven  by  an .  engine  of  fifteen  to  twenty  horse  power. 
Another  machine  shop  is  completed,  one  handred  by  fifty  feet,  and  the 
machinery  for  the  heavy  work  is  now  being  placed  in  it,  tol>e  driven 
by  an  engine  of  thirty  horse  power  now  to  place.  I  expect  to  have 
this  shop  in  full  operation  in  three  or  four  weeks.  The  blacksmith 
shop,  one  handred  feet  by  fifty  feet,  is  up  and  occupied,  it  contains 
eighteen  forges,  with  space  for  twenty  more 3  it  is  supplied  with  three 
trip  hammers,  nearly  completed,  two  for  welding  gun  bari^ls,  and  one 
largo  one  for  heavy  smithwork  generally.  This  sho^  adjdins  the 
foundry,  which  is  of  brick,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  by  fifty-five  feet, 
twenty-eight  feet  high*;  this  buildiojr  is  all  completed,  but  the  roof  has 
been  delayed  for  lumber,  which  I  ^m  now  receiviag. 

On  the  premises  are  also  erected  an  office  forty  by  twenty  feet,  a 

store  house  sixty  by  twenty-five  feet,  a  SQiok^  house,  forty  by  eighteen 

feet,  an  iron  receiving  and  store  Tiouse,  thirty-five  by  sixteen  feet,  a 

living  house  for  negroes,  sixty  by  sixteen  feet,  a  hospital,  three  kitchens, 

\  Hod  stables,  tool  house,  &c.   •  -     '       , 

The  water  arrangements,  which  are  near  completion^  consist  of  an 
ample  well,  yielding  k  full  supply,  the  js^ater  from  which  is  forced 
through  wooden  pipes,  six  hundred  feet  in  length,  to  the  highest  point 
of  the  lot,  obtain iog  a  head  of  forty  feet;  it  is  received  in  a  brick 
reservoir  containioj]:  three  thousand  five  hundred  gallons,  built  under- 
ground, and  from  thence  conveyed  to  the  various  workshops.  On  the 
premises,  at  various  points,  hydrants  are  placed  to  deliver  water  for 
general  purposes,  but  more  especially  for  suppressing  tires,  which,  with  » 
the  aid  of  an  excellent  fire  engine  borrowed  from  the  Vigilant  Fire 
Jgngine  Company  of  Charleston,  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  thcsd 
works. 

There  are  engaged  at  these  works  On  this  day  one  htindrcd  and  forty- 
three  bands,  of  which  fifty  are  white  workmen.

A  large  number  of  miscellancQUS  arms,  all  of  them  irreparable,  have 
been  turned  over  to  these  works  from  the  State  Arsenal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEB  OP  TWENTY- 

ONE. 

The  ComiDiltcc  to  whoui  wa8  referred  tbe  commuDication  of  hU  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  transmitting  the  record  of  all  the  proceediDgs  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  had  prior  to  the  present  soasion  of  the  Cod«. 
vcntion,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  several  members  of  the  Cono- 
oil,  and  certain  military  correspondence  between  his  Excellency  and 
the  President  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  Gcneirals  commanding  the 
army  in  this- State,  and  other  persons,  respectfully  report  ; 

That  the  matter  thus  referred  has  received  the  careful  consideration 
trhich  its  importance  demands.  The  Committee  have  discovered Tioth* 
ing  in  the  ^proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  which  seems  to. 
them  to  require  any  special  action  on  the  part,  of  the  CoDvention  in  the 
way  of  repeal,  modification  or  animadversion  ;  while  it  iis  not  designed 
hereby  to  express  an  approval  of  all  these  proceedings.  The  duties, 
gTOwii)g,out  of  the  exigencies  of  public  affairs,  which  have  devolved 
upon  the  members  of  the  Council,  have  been  exceedingly  various  and 
laborious,  and  have  been  discharged  with  Isignal  diligence,  ability  aod 
8uccess,.and,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  with  an  exclusive  re- 
gard to  the  public  welfare.  These  gentlemen  have,  as  their  record 
shows,  devoted  themselves  at  great  personal  sacrifice,  and,  too  often, 
amidst  discouragements  (tlie  causes  of  which  are  unfolded  in  some  of 
the  reports)  mortifying  to  the  patriot,  to  meet  the  extraordinary  de- 
mands which  tlio  peculiar  condition  of  the  State  has  made  upon  the 
Executive  authority.  The  defence  of  Charleston  and  of  the  entrance 
to  Georgetown }  the  survey  and  exploration  of  sundry  routes  9f  acce*!< 
for  the  enemy  to  the  interior  of  the  State,  and  the  obstruction  of  such 
access  thereby ;  the  eflScicnt  reorganization  of  the  military  when  once 
and  again  thrown  into  confusion  by  the  action  of  the  Confederate  Gov- 
ernment;  the  procurement  and  distribution  of  arms  and  munitions  of 
war,  ordnance  and  prdnance  stores,  clothing  and  provisions  and  medical 
storesafor  the  soldiers;  the  organization  of  negro  labor,  when  called  for 
by  the  military  authorities  of  the  Confederate  States,  with  a  view  to 
'  render  the  service  required  as  acceptable  as  possible  to  the  public;  the 
preservation  of  internal  order  and  the  repression  of  t^ose  various  exhi- 
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bitipoB'of  telfifllioess  whioh  imperil  the  public  safety;  with  a  great  va- 
riety of  other  sabjects  of  pablio  coocerDy  have  in  tarn  engaged  th^ir 
^  attention  and  enlisted  their  labors.  By  the  services  which  they  havo 
thus  rendered,  they  have  placed  Che  State  under  obliprations  which  those 
only  can  appreciate  who  have  had  the  opportunity  of  ezamihing  their 
records.  In  the  discharge  o(  their  duties  they  ha^e  been  greatly  aided 
by  sundry  public  spirited  and  patriotic  gentlemen,  who  are  yarned  in'' 
the  several  reports  of  the  Chiefs  of  Departments/ and  to  whom  the  pub- 
lic aoknowledgmegts  of  the  Convention  are  due. 

Your  Committee  have,  by  their  examination  of  these  papers,  been« 
deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  ordinary  powers  of  the 
Executive  wdtuld  have  been  entirely  inadequate  to  effect  the  objects  to 
which  the  labors  of  the  Council  have  been  directed,  and  that  the  estab- 
lishmeni  of  such  a  body,  with  the  extraordinary  powers  conferred  upon 
it,  was  required  by  the  condition  of  the  cbuntry  and  the  exigencies  of 
the  times.     ^  •         i 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  pq})lication  and  cirpulatTon 
of  the  several  reports  of  the  Chiefs  of  Departments  which  have  been 
submitted,  are  due  to  the  people,  the  Conv.ention  and  the  Council,  and  ' 
they  so  recomqiend,  with  the  reservation,  however,  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Military  Department  of  the  right  to  revise  hi^  report  and  omit  such 
portions  as,  in  his  judgment,  it  might  be  impolitic  to  make  public.  In 
advising  the  publication  and  circulation  of  the  report  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  and  Police,  the  Committee  do  not  design  to  express, 
any  opinion  upon  the  question  whether  any  limitation  can  be  imposed 
upon  the  power  of  a  Convention  of  the  People  assembled  under  our 
State  Constitution  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  whioh  calls  it  together. 
Into  this  question  it  is  needless  now  to  enter^  for  it  seems  plain  to  the 
Committee  that  every  act  of  this  Convention  and  of  those  who  have 
acted  under  its  authorliy,  which  is  mentioned  •in  the  report  from  this 
Department^  is  embraced  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature 
which  provided  for  the  election  of  Delegates  to  this  Convention.  The 
arguments  contained  in  thb  report,  especially  those  in  Part  I.,  sustaining 
this  construction  of  the  Act  and  the  coin  potency  of  the  Convention,  the 
Council  and  the  several  heads  of  Departments  to  do  the  acts  done  by 
them  respectively,  and  examined  in  the  said  report,  command  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Committee,  and,  the  Committee  hope,  will  receive  the 
concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  report  back  to  the  Convention  the  military  corres- 
pondence referred,  with  a  recommendation  that  so  much  thereof  as  is 
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^specified  in  the  class  marked  4  in  the  enumeration  of  .the  sub-con^it- 
tee'tf  report,  be  rtad  in  the  presence  of  the  Convention,  sitting  with 
closed  doors.     The  character  of  this  correspondence  is  such  as,  in  the  ■ 
judgment  of  the  Committee,  renders  the  general  publication   of  it 
improper. 
'The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  conduce  much  to  the 

"  satisfaction,  of  the  public  mind,  and  tend  to  harmonize  conflicting  viewt 
of  State  policy,  if  "  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,*'  us  coirtained  in  their  book  of  minute^  could  be  printed 

,  and  widely  circulated  and  read,  but  they  are  deterred  from  making  a 
recommeiKlation  to  this  effect  by  the  great  extent  of  this  record,  and 
the  consequent  expense  which  its  publication  would  involve.  The 
Committee,  therefore,  content  themselves  with  advising  that  the  in- 
junction of  secrecy  bo  removed  therefrom,  and  this  record  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  citf/.on^  of  the  State  in  *any  manner  that  will  not. 
interfere  with  the  conycnience  gf  the  Governor  and  Council. 

The  several  mutters  r^erred  to  your  Committee  wore,  for  convenience 
nj^d  expedition,  distributed  to  sub-committees,  the  several  reports  of 
which  sub-committees  are  herewith  submitted  to  the  Convention.

The  sub-couiinittec  on  the  Journal  of  the  Executive  Council  rca'pcct- 
fully  report,"  tlmt  iliey  haye  carefully  gone  over  tSie  \^hole  Journal,  and 
have  seen  abtrndaiit  reason  in  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Council,  to  be  satisfied  that  they  have  discharged  the  duties  assigned 
them  with  great  industry  and  fidelity,  and  with  exclusive  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  the  State.  It  is  also  apparent,  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
Council,  tiiat  the  ordinary  powers  of  the  Executive  would  hyve  been 
entirely  inadequate  to  etroct  the  objects  to  which  the  labors  of  the 
Council  have  been  dcvuted,  and  that  the  est^iblishment  of  such  a  bodv, 
with  the  extraordinary  powers  conferred  upon  it,  was  required  by  the 
condition  of  the  country,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  times.

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Hilda  pnblio,  bat  tbej  are  too  Yolaminous  to  be  printed,  and  it  will 
probably  be  aoffioieDt  that  the  iojuQctloa  of  secrecy  shall  be  removed.

4.  Correspondence  between  Governor  Pickens  and  the  Executive  of 
the  Confederate  Government,  an.d  also  with  Generals  Lee,  Ripley  and 
Pemberton,  io  relation  to  the  defences  of  Charlestpn  and  Georgetown, 
numbered  from  eight  to  nineteen  inclusive.  *

THE  CHIEF  0^  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  MILITARY. 

The  sub-committcc  to  whom  wasf  referred  tl}e  report  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Department  of  the  Military,  with .  the  accompaDying  document 
respectliillj  report: 

The  matter  thus  referred  has  been  coDsidercd  with  the  care  which 
its  importance  demands,  and  nothing  has  been  discovered  jrhich  oe^n^ 
to  the  t])ommittce  to  require  the  interference  of  the  Conyention.  The 
duties  which,  in  the  distribution  of  the  business  of  the  Executive 
Office,  were  assigned  to  this  Department,  appear  to  have  been  exceed- 
ingly onerous,  but  they  have  been  discharged  with  signal  industij, 
ability,  regard  to  economy  and  a  large  measure  of  success,  at  a  great, 
sacrifice  of  time,  comfort  and  money  on  the  part  of  the  Chief,  and  oflen 
under  circumstances  of  great  discouragement,  the  causes  of  which  are 
exhibited  in  the  report.  The  thanks  of  the  Convention  and  of  the 
State  Are,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  eminently  due  to  the 
Chief  of  the  department  and  to  his  subordinates  in  office,  as  welltis  to 
the  several  gentlemen,  named  in  the  report,  who  have  patriotically  reo- 
dered  their  valuable  aid  in  several  particulars  i<t  this  t)ranch  of  the 
public  service.  . 

.  The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  report  abd  such  of  tbe 
accompanying  documents  as  are  contained  in  the  printed  pamphlet 
ought  to  be  published  for  the  information  of  the  people,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  a  revision  by  the  Chief,  of  the  Depafbment,.with  a  view  to  the 
omission  of  such  passages  (which  have  been  the  subject  of  conversation 
between  the  Chief  and  the  sub -Committee),  the  publication  of  which 
might  in  his  judgment  be  of  even  doubtful  effect  upoi^  the  public  io- 
terest,  and  it  is  so  recommended.

Into  this  question 
it  is  needless  now  to  enter,  for  it  seems  plain  to  your  jsub-coiiimittee 
that^vcry  Act  of  this  Convention,  and  of  those  who  have  acted  under 
its  authority,  which  is  mentioned  in  the  report  under  consideration^  is 
embraced  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  which  provided 
for  the  election  of  delegates  to  this  Convention.  The  arguments  con- 
tained in  the  .report;  especially  those  in  Part  I.,  sustaining  this  construc- 
tion of  the  Act  and  the  oompctoncy  of  the  Convention,  the  ^Council, 
and  the  several  heads  of  Departments,  to  do  the  acts  done  by  them  res- 
pectively, aud  exaivined  in  the  said  report,  command  th*e  approval  of 
your  sub-committpe.

As  to  the  compe- 
tency of  the  authority  for  every  act  donc^  the  majority  of  your  sub- 
committee entertain  no  doubt.

AND  MANUFACTURE. 

The  sub-committee  to  whom  waa  referred  the  report  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Department  of  Constructioq  and  Manufacture,  with  the  accompa- 
nying papers,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  examined  that  report,  the  report  of  the  General 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Works,  and  the  accounts  therein  referred 
to;  from  which  it  appears  that  very  commendable  progress  has  been 
made  in  establiahiog  a  foundry  and  armory  at  Greenville  Court  House, 
on  behalf  of  the  State.  It  is  said  in  the  report  that  by  the  1st  of 
October  next  the  Works  will  be  in  condition  to  cast  shot  and  shell,  and 
soon  afterwards  to  cast  cannon,  but  not  to  make  small  arms  for  six 
months  afterwards,  unless  the  emergency  of  the  service  should  require 
.  them  sooner,  which  cou]d  be  done  by  multiplying  labor  at  increased 
expense. 

It  is  not  contemplated  to  establish  a  first  class  armory,  but  upon  a 
scale' commensurate  with  State  means,  which  may  be  increased  if 
necessity  should  require  it  hereafter. 

The  whole  anwunt  put  down  as  charged  to  this  D^artment,  up  to 
the  15th   of  August^  is   $95,212  02.     This^  amount   includes    many 
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items  not  properly  belonging  to  this  Department,  making  in  the  aggre- 
gate $11,666.    The  Tonchers  for  the  payments  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Committee,  and  on  ezamioation  found  correct.

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REPORf  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ENGROSSED  ORDI- 
NANCES. 

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Ordinances,  to  whom  it  wss  referred 
t*  consider  and  report  whether  there  are  any  portions  (and  what  por- 
tions specially)  of  the  Journal,  ResoTntions  and  Ordinances  of  the 
former  Sessions  of  this  Convention,  which  cannot  yet  safely  be  made 
public,  and  also  as  to  the  propriety  of  j^rinting  the  proceedings  of  this 
bpdy,  respectfully  report : 

^  That  they  have  duly  considered  the^same,  and  on  a  carefial  ezamioa- 
tion,  find  that  the  injunction  of  secrecy. has  already,  in  the  main,  been 
removed  from  the  various  transactions  of  the  previous  sessions  of  this 
body,  with  the  exception  of  four  subjects,  to  which  they  invite  the  at- 
tcn1ti9n  of  the  Convention,  as  follows  : 

1.  An  Ordinance,  adopted  on  the  8th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1861,  an- 
thorizing  the  Governor,  at  his  discretion,  to  subscril^e  to  the  proposed 
Confederate  loan,  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  estimated  claim  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolifna  against  the  Confederate  Goveniment,  for  the 
expenses  incurred  for  the  military  defence  of  the  State,,  and  for  the 
cost  of  the  arms  and  munitions  of  war  which  may  be  transferred  bj 
the  State  to  the  Confederate  Government. 

2.  The  debates  of  this  Convention,  on  the  adoption  of  the  Constita* 
tion  of  the- Confederate  States  of  America. 

3.  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  negroes  and  other 
property  from  portions  of  the  State  which  may  be  invaded  by  the 
enemy.  By  this  Ordinance,  a  commission  is  estiiblished  for  the  Dis- 
tricts of  Horry,  Georgetown,  Charleston,  Colleton  and  iieaufort,  and  it 
is  therein  enacted  that  whenever,  by  reason  of  the  proximity  of  the 
enemy,  or  in  the  view  of  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Confederate 
forces,  ^r  of  the  commi^jsroni  the  public* interests  should  require  the  re- 
moval of  the  slaves  within  these  Districts,  the  said  commission  are  em- 
powered and  directed  so  to  do,  and  to  make  proper  provision  for'  their 
support  and  maintenance. 

4.  The  Report  and  Resolutions  of  Special  Committee  No.  2,  in  re- 
lation to  the  proper  action  of  the  State,  in  case  valuable  portions  of  her 
territory  should  be  pronounced  untenable  by  the  military  authorities. 

The  Report  expresses  in  strong  terms  the  opinion^  thf  t  the  city  of 
Charleston  should  be  defended  at  all  cost,  whether  of  property  or  life, 
and  to  the  last  extremity ;  and  while  opposing  any  idea  of  its  abaudoiT- 
ment,  denies,  in  pase  of  repulse,  the  propriety  of 'its  destruction  by 
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the  bands  of  its  own  citizens  irrespeotiTe  of  the  command  of  the  mili- 
tsry  authorities.  The  resolutions  appoint  a  commission  for  the  oitj  of 
Cbaiteston,  audi  extend  the  terms  of  the  previous  Ordinance  to  the  re- 
moval of  those  persons  from  the  city,  who,  bj  reason  of  age,  sex  or 
infirmity,  were  incapable  of  taking  part  in  its  defence. 

Your  Committee  have  stated,  generally,  the  purport  and  nature  of 
tb^se  Ordinances  and  Resolutions,  as  they  are  the  only  matters  of  any 
importance,  op  which  the  seal  of  secrecy  still  remains. 

The  Ordinances  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  negro  property  from 
Districts  likely  to  be  invaded,  and  of  defenceless  citizens  from  the  com- 
mercial metropolis  of  the  State,  have  already,  under  the  direction  of  this 
Convention,  been  commuoicated  to  the  Commissioners  appointed,  and 
by  them  to  the  various  persons  interested,  and  have  thus  gradually  been 
diffused  through  the  different  sections  in  which  they  were  intended  to 
operate.    * 

An  incursion  into  these  Districts  and  an  attach  upon  the  City  of 
Charleston  was,  at  the  time  of  their  passage,  dectfned  imminent,  and  it 
was  thought  that  a  sudden  public  announcement  of  the  course  adopted 
by  this  body,  at  a  period  when  the  mind  of  the  people  was  scarcely  pre- 
pared for  it,  might  create  excitement,  and,  perhaps,  somewhat  of  con- 
fusion, or  panic.  It  was  therefore  regarded  as  the  better  and  more 
efficient  plan,  that  the  same  should  be  communicated  by  degrees  through 
the  action  of  the  Commissioners,  and  by  the  information  extended  by 
them  to  the  parties  concerned,  Irom  time  tp  time,  as  circumstances  and 
the  occasion  required.  This  has  been  done,  and  your  Committee  now 
see  no  reason  why  the  seaf  of  secrecy  may  not  be  entirely  broken  and 
these  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  be  published,  without  detriment  to 
the  State.  They  can  afford  no  light  to  the  enemy,  while  they  show  the 
determination  of  our  people  to  defend  their  soil  at  every  hazard,  and 
to  remove  their  property  beyond  the  reach  of  any  foe.  The  peculiar 
state  of  affairs  which  required  their  hitherto  secrecy,  in  the  judgment 
of  your  Committee  no  longer  exists. 

The  only  remaining  subject  i^  in  reference  to  the  debates  had  in'this 
body  on  the  adoption  of  4hQ  Constitution  of  the  Confedeiate  States  of 
America,  and  of  which  there  never  was  any  record,  official  or  otherwise, 
so  far  as  your  Committee  is  informed.  They  exist,  therefore,  alone  in 
memory,  at  best  an  uncertain  guide,  and  there  remains  no  standard  by 
which  with  accuracy  what  Was  said  or  occurred  may  now  be  deter- 
mined. 

Entitled  as  this  is  to  some  weigiiti  yet  the  Committee  would  not  be 
94 
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thereby  deterred  from  i^commending  that  these,  with  the  other  pro- 
oeediDgs  of  this  bodj,  be  commuDicated  to  the  pablio  mind,  were  it  not 
for  the  following  considoratioQ.  * 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  greater  pi^rt  of  these  debates  consisted 
of  statements  made  bj  the  Delegates  of  this  State,  as  to  what  tnns- 
pired  in  the  Contention  held  at  Montgomery,  in  the  State  of  Alabama, 
and  which  framed  the  Constitution. 

That  Convention  sat  with  closed  doors.  The  debates  there  had  wen 
under  the  injunction  of  sedtecy,  but  with  the  privilege  to  the  Yarioos 
Delegates  to  communicate  their  purport  to  their  respective  State  Con- 
ventions, but  likewise  in  secret  session. 

The  injunction  thus  imposed  has  not  been  ][emoved  from  the  debates 
of  the  Convention  assembled  at  Montgomery,  and  your  Committee  are 
therefore  of  opinion  that  this  Convention  having  received  and  heard 
these  statements  on  the  condition,  and  under  the  circumstances  above 
[f)ecified,  that  any  pction  on  its  part  ought  not  to  precede,  bat  depend 
on  and  follow  that  of  the  body  from  whom  these  statements  emanated. 
So  far  as  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  this  Convention  are  ooncenied, 
they  perceive  nothing  which  it  b  now  incompatible  with  tlie  public  in- 
terest or  safety  to  disclose. 

It  has  been  thought  by  some  of  the  Committer  that  attention  should 
be  called  to  a  letter  from  Mr.  Mazcy  Gregg,  a  member  of  this  body,  ia 
relation  to  the  action  of  the  Convention  on  the  adoption  of  the''*Ordi« 
nance  to  strengthen  the  Executive  Department  during  the  exigencies  of 
the  present  war."  After  the  Ordinance  had  been  adopted,  it  appean 
from  the  minutes,  that  the  President  aDDOunced  that  he  had  rfceired 
a  coiLmunication  from  Mr.  Gregg  in  reference  to  the  veto  which  he 
would  have  given  if  present.  This  letter  was  not  read,  but,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  D.  L.  Wardlaw,  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  spread  on  the 
journal.  The  letter  is  of  some  length,  and  not  only  intimates  the  vote 
which  would  have  been  given,  but  refers  to  matters  which  have  never 
been  before  this  body  for  its  consideration.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  the  order  to  spread  the  letter  upon  the  journal  be  rescinded, 
and  that  the  letter  le  filed  with  the  proceedings  of  this  body,  and  thit 
the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  therelrom. 

The  subject  of  publication  having  been  also  referred,  the  presence 
of  the  Committee  on  Printing  was  requested,  and  a  conference  had,  the 
result  of  which  will  appear  in  the  resolutions  hereafter  appended. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  for  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  following  resolutions : 
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1.  Ruolttdj  That  the  iDJaootion  of  seoreoy  be  removed  from  all  the 
transaotionB  of  this  Convention,  at  its  previous  sessions,  except  in  rela- 
tion to  the  debates  on  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America. 

2.  *Re9olvedy  That  as  soon  as  the  injunction  of  secrecj  shall  be  re- 
moved-from  the  prooeediags  and  debates^ of  the  Convention  of  Dele- 
gatesy  lately  assembled  at  Montgomery,  the  injunction  of  secrecy  shall 
likewise  be  r^oved  fronts  the  debates  of  this  Convention,  on  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  , 

8.  Besolped,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  .of  the  Printer  of  this  Coq- 
vehtion  to  print  two  thousand  (2,000)  copies  of  the  journal,  publio  and 
secret,  and  of  the  Ordinances,  Reports,  Resolutions  and  transactions  of 
this  Convention  at  its  previous  sessions,  and  to  deposit  them  on  or  before' 
the  Ist  day  of  November  ensuing,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
with  the  Clerk  of  this  Convention,  and 'that  the  same  be.  distributed 
by  him  as  follows:  For  the  Executive,  ten  copies*;  for  the  Legis- 
lative Library  of  the  Confederate  Congress,  ten  copies ;  ^r  the  Logis.. 
lative  Library  at  Columbia,  ten  bopies  ;  for  'the  Libraries  of  the  Court 
of  Appeals  at  Columbia  atfd  Charleston,  each  ten  copies;  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  and  members  of  the  ensuing  General  Assembly 
of  the  State,  each  five  copies ;  for  the  Governors  of  the  several  Con- 
federate States,  each  one  copy;  for  the  Chief  Justice  and  Associate 
Justices  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  each  one  oopy ;  for  the  College  and 
various  public  Libraries  in  the  State,  each  one  oqpy ;  for  the  Attorney 
General,  Solicitors,  Secretary  8f  State,  Surveyor  General,  and  Treasurers 
of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Division,  each  one  oo^y  for  the  use  of  their 
lespecfive  offices.  That  the  residue  be  distributed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Prosident  of  this  Convention,  and  that  the  Clerk  of  this  Con- 
vention, for  this  considerabte  addition  to  his  labors,  be  paid  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars.

^  <The  Committee  on  the  Constitntion,  to  whom  was  referred  m  resoln- 
tion  directing  them  to  inquire  and  report  whether  there  are  any  Ordi« 
nances  or  changes  in  the  fundamental  Constitution,  enacted  by  this 
body,  which  should  now  be  modified  or  repealed,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  with  care  examined  the  subject  committed  to  them, 
and  although  the  time  taken  by  them  has  been  short,  they  believe  that 
they  have. attained  accurate  conclusions. 

In  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolini^  as  ratified  in  this 
Convention,  ^pril  8th,  1861,  there  is  nothing  which  now  requires  the 
attention  of  the  Convention  besides  the  particulars  mentioned  in  the 
Ordinance  herewith  submitted;  nor  is  there  any  such,  thing,  in  the 
Ordinances  and  •resolutions  of  the  Convention,  adopted  at  either  of  its 
two  first  sessions,  beginning  respectively  in  December,  I860,  and 
April,  18Q1.  ' 

To  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  had  at  its  third  session,  be> 
•ginning  Pecember  26,.  1^61,  special  attention  should  now  be  paid;  and 
as  none  of  the  Ordinances  or  resolutions  <ff  the  Convention  can  be  sub- 
ject fo  the  control  of  the  ordinary  legislation,  without  permission  given 
by  a  Convention,  or  by  the  other  powers  provided  by  the  Constitation 
for  amending  the  Constitution;  and  as  some  of  the  Ordinaooes  and 
resolutions  of  the  third  session  are,  in  tjieir  nature,  dependent  on  ci^ 
cumstances  liable  to  change,  and  should  be  subject  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Legislature. 

Yoor  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanjiog 
Ordinance.  •

First :  That  all  citizens  of  this  State,  who,  at  the  date  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Secession,  were  holding  office  connected  with  the  Customs, 
under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of  South 
Carolina,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  to  hold,  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  State,  exclusive  of  any  further  connection  whatever  with 
the  Federal  Govcrnmeot  of  the  United  States,  the  same  offices  they 
now  fill,  until  otherwise  directed,  and  to  receive  the  samp  pay  aod 
emoluments  for  their  services. 

Second  :  That  until  this  Convention,  or  the  General  Assembly,  shall 
otherwise  provide,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  to  all  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  such  offices. 

Third :  That  until  otherwise  provided  by  this  Convention,  or  the 
General  Assembly,  the  revenue,  collection  and  navigation  laws  of  the 
United'  Stutes,  so  far  aa  they  may  be  applicable,  be,  and  they  nfe 
hereby,  adopted,  and' made  the  Jaws  of  this  State,  saving  that  no 
duties  shall  be  collected  upon  imports  from  the -States  forming  the  late 
Federal  Union,  known  as  the  United  States  of  America,  nor  upon  the 
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• 

*  toDDtge  of.  vessels  owDcd  in  whole  or  in  part  by  citizens  of  the  sai  d 
States,  and  saving  and  excepting  the  Act  of  Congress,  adopted  the  8d 
^day  of  March,  1817,  entitled  <'  An  Act  authorizing  the  deposit  of 
papers  of  foreign  vessels  with  the  Consuls  of  their  respective  nations,'^ 
which  said  Act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  of  no  force  within  the  limits 
or  this  Statei 

Fourth :  That  all  vessels  built  in  South  Carolina,  or  elsewhere,  and 
owned  'to  the  amount  of  one-third  by  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  South  Caro- 
lina, or  any  of  the  slaveholding  commonwealths  of  North  America,  and 
commanded  by  a  citizen  thereof,  and  no  other,  shall  be  registered  as 
vessels  of  South  Carolina,  under  the  authority  of  the  Collector  and 
Naval  Officer. 

Fifth :  That  all  the  official  acts  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  in  which  it 
is  usual  and  proper  to  set  forth  the  authority  under  which  they  act,  or  , 
the  style  of  docuinents  issued  by  them,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  in  the 
name  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

Sixth :  That  all  moneys  hereafter  collected  by  any  of  the  officers  ' 
aforesaid-shall,  after  deducting  the  sums  necessary  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  officers  ana  other  expenses,  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  for  the  use  of  the  aaid  State,  subject  to  the 
order  of  this  Convention,  or  the  Qeneral  Assembly. 

Seventh  i  That  the  officers  aforesaid  shall  retain  in  their  hands  all 
property  of  the  United  States  in  their  possession,  custody,  or  control, 
subject  to  the  disposal  of  this  State,  who  will  accouni  for  the  same  upon 
a  fin^  settlement  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States.

That  the  Qovernor  shall  have  power  to  receive  ambassadors,  minis- 
ters, consuls,  and  agents  from  foreign  powers ; .  to  appoint  such  agents, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fi^nd,  as  in  bis* discretion  he  maj 
choose  to  employ;  to  conduct  negotiations  with  foreign  powers;  to 
make  treaties,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  pro- 
vided two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  agree ;  to  nominate,  and  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint,  such  am- 
bassadors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  as  the  General  Assembly 
shuU  have  previously  directed  to  be  appointed,  and  also  all  oth^r  offi- 
cers, whose  appointment  otherwise  shall  not  have  been  provided  for  by 
law;  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the 
Senate,  in  the.  offices  to  which  he  h&  the  power  to  nominate  as  above 
mentioned,  by  granting  commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
the  n'ext  session  of  the  Senate,  and  to  convene  the  Senate  whencTer, 
id  his  opinion,  it  may  bo  necessary:  Provided,  nevertheless,  That,

1.  Every  person  who,  at  the  date  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession,  was 
residing  in  this  State,  and  was  then  by  birth,  residence,  or  naturaliza-' 

'  tion  a  citizen  of  this  State,  shall  continue  a  citizen  of  this  State,  unless 
a  foreign  residence  shall  be  established  by  such  person*  with  the  inten- 
tion 01  expatriation. 

2.  So,,  also,  shall  continue  every  free  white  person  who,  after  the 
date  aforesaid,  may  be  born  within  the  territory  of  this  State,  or  may 
be  born  outside  of  that  territory,  of  a  father  who  then  was  a  citizen  of 
this  Stated. 

3.  So,  also,  every  person,  a  citizen  of  any  one  of  the  States  now  con- 
federated under  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America,  who,  within 
twelve  months  after  the  date  of  the  Ordinance  of  Secession,  shall  come 
to  reside  in  this  State,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  upon  such 
person's  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance' to  this  State,  below  provided. 

4.  So,  also,  every  free  white  person  who  shall  be  engaged  in  the 
actual  service,  military  or  naval,  of  the  State,  and  shall  take  aiwoath  of 
his  intention  to  continue  in  such  service  for  at  least  three  months, 
unless  sooner  discharged  honorably,  aj^d  also  the  oath  of  allegiance  be- 
low prescribed.  In  this  case,  the  oaths  shall  be  administered  by  some 
commissioned  officer  of  the  service,  in  which  the  applicant  for  citizen- 
ship may  be  engaged,  superior  in  rank  to  thetipplicant,  and  thereupon 
certifica.te  of  the  citizenship  of  the  applicant  shalL  be  signed  by  the 
officer,  and  delivered  to  the  applicant.    , 

6.  So,  also,  every  free  white  person,  not  a  citizen  of  any  of  the 
States  above  mentioned,  who,  qt  the  date  of  the  Ordinance  of  Seces- 
sion, was  residing  in  this  State,  or  who,  within  one  year  from  that  date, 
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fllia]!  come  to  reside  in  this  State,  with  the  intention  of  remaiping, 
npon  such  person's  appearing  before  the  Court  pf  Common  Plead  for  any 
of  fhe  Districts  of  this  State,  establishing,  by  his  or  her  own  oath,  the 
residence  and  intention  here  required,  and  taking  the  oaths  of  allegiance 
and  abjuration  below  prescribed. 

6.  So,  also,  every  person,  ncft  a  citizen  of  any  of  the  States  above 
mentioned,  at  the  date  aforesaid,  who  may  coiiie  to  reside  in  this  State, 
with  the  intention  of  remaining,  and  may  be  naturalized  accordiog  to 
the  naturalization  laws  of  this  State.  Until  they  may  be  altered  or  re- 
pealed,  the  naturalization  laws  of  the  United  States,  accommodated  to 
the  special  condition  of  the  State,  are  hereby  made  the  laws  df  this 
State,  except  that  instead  of  the  oaths  required  by  those  laws  in  the 
iSnal  Act,  the  oath  of  aHegiance  to  this  State,  and  of  abjuration  below 
provided,  shall  be  taken  i 

7.  In  all  oases,  the  oitizenship  of  a  man  shall  extend  to  his  wife, 
present  or  future,  whenever  she  shall  have  &  residence  in  the  State, 
and  shall  extend'  also  to  each  of  his  children  that,  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  may  have  a  residence' in  the  State.  In  like  manner, 
the  citizenship  of  it  woman  shall  extecd  to  each  of  her  children,  that, 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  may  have  a  residence  in  the  State : 
Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  citizenship  extend  to  any  person  who 
is  net  a  free  white  person.

one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  shall  be  altered  to  read  as 
follow»:  ''Senators  and  Members  of  the  Ilouse  of  Representatives 
shall  be  chosen  at  a  General  Election,  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  second 
Monday  in  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two;  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  second  year  there- 
after, in  such  m<»nncr  and  for  such  terms  of  office  as  are  herein  directed. 
They  shall  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  November,  annually,  at 
Columbia  (which  shall  remain  the  seat  of  Government,  until  otherwise 
determined  by  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  both  branches  of  the  whole 
Representation),  unless  the  jcasualties  of  war,  or  contagious  disorders, 
should  render  it  unsafe  to  meet  there ;  in  either  of  which  cases,  the 
Governor  or  Commander-in-Chief,  for  the  time  being,  may,  by  procla- 
mation, appoint  k  more  secure  and  convenient  place  of  meeting.  From 
the  next  Genera)  Election  shall,  however,  be  excepted  those  Senators, 
whos^  term  of  office  will  not  expire  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
' '  hundred  and  sixty-two.  The  terras  of  office  of  the  Senators  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall  begin  on  the  Monday  fol- 
lowing a  General  Election.''     The  tenth  section  of  the  Amendments  ta 
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the  OoDstitution  aforegaid,  ratified 'December  Bev^nteentli,  ooe  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eight,  shall  be  altered  to  read  as  follows :  <'  The 
Senators  having  heretofore  been  divided  by  lot  into  two  classes,  the 
seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  theezgiration 
of  th^  second  year  after  the  Monday  following  a  General  Election  ;  and 
of  the  second  o)asS|  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year ;  and  the  num- 
ber of  these  classes  shall  be  so  proportioned,  that  one-half  of  the  whole 
number  of  Senatonr  may,  as  nearly  as  possible,  continue  to  be  chosen 
thereafter  every  second  year.".  The  second  Clause  of  the  eleventh  Article

and  third  readings  by  tw*o-thirds  of  the  whole  representation  in  each 
branch  of  the  Legislature.  Neither  shall  any  alteration  take  place 
until  the  bill  so  agreed  to  be  published  three  months  previous  to  a  new 
electioa  for  Members  of  the  House  of  Kopresentatives;  and  if  the' 
alteration  proposed  by  the  Legislature  shall  be  agreed  to  in  their  first 
session  by  two-thirds  of  the  whole  Representation  in  each  branch  gf 
the  Legislature,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  read  on  three  i^everal 
days,  in  eaoh  House,  then,  and  Qot  otherwise,  the  same  shall  beoomca 
part  of  the  Ponstitutioo."

day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  entitled  '^  An 
Ordinance  to  alter  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  by 
striking  out  certain  words  in  sundry  places;'',  also,  the  Ordinance 
ratified  on  the  fifth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

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Article  L^  Section  4.    Every  free  wbite  mmii  of  Ae  age  of  twentj- 

one  years,  paupers,  and  non-commissioned  officers  and  private  soldiers 
of  the  asmy  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  excepted,  who  hath 
been  a  citizen  and  resident  in  this  State  two  years  previous  to  the  day 
of  election,  and  who  hath  a  freehold  of  fifty  acres  of  land,  or  a  town  lot, 
of  which  he  hath  been  legally  seized  and  possessed,  at  least  six  months 
before  such  election,  or  not  having  such  freehold,  or  town  lot,  hath 
been  a  resident  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  ofiers  to  give  his 
vote,  six  months  beTore  the  sdd  election,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  for 
a  member  or  members,  to  serve  in  either  branch  of  the  Legialatare,  for 
the  electioiTdistrict,  in  which  he  holds  such  property,  or  is  so  resident. 
Section  21.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  Legislature, 
whilst  he  holds  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  this  State,  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America,  or  eitheir  of  them,  or « under  any  other 
power,  except  officers  in  i\\e  militia,  army  or  navy  of  this  State, 
-Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  Justices  of  the  County  Courts,  while  they 
receive  no  salaries ;  nor  shall  any  conjkractor  of  the  army  or  navy  of 
this  State,  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  or  either  of  the|p,or  the 
agents  of  such  contractor,  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  either  House.  And 
if  any  member  shall  accept  or  exercise  any  of  the  said  disqualifying 
offices,  he  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

Abticle  II.,  Section  2,  Clause  8'.  No  person  shall  hold  the  office 
of  Governor,  and  any  other  office  or  commission,  civil  or  military  (n* 
cept  in  the  militia),  either  in  this  State,  or  under  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  or  either  of  them,  or  dnder  any  other  power  at  one 
and  the  same  time.  Section  5.  In  case  of  the  ibapeachment  of  tho 
Governor,  or  his  removal  from  office,  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
from  the  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governoj  shall  succeed  to  his  office. 
And  in  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Lientenant  Governor,  or  his 
removal  from  office,  death,  rcaignation,  or  removal  from  the  State,  the 
President  of  the  Senate  shall  succeed  to  his  office,  till  a  nomination  to 
those  offices,  respectively,  shall  be  made  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  for  the  reraaiuder  of  the  time  for  which  the  officer  so 
impeached,  removed  from  office,  dying,  resigning,  or  removed  from  the 
State,  was  elected.  Section  6.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  tho  army  and  navy  of  this  Slate,  and  of  the  militia,  except 
when  they  shall  be  ^caIlcd  into  tho  i^ctaal  service  of  tho  Confederate 
States  of  America. 

Artictle  II r,  Section  L  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  such 
Superior  and  Inferior  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity  as  the  Legislature  shall 
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from  time  to  time  direct  and  establish.  Hie  Judges  of  each  shall  hold 
their  commissions  duriDg  good  bebftvior;  and  Judges  of  the  Superior 
Courts  shall,  at'  stated  times,  receive  a  compensation  for  their  serviccsy 
which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  their  continuance 
in  office }  but  thej  shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  nor 
hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  this  State,  the  Confederate 
States  of  America,  or  anj  other  power. 

Article  IY.  All  persons  who  shall  be  elected,  or  appointed  to  any 
office  of  profit  or  trust,  before  entering  on  the  execution  thereof,  shall 
take  (besides  special  oaths  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  pre- 
BOribed  by  the  General  Assembly)  the  following  oath  :  <'  I  do  solemrfy 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  be  faithful,  and  true  allegiance  bear  to  the 
State  of  South  Carolina^  so  long  as  I  may  continue  a  citizen  thereot^  and 
that  I  am  duly  qualified,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  to 
exercise  the  office  to  which  I  have  been  appointed ;  and  that  I  will, 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and  preserve, 
protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  that  of  the  Con- 
federate  States  of  Amcridti.     So  help  me  Ood."

That  for  the  purpose  of  more  folly  aecomplishing  the 
objects  of  this  Ordioanoe,  there  shall  be  elected,  by  this  Copventiony 
a  Commission  of  three  citizens  for  each  of  the  Districts  of  Hosryi 
Georgetown,  Charleston,  Colleton  and  Beaufort;  and  the  eitisens  con- 
Atituting  such  Commission  i^hall  be  fully  authorised  to  exercise  the 
powers  hereinafter  provided  for  the  said  Commission.

them  in  charge,  forthwith  to  remove  and  take  with  them,  beyond  a 
line  to  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners,  such  negroes  and  suoh  other 
property  to  the m  belonging  or  in  their  charge,  as  it  may  be  pgustioable 
to  carry  with  them.  And  for  such  removal  the  said  Commission  shall 
give  such  aid  as  may  be  necessary,  and  it  can  command.  And  if  any 
perspn  or  persons,  residing  in  such  portions  of  the  State,  and  there 
owning  or  having  negroes  in  charge,  shall,  after  having  received  from 
the  said  Commission  the  notice  before  mentioned;  refuse  or  neglect  to 
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remove  and  take  with' them  such  DegroeSy.itEfiall  then  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  CommissioQ  to  compel  the  removal  of  such  negroes.  And  the 
said  Commission  shall,  in  all  cases  where  it  may  be  necessary,  apply 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  military  forces  in  the  Districti  for 
such  aid  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  removal  of  any  negroes,  and  oon- 
daoting  them  to  a  place  of  safety. 

Seo.  8.  It  shall  be  .the  duty  or  the  said  Commission,  in  all  cases  of 
removal  of  negroes  under  this  Ordinance,  to  cause  to  be  carried  and 
removed  with  such  negrbes,  if  practicable,  so  much  of  the  provisions 
which  beloug  to  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  having  charge  of  such 
negroes,  as  will  be  necessary  for  their  support,  or  to  sell  the  same  and 
apply  the  proceeds  to  the  support  of  such  negroes^v 

Seo.  4.  In  all  cases  where  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  having 
charge  of  negroes  to  be  removed  under  this  Ordinance,  shal)  have  pre- 
pared or  provided  a  place  or  places  to  which  such  negroes  can  be  ear- 
ned, U  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ^aid  Comuiissior^  to  give  to  the  owner 
or  owners, -or  persons  having  charge  of  such  negroes,  such  aid  for  tbeir 
removal  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the  Commission  can  eommand.  And 
if  the  owner  or  lowners,  or/persons  having  charge  of  negroes  to  be  re- 
moved undet  this  Ordinance,  shall  not  have  prepared  or  provided  any 
place  or  places  to  which  such  negroes  can  be  carried,  it  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Commission  to  cause  such  negroes,  with,  the  pro- 
visions for  their  support,  to  be  removed  and  carried  to  feuch  place  or 
places  as  the  said  Commission  shall  or  may  procure,  with  the  consent 
of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  place  or  pluces,  and  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  such  place  or 
places.  And,  upon  the  removal  of  the  negroes  and  provisions,  if  any, 
to  such  place  or  places,  they  shall  be  no  longer  under  the  charge  of  the 
said  Commission,  but  shall  be  restored  to  the  control  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  persons  entitled  to  the  charge  of  them. 

8eo.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Commission,  without  delay, 
to  procure  and  provide  places  to  which  negroes  may  be  carried  under 
this  Ordinance.  And  to  such  of  th^e.  places  as  may  be  considered 
best  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  dut^  also,  of  the  said  Commission, 
to  causae  be  carried,  and  there  safely  kept,  such  supplies  of  provi- 
sions as  the  said  .Commission  may,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
purchase.  And  such  supplies  of  provisions,  at  such  places,  shall  be 
considered  public  granaries,  to  be  used  under  the  authority  of  the  said 
Commission,  for  the  support  of  negroes  removed  under  this  Ordinance; 
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tnd  whoBe  owDer  or^ownen,  or  penoDa  in  charge  of  tbem,  are  unable 
oiherwiae  to  provide  for  their  copport. 

Sko,  6.  Whenever  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persona  in  charge  of 
negroes  removed  under  this  Ordinance,  shall  he  unable  to  employ  them 
at  the  place  or  places  to  which  they  have  been  removed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Commission  to  confer  with  the  Executive  Authority  of 
this  State  as  to  the  employment  which  can  be  given  to  such  negroes, 
on  the  public  woi^s  or  in  the  public  service  of  the  State,  or  in  any 
other  manner  by  which  the  expense  of  their  removal  or  support  can 
be  saved.  And,  in  all  such  cases,  the  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  in 
charge  of  such  negroes,  if  practicabJe,  shall  be  consulted  as  to  the  em- 
ployment of  such  negroes,  and  all  such  regulations  shall  be  made  for 
their  safety  and  protection  as  such  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  in 
eharge  of  such  negroes,  shall  reasonably  suggest. 

Sfa  7.  The  said  Commission  shall  maintain  frequent  communica- 
tiona  with'  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Confederate  forces  within 
this  State,  that  it  may  be  constantly  informed  of  the  necessity  which 
may,  from  time  to  time,  exist  Or  arise  for  its  exercise  of  the  powers 
herein  given  and  its  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Commission  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings under  this  Ordinance,  and  report  the  same  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  State  at  its  next  annual  meeting;  unless,  previous  to  that 
time,  this  Convention  shall  be  again  assembled.  And,  if  so,  such  re- 
port shall  then  be  made  to  this  Convention. 

S£0.  0.  When  any  sum  of  money  shall  be  expended  by  or  under 
the  authority  of  tlH)  Commia«ioos  herein  provided  for,  in  tbe  removal 
or  support  of  the  slaves  or  in  the  removal  of  the  produce  or  other  prop- 
erty of  any  person,  there  shall  be  a  specific  Hen  upon  tho  said  slaves 
of  such  person  for  the  repayment  of  the  said  sum  of  money  after  the 
termination  of  the  existing  war;  i^hich  lien  may  be  summarily  en- 
forced by  seizure  and  sale. 

Sco.  10.  That  each  Commission  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  upon 
the  Treasury  of  the  State  for  the  sums  of  money  which  may  be  ncces- 
aary  to  enable  them  to  execute  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  and 
that  the  Legislature  be  directed  to  provide  ways  and  means  to  reim- 
burse the  Treasury. 

Seo.  11.  That  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  said  Commission,  the 
Commission  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Seo.  12.  That  all  corporations  and  owners  of  ferries,  whose  means 
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and  fiieilities  of  transportation  may  be  used  in  oanjing  out  the  pn^ 
pesos  of  this  OrdinaDce,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  eharge  more  thka  half 
the  present  rates.

wpoD  make  an  order  exempting  soeh  Overseer  from  militia  duty,  except 
as  an  ahuru  man,  and  furqish  also  such  Overseer  with  a  copy  of  the

Sea  2.  The  order  of  the  Adjutant  GendHl  shall  be  given  where 
the  number  of  slaves  exceeds  fifteen  working  hands,  and  the  owner  or 
other  penon  having  charge  of  thb  plantation  is  absent  in  the  service  pf 
the  State,  or  is  above  the  age  of  sixty  yeark,  or  is  decrepid  or  a  female ;

authority,  by  procbmation,  to  give  notice  of  any  election,  at  which  the 
voters  of  the  said  Election  District  would,  in  a  condition  of  peace,  be 
entitled  to  vote;  and- by  the  said  proclamation  (which  shall  be  pub- 
lished at  least'a  fortnight  before  the  day^ed  for  the  said  election,)  to 
direct  in  what  neighboring  Election  Districts  the  said  voters  may  vote 
at  the  said  election,  and  at  what  places  therein,  and  how  and  by  whom 
the  said  election  shall  be  conducted,  and  how,  when  and  where  the  re- 
sult of  the  said  election  shall  be  ascertained  and  declared.  An  electioa 
had  under  the  provisions  of  the  proclamation  aforementioned  shall  bs 
as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  it  had  been  regularly  had  in  the  Electioa 
District  Qrst  abovementioned.

That  all  citizens  of  *this  State,  who  are  engaged  in- the  mili- 
tary aerrice  either  of  this  State  or  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  on  that 
aoQOUut  are  absent  from  their  respective  Election  Districts  at  the  tiooe 
of  any  general  or  District  eleetion,  shall  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  right 
9Df  sufifrage  in  all  respects  as  fully  as  they  could  do  were  thqy  presedt 
in  their  respective  Election  Districts. 

Sso.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  such  persons'so  to  exercise 
the  right  of  suffrage,  it  shall  be  their  privilege,  when  any  two  or  more 
may  be  at  the  same  camp,  or  other  place  where  soldiers  are  congregated, 
to  have  opened  at  such  camp  or  other  |>lace,  a  poll,  to  be  managed  by 
any  two  commissioned  officers,  citixens  of  this  State,  who  may  be  by 
aooh  voters  selected  t(  manage  the  same., 

Seo.  8.  That  before  entering  upon  the  management  of  such  poll,  the 
Managers  shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  be 
administered  to  Managers  of  Elections,  which  oath  they  are  hereby 
aathorixed  to  administer  to  each  other;  and  they  are  Airther  empowered 
to  administer  to  the  voters  the  oath  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
laws  of  thb  Stote.

.  mentioned,  a  certificate,  under  their  hands,  setting  forth  the  fact  of 
counting  and  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  individual,  ^id  the 
Managers  shall  thereupon  enclose  the  said  schedule  and  certificate^  under 
sealed  cover,  addressed  to  the  Clerk  of  the.Court  of  the  Judicial  Dis- 
trict in  which  such  Election  District  may  be  situated,  and  endoreed 

"  Election  Return  for         .      Election  District,  for  office  of ," 

and  iransmit  the  same  by  mail,  or  by  some  messenger  to  bo  employed 
at  the  expense  of  tho  voters.

Seo.  2.  That  aiyy  person  or  persons,  for  the  time  being  not  in  the  ao-^ 
tnal  service  of  this  State  or  the  Confederate  States,  in  their  Anilitaiy  oi 
naval  organizations,  who  shall,  if^  the  further  progress  of  this  war,  oap-  ' 

'  tnre  or  sink,  burn  or  otherwise  destroy,  any  armed  ship  or  vessel  be- 
longing to,  or  in  the  service  of,  the  United  Stites,  invading  the  waters 
within  this  State,  or  coming  within  three  marine  leagues  of  its  coast, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  bounty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  person  on  board 
laid  armed  ship  or  vessel  of  the  United  IStates  at  the  commencement 
of  the  assauU  or  engagement,  and  who  may  or  shall  be  destroyed  . 
thereby ;  and  a  bounty  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  and  every  person  by 
him  or  them  captured  in  said  assault  or  engagement,  and  safely  brought 
into  port  and'dclivered  o^r  to  the  military  authority  of  the  district 
into  which  such  entry  may  be  made,  to  be  by  said  authority  safely  kept 
as  prisoners  of  war. 

Seo.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  not,  for  the  time  bciog,  in  the  ac- 
tual service  of  this  State  or  the  Confederate  States,  in  their- military  of 
naval  organizations,  'who  shall,'  in  the  further  progress  of  this  war, 
capture-or  sink,  burn  or  otherwise  destroy,  any  transport  or  other  un- 
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anned  ship  or  vessel  belooging  to,  or  Id  ^he  sendee  of,  the  UDited 
States,  and  fomid  on  tho  waters  with  in  this  State,  or  within  three 
marine  leases  of  its  coast,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  bonnty  of  fifteen  dol- 
larip  for  each  person  on  board  said  ship  or  vessel  of  the  United  States 
at  the  eommencement  of  the  said  capture  or  sinking,  burning  or  other, 
destruction  of  the  same,  and  who  may  be  destroyed  thereby;  and  a 
bounty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  person  by  him  or  them 
so  captured,  and  safely  brought  into  port  and  delivered  over  to  the 
niilitary  authority  of  the  district  into  which  such  entry  may  be  made, 
to  be  by  said  authority  safely  kept  as  prisoners  of  war.  And  a  farther 
bounty  of  ten  dollars  per  ton  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  or  persona  as 
aforesaid,  who  shall,  in  the  future  {progress  of  this  war,  sink,  bum  or 
othcrwbe  destroy,  any  armed  vessel  or  transport  or  other  unarmed  ship 
within  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  within  three  marine  leagues  of  its 
coast,  belonging  to  or  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States. 

Seo.  4.  That  any  transport  or  other  unarmed  ship  or  vessel  that  shall  . 
be  captured  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  the  property  of 
the  captors ;  so,  also,  shall  be  the  cargo  with  which  said  vessels  may  be 
freighted,  and  an  order  for  the  sale  or  other  tppropriation  of  both  ves- 
sels and  cargo  shall,  on  a  proper  showing,  be  summarily  granted  by  any 
Judge  or  Chancellor  exercising  authority  within  tho  limits  of  the  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  Judge  or  Chancellor  exercising  authority  within  the 

^limits  of  this  State,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  hear  and 

summarily  determine  to  what  amount  tho  bounties  prescribed  by  this 

'  Ordinance  shall  extend,  and  all  amounts  decreed  us  aforesaid  shall  be 

paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  State  on  certificate  of  award  signed  ' 
*  by  the  Judge  or  Chancellor  making  tho  same,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Executive  authority  df  thi3  State.

In  relation  to  a  Portion  of  the  Militia. 

We,  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina^  in  Convention  ath 
%emhledj  do  declare  and  ordain^  arid  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordaiAed: 

Seo.  1.  That  no  part  of  the  militia  law  shall  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
power  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  organize  and  call  into  service 
any  |)ortion  of  tfte  militia  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  as  mav  scetn  most  expedient. 

Seo.  2.  That  the  Regiment  in  Charleston,,  lately  known  as  th)B  Re- 
serves, be  made  a  part  of  the  militia  of  the  State,  under  the  same 
Dame,  with  the  saoK)  organization,  and  the  same  officers  tfs  they  re- 
eently  had,  who  shall  take  rank  from  the  date  of  the  commissions 
vhicu  were  irregularly  f^iven  them ;  and  the  said  Regiment  are  at- 
tached to  the  Ij*ourth  Brigade  of  Militia  Infantry:  Frobidedy  That 
before  the  twentieth*  day  of  the  present  month  the  Regiment  shall  arm 
its'elf  and  report  to  the  Brigadier  General  of  said  Brigade,:  And 
provideify  Thut  no  person  shall  be  enrolled  in  said  Reg'mentf  except 
those  who,  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  ratified  the  seventh  day  of  Decem- 
ber, one. thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  are  exempt  from  all 
inilitia  duty,  or  from  ordinary  militia  duty.    ' 

Sec.  3.  That  during  the  continuance  of  this  war,  ^ficnever  any 
volunteer  company  shall  be  reduced  below  the  number  required  by  the 
Act  of  1841,  the  Colonel  commanding  the  Regiment'  to  which  such 
company  belongs,  shall  give  the  Captain  'or  other  officer  commanding 
the  said  company,  notice  to  recruit  his  company  to  the  number  re- 
quired, in  ten  days;  and  in  case  of  his  failure  to  do  so,  the  company 
shall  be  disbanded,  and  the  Colonel  shall  divide  the  members  of  such 
company  among  such  of  the  other  companies  of  the  Rogimunt  as  are 
weakest  in  cumber,  in  which  they  shall  bo  obliged  to  serve,  as  if  they 
had    originally   joined  them:  Provided,  That   no  volunteer  company 
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shall  have  more  Itan  eighty  privates^  besides  the  usual  namber  of  ofi- 
cers  and  DOD-commiseioned  offi<iers.

AN  ORDINlNCE 

For  strengthening  the  Executjve  Department  during  the  exigencies  of 
the  present  War. 

We,  (he  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention  a»- 
9embled,  do  declare  and  ordain,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained,, 
as  follows : 

Seo.  1.  Until  the  present  war  between  'the  Confederate  States  of 
America  and  the  United  States  shall  Rave  been  terminated,  and  the 
forces  raised  in  this  State  for  the  prosecution  thereof  shall  have  been 
disbanded,  or  until  it  shall  be  otherwise^ ordained  by  the  People  in  Con- 
vention, the  Qovorbor  shall  be  assisted,  as'  is  hereinafter  directed,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
•conferred  up(tfi  him  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of.  this  State,  or 
the  Ordinances  of  this  Convention,  by  a  Coun(;il,  to  be  called  the 
Executive  Council,  which  sHall  consist  of  the  Lieutenant  Qovcroor  and 
three  other  citizens  of  the  State,  to  be  chosen  by  this  Convention  by 
ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast. at  such  election  being  necessary 
to  a  choice.     '  '  • 

S£0. 2.  The  Governor  and  the  Executive  Council,  acting  together,  shall 
have  power  to  declare  martial  law  to  such  extent,  in  such  places,  and 
at  such  times,  as  shull  be  required  by  the  exigency  of  public  affuiri ;  to 
arrest  and  detain  all  disloyal  or  disaffected  persons,  whose  being  at 
large  they  shall  4eem  inconsistent  wilh  the  public  safety  ;  to  order  and 
enforce  (subject  to  the  owner's  right  to  receive  due  compensation.from 
the  State)  such  dispobition  of  private  property  or  appropriation  thereof* 
for  public  us€^  as  the  public  good  shall  appear  to  them  to  requira;  to 
make,  and  cause  to  be  executed,  all  such  orders,  regulations  land  aV- 
rangemcnts,  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  find  expeuient  for  bringing 
into  service,  organizing  and  supporting,  the  whole,  or* any  part,  of  the 
100 
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population  of  the  State/ to  be  employed  in  the  publie  Knrice,  ondi  aliOi 
.for  maintaining  such  efficient  police  xia  shall,  by  ttlera,  bo  thought 
neooABary^  to  make,  procure  or  employ  arms,  munitions  of  war.  and 
whatever  else  n>ay  be  required  for  tho  defence  of  the  State ;  to  consti- 
tute and  appoint  such  agents  as  shall  be  necessary  for  tho  more  efficioat 
execution  of  the  powers  hereby  confided  to  them ;  for  these  purposes  tu 
draw  money  from  the  public  Treasury,  the  Treasurers  being  bound  to 
pay  their  drafts  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury ;  to  make  all  such 
Dominations  and  appointments  4o  military  offices  as  the  Governor  has 
heretofore  been  authorized  to  make  ;  to  fill  all  offices  and  appointments 
where  there  is  any  yacancy  for  default  of  action  by  the  Legislature  or 
other  appointing  pover,  or  for  default  of  any  provision  by  law  of  the 
mode  of  appointhicnt,  and  to  fill,  until  tho  next  meeting  of  the  People 
in  Convention,  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the  Council  by  reai^ou 
of  the  death,  resignation  or  remoN'al  fi-om  the  State,  of  any  one  of  the 
three  members  thereof  chosen  by  the  Convention. 

S£0.  3.  In  tho  discharge  of  aM  his  duties  and  tho  exercise  oC  all  his 
powers,  not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  tho  Governor  is  authorized  to 
oonsult  tho  Council,  and  to  rc<]uire,  if  need  bo,  its  advieo  io  writing. 

Seo.  4.  The  Governor  and  Kxecutive  Council  may,  at  their  discre- 
.tion,. arrange  some  or  all  of  tho  business  to  bo  .dono  by  them,  ioto 
different  departments,  assign  each  department  to  ooo  or  more  members 
of  the  Council,  and  make  rules  for  the  management  of  §  departmeot 
or  other  business.  Acts  done  by  either  of  tho  departments,  in  coq- 
formity  to  rules  or  orders  established  by^the  Governor  and  Council, 
shall  be  valid,  but  shall  bo  always  subject  to  tho  control  of  the  Got- 
ornor  and  Council.     , 

Seo.  5.  The  Governor  shall  have  access  to  the  books  and  papers  of 
every  department,  and  the  opportunity  of  being,  at  all  times,  fully 
informed  of  the  condition  of  its  bu.siness;'  reports  to  him  shall  be 
made  by  the  heads  of  departments,  when  he  may  require  them ;  and 
he  shall  communicate  to  this  Convention  and  to  the  General  Assembly, 
at  every  meeting  of  either  body,  filil  information  coneerning  the  trans- 
actions  of  the  Council  and  the  condition  of  every  department. 
*  Seo.  6.  If  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  ^  the  office  of  Governor,  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  having  sucd^cded  to  that  office,  sWll  discharge 
tho  duties  herein  required  of  the  Governor ;  and  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  having  succeeded  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  shall 
become  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council. 
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'  Seo.  7.  The  Qovernor  (or  if  be  bo  necessarily  abeeot,  the  Lieutetiftnt 
GkiTCTtior,)  and'  any  two  of  the  membeni  of  Ooancit  efeoted  by  this. 
Convention,  shall  be  sufficient  to  constituto  a  qubniih  ;  and  tho  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  all  present,  there  being  a  quofuin,  shall  be're- 
"  quired  for  the  ralidity  of  any  action  in  which  the  Oovotnor  and  Coun- 
cil are  required  to  act  conjointly.  If  by  vacaifbies,  the  Council' should 
bo  reduced  to  two  or  only  one,  the  Governor  for  the  time  being,  with 
those  two  or  that  one,  bhall  bo  Suffijicnt  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
places  of  members  chosen  by  this  Convention,  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Convention.  % 

Sec.  8.  The*  Governor  and  Council  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  for  this  purpose  *the  Special  Private  Secretary  of  the 
Governor  shall  bo  their  Secretary  without  additional  pay.  This  record 
shall  especially  show  the  rerfsons  for  every  arrest  made  by  their 
authority  Any  one  of  them  shall  have  the  privilege  of  filing  jind  thusr 
preserving  as  part  of  the  record,  his  dissent  fro!u  their  action  in  any 
matter.  On  the  first  day  of  each  meeting  of  tho  People  in  Convention, 
the  fecord*of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council  had  prior 
thereto,  t^hnW  be  laid  before  such  Convention,  and  the  auid  proocedings 
shall  be  subject  to  revi^w^  and  to  repeal,  or  such  modification '  by  the 
Gon\'ention  ns  to  it  shall  seem  proper. 

Sec.  9.  The  first  meeting  of  tho  Governor  and  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil shall  be  had  within  seven  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present 
sitting  of  this  Convention,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixcd^by  the 
Governor,  o£  which  he  shall  give  notice  to  each  member.  Afterwards 
iheir  meetings  bhall  be. regulated  by  their  own  orders*and  adjourn- 
ments. * 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  an  annual  sal  iry 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable  quitf  terly  out  of  the  Treasury  upon  tho 
draft  or  order  of  the  Governor. 

Sec.  11.  The  President  of  tho  Convention,  if  in  liis  opinion  the 
public  exigencies  shall  re(|uire,  or  if  ho  shall  be  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  any  twenty  members  of  the  Convention,  shall  by  notice  under 
his  hand  duly  published,  assemble  this  Convcntipn^  without  delay,  at  a 
time  and  place  to'be  by  him  fixed,  and  he  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of 
five  members  of  tho  Convention,  a  majority  of  whom,  or  the  survivors 
or  survivor  of  such  majority,  shall,  in  ease  of  the  death,  resignation  or 
disqualification  of  the  President,  have  the  like  authority  and  be  under 
the  like  obligatioa  to  assemble  the  Convention  and  appoint  a  time  an4 
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plaoo  for  its  meetiDg;  bnt  neither  the  President  of  the  CooTention  nor 
aoj  moiubcr  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  tbo'ExccuUTS

Wtj  the  People  of  the  State  of  South  Carolinay  in  Convention  atKm- 

hled,  do  declare  and  ordaxnj  awl  it  it  hereby  declared  and  ordained: 

That  the  "  Ordinance  for  strengthening  the  Executive  Department 

during  the  exigencies  of  the  present  war/'  ratified  in  Convention  on  the 

seventh  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1862,  shall  be  amended  as  follows : 

Seo.  1.  The  term  of  office  of  those  members  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil who  were  chosen  by  this  Convention  shall  expire  on  the  second 
Monday  in  December  next,  and  the  vacancies  thus  oecnrring  may  be 
filled  by  the  General  Assembly,  by  joint  bullet  of  the  two  huuscs,  any 
free  white  adult  male  citizen  being  eligible,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  being  ncecesgary  to  an  elecjion. 

Seo.  2.  The  Governor  shall  oommuuicate  to  the  General  Assembly, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  next  session  thereof,  full  information  conccroiog 
the  transactions  of  the  Council  from  the  first  day  of  the  present  session 
of  this  Convention  until  the  time  of  the  said  cumuiunicacion,  and  also 
of  the  condition  of  every  Department,  and  shall  lay  before  the  Geoeni 
Assembly  the  record  of  all  the  proceeding^of  the  Governor  and  Couocil 
during  the  same  time.  This  communication  shall  especially  inform  the 
General  Assembly  of  every  instance  in  which  any  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  has  been,  or  shaU  have  been,  prior  to  that  time,  modified  or 
suspended  by  the  action  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  the  reasons 
therefor,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  authority  to  review, 
repeal  or  modify  such  proceedings  of  the  iiovernor  and  Council,  or  any 
of  them,  as  to  it  shall  seem  proper. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  by  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  to  modify  the  -constitution  of  the  Executive  Council,  by 
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redaciDg  tho  numW  thereof,  or  restriotlDg  the  powers  oooferred  there- 
upon bj^hor  OrdiDaDco  of  this  CoDVOQtion,  or  wholly  to  abolish  the 
aaid  'Excoutivo  Council. 

Seat  4.  ThiA  CotavcbtioD  shall  cease  and  bo  dissolrcd  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  two  fall  years  from  the  date  of  its  original  organization,  to 
wit,  on  the  17th  day  of  Deeembor  next,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  but  may  in 
the  meantime  be  assembled  npon  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  case  of . 
his  death  or  absence  from  the  State,  or  in  case  pf  his  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Committee  of  five,  appointed  at  tho  last  session  of  this  Conven- 
tioB  for  this  purpose,  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  or  the  snrvivon  or  sur- 
vivor of  such  majority,  and  shall  be  assembled  upon  tho  united  demand

3.  "  An  Ordinance  to  Enable  Citizens  of  the  State,  who  are  en- 
gaged in  military  service,  to  Exercise  the  Right  of  Suffrage."  And  it 
is  hereby  ordained,  that  in  its  action  concerning  this  Ordinance  the 
General  Assembly  shall  have  power j  during  the  time  mentioned  in  the 
siiid  Ordinance,  to  disregard  the  seventeenth  section  of  the  first  Ar-

We,  the  Deputies  of  the  Sovereigo  and  IndependeDt  Sttites  of  South 
Carolind,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  in- 
•voking  the  favor  of  Almighty  God,  do  hereby,  in  behalf  of  these  States, 
ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  Provisional  Government 
of  the  Eamc ;  to  continue  one  year  from  the  inauguration  of  the  Presi- 
dent, or  until  a  permanent  Constitution  or  Confederation  between  the 
said  States  shall  be  put  in  operation,  whichsoever  shall  first  occur. 

ARTICLE  I.  '  • 

SECTION   it 

All  legislative  powers  herein  delegated  shall  be  vested  in  this  Con- 
gress now  assembled,  until  otherwise  ordained. 

eicTiON  II. 
When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  State,  the 
same  shall  bo  filled  in  such  manner  as  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
State  shall  direct. 

SECTION  III.  • 

1.  The  Congress  shall.be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and 
qualifications  of  its  members;  any  number  of  Deputies  from  a  majority 
of  the  States  being  present,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;' 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  author-

The  members  of  Congress  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out -of  the  treasury  of  the 
Confederacy.  They  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach 
of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the 
session  of  the  Congress,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same; 
«nd  for.  any  speech  or  dc.bate,  they  shall  not-  be  questiuucd  in  any 
other  place. 

SECTION   V. 

1.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Cpngress,  sbaU,  before  it 
become  a  law,  be. presented  to  the  President  of  the  Coofedenicy;  if

7.  Congress  shall  appropriate  no  money  from  the  treasury  unless  it 
be  asked  for  by  the  President  or  some  one  of  the  h^nda  of  Depart- 
mcntSj  except  for  the  purpose  of  paying  its  own  e:^penscs  and  coolin- 
gencics. 

8.  No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  Confederacy ;  and  no 
,  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  it,  shall,  without  the 

consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  emolument,  office,  or 
title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  State. 

9.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or^abridging  the  freedom  of 
speech  or  of  the  press  ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assem- 
ble, and  to  petition  ti;e  Government  for  a  redress  of  such  grievances  w 
the  delegated  powers  of  this  Government  may  warrant  it  to  consider 
and  redress.  ^

10.  A  well  regulated  militia  being ,  Dooessary  to 'the  security  of  a 
frte  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be 
infriliged. 

'  11.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  oC  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house, 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner ;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  man-  ' 
ner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

12.  The  ri<rht  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall 
not  be  violated ;  and  no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particuldrly  describing  the-  place 
to  l>e  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  t6  be  seized 

13.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capitoil  or  otherwise  in. 
fiimous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury^ 
except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia, 
when. in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  nor  shall  any 
person  be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of 

^  life  or  limb;  nor 'shall  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal  case,  to  be  a  wit* 
ness  against  himself  j  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  pr  property,  with- 
out due  process  of  law ;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public 
use,  without  just  compensation. 

.  14.  In  all  criminal  pvo^ecutions,  the  accused  shaU  enjoy  the  right  to 
a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district 
wherein  the  crime  shall  haVe  been  committed,  which  district  shall  hate 
been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature 
and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with-  the  witnesses 
against  him  ;  to  have  compulsory  process  fur  obtaining,  witnesses  in  his 
favor;  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

•  15.  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall 
exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trialby  jury  shall  be  preserved; 
and  no  fact,  tried  by  a  jury,  shall  be  otherwise  reexamined  in   any  ' 
Court  of  the  Confederacy  than  according  to  the  rules  of,  the  oommou 
law. 

16.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  and  unuSual  puqishments  inflicted. 

17.  The  enumeration,  in  the  Constifution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

18.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  Confederacy  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  re-  • 
spectively,  or  to  the  people. 

19.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Confederacy  shlRl  not  be  construed  to 
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"exteod  to  any  salt  Id  law  or  equity,  commeDced  or  prosecated  agaitii 
one  of  the  States  of.  the  GoDfederacy,  by  citixeas  of  another  State,  or 
by  citixeas  or  sabjects  of  any  foreign  State. 

SECTio&'vni. 

1.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  oonfeden- 
tion  ;  .grant  letters  of  marqne  and  reprisal ;  coin  money ;  emit  bilk  of 
credit ;  male  any  thing  but  gold  and  silver  coin  a  tender  Id  payment 
of  debts ;  fMSS  any  bill  of  attainder,  tx^^i  facto  law,  or  law  impairing 
the  obligation  of  contracts ;  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

2.  No  State  shall,  without 'the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  im- 
posts or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  e'zcept  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessaiy  for  executing  its  inspection  laws ;  and  the  net  produce  tl . 
all^duties  and  impost%  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or  exports,  shall 
be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the  Confederacy,  and  all  such  laws 
shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  coptrol  of  the  Congress.  No  State 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  .Congfess,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  enter 
into  any  agreement  or  compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign 
power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent 
danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  II. 

SECTION    I.  . 

1.  The  Executive  power  shall  be  vestcd'in  a  President  of  the  Con- 
federate fc?tates  of  America.  He,  together  with  the  Vice  Presideut, 
shall  hold* his  office  for  one  year,  or  until  this  Provisional  Government 
shall  be  superseded  by  a  Permanent  Government,  whichsoever  shall 
first  occur. 

2.  The  Presidegt  and  Vice  Presideqt  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by 
the  States  represented  in  this  Congress,  each  State  castirig  one  vote, 
and  a  majority  of  the  whole  being  requisite  to  elect. 

3.  No  person  except.a  natural  boru  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  one  of  the 
States  of  this  Confederacy  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this.  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  e]i<;ible  to  the  office  of  President ;  neither  shall  any  per- 
son be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of 
thirty-five  years  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  of  one  of  the  States 

•  of  this  Confederacy. 

4.  In  case  of  tlie  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his 
death,  resignation,  or^oabilityto  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
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^d  office  (which  inahiKtj  shall  be  determiDed  bj  a  vote  of  two-thirds 

of  the  Congress),  the  tame  shall  devolve  en  the  Vice  Prudent;  and  the 
Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resignation 
or  inability,  both  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what 
officer  shall  then  act  as  President ;  and  such  officer,  shall  act  accord- 
ingly until  the  disability  be  removed^  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

5.  The  President  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  his  services,  dnring 
the.  j^riod  of  tl^e  Provisional  Government,' a  compensation  at  the  rate 
of  twenty-five  thoosand  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  he  shall  not  receive, 
daring  that  period,  any  other  emplifment  from  this  Confederacy,  or  any 
of  the  States  thereof.        •      ' 

6.  Before  he  enter  oiuthe  executioq.of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the 
following  oath  or  affiritiatioii :       ^ 

''I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the 
office  of  President  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  and  will,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability^  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  *the  Constitution 
thereof;" 

SECTION  II.       • 

1.  The  President  shall  be  Compander  in-Chief  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  of  the  Confederacy,  and  of  the  MilitiK  of  the  several  States,  when 
called  into  the  actual  service  o$  the  Donfederacy ;  he  may  require  the 
opinion  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  bach  of  the  Executive' 
DepartQients,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices ;  and  he  shall  havd  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  of- 
fences against  the  Confederacy,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

2.  He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent. of  the 
Congress,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Congress  concur: 
and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Congress,  shall  appoint  ambassadors^  6ther  public  ministers  and  consuls. 
Judges  of  the  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  Confederacy  whose 
appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be 
established  by  law.     But  the  Congress  may,  byiaw,  vest  the  appoint- 

/  jnent  of  such  inferior  officers  as  they  think  proper  in  the  President 
alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

8.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Congress,  by  granting  commissions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session,

1.  He  sball,  from  time  to  time,  giye  to  tbe  Congress  iDf^smnation  of 
the  state  of  the  •  CoDfederacj^  and  recommeD'd  to  their  conaideration 
such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  nece^ar^  aud  expedient;  he  maj,  on 
extraordiqary  occasioDS,  couvene  the  Congress  at  such  time  ma  he  shall 
think  proper ;  he  shall  receive  a^pib&ssadors  and  other  public  ministen; 
he  ilhall  take  care  that  the  laivs  be  faithfully  executed;  and  shall  com- 
mission  all  the  officers  of  the  Confederacy. 

•   2.  The  President,  Yic6  President,  apd  all  civil  officers  of  the  Con- 
federacy shall  be  removed  from  office  on  conviction  by  the  Congress  of 
treason,  bribery  or  other  high  crimes  and  "misdemeanors :  a  vote  of. 
two-thirds  shall  be  necessary  for  such  conviction. 

ARTICLE    III. 

0  SECTION   I. 

1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Confederacy  shall  be> vested  in  ^ne 
Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferfor  Courts  as  are  herein  direated,  or 
as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 

2.  Each  State  shall  constitute  i^  district,  in  which  there  shall  be  a 
court  failed  a  District  Court,  which,  until  otherwise  -provided  by  the 
Congress,  shall  have  tbe  jurisdiction  vested  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  as  far  as  applicatle,  in  both  the  District  and  Circuit  Courts  of  the 
United  States  for  that  State;  the  Judge  whereof  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Congress, 
and  shall,  until  otherwise  provided-by  the  Congress,  exercise  the  power 
and  authority  vested  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  the  Judges  of 
the  District  and  Circuit  Courts  of  the  United  States,  for  that  State,  and 
ahall  appoint  th«  times' and  places  at  which  the  Courts  shall  be  held. 
Appeals  may  be  taken  directly  from  the  District  Courts  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  under  similar  regulations  to  those  which  afe  provided  in  cases 
of  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  or  under  such 
other  regulations  aA  may  be  provided  by  the  Congress.  The  commis- 
sions of  all  the  judges  shall  expire  with  this  Provisional  Governments ' 

8.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  constituted  of  all  the  District  Judges, 
a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  shall  sit  at  such  times  and 
places  as  the  Congress  shall  appoint. 

4.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  make  laws  for  the  transfer  of 
any  causes  which  were  pending  in  the  Courts  of  the  United  Stftes,  to 
the  Courts  of  the  Confedeiacy,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  orders. 
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dedrees  aod  jadgmeDto  heretofore  teodered  by  the  said  Courts  of  the 
Uiiited  States ;  and  also  all  laws  which  may  be  requisite  to  protect  the 
parties  to  all  suoh  suits,  prd^rs,  judgmeuts  or  decrees,  their  heirs,  per- 
flboal  represeotatives  or  assignees. 

SECTION    n.  • 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  td  all  oas^  of  law  and  equity, 
arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  laws*of  the  United  States,  apd  of 
i&is  Confederacy,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  sha|l  be  made,  under  its 
authority ;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  oilier,  public  luiuisteni 
and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  juri^dietioo ;  to 
controversies  to  which  the  Confedei^cy  shall  be  a  party ;  controversies 
between  two  or  more  States ;  between  citisens  of  different  States ;  be- 
tweep  citisens  of  the  ^me  "^tate  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  differ- 
ent States.  ^ 

2.  In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  con- 
suls, and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme  Court 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  othe§  cases  before  men- 
tioned, the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Coogriss  shall  make. 

3.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except' in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be 
by  juTy,  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  tn  the  State  where  the  said  crimes 
shall  have  been  committed;  but  when,  not  committed  witbiff  ally 
State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  pl^es  as  the  Congress  may  by 
law  have  directed.  ^  .         ,         * 

SECTION   III. 

1.  Treason  against  this  Confederacy  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort*. 
No  person  shdi  be  convicted^  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two 
witnesiies'to  the  same  overt  act,,  or  on  confession  in  open  Court. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  trea- 
son; but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or 
forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of  thc^  person  attainted^  ' 

•  ARTICLE    IV. 

flECTION  I.        "    .  .  * 

1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each*  State  to  the  public 
acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  State.     And  the^ 
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.  CoDgress  may,  by  general  laWs,  prescribe  tbe  manner  in  which  foek 
acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  Ae  effect  of  inch 
proof.  .  ' 

SECTION.  ly. 
*  1.  The  citizens  of  each  State  6hall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  and 
immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States. 

2. ,  A  person  chai^ged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony  or  other  crime, 

who  shall  flee  from  jostice,  and  be  found  in  another  State,  shall,  oa 

,  demand  of  the  ezeciftive  authority  of  the  State  from  which  be  fled,  be 

delivered  up,  to  Idc  removed  to  the  State  having  jnrisdictioa  of  the 

crime.  *         ' 

8.  A  slave  in  one  State,  escaping  to  another,  shall  be  delivered  up 
on-  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  said  slave  may  belong,  ^y  the  executive 
authority  of  the  State  in  .which  such  slave  shall  be  foood }  and  in  case 
of  any  abduction  or  forcible  rescue,  full  compensation,  including  the 
'  value  of  the  slave  and  all  costs  and  expenses,  shall  be  made  to  the  party 
by  the  State  in  whi^h  such  abduction  or  rescue  shall  take  place. 

SECTION    III. 

1.  The  Confederacy  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  ynion  a 
ref^ublican  form  of  Governmeut,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against 
invasion ;  and,  on  application  of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Executive 
(when  the  Legislature  cannot  be  convened),  against  domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V.  • 

1.  The  Congress,  by  a  vote  of  two- thirds,  nfay,  at  any  time,  alter  or 
amend  this  Constitution.  <  ' 

ar/icle  VI. 

1.  This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  (he  Confederacy  which  shall 
be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  aU  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be 
made,  under  the  authority  of  the  Confederacy,  shall  be  the  supreme 

;-lawof  the  land;  and  the  judges  in  every  State  shall  be, bound  thereby, 
anything  in  the  Constitution  ^r  laws  of  any  'State  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

2.  The  Government  hereby  instituted  shall  take  immediate  stepsTor 
the  settlement  of  all  matters  between  the  States  fqrmiog  it,  and  their 
other  late  confederates  of  the*  United  States  in  relation  to  the  public 
property  and  public  debt  at  the  time  of  their  withdrawal  from  them ; 
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^  these  States  hereby  declariDg  it  to  be  tbeir  wish  and  earnest  desire  to 
adjust  everything  pertaining  to  the  common  property,  oommon  liability 
and  common  obligations  of  that  Union,  npon  the  principles  of  right, 
justice,  equity  and  good  faith.  . 

3.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Congress,  the  City  of  Mont- 
gomery, in  the  State  of  Alabaroa/shall  be  the  seat  of  Oovernment. 
•  4.  'The  members  of  the  Congress  and  all  executive  and  judicial 
oQcers  pf  the  Confederacy  shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation  to  sup- 
port this  Constitution;  but  po  religious  test  shall  be  required  a&*a 
quali6cation  to  any  office  or  public  trust  under  this  Confederacy. 
^5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  admit  other  States.     *

CONSTITUTION 

Of  THl 

CONFEDERATE  STATES'  OF  AMERICA. 


We,  the  people  of  the  CoDfederate  States,  each  State  acting  id  its  . 
lovereigD  and  independent  character,  in  prJer  to  form- a  permanent  » 
federal    Government,  establish  jostioe,  insure  domestic    tranquillity, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity-^in* 
▼oking  the  favor  and  *  guidance  of  Almighty  God — do  ordain  and  es- 
tablish this  Cbnstitution  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I.  • 

•  SECTION   I.  , 

1.  All  le<;islative  powers  herein  delegated  shall  be  vested  in  a  Con- 
gress of  the  Confederate  States,  which  shall  considt  of  a  Senate  and 
House  of  Kepresentatives^  • 

SKOTION  II. 

1.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  Members 
chosen  every  second  year  by  ^he  people  of  the  several  States;  and  the 
electors  in  each  State  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Confederate  States,  and 
have  the  qualifications  requisite  for  eldctors  of  the  most  numerous 
branch  .of  the  ^tate  Legislature  ;  but  no  person  of  foreign  birth,  not  a. 
citizen  of  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote. for  any 
officer,  civil  or  political,  State  or  federal. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  a  Represent|itive  who  shall  not  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-fire  years,  and  be  a  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States, 
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aod  w&o*  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  ia 
which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

8.  Representatives  at^d  direot  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  which  may  be  incloded  within  this  Confederacy,  accord- 
ing to  their  respective  numbers — which  shall  he  determined  bj 
adding  to  the  whole  namber  of  free  persons,  including  tlioee  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three- 
fifths  of  all  slaves.  The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three 
years  after  the  -first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States, 
and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  tpn  years,  in  stfoh  manner  as  they 
shall,  by  law,  direot.  Tho  number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed 
«n'e  for  every  fifty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have;  at  least,  one 
Representative ;  ancl  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  six,  the  State  of  Georgia 
ten,  the' State  of  Alabama  nine,  the  State  of  Florida  two,  the  State  of 
Kississippi  seven,  the  State* of  Louisiana  six,  and  the.  State  of  Texas 
six. 

^  4.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  Stat€^  the 
Executive  authority  thereof  shall*  issue,  writs  of  election  to  iUl  such 
yacancies. 

-  5.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker  and 
.  other  officers,  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment :  except 
that  any  judicial  or  other  federal  officer,  resident  and  acting  solely 
within  the  limits  of  any  State,  may  be  impeached  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both,  branches  of  the  Legislature  thereof 

SECTION   III. 

1.  The  Senate  of  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
Senatore  from  each  State,  chosen  for  six  years  by  the  LegisUture 
tl^reof,  at  the  regular  session  next  immediately  precediug  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  of  service ;-  und  each  Senator  shall  have  one 
vote. 
^  2.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled,  in  consequence  of  the 
'  first  election,  they  shall  bo  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three 
classes.  The  seats  uf  the  Senatovs  of  the  firat  class  shall  be^vacated  at 
the  expiration  of  the  secund' year;  of  the  second  class  at  the  .expira- 
tion of  the  fourth  year ;  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
sixth  year.;  so  that  one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if 
vacancies  happen  by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Legislature  of  any  State^  the  £xecutiv|  thereof  may  make  temporary 
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appoiotmeDts  until  the  next  mcetiDg  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall 
then  fill  such  vacancies. 

3*  Novperson  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age 
of  thirty  years,  and  be  a  citizen  of  %h&  Confederate  States ;  and  who 
shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State  for  which  he 
shall  be  chosen.  /    ■ 

4.  The  Vice  President  of  the  Codfederate  States  shall  be  President 
of  th^  Senate ;  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  Uiey  be  equally  divide^. 

5.  Ihe  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers ;  and  also  a  President 
pro  tempore  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall 
exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the  Confederate  States. 

6.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  #ath  or  affirmation. 
When  the  President;  of  the  Confederate 'States  is 'tried,  the  Chief 
Justice  shall  preside ;  and  no  person  ahall  Ibe  convicted  without  the 
concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  the  Members  present. 

7.  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than* 
to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office 
of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  Confederate  States ;  but  the   party 
convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial, 
judgment  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

'  SECTION  IV. 

1.  The  times,  places  and  manner  pf  holding  elections  for  Senators 
and  liCf  resentatives  shall  be  pri^cnbed  in  each  State  by  the  Legisla- 
ture thereof,  subject  to  the  provibioua  of  this  Constitu>ion ;  bat  the . 
Congress  may,  at  any  time,  by  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  ex- 
cept as  to  the  limes  and  places  of  choosing  Senators. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year;  and 
such  meetiDg  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they 
^hall,  by  law,  appoint  a  'different  day.  ' 

SECTION   V. 

).  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qual- 
ifications of  its  own  Members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel,  the  attendance  of  absent 
Members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  each  House* 
may  provide. 

2.  Each  House  may  determine' the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish 
105 
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its  Members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  oonoarren^  of 
two-tbirSs  of  the  whole  namber,  erpel  a  Member. 

8.  *Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  t^  time  publish  the  ^ame,  ^zccptiog  such  parts  sa  maj  io  their 
judgment  require  secrecy ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  Members  of 
either  House,  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those 
present,  be  entered  on  the  journal.* 

4.  Neither  House,  during  the  session  of.  Congress,  shall,  without Jtbe 
'  consent  of  the  otlfer,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

BEC1I0N   VI. 

1.  The  Senators  0nd  Representatives  shall  receive  a  compensation 
for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  'the  Confederate  States.     Th<*y  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  . 
felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their 
%ttendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to 

and  returning  from  the  same  ]  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either 
House  they  ishall  not  Be  questioned  in  any  other  place.   •* 

2.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time,  for  which 
he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of 
the  Confederate  States,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or.  the  erooln* 
mentSftWbereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time;  and  no 
person  holding  any  office  under  the  Confederate  Stares  shall  be  a  Mem- 

.  her  9f  jeither  House  during  bis  continuance  in  office.     But  Cbngress 
«may,  by  law,  grant  to  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  Executive 
^  Departments  a  seat  upon  the  floor  of  either  House,  with  the  privilege 
of  discussing  any  measure  appertaining  to  his  department. 

SECTION   Vil. 

1.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of 
Representatives ;  hut  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amend- 
ments as  on  other  bills.  ^ 

2.  Every  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  shall,  before  it 
becomes  a  law,  be  .presented  to  the  President  of  the  Confederate 
States;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it, 
with  his  objections,  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have,  originated, 
who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to 
reconsider  it.     If^  after  such  reconsideration,  two<thirds  of  that  House 
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shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objeotipps, 
to  the  other  Hopse,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if 
approved  by  twq-thifds  of  tlAt  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  £^,  in 
all  saoh  cases,  the  votes  of  both  "Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas 
and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  .and  against  the  bill 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House  respfotively.  If  any  bill 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted) after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a 
law,  in  like^manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress,  by  their 
adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  iij  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 
The  President  may  approve  any  appro)>riation  and  disapprove  any  other 
appropriation  in  the  same  bill.  In  such  case  he  shall,  in  signing  the 
bill,  designate  the  appropriations' disapproved;  and  shall  return  a  copy 
of  such  appropriations,  with  hid  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  the 
bill'slfhll  have  originated;  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  then  be  had 
as  in  case  of  other  bills  disapproved  by  the  President. 

3.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  t)f  both 
Houses  may  bo  neeessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment), 
shall  bo  presented  to  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States;  and 
before  the  .same  shall  take  effeo^,  shall  be  approved  by  him;  or  being 
disapproved  by  hinl,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  both  Houses, 
according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  bill. 

.     ,      SECTION    VIII.  •  - 

The  Congress  shall  have  power — 

1.  To  lay  and  Collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  for  revenue 
necessaiy  to  pny  the  debts,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  and  to 
carry  on  the  Government  of  the  Cen federate  States;  but  no  bounties 
shall  be  granted  from  the  treasury;  nor  shall  any  duties  or  taxes  on  im- 
portiitions  from  foreign  nations  bo  laid  to  prombte  or  faster  any  branch 
of  industry;  and  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform 
throughout  the  Confederate  States : 

2.  To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  thp  Confederate  States: 

8.  To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several 
States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes;  but  neither  this,  nor  any  other 
clause  contained  in  the  Constitution,  shall  ever  bo  construed  to  dele- 
gate the  power  to  Congress  to  appropriate  money  for  any  internal  im- 
provement intended  to  facilitate  commerce,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  lights,  beacons  and  buoys,  and  other  aids  to  navigation  upon 
the  ooasts,  and  the  improvement  of  harbors^  and  the  removing  of  ob- 
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Btructions  in  river  navigatioD,  in  all. which  cases,  snoh  duties «KaIl  be 
laid,  on  the  navigation  facilitated  thereby,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the^osts  an^  Expenses  thereof :       .        ^         '  , 

*4.  To  establish  UDiform  laws  of  naturalization,  and  nniform  laws  on 
the  subjeot  of  banli^ruptcies,  throughout  the  Confederated  States;  bpt 
no  law  of  Congress  %hall  discharge  any  debt  contracted  before  the  pas- 
sage of  the  same :. 

5.  To  coin  money,  regulati  the  value  thereof  and  of  forttgn  coin, 
and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures : 

6.  To  provide  for  the  punishment,  of  counterfeiting  the  securities 
and  current  coin  of  the  Confederate  States  : 

J,  To  establish  post  office^  and  post  routes ;  but  the  expenses  of  the 
Post  Office  Department,  after  the  first  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  shall  be  paid  out  of  its  own 
revenues: 

8.  To  promote  the  progress  oi  science  and  useful  arts^  by  securing, 
for  limited  times,  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exelusive  right  to  their 
respective  writings  and  discoveries :      -  '      •        * 

9.  To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court : 

10.  To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the 
high  seas,  and  offences  against  the-  law  of  nations : 

11.  To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make 
rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water:. 

12.  To  raise  and  support  armies ;  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to 
that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years  : 

13.  To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy: 

14.  To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 'land 
and  naval  forces : 

15.  To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  la#s  of 
the  Confedetate  States,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions : 

16.  To  provide  fur  organizing,  urming  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  eniploycM  in  the  service 
of  the  Confederate  States;  reserving  to  the  States,  respectively,  the 
appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia 
according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

17.  To  exercise  exclusive  legislation,  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over 
such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by  cession  of 
one  or  more  States  and'  the  acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  seat  of 
the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States;  and  to  exercise  like 
authority  ovei^  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  Legislature 
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of  tHe  State  in  which  tbe  same  shall  be, /or  the  erection  of  forts, 
magaiiDea,  arsenals,  dockyards,  and  other  need fnl  buildings  :  and 

18.  Td  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carry, 
ing  into  execution  the  foregoing  pq^ifers,  and  all  other -powers  vested  by 
this  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  in 
any  depajtment  or  officer  thereof  ^ 

SECTION  PX.  . 

1.  The  importation  of  negroes  of  the  African  race,  from  any  foreign 
country,  other  than  the  slaveholding  States  or  Territories  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  is  hereby  forbidden ;  and  Congress  Us  required  to 
pass  such  laws  as  shall  effectually  prevent  the  san^. 

2.  Congress  shall  also  have  power  to  prohibit  the  introduction  of 
slaves  from  any  State  not  a  member  of,  or  Territory  not  bclongiog  to, 
this  Confederacy. 

3.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  oi  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  when  in  oases  of  rebellion  orjnv.asion  the  public  safety  may 
require  it.  ' 

4.  No  bill  of  attflioder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  denying  or  impair- 
ing the  right  of  property  in  negro  slaves,  shall  be  passed. 

5.  No  capitation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  proportion 
to  the  censps  or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

6<  No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  State, 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Houses. 

7.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  rc^latioi^  of  commerce  or 
revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another. 

8:  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  consequence 
of  appropriations  made  by  law ;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  nfoney  shall  be  published  from 
time  to  time.        ^     ' 

9.  Congress  shall  appropriate  no  money  from  the  Treasury  except  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Houses,  ^keu  by  yeas  aqd  nays,  uoless  it 
be  asked  and  estimated  for  by  some  one  of  the  heads  of  department, 
and  submitted  to  Congress  by  the  President;  or  for  the  purpose  bf  pay- 
ing its  own  expenses  and  coDtingencies-;  or  for  the  payment' of* claims' 
against  the  Con  federate  States,  the  justice  of  which  shall  have  been 
judicially  declared  by  a  tribunal  fur  the  investigation  of  claims  against 
tbe  Government,  which  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  Congress  to  es- 
tablish. 

10.  All  bills  appropriating  money  shall  specify,  in  federal  currenoy, 
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the  exact  amount  of  each^appropriatioo,  and  the  purposes  for  which  H 
is  made  ;  and  Congress  shall  grant  no  extra  compensation  to  any  pub- 
lic contractor,  officer,  agent,  or  servant,  after  suol^eon  tract  shall  have 
been  made  or  such  service  rendered. 

11.  No  title  of  uobilitj  shall  be  granted  by  the  Confederate  States; 
and  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  emolument, 
office  or  title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign 
State. 

12.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  re- 
ligion, or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom 
of  speecli,  or  of  the  press ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to 
assemble  and  petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

13. .  A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free 
.  State,  tho  right  of  the  people''  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be  io« 
fringed. 

14.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  the  consent  of  .the  owner;  nor  iu  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner 
to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

15.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  honsni, 
papers  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not 
be  violated ;  and  no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probabla  cause,  sup- 
ported by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the  place  to 
bo  searched  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

16.  No  person  ^hall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise  in- 
fanuous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury, 
except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia, 
when  iu  actual  service,  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger ;  nor  shall  any 
person  be  subject,  for  the  same  offence,  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of 
life  or  limb ;  nor  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal  cas^  to  be  a  witness 
against  himself;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  witboot 
due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  prlyate  property  be  taken  for  public  use, 
without  just  compensation. 

17.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  cfnjoy  the  right  to 
a  speedy  and  puWic  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  District 

*   wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed,  which  District  shall  have 

been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  an<i  ^o  be  informed  of  the  nature 

.  !  and   cause  of  the  accusation;   to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses 

against  him ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  Ids 

favor ;  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 
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18.  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  valne  in  oontroyersj  shall 

exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  dj  jury  shall  be  preserved; 

.and  no  fiict  so  tried  bj  a  jury  sliall  be  otherwise  reexamined  in  any. 

oourt  of  Ihe  Confederacy  than  accoVding  to  the  rujes  of  the  common 

law. 

19«  Excessive  bail  -shall  not  bo  require4«  nor  excessive  fines  imposed, 
nor  cruel  «nd  unusual  punishments  indicted. 

20.  Every  law  or  lesolution'tiaving  the  force  of  law,  shall  relate  to 
but  one  subjcct|  and  that  shall  bo  expressed  in.  the  title. 

SECTION  X.  . 

I.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  confederation; 
grant  letters  of  marque  and  Veprisal;  coin  money;  make  anything  but 
gold  and  silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts ;  pass  any  bill  of  at- 
tainder, or  esQ  pott  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  Con- 
tracts ;  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

•2.  No.  Stajbe  shall,  without  the  consent  of  tho  Congress,  lay  *any 
imposts  or  duties  en  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  executing  its  inspectbn  ^aws ;  and  the  ne£  produce.of  all 
duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or  exports,  sh^ll  b^*for 
the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Confederate'  States )  and  all  such  laws 
shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  control  of  Congress. 

d.  No  Stare  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  on 
tonnage,  except  on  sea-goinjjc  vessls,  for  the  improvement  of  its  rivers 
and  harbors  navigated  by  the  said  vessels;  but  such  duties  shall  not 
conflict  with  any  treaties  of  the  Confederate  States  with  foieign 
nations;  and  any  surplus  revenue,  thus  derived,  shall,  after  making 
such  improvement,  be  paid  into  tho  common  treasury;  nor  shall  any 
State  keep  troops  or  ships-of-war  in  time  of  peaqe,  enter  into  any* 
agreement  or  cbmpact  with  anothef  State,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or 
engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invadedy  oir  in  such  imminent  danger  as 
will  not  admit  of 'delay.  Bi|t  when  any  river  divides  or  flows  through 
-  two  or  more  States,  they  may^enter  into  compacts  with  each  other  to 
improve  the  navigation  Ihereof.

ARTICLE  11. 

SECTION   I. 

1.  The  executive  pow^  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of  the  Con- 
federate States  of  Americi^.     He  and  the  Vice  President  shall  hold 
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their  offices  for  the  term  of  six  years ;  but  the  Presideofe  shall  not  be 
reSligible.  The  President*  and  Vice  Pxesident  shall  be  elected  as 
follows: 

2.  Each  State  spall  appoint,  in  inch  manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof 
may  direct,  a  nnmber  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators 
and  Kepresentatiyes  to  whi<^  the  State  may  be  entitled  in  the  Con- 
gress; but  no  Senator  or  Representative,  or  person,  holding  an  office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  the  Confederated tates,  shall  be  appointed  an 
elector. 

d.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  Stales  and  vote  by  bal- 
lot for  President  and  Vice  President,  one  of  whom,  at  feast,  shall  not 
bean  inhabitant  pf  the  same  State  with  themselves;  they  shall  name  in 
their  ballots  the  peison  voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots 
the  person  voted  for  as  Vice  I^resident,  and  they  shall  make  distinct 
listif  of  ^ll  perHons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  Vice  Presidcot^  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  list 
they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit^  sealed,  to  the  ^cat  of  the 
Government  of  the  Confederate  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the 
Senate...  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presencfie  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the 
votes  shall  then  be  courted ;  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of 
votes- for  President  shall  be  the  Pret^ideot,  if  such  number  be  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  no sucn person  have 
such  majority,  thtio,  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not 
exceeding  three,  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House, 
of  K(Jpresentativefi  shall  chos3  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President. 
But  in  .choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the 
representation  from  each  State  having  one  vote;  a  quDriim  for  this  pur- 
pose shall  consist  of  a  rat^mber  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the 
States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  Stages  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  Presideot, 
whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth 
day  of  March  next  following,  then  thc^Vice  President  shall  act  as  * 
'President,  as  in  case*  of  the  death,  or  other  constitutional  disability 
of  the  President. 

4.  The  person  Having  the  greatest  number  of  .votes  as  Vice  Presi- 
dent shall  be  the  Vice  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed  ;  and,  if  no  person  have  a  majority, 
then,  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  theji^t,  the  Senate  shall  choose 
the  Vice  President;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consult  of  two- 
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tbircb  of  tho  whole  igimber  of  Seoaton,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  ^ 
Dumber  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

•  5    But  no  person  coostitntionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  President 
shall  be  e]i<^ible  to  that  of  Vice  President  of  the  Confederate  States. 

6.  The  Opngress  may  determine  the  time  of  cHoosing  the  electors, 
ftnd  the  day  on  which  they  sha]!  give  th^ir  votes;  which  day  shall  be 
the  same  thronghoat  the  Confederate  States. 

7.  No  person,  except  a  natural  born  citizen  of  the  Confederate  States, 
or  a  citixon  thereof,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  or 
a  citizen,  thereof  born  in  the  United  States  prior  to  the  20th  of  Decem- 
ber, I860,'8hall  be  eligible  to  tho  office  of  President;  neither  shall  any 
person  be 'eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of 
•thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  tho  limits 
of  th^  Confederate  States  as  they  may  exist  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

8.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  •  President  from  office,  or  of  his 
death,  resignation,  or  ioability  tO  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  ^ 
the  said  office,  the  same  sball  devolve  on  the  Vice  President ;  and  the 
Congress  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  inability  both'of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  ' 
what  officer  shall  then  act  as  Presddent,  and  such  officer  shall  act  ac- 
cordingly until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be 
elected. 

.  9.  The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a 
compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  daring 
the' period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected;  and  he  shall  not  re- 
ceive within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from  .the  Confederate 
States,  or  of  any  of  them. 

10.  Before  Uc  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the, 
following  oath  br  affirmation  : 

''I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faith/ully  execute  the 
office  of  President  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of 
my  ability,  prescive,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  thereof." 

SECTION  u. 

1.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in-Chief  of  the  army  and  navy 
of  the  Confederate  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  . 
when  callci  into  tho  actual  service  of  the  Confederate  States;  he  may 
require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of.  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the 
Executive  Departments,  and  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices;  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and 
lOtt 
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pairdons  for  o£fenceB  against  the  Confederate  Stat^  except'  in  cases  o! 
impeachment. 

2.  He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senaton  present 
ooncnr;  and  he  shall  nominate,  ai^d  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers 
*and  consuls,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
Confederate  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  hercio  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law ;  but  the  Congress 
may,  by  law,  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers  as  they 
-think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the 
heads  of  Departments.        '         « 

8.  The  princij)al  officer  in  each  of  the  Executive  Departments,  and 
all  persons  connected  with  the  diplomatic  service,  may  be  removed 
.  from  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  President.  All  other  civil  officers 
of  the  Executive  Department  may  Be  removed  at  any  time  by  the 
President,  or  other  appointing  power,  when  their  services  are  un- 
necessary, or  for  dishonesty,  incapacity,  inefficiency,  misconduct,  or 
'  neglect  of  duty ;  and  when  90  removed,  the  removal  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Senate,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor. 

4.  The  President  shall  Ifave  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  commLssions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  ne^t  session ;  but  no  person  re- 
jected by  the  Senate  shall  be  re-appointed  to  the  same  office  during 
their  ensuing  recess. 

SECTION  ni.  , 

l.'Tho  President  shall,  from  tiiye  to  time,  give  to  the  Con2rress  in- 
formation of  tho  State  of  the  Confederacy,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  cxpedicut; 
he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasionsf  convene  both  Houses,  or  either  of 
them;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the 
time  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  a  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers ; 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  com- 
mission all  the  officers  of  the  Confederate  States. 

SECTION   IV. 

1.  The  President,  Vice  President,,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and 
conviction  of,  treason,  bribery  or  other  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 
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»AETICLE    IIL 

SECTION  I. 

'  1.^  The  judicial  powerrf>f  tho  CoDfederate  States  shall  be  vested  id 
one  Supreme  Court,  an^  in-such  tofeiior  Courts  as  the  Congress  may 
from  time  to  time  ordain  and  ^tablish.  The  Judges,  both  of  the 
Supreme  and  Inferior  Courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good 
behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  a  oompen- 
sation^  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

SEOTION    n. 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  arising  under  this 
Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  .Confederate  States,  and  treaties' made  or 

'  which  shall  be  made  under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  am- 
bassadors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls ;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  to  controversies  to  which  tho  .Confederate' 
States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  between  two  or  more  States; 
between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another  State  where  the  State  is  plain- 
tiff; between  citizens  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  States, 
and  between  a  state  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizen^ 
or  Subjects;  but  no  State  shall  be  sued  by  a  citizen  or  subject  of  any 
foreign  State. 

2.  In  all  ^ases  affecting  anfbassadors,  other  pubHo  ministers  and 
consuls,  and  those  in  whieh  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supremo 
Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other  cases  before 
mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both 
as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  iiegulations, 
asithe  Congress  shall  make. 

8.  The  trial  of  all  crrmes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be 

by  jury,  and  su6h  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  aStBi  crimes 

*  shall   have  been   committed;  but  when   not   committed  within   any 

State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by 

law  have'  directed. 

SECTION  in. 

1.  Treason  against  the  Confederate  States  shall  consist  only  in  levy- 
ing war  against  them,  or  in  adhtring  to  their  enemieS|  giving  them  aid 
aoTl  comfort.  No  person  shal]  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act/or  on  confession  in 
open  Court. 

2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  trea- 
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80D,  bat  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  cormption  of  blood,  or  for* 
feiture,  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

ARTICLE  IV.   ■  • 

8£0TI0«   I. 

1.  Fnll  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to  the  public 
Acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  State;  and  the 
Congress  maj,  by  general  laws,  prescribe  th^  manner  in  which  such 
Acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be'  proved,  and  the  effect  thereol 

i 

SECTION  n. 

1.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States,  and  shall  have  the 
right  of  transit  and  sojourn  in  any  State  of  thb  Confederacy,  with 
their  slaves  and  other  property ;  and  the  right  of  property  in  ^d 
slaves  shall  not  be  thereby  impaired. 

2.  A  person  charged  id  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other 
crime  against  tha  laws  of  such  Slate,  who  shall  flee  firom  justioe,  and 
be  found  in  another  State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Executive  author- 
ity  of  the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to 
the  State  having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime.  • 

3.  No  slave,  or  other  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  any  State  or 
.Teftitory  of  the  Confederate  States,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping  or 

lawfully  carried  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regu- 
lation therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor ;  but  shall  be 
delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  ta  whom  such  ^slave  belongs,  or  to 
whom  such  service  or  labor  may  be  due.' 

SECTION  in. 

1.  Other  States  may  be  admitted  into  this  Confederacy  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  House  of  Representatives,  and  two-thirds  of 
the  Senate,  the  Venate  voting  by  States;  but  no  new  State  shall  be 
formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any 
State  be  formed  by  the.  junction  of  two  or  moro  States^  or  parts  of 
States,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned, 
as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

2.  The  Congress  *shull  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  need- 
ful rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  property  of  the  Confederate 
States,  including  the  lands  thereof. 
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3.  The  Confederate  States  may  acquire  new  territory ;  and  Congress 
fiball  have  power  to  legislate  and  provide  governments  for  the  inhabi- 
tants- of  all  territory  belonging  to  the  Confederate  States,  lying  with- ' 
out  the.  limits  of  the  several  States ;  and  may  permit  them,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  by  law  provide,  to  form  States  to 
be  admitted,  into  the  ConTederaoy.  In  all  svch  territory,  the  in.stita- 
tion  of  negro  slavery,  as  it  now  exists  in  the  Confederate  States,  shall 
be  recognized  and  protected  0y  CongresSi  and  by  the  tefriturial  Gov- 
ernment; and  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  Confederate  States  and 
Territories  shall  have  the  right'  to  ,take  to  such  territory  any  slaves 
lawfully  held  by  them  in  any  of  the  States  or  Territories  of  the  C^H^ 

.  federate  States. 

4.  The  Confederate  States  shall  gna/antee  to  every.  State  that  now 
is,  or  hereafter  may 'become,  a  member  of  this  Confederacy,  a  repuoli- 
can  form  of  government,  aocf  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  inva-    • 
sion,  and,  on  application  of  the  Legislature  (or  of  the  Ezecativei  when 
the  Lcgblature  is  not  in  sei^ion),  against  domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 

I.  Upon  the  demand  of  any  three  States,  legally  assembled  in  ^heir 
•se^ral  Conventions,  the  Congress  shall  summon  a  Convention  of  all 
the  States,  to  take  into  consideration  such  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution as  th^  said  States  shall  concur  in  suggesting  at  the  time  when 
the  said  demand  fs  made;  and'  should  any  .of  the  proposed  amend- 
inents  to  the  Constitution  be  agreed  on  by  the  said  Convention-^voting 
by  States — and  the  same  be  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  two- thirds 
of  the  several  States,  or  by  Conventions  in  ^wo-thirds  thereof — as  one 
or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  bo  proposed  by  the  general  Con-  - 
vention — they  shall  thenceforward  forto  a  part,  of  this  Constitution, 
But  no  State  shall,  without  its  consent,  be  deprived  of  its  equal  repre- 
sentation in  the  Senate.  ^ 

ARTICLE  VL 

I.  The  Government  established  by  this  Constitution  is  thcL  successor 
of  the  Provisional  Government  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America, 
and  all  the  laws  pussed  by  the  latter  shall  continue  in  force  until  the 
same  shall  be  repealed  or  modified  ;  and  all  the  officers  appointed  by 
the  same  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified^  or  the  offices  abolished.  -       • 
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2.  Ail  debts  contracted  and  eDgagements  entered  into  before  tbe 
adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  Confederate 
States  Hodcr  this  Constitution  as  under  the  Provisional  Government 

8.  This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  made 
in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Confederate  States,  shall  be  the  supreme 
hiw  of  the  land ;  and  the  Judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby, 
anything  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of^any  State  to  the  contrary  aot- 
witBstanding. 

4.  The  Senators  and  Ropreseqtatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
Members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  j!i> 
dicial  o$cers,  both  of  the  Confederate  States  and  of  the  several  States, 
sball  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  this  Cunstitutipn  ;  bat 
no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office  or 
public  trust  under  the  Confederate  States^ 

5.  Tbe  enumeration  in  the  Constitution  of  certain  rights  shall  not 
be  construed  to  deny  or'dispurage  others  retained  by  the  people  of  the 
several  States. 

6.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  Confederate  States  by  the  Con- 
stitution, nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States, 
respectively,  or  to  the  people  thereof. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

'     1.  The  ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  five  States  shaU  be  sufficient 
for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  States  so  ratify* 

ing  the  same. 

2.  WhcQ  five  States  shall  have  ratified  this  CoDstitution,  in  the  man- 
ner  above  specified,  the  Congress,  under  the  Provisioual  Constitution, 
shall  prescribe  the  time  for  holding  the  elcctioa  of  President  aud  Vice 
President;  aud  for  the  meeting  of  the  Electoral  College;  and  for 
counting  the  votes,  and  inaugurating  the  President.  They  shall  also 
pre^jcribe  the  time  for  holding  the  first  election  of  Members  uf  Con- 
gress under  the  Constitution,  and  at  the  tide  for  assembling  the  same. 
Until  the  assembling  of  such  Congress,  the  Congress  under  tho  Pro- 
visional Constitution  sliall  continue  to  exercise  the  legislative  powers 
granted  them — not  extending  beyond  tho  time  limited  by  the  Constitu- 
tion .of  the  Provisional  Govern mont.
